The lyke did the 
Autene, and at one tims returned their light hozſes, and in 
great haſt they ſtroke their hozſes with the ſpurs, without 
all pitie, and with ertreame furie, they made the incounter 
vpon their ſhelds, that their ſpeares ſhiuercd all to paces , 


and paſſed along with their courſe without any ſtay of their 


bodies, oz moning in their ſaddles,and turned abonte their 
bozſe with great lightnes with their wozds in their hands. 
The Queue ſtroke the firſt blowe at the Peince, that ſhee 
made the ſparkes to fiye out of his helme, ond tbe N ꝛince to 
decline bis head (0 the ſaddle bow, who with great lightnes 
did ſettle bimſelfe againe in the laddle, and did cleare him⸗ 
ſeife from the ſecond blow, which was readie to be diſchar⸗ 
ged bpon dim: 4 putting bimſelfe on the one fide, he ſtroke 
ber ſuch a blow vpon the helme, that it made a great ſounds 
thꝛoughout all ths fields and craggie monntaines, and ſhee 
fell backwards vpon the hozſe crouper with her heade ; but 
very quickly ſhe aroſe vp againe, and ſettled her ſelfe , and 
with great y2e ſhe layd fab holde vpon ber (wozd , to ftrike 
ber enimie, whom ſhe did not finde idle, but rather began fo 
aſſault her with blowes of moztall battaile. Such blowes 
was ſtroke betwirt them, that with the leaſt they thought 
either of then to make an ende of that contronerſte, At this 
time, there came that way a knight, who was armed with 
very rich armour. This was that ſtrong aud migbtie Bru - 
faldoro, who if pou da remember, with y mightte 8 ſtrong

The fame was luch,tbat this I inacrian 
left behinde him, that whereſoeuer be came, oz wherelocuer 
be went, he al wapes had newes which way he frauailed, vn⸗ 
till that time,thut he came 4 found him in battei with that 
wozthp Qucene, where he aid to behold a battaile ſo well 
foaght. At length he knew him very well to be the Unight 
that bꝛought him into ſa great extremitie: and loking as | 
bout him on them that were beholding the battatle , amons | 
geſt the reſt he knewe his louing wife: and although bis 
iope was vety great in ſceing of her, yet the wzath and ire 
that he had againſt the Knight was ſo much, that without 
ſaying any woꝛd vnto the Nuegene bis wiſe, he went toward 
them that were in batfatic, and with his word dꝛawen in 
his hand, he put himſelfe befoze the Qutene and ſapde.

other time vpon their hoꝛſe crouper, in ſuch ſozte, that there 
was inough to do betweene them fo2 to ſettle them ſelues vp⸗ 
right in their ſaddles all their faces vnder their healmes bees 
ing beraped with bloud, and often giuing grauous grones. At 
this tiuie was all ire and wzath wholp kindled, and all pati⸗

And in ſaying theſe wozde, 
be ran againſt the Einperonr with ſo great furys , that he 
made the ground to fremble vnder him, and When be cams 
nigh vnto the Empereur,he Rroke him an ouerthwart blow 
with fo great ſtrength and might,that he made him to fall 
lo wards vpon his hozſe cares without any remembzannce, 
in loch lot that it ſemed he had bene dend, fog that there 
pabræded ont ok his healme ſo much bleud, And by the great 
ſtrength of that bio w, his hoꝛſe was conttrained to Kwpe w 
his fozefœte. This migbtie Pzince with double fury turned 
with his \wo2d fo ſtrike bim the ſecond blow, but it was in 
ſuch ſozt, that the repnes of vis hozle bzidle woas faſt tn the 
bnckte of his armour, and was conſtrained by the fo:ce ba 
put to ſtrike his blow to pul the bzidle, which made p bozſe 
to riſe vp befoze,ftanving bpon dis hinder fete, which was 
very perillcus vnto tbe Knight ; and being in that ſozte, be 
loſt the ſtrength of his blow foz to ſuccour himſelfe, and to 
gouerne bis ho2fe, Jn Which time the Emperoar came as 
dine to pis fozmer ſcnſes;and fettled bimſelfe in bis ſaddle, 
who lering the great perill in the'which be was bzought,vid 
meruaile math thercat, and being full of wat, like vnto a 
V von he recovered his werd, and ſet ſpurres vnto his hozſe, 
and made him to moue like vnto the winde, ibꝛewing out 
al his beater a thicke ſmoke with very anger, and gave his 
aſſault with ſo great fur p, that the knight could not but ſom⸗ 
N what 
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mour. WMho, it pon do remember was the Emperaur Al- 
phebo, and our night was his ſonne, Who with his ſwoꝛd 
in bis hand all bloudie, followed the other two knights. The 
Emperour Alphebo ſwing them come running from » one 
alone Umght, called vnto them and ſapd: Tell me where⸗ 
foe doe pou runne away pou cowarvs and diſhononrers of 
the Grakilh geneslogie, of whom are you afraide, of one 
mMone UBulgh!? Saucraigne Lozd lapd one of the knizbtes, 
be that det follow vs, is no Anight, but a diuell, and thy 
larmounted ſtrength is ne dfull to make reſiſtaunce againſt 
his. Do at that time the Pzince app2oched as J have folde 
pou, and likewiſe the Emperour Alphebo, who did verpe 
much beholde his govly ſtature and diſpoſitton ; the Pince 
did like wile behold the Emperour,and the Nraungerefie of 
his armour, The Emperour was the firſt that beganne to 
ſpzake and ſapd: Teil me knight, what bath my Knightes, 
done vnto pou, to cauſe you to vſe x intreat them ſo ſraight⸗ 
ly. Then the P2ince who had loft all patience, ſapde. Pꝛo⸗ 
cure to make their reuengement, and do not al ke mer the 
cauſe of their cowarducFe . Foz that it is verpe apparaunt, 
that they themſelues are in fault of their ill intreating. 
This god Empercur,as one that made little reckoning of 
his wo2ds, very mokely ſayd. If they are in the fault it ly⸗ 
keth me very well,therefoze J do deſire to know the occa⸗ 
ſion if it be thy pleaſure to ci! me, that A may altogether lay 
the fault vpon them. The Pꝛince with a high vopce lapde. 
By the Gods J do (weare vnto ther, that it is true that 3 
haue tolde the. The Emperour when he hearde dim name 
thoſe falſe Gods, without any mo2e tarrping dꝛewe out bis 
(word and ſayd, Decfende thy ſelke Pagan, foz it ſhall coſt 
the thy lpfe, fo: laying hanos vpon Chziſt ans, who ate 
moe worth then thou art. Now do) J not deſite fo knowe 
the occafion, fo2 that they are Chꝛiſtians and thou arte a 
B22, And J ſaye, that they are in no fauite , So there, 
they aſſaulted one another, with moſt terrivie and mostall

of golde. The Pzince was meruail2nfly amazed and fron- 
bled at the great clæreneſſe thereof, ſo that he was conffrate 
ned to hide his eyes with his owne hands: but the calling 
out of the knight of the fountaine did cauſe him to chaunge 
bis purpoſe, and called fo2 his ſpeare , and with a furious 
courſe, he went fo2zth vnto the inconnter. The night of the 
kountaine did b2eake his ſpeare, not making the P2ince to 
mœue any moꝛe then he had ſtroke vpon a hard Nocke: but 
the Pzinces incounter was ſuch, that he ouerthzew him to 
the ground, z with the fall he bzake bis arme in two parts, 
who hauing no power to moune himlelf, aud with the great 
paine 4 ariefe be felt, made a pitifull complaint. The Greeks 
ſing him in that caſe ſayd ; Knigbt,it had bene better thou 
hadſt remained without auy ſalutation quietlye, then nowe 
quarrelling thervpon,thou haſt thy arme bzoken,and remai⸗ 
neſt vnable fo beipe thy ſelfe,and without ſaying any other 
thing, he did departe, determining to p2oſecate his fozmer 
iourney, Do within a while after, he heard a great _ of

calling, and lokingabout to ſ& who called him, he ſaw that 
it was the reſt of the knights, which followed with greate 
ſp&de. There he determined fo ſtaye their comming , and 
made himſclfe ready vato the battaile, if they would rr 
it of him. Theſe ſeatren knights came with great y2e , 
ſe the other knight in that perplexitie, (and fozgetting the 
cuſtome of Grecia,of long time obſerued and kept amongſt 
the Knights) they all ſeauen fogetber with their ſpeares on 
their reſts, they made their incounter vpon him, and ſtroke 
the Greeke with their firmed blowes, ſome on the ſides, and 
ſome on the bꝛeaſt with great furie: pet the Pzince remai⸗ 
ned moze fit me the an Anfield of pzon.Zhey all bzake their 
ſpeares on him, but at their paſſing by, he ſtroke one of them 
ſuch a blow vpon the healme, that be ouerthꝛew him deade 
to the ground. The reſt which remained, returned vnto him 
with their \wo2ds in their hand, laying vpon him very fer- 
ribly like knights that were both valiant and couragious: 
but the Pꝛince moued his hoꝛſe amongſt them, with ſo great 
lightnelle and ſtrength, that quicklie bis power and fozce 
was knowen vnto them, be did ſo tozment them with his 
mightie blowes.And the moze they did grieue him, the wozſe 
it was foz them : fo2 hauing loft all patience,be thzew his 
ſhield at bis backe, and did aſſault them with ſoch fury, that 
in a ſho2t time he remained with onely two of them in the 
field, who ſeeing the other of their companions dead, pꝛocured 
to ſave their liues, tourning their backes vnto the Grerke, e 
pꝛicking their hozſe with the ſpurs, they put themſelues into 
a b2oad wape. 

This furious night followed after them, pzocuring. to 
ouertake them, and to make that not one of them ſhall bears 
newes of the ſucceſſe of the battaile: but by reaſon thev had 
ſome vauntage of the waye, and againe their hozics were 
very god, foz all the baſt that he coulde make, he could not 
ouertake them, till ſuch time as they came whereas were 


many tents armed in the field, and at that place ther was a 


knight y ſtept befoze him to defend the other two which ran 


l. v. mour, 
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_ who were armed with verie ſtrong and ſtraunge ar⸗ 
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-and there they reſted all that night,fo2 that the king would 
not that they choulde ſo ſone departe from him, becauſe her 
would foz a time recreafe himſelf in their converſation, g told 
them of ſome things that ſhuld happen vnto them. So when 
"the mozning was come the Went was taken awaie, 4 they * 
began to franaile by a verie ſtraight and narrow path. The 
King of Arginaria did leade them the waie, and commaun⸗ 
ded them to Ftollowe him, who woulde ſet them out of that 
wilderneſſe, and bꝛing them vnto the lea of Hyrcania, whers 
as they (yall finde all things neceCarie foz their new begun 
vopage, and bad them that they Choulde haue verie greate 
care,fo2 being once in Grecia, there ſhall be iopned together 
the nailes and pawes of two of the moſt furious Lyons that 
be in al! the woꝛld, the one bzinging the other in fo great afs 
flictan, that the better of them both cannot be indged, neither 
acknowledge ante vauntage till ſuch time as with their out⸗ 
ragtous furie be taken awate the lockes which be vpon their 
crowned heads, and ſhall at that inſtant in a moment be let 
at libertie by the robber of his firſt top, making reſtitution of 
that which a long time bath bene vſurped, remaining one of 
them without grieke of the young Binde, that be bzingeth 
with him. When all this ſhall come to paſſe J will returne 
my ſonne and ſz you., And in laying tbeſe woꝛdes he vani⸗ 
ſhed awaie,nof ſeeing anie other thing but the hozſe which 
was laden with their victualls, which tauſed them to remain 
amazed at his ſodaine departure, and yet verie much comfozs 
ted in that he had ſeene him: So they trauailed all that dats 
by a narow path. hen night was come, without knowing 
by whom, the Tent was armed againe that they might reſt 
themſelacs therein, when they were within and bad comans 
ded their hoꝛles to be put in, the doze of the tent did ſhut of 
it ſelfe with lo great Trength,that they could not open it, al⸗ 
though they did make a pꝛofe, ſoz that Galtenor had ſo made 

it, becauſe of a greate number of wilde veaſles which were 
in thoſe partes, and in the night time raungeth abzoade foz 
to ſeke they; pꝛapes. Do they paſſed that night with greate 
if any eaſe, till the mozning that the Tent deze did af”

the Tent was taken vp and put bppon the hozſc,and all the 
rcft, toke their tourney pꝛeſentlpe following (fill that Nay 
rowe path fill it was none, at which time thep came vnto 
the ſca ſive,and harde by the place whereas they artued,thcy 
ſawe at an Anker a Barke merualoufiyp well cauked and 
trimmed,made after the manner ofa Serpent, with mightie 
wings and a long tatle. The Pziiico when he ſaw the Barke 
made after that ſozte, ſltraight waie he bnderſtode that that 
was the Barke which the king of Arginaria had ſpoken of, 
and without ante moze tarrping he tcommsunded bis bozſe to 
be put in and all the reſt, and he lone the Paſtora in his 
armes and put her into the Barke, they were no ſoner 
within, but that with great | wiftneſſe ſhe beganne fo moue 


ber ſelfe, in ſuch ſozte that in a (mall time they were karre 


from the ſhoate, Thus they trauailed with great contem⸗ 
ment koz the ſpace ok fire dapes, and the ſeauenth dale ve⸗ 
rie caripe in the mozning they were at the ſhoare verre 
nigb Conſtantinople, whereas with great iope and plcaſure 
they went a lande, and mounting vppon their hozfcs they 
entered into a verie gene and delightfull Foreſt , which 
ſtove in their ate, and within a while they heard a greate 
noiſc of hunters, and towardes that way thr Peinte and his 
companie went, and in the way they trauatled, they rode by 


a fountaine, in the which there was to the number of tight

ced on his bealme, and caſt his ſheelde at his necke, and bees 
ing readie he mounted vpon his hozſe, and twke his Speare 
in his hart, which ſtode hard by leaningagainft a tro, and 
with a beres reaſonable pace h& ſo!lowep after him, and 
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my hozſe fo: fo carrie tha alone , but both of vo, fo it is a 
ho2ſe which can doe it veric well, J hall becauiitcd fo2 a 
moze fale then thou ſaid tbe olde man, hauing now oppoz- 
tunitit to goe Whether I liſt all alone, and being in thy com 
panie J ſhall be conſtcained to goe whether tby pleaſure is , 
The Pzince hearing theſe wozdes went by little and little 
towards the olde man, but be with a quicke courſe did apart 
bunicife from hin, making with his mouth and epes a thous 
ſand g ſtures,fo2 to make him to be angrie. The P2ince bes 
ing affoned (aid : Thou falſe olde villaine, moze wozſe then 
the ſtinking Fore, tarrie thou mocker of knights,and da not 
tainke that the lightncfſe of thy hozſe hall deliuer the out of 
my hands. The olde man (ſhewed as though be cſtæmed Ipt- 
tie his wo2ds and thꝛealnings, but ran with the hozſe from 
one place vnto another, making a thouſand geſtures and fa⸗ 
tes with his mouth and eyes, which was tuen death vnto 5 
Pi ince, who ſaid: Dh Gods ts it poſſible that you do permit 
that this naughtie olde man ſhould thus ſcozne me with bis 
tetares, Coridon and the Paſtora came behinde,+ had great 
paſtime to ſe how the knight was mocked and beguiled of 
an olde man,who ſæmed as thengh he could not mone him⸗ 
ſelfe with age, With the great anger and rage that the pꝛince 
had to ſve himſelfe ſo mocked, he pzicked his hozſe with the 
ſpurres foz to ouertake the olde man, who was a god wape 
off from him, and made his bozſe to runne ſo ( wift a courſe, 
that it ſæmes he flew, and the olde man with the like Ipabt 
touiſe came running towards and againſt the Pzince,t com⸗ 
ming nigh vnto yim he ſayd , What is this my ſonne, wber⸗ 
fo2e is all this furie, foʒ thau doeſt well knowe that J came 
not foꝛ to cauſe in you ante anger. The Pzince hearing this 
ſtaped his yo2ſe. and did behalde him, and knewe him verpe 
perfectly to be the king of Arginaria, and with greate baſte 
bx alpzbted from his hozſe, and the olde man dpd the like, 
and with zreat contentment they loatiigly imbzaced one anos 
ther. Then the knight ſapd. 

Ja it poſiibie louing father that you doe thus miſuſe him 
that gath ua. gather delire but to ſerue vou, J doe pzomiſe you

that bekoze J let yon goe out of mine arnies , fo make you I. 
pꝛomiſe me to bꝛing me out of this lolitarie place, in recom- 
peute of this trouble and anger which you haue cauſed mee 
to baue. I came foz no other thing ſatd Galtenor, fo; knowing 
tho great trauaile which may happen in this place,4 againe,p 
griefe which thou baſt fo2 y trouble of a faire Paſtora, which 
thon bꝛingeſt in thy companie, and knowing the great loue 
which beareſt vnto her J did ozdaine my comming hether, x 
determined firſt to giue ther this infertatament, fo2 that afs 
terward J might of thee with moze toy be rec eiued. At this 
time dꝛewe nere the Paſtora and Coridon , and Fidelio, 
and ſeeing them imbzacing one an other they made the moze 
haſt on their waie, verie much meruailing to [& a croke back 
and leane olde man to be turned bnto a great and faire Gp- 
ant, with a godly long white beard, apparsiled with rich ap- 
parell. The Pzince turning vnto the Paſtora,ſatd:Faire Pa- 
{tora,this nobſe king who ts hare pzeſent is king of the J⸗ 
land Arginaria, my Lo2d and father „ who vnderſtanding by 
his art the great neceſſitte in the which we are, is come to put 
remedie therein. The king of Arginaria with an amozous 
heart and ficdfaft eyes without mouing them, he did behold 
the Paſtora, remembzing himlelfe at that time of the young 
childe that he loſt by the river of Euphrates,4 ſtraight waie 
be knew her to be theſame, of the which he did not a little 
retoyce,but ſæ ing that it was conuenient at that time to hold 
bis peace, he did diſſemble it, and kept the great toy which be 
recetued fo2 the finding of her in his heart, and retourning 
bnto the Pꝛince, he laid: J doe not now much meraaile faire 
knight, that thy heart is ſubiect to ſo fapze a creature, and 3 
doe thinke my labour verie well beſtowed, becauſe that by 
my coming bether ſhall be taken awate a great part of your 
trouble, which without all doubt you ſhould baue had, t bæ⸗ 
ing in this maner talking, there appeared befoze them a hozle 
loden with victualls, ond ſtraight waye thoy toke ozder that 
they might eatc,fo2 that they had great na de thereof. Eyke⸗ 
wiſe there was raifed a verie faire 2 rich tent fo2 to eaſe thẽ⸗ 
ſelues, and they knew not which way noz how it was made,

1 4 hahited, this warrelike knight frawatieo in 
| EEE) companie with his faire Paſtora , with (a 
Y Ny great delight and plcaſure, that J cannot 
here fignifie it vntlo pou, and with Coridon 
* 3 they had god paſtime, fo2 that he was vertc 
— igaine fering that be might ſo at quiet and fas 
miltarly talke with the Paſtora, was almoſt in an crtaſie fo; 
love. So the ſecond dap that they tranailed by that monn⸗ 
taine, bp realon that it was ſo fragrant, thep loſt their wate, 
in (uch ſo2t,that when they remembꝛed themſelues, they wer 
entered into the thickeſt of the wildernefle, and pꝛocured ta 
fide the waie againe, which by no meanes they coulde, foz 
that they were ſo farre entered into the thicket , So with 
great trouble they trauailed till mid date, at which time they 
beard a noiſe of the running of water, the which they follows 
ed, a it was the occaſion p they bꝛought themſelues out of p 
thick wood, and came ints a mightte great plaine, thꝛough the 
w idſt of the which there paſſed a deepe river. There they las 
ked about them to ſe if they coulde diſcouer any towne, vil⸗ 
lage, oz dwelling places, but they could {& no other thing but

The Pzince 
taking great pittie on the olde man,fapd: Feare not god Fa⸗ 
ther of this thy miſfoztune, foꝛ ſ&ing 5 foztune hath bzougbt 
bs hether, J will not leaue thee alone in this lolitarpe place, 
The Pꝛince leaped from his hozſe and twke the olde man in 
his armes, and put him in the laddle, and helped to ſettle him 
well, chat by reaſon of his weakreſſe be might not fal, that 
be being well ſet he bunſelfc might p better without all fearg 
teap bp behind him.

Ab Filipenſio 
bow much am J bound bnto the Oods, that haue e 
me from two ſo great daungerę, and ſet me at libertie from 
the troubles thereof. UUhere haſt thou lekte thy Chepbrards Ry 
apparatlc?UWlho hath chaunged them,fo2 this faire 4 ſtrong 
armour, where haſt thou lefte thy ſhepheards croke. Ah Fili- 
penſio, giue me to vnderſtand of thy high eftate, p my (mall 
vnderſtanding be not the occaſion that J fall in ſome errour. 
The valyant Knight being fabiect to her beautie, laide vnto 
ber : Jam yours faire Paſtora, whether J be a ſhepheard 
02 a Knight, your beautie hath bꝛought me in ſabcction, and 
it is great gloꝛp vnto me to be peelded vnto por, 

Then the faire Paſtora at theſe wozdes take him faſte 
by both the hands, and not giuing him place to aup moe re⸗ 
ſoning, ſhe ſayd. J will now ſe, whether you are as val pant 
in deeds as in woꝛds, ſeing that foꝛtune hath bzought vs hee 

- ther: and here J do aſke of thee two things to be graun⸗ 
| ted vnto me, and it is tbe firſt that ener J aſked of any per⸗ 
ſon in all the wozld, The ame ꝛous Pzince aunſwered , Ah 
1 my lwate Piltrelle,is it poſſible that J bane deſerued fo re⸗ 
; keiue at pour hands ſo much fauour, in that you do al ke of 
me any thing, wherin J may oꝛ can do you ſeruice, know⸗ 
ing that 4 am pours, pou ne&de not to aſke but commannde 
l | me as pour owne,fo2 that J am bound fo whatſocner pou 
| 4 will, The faire Paſtora ſapd. Mel gentle knight, ſæ ing that 
| thou doft Chew thy ſelfe to be ſo ſubiect and bound fo do me 
| pleaſure, the firſt thing that J do requeſt the to graunt me, 
is, that thou cary me vnto Grecia vnto the Empero2s court, 
and there foꝛ the ſoace of one moneth to make my defence, : 
4 affirme, that my beautte daeth lurmeunt all others in the 
world. Now mailt thou goe and ſet at libertie Coridon and

thy ſeruaunt, who are both in pꝛiſon. The Greke had great 
contentment of that which the Paſtora did aſke of him: and 
for to perfoꝛme thit which he had commaunded, he went e

coming vnto a doze he heard a great noiſe of much people, 5 
Bzincs knocked at the doꝛe and bad them open it, t pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to dos them no harine if they would open tee daze . 20 
ſtraight way it wes open, whereas he demaunded fo2 Cori- 
don and his Squire, thep were ſtraight wape bzought vnto 
bim by one of them which opened tpe doe, and in the meane 
time it was tolde him who the Grants were, you ſhall vn⸗ 
derſtand that thep were nephewes unte the king ok Cilicia, 
and vnto the Prince of Poliſmago, who being in loue with 
the Paſtora, and being of her caſt off, ge went and told it vn⸗ 
to the king of Cilicia, then they conſented together to doe all 
that you haue bear d, and bad gone through with their intent 
if it had not bene fo2 the balour of the Peince Claridiano, So 
when Coridon came befoze the Paſtora be could not refrain 
from weeping, with the great top which be recctuer at þ ſight 
of her, and the Paitora was no leſſe iopfull.

which he was conffrained to do fo2 to giue her contentinent, 
and commaunded fo make readie their hoꝛſes and likewiſe a 
paifray which they found in the caffell, So the next day in 5 
mozning they twke their way towards Grecia, paſſing tho-

The 
villanie which he lawe them ble did increaſe his wzath, 
and double bis ſtrength in ſuch ſoꝛte, that it fell out wozle (02 
them being both together then befo2e,fo2 that the vileneſſe of 
their aſtaulting made bim to double bis blowes , ſtriking 
now mightelp at the one, and then as terribiy en the other, 
with very great power g lkrengtp, pꝛocuring to indamage the 
And f92 that he dealt with two ſuch valiant knights it Cov 
him in hand fo vſe afl kinde of pollicte: but pet be could not 
ſo at libertie defend himſelie, vnt that the giant watched his 
time, and ſtroke him ſo furious a blow vpon bis ſtcelp beim, 
that he made him to bow with both his knees to the ground 
The P;ince of Poliſmago ſeeing him at that poynt, doubled 
bis blawes vpon him very terribly 2 but in ſpite of them, he 
aroſc bp againe with moze fury then a baighted ball,+ with 
bis ſwoꝛd ſaſt tn bis hand, be pꝛeſſed to the Giant, 4 ſtroke 
bim ſo moꝛtall a blow vpon bis ſhoulder, tat be cloue him 
downe to the welle, cutting harneſſe and bones, and with 
great fatiſitie guerthꝛewe dim dead fo the ground. Ye bad 
not fa ſont giuen that wonderfull blowe, but he retourned 
another at the Dagan, vppon his inchounted healme, that 
be made if ſsunde lpͤke vVnto a Bell. The which blows 
was {o migheie that it onerth2ew him downe to the ground, 
thow'ng dat a: his Beaver Ycrye great abonndaur ce of 
bloud 
Tho coulde bare declare the greate iope which the Pa- 
ſtora ceceinev when ſhe (awe her enimies in that plight, 4 
A cainot wdge which had tre greater iope, he knight in that 
be bad ſet ber at libertie, oz the P. cra fo ſœ bet ſelſe at 
libertie , So when the knight ſawe the Pagan en ths 
ground without remembꝛaunte, he made no moꝛe farrying, 
but went vp the ſtatres, and Nayed not till be came wheres 
as the Paſtora was . And When be (awe ber, be fell 
e downe, 
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didſt ſpeake off. And foz that thou ſhalt be the better terto⸗ 


fico of this thau ſalt vnderſtand that J am he, wha in ſhep⸗ 
beards apparaile,onely with my ſhepheardes croke, at one 
bio w bꝛought that traito2 the P2ince of Poliſmago to the 
graund without rememb2annce, and likewiſe with another 
blow with the (wo2d of the ſaid Pzince,J flew the King cf 
Calicia : and am the ſame who will do the like with ther r 
thou doſt not deliner vnto me that faire Paſtora,whs was 
b:ought hether by fo2ce,by that naughtie Pzince of Poliſ 
mago, The Giant was very ſozrowfull foz that which her 
heard, and ſhowed by bis countenaunce fo be very wzatbfuk; 
At that time there deſcended downe the ſtaires another C13 
ant, who with a furious vopce ſapd bn{o the firſt Gyaunt : 
2520ther put thy ſelfe apart on the one ſide, and let mer tuke 
reuengement of this vile night, that is befoze the ; 4 with⸗ 
out ſpeaking any mo2e wozds,he lift vp bis great and heas 
uiefawchon,and ſtroke a mightie blow at the night, but 
this pollitike Knight ſtepped with great lightnelfe on ß one 
ſide, which was the occaſion that his blow fell downe vppon 
p-panement in vain:this terrible blow was no ſoner down, 
when the Knight cloſed with him, and ſfroke him with his 
fwo2d ſo mightie a blow vpon the right arme, that be cut it 
cleane a ſunder,and it fell downe to the ground, (wozd end 
al, The Giant when he ſaw himſelfe ſo wounded, gaue a ters 
rible ſhʒike, and thꝛew his ſhield from him, and would hang 
taken the ſwo2d in his other hand: but the Pzince woulde 
not ſuffer it, but ſtroke him another blow on the ſame arme, 
and euen as he did by the other, de cut it a ſunder by the el⸗ 
bow: ſo that he was lame of both his armes. Pet foz all 
this, the giant did not lonſe his furie, but roaring like a Lion, 
he dpened the umpes of his armes which did remain, thin⸗ 
hing with them to imbzate the Anigbt, and by bis greate 
foꝛce to onerthzowe him. As he be laboured to enter in, the 
light put the popnt of his (wozd befoze him, in ſath ſozte, 
that what with the ſtrength and furie of the Giant, and the 


faꝛte that he put therevntojths l woꝛd paſſed though his boo. 


dy, that he fell do bone dead to the ground. Fg 
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At this time, there deſcended downe the Caircs in great hall 
a Knight of a mightte pzopoztion, whom Claridiano knew 
to be the Pꝛince of Poliſmago. This Greek Knight receiucd 
great delyght at the fight of t him, Then the Pzince of Po- 
liſmago ſaid: Thou peruerſe dogge, come and take reuenge⸗ 
me, fo⸗ the griefe and wzong which thou doſt publiſh here 
fo haue receiued: fo2 Jam the Paince whom thou doſt ſeke 
fo2 : and in laying theſe woꝛds, he did aſſanlt him with ter⸗ 
rible blowes. Then Claridiano did returne vnto him 5 like, 
but not in lo terrible a ſozt as he might, foꝛ the great com⸗ 
paſſton that he had of him, conſidering that the pangs of loue 
cauſe a man to doe that ſometimes, which after ward he do- 
eth repent himſelfe off. So herre bet wirt them began a migh⸗ 
tic and well foughten battaile, the one ſtriking the other, on 
all parts, great and terrible blowes, In this ſozt they indu⸗ 
red a while without knowing any aduauauntage betwirte 


them, the occaſion was,fo2 that the Creke woulde not vis 


the rigoꝛ of all bis ſtrength. And being in this confroners 
ſie,the Grake lifte vp his eyes, and ſawe at a windowe the 
faire Paſtora, who was beholding them in their battailc: at 
which light he receined (o great pleſure and delygbt,that tbe 
ftrength of his armes did faile him, ano he had no moꝛe pos 
wer to lifto them bp. When the Pagan ſaw that, he did al⸗ 
fault him with moꝛe courage:the Crake had no power, bit 
onely to beare off the blowes,and recopled till ſuch time as 
he came right vnder the window: which made the Pagan 


fo thinke that he was onercome,and that he had got the vice _ 


toꝛie. At that time the other Giant was very well armed, x 
went vnto the Paſtora,and twke her by the batre of p head, 
and pulled her from the window, and ſapd: Apart thy felfe 
from that place, thou which art the caule of all this euill, foz 
tba. ou ſhalt not content thy ſeifs in ſceing him, who dos 
eth pꝛocure thy libertie, although it be impoſſible : and J ds 
tweare bnto thee by my Gods, that the great damage which 
thy niceneſſe hath cauſcd,thy bead ſhall pape ſoꝛ. Ob bowe 
w2athfull this Grake was, when he ſaw the Giant intreat 
ber lo cuill,foz a giuing a terrible ſhzike he lift vp his right 
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eben of na mutet whieb do20 dhe NRnigbt en⸗ 
ered and went vp the ſtaires. And when he came aloft, bee 
entred into very great and bꝛoad chambers all furniſhed W 
beds, and it ſe med to be à place fo the houſhold ſeruaunts, 
and going from thence he entred into a very faire hall, in the 
which was a well wꝛougbt windowe, and loking out ther⸗ 
at hs ſawe that it was ouer the gate of that in kept Caſtle, 
by which he entered, and looking fo; Coridon and Fidelio, be 
could not ſe them, but beleued that they had put themſcines 
apart in ſome place becauſe they would not be feens , Then 
this valiant knight loking downe againe to the gate, ſawe a 
mightis great Gpant of a huge ſtature, who called with a 
grent loude voice and ſayde : Runne quickly and ſ&ko out 
that bolde knight, who without ante liſence entered info the 
Cafee!l , and put bim into the molt cruelleſt pzifon in all 
the houſe , Theſe woꝛdes cauled little feare in the knight, 
butt rather going from the windowe he went ont of the hall; 
where was a papꝛe of ſtapꝛes, and as he beganne to deſcend 
downe by them, he lawe comming vp thereat in great bald 
fine armed knightes, and after them eight clownes, who ſer⸗ 
ing him to be the knight they ſought-, with theyz [ wozdes 
dꝛawne verie rigozoully they did aſſanlt dim. This val pant 
warriour dzew out his ſwoꝛzd, and ſtroke two of them two 
ſuch terrible blowes, þ be made their heads to tumble downs 
the ſtayꝛes, and in the fall of them they cþaunced to hit two 
of the clownes,that they made them to fall backwards vpon 
the ſtapꝛes, but his furie Fayed not in this, but be ſtroke anos 
ther knight ſuch a blo we, that ze ouerthzews him deade the 
lame wape, the other two knightes which remained laing 
that daughter ſo quickly done, they put themſelues the one 
on the one fide of the ſtapꝛes, and the other on the ofber,and 
hauing they? ſheldes befo:e them they layde on the Knight 
with great and thicke blowes, but by reaſon of the deſire 
wyich the knight had to ſie his Paſtora,and being bery much 
troubled therewith, hee determined with ſperde fo cleere him⸗ 


(e!fc of thoſe two knightes, and therevith he ſtroke at E. 
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of them a mightie blow and ſent them with the reſt downe 
the Tayzes, the like did he vnto fonre of the clownes that 
were ſo hardie as to aſſaulf him, the other with a great noiſe 
ranne downe the ſfapzes,this valyant knight haſted downe 
. the ſtapzes after them till he came into a great court, where⸗ 

as he found the Opant vnarmed, with a cheelde on his arme, 
and & great bꝛoade fauchen in his hande The knight made 
ſhew vnto him that he woulde not fight no2 trtke him, but 
put bis \ wo2de vp into his ſheath, and ſaid : Holde thy hand 
Opaunt and ſtrike not, but put on thy armour foz to make 
thy defence,foz this vnderſtande of a truth, that J will not 
d:awe out my { wo2b ſo long as thou art vnatmed, The Gi⸗ 
gunt whe: be (awe howe lyttle be did eſteeme him, ſtove 
fill and did beholde him, andnoted the greate riches of his 
armour, and by the deutce of his ſhelvde be knewe him to be 
the knight that wonne the pꝛiſe and honour in tbe iuſtes at 
Nabateazfoz you ſhall vnderſtande that all theſe Gyauntes 
were ol the kingdome of Cilica,and the king thereof if pon 
remember was the firſt with whome the knight did inf, 
whichin that triumph was onerthꝛowen, when that to re- 
nenge that quarrellcame fozth a bzother of his, who by the 
' Hrength of tbe arme of this knight was faine,and the Gy- 

aunt which be lle we by the riner of Euphrates was the king 
of Cilicia himſelſe (the occaſion of his comming and who 
all the tet were ſhall moze at large appeare in the pꝛoceſſe 
of the hiſtozie.) When the Gyaunk knewe him, with a di- 
uelliſh conntenaunce he ſayde : Tell me knight, by foꝛtune 
art thou that famous warriour, who in the inſtes of Naba- 
tea(as hath beene tolde me) carried awaye all the honour and 
pꝛuſe, and ouerthzewe the king of Cilicia, to whome tho 
Gods did ſhe w themſelues enimtes,and the ſame which likes 
wile lew his bzother, i there be anie curfeſic in ther J deũre 
the to tell me. 5 | " * a 
This -baliant P2ince aunſ wered and ſaid: J do not know 
fo what end thou doeſt aſ ke it of me,but let it befo2 what it 
ſhall be,thou ſhalt vnderſtand that J am ihe 1 
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Cs 3 can Hue alive onelp with his bodie, ua that my 
| ule is abſented and gone alter my Paſtora , Mith manye 
teares the ſhepheard ſaid theſe wozds, The Pzince ſeing that 
the detracting of time was perillous „ (oke his leaue of the 
Pzincefſe,and found his bozſc in a readineſſe and with great 
lightnefſe he mounted vpon him, ſo likewiſe his Squire and 
Coridon mounted vpan verie god hezſes, which þ Pzinceſſe 
commaunded to be ginen them, : with great baft they depar⸗ 
ted oat of the citie, and toke their tourney into a bꝛoad high 
waie and at ſuch time as the Sun had couered all the earth, 
they met with a labouring man who. was comming from his 
acculfomed wozke in the field, of whom thy al ked newes of 
their Paſtora,but he could tell them none, but be ſapd,that as 
bout midnight he bearde certaine lamentations made by a 
woman, but he knew not the occaſion wherefoze, So ſtraight 
way he thought what it might be, which was the occaſton 
that they made the moze haſt in franailing, with great feare 
leaſt they ſhould loſe her: o all that daie they trauapled, 
and rode thzongh Damaſco,and left the riuer of Euphrates, 
this knight trauatled with great ſozrow foz the ſmall newes 
that he beard of his Paſtora,and the anger was verie great 
of the P2ince,foz that he was ſo careleſſe, in ſuch ſozte, that 
neither Coridon 10; Fidelio durſt ſpeake a woꝛde vnto him, 
and diuerſe times lifting vp his eyes vnto heanen , with an 
heauie voice he ſaid : Dh high and mightie God Iupiter, how 
is it poſſible that J hauing done my duelie vnto thy Deitie 
in all reſpects, and almoſt vſing a quotidian ſacrifice,thou dos 
eſt yet ſuffer thy power to bee contrarie vnto me in this, 
giue me now fome light to happe on that waie by which that 
_ traifour and dillopall knight doth carris the Goddeſle of all 
ſhepheardes, that J maye deliuer her, that Thee be not ſcozned 
n22 ill intreafed of that falſe knight: Dh Diana, chaſt Gods 
delle, hide thy bzeaſt,and ſend ſome keeper of thine to defende 
her, let that reuenger Camilia be her garde, and with her 
| Bowe ſend a ſharpe arrowe to paſſe thzongh the heart of him 
that doth all this euill. In this lozte with greate anger the 
Pzince krauailed , and the thirde daie of his 2 


what me mozning be ae vppon a;rockea verie 
faire and great caſtell which ſemed to be verie ſtrong . The 
Pzince determined to goe thether , he had not trauailcd long 
when hs came into another greate and bzoade waie, in the 
which there was a man which came towardes them, x when 
he dꝛew nigh, they al ked of him if be coulde tell anie ne wes 
of the Paſtora The man lift vp his eies and ſeeing the pꝛopoz⸗ 
tion of him that demaunded the queſtion, he ſaide: Foz thy 
pꝛofit ſir knight, fo that thou ſemeſt vnto me to be ot oftt- 
mation, J will not tell the thy demaund. The valianteknight 
with moze humilitie then his paſſionate heart would abide, 
deſired him to gine him to vnderſtand if be knew anie thing 
of her. The man ſaid: Sir knight, Jknowe not wherefoze 
pou will knob) of that thing, that by ſæking of reme die foz 
ber deliuerie, will pꝛocure thy (elfe death. Hot withſtanding 
ſing that with ſo great tourteſie you doe requeſt me, J will 
tell pou, althougb it were better fo2 you not to knowe it, ne⸗ 
uer he leſſe vau hall vnderſtande that peſternight a knight 
bzought her vnto vonder Caſtell which you lee be loze vou, t 
put her vnder fo ſtrong kping, that there is no power able 
to deliuer her, except che power of the high Oods. The cons 
tentment was great that the P?ince teceiued when he beard 
ne wes ok her, the which he ſo much deſired; and giuing great 
thankes vats the man, he went towards the Caſtle, : when 
be came thether,be found the dzawe bzidge downe, and the 
gate open, and no gard there to kepe it. And without all 
feace,be entered in at the gate, and left Coridon and Fidelio 
without, And being within, he came into a very great and 
bzoad Court, the which was paned with very faire and wel 
wzought ſtones, and the walls were full of windowes with 
vꝛon grates very faire, but be ſaw no body: and diſcouering 
a bꝛoad and well made paite of ſtaires, he alighted from his 
hozſe, and went bp, and being halfe wape vp, ther was a doze 
open, and loking in thereat, he ſawe it was a greate Hall, 
and that verpe darke, ſauuig at the farther ende thereof, 
{there was a little louer hole, which gaue a (mail light, wher 
by be perceiued a little doze, which ſeemed to be at the fte

ter the departure of the Pzince , the thick 
SINE ſhepbeards remained bnder thoſe high Pins 
2 trees, till ſuch time as the darke night cams 

vpon them, and there did determine to paſſe 
V-the night awaie with muſicke and amozons 
ſongs,and in this connerſation Filipenſio res 
ceiued great pleaſure,but they beard vpon a ſodaine a greate 
noiſe, which ſeemed fo be of a woman, and likewiſe a rumoz 
of the running of hozſes. Theſe ſhepheards ſptedely aroſe vp 
and went to ſe what it was, and they found Galiſmena who 
cryed out vnto the Oods, and when the ſawe Filipenſio ſhes 
ſayd : Ab awd ſhepheard gwnne and giue ſuccour,fo2 that the 
Paſtora is carried awate pꝛiloner by the P2ince of Poliſina- 
go againſt her will. O that J were able to ſignifie vnto you 
vere þ great anger of Filepenſio, it was ſo mach that almoſt 
he was beſide himſelle, but when Galiſmenaſaw him in that 
traance,ſhe called vnto him with a loude voice and laid: Ab 
gentle ſhepbeard is it now time to lack courage doſt thou not 


ſe the great perill which may bappen vnto Cayſerlinga, and 
all by thy detracting of time. Theſe þigh wozds was the oc⸗ 
caſion that the ſhepheard came v elle againe, 4 lyks 


vato an arrow out of a bow he followed the way after them, 
till ſuch time as he came into a bzoad high waie, whereas ho 
12 did 
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did diſconer the now fat ſteps of his hozſe,by which he knew 
that he was rode that wate,and with great lightneſſe he did 
pꝛoſecute his journey, til ſuch time as he came to Ieroſolima, 
and when be ſawe the ſmall remedis that he had fo goe fo2- 
wards,foz that he was on fote, he determined to enter into 
the citie, and loked backe to ſe if anie of the ſhepheardes did 
follow him, and he ſawe none but Coridon that did fullowe 
him, and tarr ping foz him be ſayd : Ab ſhepheard what ſhall 
we doe without our delight, follow me if it be thy pleaſure, 
and let vs pzocure fo reſfoze againe our loſſe, which is our 
Paſtora. Foz hære A doe \ weare vnto thee by the Dmnipo- 
tent Iupiter, neuer fo retourne vnto the riner of Euphrates, 
without the faire Paſtora, and without anie moe tarrying 
they entered into Ieroſolima, not ſfaping till they came vnto 
the Pallaice,and the firſf that he met with was with Fide- 
lo, whom he commaunded fo goe and declare vnto the P2ins 
ceſſe of his comming, who did verie much meruaile when 
that Fidelio did tell her,fo2 that he returned in ſo ſhozt time, 
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and ſhe went out of her chamber and did receiue him with 


great iope and plcaſure,ſaping : What quicke returne is this 
that you haue made, valiant and excellent knight: Ueric hea⸗ 
ute and ſozrowtull ſapd the P2infe, foz that god Ladie you 
ſhall vnderſtand, my Paſtora is robbed and carricd aware 
from me, and J am not able to make anie defence. And being 
cut off by the great abundaunce of teares that pꝛoca ded from 
his doloꝛous heart, de coulde not ſpeake a wazde moze , And

woꝛde faſt in bis hande and firmed bhimſelfe on the ground 
and ſtroke the Gyaunt on the waſt on his left five, that al⸗ 
though his armour had bene made of harde and fine Dia⸗ 
monds, it had not bene able to haue made refiſlkance againſt 
the furie of that great and mightie blo we, which was in ſuch 
ſozte,that the Gyaunt was cut a ſunder in the middeſt, ſo 
that the one halle fell on the one ſive and the other on the 
other lide ; All the Shepheards that were there pzeſent were 
berie much amazed, and lykewiſe the Paſtoras , fo ſ& howe 
the newe ſhephearde at two blowes had onerfhzowen two 
ſuch knighfes as they were The Paſtora when ſhee ſawe 
ber ſelfe clere from that perill, went vnto Filipenſio foz to 
imbzace him, and with amozous wo2des ſhe laid . Nhat re- 
ward can J pwze Paſtora giue, foz to make (atiifacion and 
gratifie the great god which at this pꝛeſent you haue done 
me: ſurelp J baue no other thing but fo put my lelfe into 
pour handes,that with me pou may doe pour pleaſure , has 
ning a reſpect bnto my bonour. Oh bappte Paſtora,that hath 
deſerved by thy beautie that ſuch a ſhepheard ſhoulde peelde 
bimiſcife vnto thee, Who could declare the great contentment 
that Filipenſio receiued when he ſawe bimſelfe embzaced 
with the thing that in all the wozld he bell loued, and with 
_ that confentment he ſapd , „ x 
Oh Goddeſſe of all beautie and faireneſſe, wherewithcan 
A gratifie the C. Pan,foz the great fozce and ſtrengih which 
de gaue me at this pzeſent 2 What ſacrifice can J make, to 
pate this beneñte and iope that J doe fele , in hauing this 
my ſhepbcards bodie imbzaced and compaſſed about, with 
thele delicate armes. This great fo2ce and ſtrength J maye 
attribute vnto you my werte Paſtora, foz that by your 
fapze fight my (mall ſfrength did the moze augment, which 
was the occaſion that J deſerue ſo greate faucur, Fapze 


B 55 Paſtora, J deſire no other thing of vou, but onelp fo accept 


this which J haue done in part of a recompence of 7 areas 
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ſernice which this ſhepheard voth deſire to doe bnfo me. At 
this time the knight that was without remembꝛaunce was 
tome vnto himſelfe againe, 2 put himſelſe on fote,the which 
when Filepenſio ſawe, he ceaſed his communication,q ratine 
- bnto him with a wꝛathfull furie, and befoze that he coulde 
well ſettle himlelfe, he lalde holde vppon his healme with ſo 
great ſtrength, that he pulled it from his head , bzeaking all 
tbe buckles and latings, and when they (aww the knight with⸗ 
out his bealme, he was knowen of all the ſhepheards to bee 
tbe ſhepheard called Tarſides. Then Alpheſiuio went vnto 
Filepenſio, and requeſted that he would mittigate hie ire, the 
which this new ſhepheard did at his requeſt, ſeauing to cxe⸗ 
cate a terrible blow which he had all aloft fo: to ſkrike him. 
What ſhall J ſape vnto you of this Knight, when hee ſaws 
bimſelfe ouercome of one alone ſhepheard,beleuing p twen⸗ 
tie Knightes bad not bene able to haue done it, but loking a⸗ 

bout to ſee where his companion was, and ſawe him deade 
With ſo terrible a blow, be could not bat with great lozrowe 
ſaie: Dh ye Gods come downe all together and doe obedy- 
ente vnto this Paitora,fo2 that the doth better deſerue it then 
all vou, whoſe beantie hath ſo much fozce,that it incouraged 
one ſhepheard to doe that which a thouſand knightcs durſt 
not haue giuen the enterpꝛiſe off Dh God Pan bowe hath 
thy power extended this daie farre beyond the power of all 
other Gods, that thou diddeft permit thus to be Caine ſo 
mightie a king, Ah Cayſerlinga, d Paſtora, but a Goddeſſe, 
that onely doeſt not bzjng in ſubtection the ſhepheardes, but 
_ alſo the high and mightie kings. Thou ſhalt under ſtande 
Paſtora,that amongeft them which doth beare thee companie 
is the Pꝛince of Britania in diſguifedapparayle, and J am 
that vnhappie pꝛinee of Poliſmago,and he moſt bnſoztunate 
whome this ſhepheard hath flatne, was the King of Sily- 
cia, agaynſt whome the Cods hath ſhewed themſelues con- 
fraris , All this he fayde with great teares which came from 
his'heart,accompaniey with terrible fighes. Te Paſtora 
withont anie ſhewe of pittie ſhe hadde of that Knight, aroſe 
fron the plate whereas the was, and with u cracions

vad bene, leauing all them in a grrate confuſion af the firlk, 


Who vid ſeparate themſelves euerie one to bis waie, fo: wh# 
they ſaws that they could haue no longer fight of that ſar: 
Paſtora, hep all departev,and none remained but Filepenſio, 
Coridon, and Alpheſiuio. This Filepenſio was bꝛeught ins 
To that perplexitte, (that althoug be had the vauntage of all 
the coinpame in bꝛauery e ſkomackt) yet he coulde not pers 
wade himſelfe fo the contrarte', but he wared ſo leane and 
ſeble, in ſuch (92? that it appeared in his face his great afflics 
tion. Coridon which did well perceiue his griefe,4 wzinging 
both his hands, he ſaid ; Ah faire and gentle ſhepheard, very 
apparant thou doſt giue to vatcriand thy ſozrow and griefe, 
and likewiſe by mip ſoncts thou docſt vnderſtand my paine. 
Thie is the Paſtora that bath all theſe vallepes full of the as 
mo2ons fire of ſoue, and loke in how ſo much Nature bath 
indued her with beautie and fatrenelle: even ſo great a mas 
lellie bath ſhe accompanied with her crueltie, that there 18 
no ſhep)rard that can ſuſter it. This is the Paſtora foz whom 
the name of this gle ſtelde is loft, whether as ail Sheps 
beards voth refo2t to kope and feede their ſheepe, but once has 
ning # fight of her, then all their care ts loft, their ſherpe go⸗ 
eth a ſtrate, and they gite place bnto cruell lone to enter into 
their heartes, and there be doth latiſue his ctuell appetite, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that ail their delight is to paint and ſet fo2th their a⸗ 
mo:0us longs, belcuing thereby to abate the crvelite of her 
ſtonie heart, and yet there is no moze ſhew cf rewo2zſe, tben 
ts in the hard rocke beaten with a mightie Fozme of haile, 

Ah Filepenſio, F foe nowe that thou att anew lener, and 


pet by beholding thee thou ſcemeſt to bee an olde louer. This 


new thepheara would hate made him ant were, but he was 
cut off by a heauie noiſe witch he beard amongeſt the trees, 
which ſauned to be of the Paſtora,and crying out with moze 
vehemencie,be beard that it were ſhzikes of the Paſtora,and 
Gubſmena, which being heard by the ſhepheards, with great 
alteration they ranne that wais whereas the noiſe was, 4 by 
reaſon that in lightneſſe and fone this new ſhepheard did ex⸗ 


cad2 all the reſt, he was the firſt that came vnto the *

ſawe that there was a Opant, and with him a 0 p20p02s' Gu 
_— knight, who had faſt hold of the Paſtora,and with the 
point of his [wo2d pꝛicked the hands of Galiſmena fo make 
her let goe her holde,foz that ſhe imb2accd the Paſtora in her 
ermes wich great ſtrength. At that time came Filepenſi o and 
with a greate noiſe he ſaid. 

Thou vile knight and falſe traitour „IJ charge the 
ſtand ſtill, and not laie bands vpon the delicate Paſtora, and 
taking his ſhepbeardes ctwke in his bande, which was both 
knottic and hard, with the ſame hardineſſe as though he had 
bene armed with complet artnour, he pꝛeſſed towards them. 
The knight with great anger foz that which the ſhepheards 
bad lapde, dꝛewm out his word, pꝛetending with one blows to 
returne thoſe woꝛds of the fhicpheard, but he that kne we ves 
ric well how fo vie htuifelfe,ftepped/on' the one five & made 
bim to ſtrike his blow in vaine, at which time the ſhepheard 
entered in to him by the one ſive, and ſkroke him fo terrible 
a blowe with his croke vpon the left ſhoulder, that he overs 
tbꝛew him to the ground without ante remembꝛaunce. The 
Gyant being greatly amazed at the power of the ſhepheard, 
belceuing that the knight had ben ſlaine, with a great ſh;ike 
let goe the Paſtora, and ſet ſpurres vnto his hozſe, thinking 
to zuerrun him, but it chaunced not with him as he thought, , 
fo2 that the ſhepheard was not idle, but hadde recovered the 
woꝛd of the guerthꝛowen knight, and having it in his hand 
with great diſcreat ion he did a part himlelfe from the furye 
of the hozſe, and in paſſing by ſtroke hin on the hinder legs 
with ſo great ffrength that be cut them both a ſunder, and be 
fell dawne with his maſter to the ground, but in ſuch ſozte, 
that the Gyaunt might well cleere bimſcife from his hoꝛſe 
without reteiuing anie harme at all, and being on fete be 
pꝛeſentlpe layde hande vppon his greate and bꝛonde Fau⸗

And when it was N night, they kounde themlelues in 
the bꝛoad and beaten wap of Pyreo, which went vnto Con- 
ſtantinople, ot the which they were very ioyfall: and he did

Then 
was he receiued of the faire Ohuia, and of all the Pꝛinces £ 
Lavyes that were there, Likewiſe they receiued and gaue 
great intertainment vnto the King of Sardenia,fog that her 
was welbeloned of them al, from the time that he made bat- 
taile with the Giant in the Emperiall Pallaice. And being 
in this pleaſure the Emperour came with as much ſperde as 
p: could, and there beganne a newe the welcomming of Al- 
phebo and the king, with ſo much ioye and pleaſure vnto al, 
at J cannot expꝛeſſe tt. Do there they paſſed that night till 
the mozning, and when all things was put in o2der , they 
heard diuine ſeratce,and went to bꝛeakfaſt, with pzetence to 
retourne againe vato their hunting. Do when they were a 
tikiaz vp of the tables, they heard a great rumour of Ser⸗

At this inſtant we mult leaue the Empe⸗ 
rour and his knights, ſoz fo retarne vnto the PaToz Clari- 
diano, whom we left with his warte muſicke, and bis Lute 
in his hand, compaſſed round about with a companie of ſhep⸗ 
heards, bauing her befoze bim, whoſe beautie did make bim 
to diſguiſe himſelſe in that baſe zpparell, and ſhe was ſet vp⸗ 
pon the grene graſſe, whereas ſhe might with god attenti- 
on beare the delicate { weetneſſe of this new ſhepheards mu⸗ 
ſicke. Ailo all the re of the ſhcpheards had no ſmall admi⸗ 
ration as well therat,as at the ſ wat melodie he vled in ſing⸗ 
ing, and at ſundꝛie times he ſent ſozth derpe ſigbs, fo that it 
made all the ſhepheards hearts to melt, and the verie birdes 
which dio ſlie in the ſozreſt bid ſtape 4 were aſtonted at his 
warte muſicke , Do when he was wearie of playing # ſings 
ing, the amoꝛous fight of the Paſtora did graunt him no fars 
ther liſente, but that with a fewe teares he caſt downe bis 
humbled cies,and began to w2ing his hands.

Gentle women: but in eſpeciall againſt Giaunts in bats 
taile, killing and deſtroying. In ſuch ſozte, that the fame of 
the Knight of the Bꝛaunch was in all partes, and eſpceially 
- amonglt the Knights of Grecia: inſamuch, that they did not 
talke of any actes and derds paſt of Emperours and Pzin- 
ces, dut all was of this valiant Tinacrian. Like wiſe þ fame 
of the Purple knight was there amongit them, which was 
no leſſe, then that of the Tinacriam And if it be ſo, that J do 
fell you no moꝛe of this god Tinäcrian, it 10 not fo2 5 Ar- 
temidoro bath not declared it: but conſidering the great an⸗ 
tiquilie of the time, it was becauſe he y did wꝛite this, could 


not read ig, ther koꝛe he doth declare that which he could read. 
This Akozie ſapth, that when. is Tinacrian came with⸗ 
in a mile of Conſtawiſiople,the night came vppon them, +

body of Zoylo, vpon her knees with a ſozrowfall lamentatts

Ob lozrows 
fall Lady, how doſt thou liue without thy welbeloued: Dow 
doll thou ſuſtaine thy feif, without thy life? That dap in the 
which thou didſt loſe him, that dape it had happened well vn⸗ 
to thæ, if thou hadſt loſt thine-owns like: but in the end w 
tome an end, that thou ſhalt gog to ſceke him, in giuing thy 
{elfe cruell death. 

And with this ſhe made an ende of her lamenkation, fo: 
that lifting vp her eyes, ſhe ſaw how the two knights were 
very altentiue vnto that which ſhe ſaid, And giaing a terrt- 
ble and gricuous ſigh, ſhe aroſe vp in great haſt, and entered 


into the chamber whereas ſhe came feozth, and with greate 


w2ath ſhe ſhut the doze, making within the chamber, mer⸗ 
uailous lamentations. The Cmperonr Alphebo went the- 
ther, to ite if hy coulde open the doze, but pe found it verre 
faſt ſhut, as one who had the Foztreſſe made by the wiſe 
Lyrgandeo and ſo likewiſe did he bzirg that monſter foz to 
kope her, that ſhe might be froubled of no body.

vnfo the Embaſſage ſent with ſo great pꝛide, was in a maze, 
and greatly meruailed in ſuch ſozt that he could not ſpeake, 
but when he came vato biniſcife,he {1vb, Dh Ood, and what 
may this be, hat ther is ſo much power and ſtrength in this 
one Bnight, that within mp kingdome, yea, Within mp pals 
laice, he doth theſe ates without keare, and with this pꝛe be 
tmke Floriſarte, by the hande and entred into his chamber 
whereas bet wirt them there was very much a do, with hold 
and keepe. Do when he was wel aduertiſed who the knight 
and the Lady were, de was fully defermined fo ſet at liber⸗ 
fic Clarentina, and Macedoniv, and fo ſend them vnto the 
Buight, iopntlp with the Lady, 4 that Floriſarte ſhuld bears 
them company, fill ach time as they had deliuered them vn⸗ 
to the Raight, and that thep ſhuld of his part requeſt him to 
remaine in the Court, fo; that therewith he ſhoulde receiue 
great contentment : ſo actozding vnto the Emperours coms 
maundement Florifarte went, and in his company Laurenti- 
110, who when he ſaw his lifter cleere of ſo great eni!! was 
very iopfufull. So they ſtayed not in anpe place, till ſuch 
time as they tame vnto the paſſage, whereas they found that 
inuincible kntabt, who when be ſaw them, he was right tops 
full and recctued mernailons delight, and much moze when 
they tolde tim that Clarentina was at her libertie: and whe 
he heard the meſſage of the Emperour in requeſting bim to 
remaine in his Court, he ſurrendzed vnto him great thanks 
foꝛ the ſame, and ſent to requeſt him to pardon and fa2gine 
Canchfea. There Florifarte and Laurentino did pꝛomiſe him 
on their parts to finpo2tunate the Emperour therebnto,anyd 
berewtth they toke their leaue the one of the other,the Li- 
nacrian did paſſe ouer the riuer, an? the reſt returnglawgiito 
the Cicie with the knights aunſwere, the which Fae 
vnto the Emperonr,and lohen he ſaw that he won 
tarry and remaine with him he was very ſo2ro ful Lau- 
rentino when he ſaw the Empercurs fozrow ſapd: Yigh & 
mightie Lo2d, he was by vs very much perſwaded, who do⸗ 
eth kiffe pour highnefſe hands, and ſapd tbat he could not in 


aup wile ſtape longer,foz that he had other great matters in

be doth regueſt pour highnelle (62 fo pardon & fozgine Can- 
diſea all her fault t offente, ſoz that ſhe was blinded bp Touc, 
and againe her fault doth deſerve pat don, foz that ſhe ſought 
remedy, againſt that falſc accuſa tion. Likhc bi we dw, ap 
and dcſtre pour higynefſe of our part to per lozme the lame. 
The Cmpcrour did ſtraight graunt viifo all their regucſt, 2 
as the pꝛe and w2ath did lle their ſuperiozi ie ouer bim, be 
ſhowed himſelfe to be very ſozrowpfuli, to baue loft out of 
bis court ſo valiant a Enfght, Then Laurentino did tmpoze 
tunate his ſiſter foꝛ to aſ ke licenſe of the Emperour toy fo

refurne vnto I irol,the which was graunted them: fo thep 


carried in their c:mpanye the Bauicro , and paſſing thꝛougb 
Auguſta, ther came vnto Minique, whereas they remained 
g time with great feaſts and triumphs. And when they ſaw 
that it was time to depart,they toke their way to Eſpruch, 
a Citie of the Carledome of Tirol: and paſſing oucr the 
Alpes, they were taken pziſoners by a mightic Gigunt , and 
twentie armed knights vpon ſuch a ſodaine,that they could 
not make any defence: but all their company were Caine. x 
the ref? pꝛiſoners, as the two knights. Floriſarte and Lauren- 
tino, and the Lady his ſiſter, The Gyant and his companye 
foke their way th:zough the mountaines, towards the land of 
Eſguizaros : but the third day of their captiuitie and in p2is 
ſanment, they ſawe comming downe by the Rivers fave, a 
knight armed with very rich armour, his ature was ſuch , 
that he ſæmed to be a very god Rnight, and in bis campanie 
be had two very faire Labies. This Knight came all readye 
to the battaile,his ſhield in god oꝛder, and his lpeare in his 
band, put vpon his right thigh with a verp gad grace and de⸗ 
meanour . But befoze J do tell you who this Knight is, I

At which cali there came fozth oat of a little groue ken ar⸗

delfindo, p Empercur ſring that, laide hand on the Bauicro, 
who with great humilitie did obey his Lo2d,he would haue 
done ß like vnto Poliphebo, but he put the point of his ſwoꝛd 
beloze him t ſaid: Rape pour highnefſe backe, fo; that J am 
none of them that ſo lightip wil be taken p2iſoner,take 4 put 
in pꝛiſon thy owne vaſſalles , ſach as hath had little reſpect 
bato'thy p2eſcnce,+ let not them which are not of thy king⸗ 
dome pay fo this thy anger. The emperour very angry laid: 
I my vaſſalls are in the fault, they ſhall haue they2 puniſh « 
ment, thou alſo if thou voſt deſerue it, therfoꝛe pœld thy (cif 
ko pꝛiſon, it not, vderſfand that it wil be fo thy coſt. 2 know 
not what will fall out herein, ſaid the Tinacrian, but w nip 
god will neither pou no: all yours ſhail triumph of mp im- 
pꝛiſonment, t beſoꝛe that this doth come to paſſe, wil make 
moe then one thouſand of them that do pꝛetend to tabe me 
pniſoner loſe their lines. Then the Cmpercur with a loude 
volte tommaumded to fake him, at which wozdes all the 
whole gard together pꝛeſſed at him, but this valiaunt knight 
did determine that in ſpite of them all he woulde cleere ard 
ſot himſelſe at libertie, chere did de begin to doc wonderfull 
feafes of armes, bꝛeab ing and cutting 8 ſunder thoſe ſharpe 
Yalberts,and killing and wounding that it was terrible 
to beholde . All the people fa ſing and ſeing the effect of his 
rigozous arme, did giue him waye and let him goo tyll bee 
came to the ſtapꝛes, there thep beganne to aſſault him a 
newe with virye much people , and amongeſt them ſome 
armed knightes . The Knight when he ſawe that he coulde 
| not paſſe iu quick , he was Creane , witheut-anye pattence,

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and not fearing death but fozgetting pollicie, he firmed him 
ſelfe, and thꝛowing his ſhield at his backe, he twke his ſwoꝛd 
in both his hands, and lapd about him on euer pe ſide, : lphe 
vnto a fartous Lion he pꝛeſſed amongſt the people, cutting, 
killing and wounding, foz fo haue way to delcend p ffaires , 
At that time was the Knight in great prrill, foz that thoſe 
which were befoze him, did perlecute him with the ſharps 
poynts of their halberds, and likewiſe thoſe which were be⸗ 
binde him did the like: in ſuch ſozte, that the Knight beeing 
on the ſtaires, could not tourne himlelfe at his plieaſure: but

J cannot declare the great anger wich the knight of 
tie Bꝛaunch reteiued , fo2 that be tourned bp ſhe white of 
bis eyes, and all his face wared wanne and blacke, and trem⸗ 
bling with very anger mwuing his pace he ſapd. J dec pꝛo⸗ 
miſe tho thou traifou;r, that J will make thee with thy awne 
mouth confeſſe this great (reaſon which thou halt commit» 
ted, and if it were not but that J am befoze ſo bigb an Em⸗ 
perour, dere in this place without going anie farther, with 


my filks like a vile traitour J would make the fo confcfle it. 


Pere Firidefonte had no patience to heare theſe things ſpo⸗ 
ken to his face, but like a tyger he leapt vato him and wꝛap⸗ 
ved bis cloake avout bis arme and dzew out bis [ wozd, and 
went againſt the knight of the Bꝛaunch. This wozthy wars 


riour thereat made no kinde of mouing, but did abide his cõ ⸗

At this inſtant the dawning of the dap 
appeared, and the Pzince toke the Gentlewoman,and went 
whereas the Knight of Bauier was, and did awake him, and 
gaue him ta vnderſtand, ok all that the Gentlewoman hadde 
tolde him, who incontinent did offer himſelf to be the ſecend 
in the batfaile (02 her defence. When the Qucene was all

by with ſo great fury that he could not reach him, The Gi⸗ 
and ftraight wap returned his great beaſt,+ with his bzoave 
fauchon in his hand he came againft the Pꝛince, and would 
bane fkroke at him. This innincible T macrian did abide bis 
comming, and at the diſcharging of the Giaunts blowe, pe

There was a man that came 
with the Gyant, who when he fats all that had paſſed, with 
great frare returned the way from whence he came. The 
Pꝛince when he law that with ſo great eaſe he was clears 
of the Giant, with a loude voyce he ſaid. Od God whom the 
Chꝛiſtians do woꝛſhip, J dv giue thee thankes,and J do ac-

that he needed not af anie time to be ſhwed, his necke was 
ſomewhat long, and a little head, with great cares hanging 
dow like a hound, his pace was with great mait ſtie, and he 
doubled his necks that his mouth touched his bꝛeaſt, there 
came foꝛth of his mouth two great tul ks, and he did cxtad 
all beaſts in the woꝛzld in lightneſſe, and did runne with a 
verie god grace. The porng knight recciucd ſo great delight 
in him, that he did determine to take and kerpe him fo; him⸗ 
ſelke, g not to vſe anie other hozſe ſo long as this beaſt would 
indure, and without the helpe of ſtirop 02 ante other thing 


he leapt into the ſaddle,and commaunded his Page and the 


Parriners, that in the thickeſt of the fozrcft they ſhoulde a⸗ 
bide his comming, and to haue great care of that Ladie, and 
not to remoue from thence till ſuch time as they dyd heare 
the ſound of his hozne,and when he had aduertiſed the what

waie, without bæ ing anie me2e ſare, at the Which, this new

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be would pꝛoſecute if. In ſuch ſozt, that many times he made 
reſiſtaunte againſt inchantments, foꝛ Þ he had moze ffrength 
and foꝛce, than euer Knight oꝛ Giant bad, at any time befoze, 
and did lurmount very much his b:etheren and Couſine. He 
made no reckoning of lone in his youth, by lohich he was 
iudged fo be the Emperours ſonne, as in the thtrs paiic of 
this boke ſhall be folde von. So when p mozning was come, 
this young Mars was not flothfull, but aroſe bp and follows. 
ed his iournep, and his Page followed him with bis heime:

farious then he is, although they are naw verp (ad fez ter- 
taine news which were bꝛought them, how Þ a bzether of his 
inh3 was Lo2d of an Jland in Spaine called Corſa, was de⸗ 
ſkrote>, ind all his people Catae by ( wozd,t none left alive by

fozce of truell warre : and in part of revengement of all this 
barme done, no longer then yeſtcrdaye, he bzought helher a

he came a thaze, with a diueliſh crueltie, he did ali to bewhip 
and beate her, that it was very pitifull to bebolde, wearing

The blacke Knight being full 
of anger, as he which was one of the beſt in all the wozlde , 
dzew out his ſwoꝛd, and went towards that bolde night. 
Chis furious I inacrian ſœing himlelſe without the oꝛder of 
knigbthed, would not lay hands on his ſwoꝛd, but laid hold 
of one of thoſe long and heauie oares, and went and ſtroake 
at the black Knight, who did defend it and ſapd: UUlhat do⸗ 
eſt thou pꝛetend to dœ, thou fwle and without wit, what do- 
elt thou thinke with Caues as a countrep clowne oz villain 
to make battaile with me? J can do no other wiſe ſaid the 
Timacrian, and it is thy ſmall curteũe wbich doth make me 
fo dw this: foz thou ſhalt vnderſtand that Jam a Denzel, 
as pet have no licenſe to ſtrike a knight, but if thou woul⸗ 
deſt do ſo much, as giue me the oꝛder of knightbwd, J will 
afterward make ther to knowe, that thou dioſt great villas 
ne in nat aunſwering me. 
Db Gods ſayd the blacke knight, is it poſſible that you 
conſent that a boye ſhould have ſuch boldnes:now J do wel 
pertepne that 'you ew begin to vſe me as you were wont, 
neglecting my oblations, e paying with fo great ingrafitude 


one god thing which you haue done foz me, in giuing met 


ſuch a Lavdie foz my wife,it deeth appcare that vou haue res 
pented your ſelues, foz that you doe not atonelye pꝛocure 
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of the Court were at their reſt and a lp,hs alone with his 
page, who was named Macedonio, went out of the pallaice, 
and went vnto the (ea ſide. His page did call the marriners 
of the ſhip,who ffraight way bꝛought vnto them their boat, 
in the which they entered, and went ſtraight a boꝛd the ſhip, 
and being therin foz that the winde was very faire, he com- 
maunded to waye their ankers, and fo ſpꝛead their laples, 
and to take their way towards Grecia, and as be commanns 
ded all was done, and in a ſhozt time they found themſelues 
ingulfed into the ſea,farre from the lande. This ercellent 
Pꝛinte went very much to his contentment : but when the 
Qutene vnderftod of bis departure, the lamentation which 
ſhe made was very mach, and commaunded to go vnto the 
ſea ſide,to know if there were any ſhippe that departed that 
night,and it was folde then that there was a ſhip of Gre- 
cia, which that night haled vp theic ankers, & boiſed ſaile , 
and went to fea : ſo ſtraight wape they vnderſtod that the 
P2ince was gone in her. J cannot here declare the greate 
griefe and ſvzrow which the Nnene felt in her ſozrowkull 
beart,fo2 the abſence of the Pine, which ſhe alwayes ſuſ- 
pected & feared. But whe þ abſence of Poliphebo was knows 
wen in Tinacria,all feaſts 4 ſpozts ceaſed, foz that pou ſhall 
vnderſtand, of all his vaſſailes he was very well belonued , 
The Nueene did pꝛocure to diſſemble all her griefe, fo; the 
great ſozrow which her vaſſailes had, ſhewing her ſelf moze 
topfal in her face, moʒe then anie contentment ſhe had in her 
deart, giuing them to vnderſtand, that he had done it, foz that 
which he did owe vnto his high linage, and the great ally- 
nation he had to pꝛocure bis honour and fame : and that he 
had done that, which ſhe and all them ſhould haue deſtred, r 
that they ſhould not be ſozrowkull foz that, which hereafter 
would be the occaſion of great toye and pleſure. Mith theſs 
and ſach lyke reſons,ſhe did quiet all her vaſſailes and kings 
dome, and cauſed them to returne vnto their accuſtomed pas 
ſtime and ſpozts. o Poliphebo ſapled fozwardes on his 
iournep, thꝛough the depe (ea, with great delight to ſ& hows 
be had falfilled his deſire, And be layled thze dapes * a 

ery 
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very faire and pꝛoſperaus winde, and the fourth dare in the 
euening it was very calme, and no winde af all, ſo that toe 
Parriners went to take their reſt, ſome on the pope, e ſome 
in the fozeſhips,fo2 to caſe their wearied bod pes. The peince 
who ſate vpõ p pope of p ſhip, aſked fo: his lute of his page, 
the which Ctraight way was giuen him, and when he bad it 
in his hands, be played and ſung ſo lwertly, that it ſeemed to 
be a heauenlp melodie. And being in this [werte muſicke, bee 
beard a verp lamentable crye as it were of a woman, and 
leauing his muſicke, he nave attentive eare to hearken what 
ſhe ſapd, and he heard the voyce ſape: At will little pꝛofitte 
the thou cruell tpzant, this thy bolde hardineſſe, foz thou do⸗ 
eſt well know, that Jam of a lignage, that will revenge it 
of the to thy coſt. Then he heard another vopce which ſatd?: 
Pow haue thee in my power, there is no humane power 
able to deljuet thæ from me, Poliphebo could heare no moze 
by reaſon that the barke wherein they were, paſſed by in ſa 
great half, This heropcall Pzince by the werds he hearde, 
bnderſtod that the was carryed by ſozce awape, and putting 
the lute awap, he began to fall into a great thought, and was 
verp heauie and ee fo2 that he had not receiued the 
oꝛder of Bnighthode, (oz to giue the enterpeiſe of this ads 
uenture: but pet his tout ſtomacke could not ſuffer, that 
fach compulſion and vpolente ſhoald pale without being pus 
niſhed . And returning vato his Page Maſcdonio , which 
was a flepe, he ſtrake him with bis fate and awaked him, 
{laying ; Mhat, didſt not thou heare the great lamentation, 
and ſozrowfull complaint, which a Ladpe made (as it ſecs 
med) in a ſmall bark that is paſſed by, and is gone fozwards 
along the ſea, (to the which Maſedomo aunt wered nothing, 
foz that he was ſtill a flæpe,) what counſayle doſt thou gine 
me, that J may doe in fo great outrage which is done be⸗ 
fo:e mine epes, that J map receiue no ſhame thereof, Thou 
art bound vnto nothing, ſayd Maſedonio, foz that thou halt 
not receined the o2der of knighthode, and thou daeſt well 
vnderſtande that without it thou canneſt not put fozth thy

ing the P2ince fo be in that beanie caſe, and vpon a date as 
be was imagining with himſelfe, (&ing the ſmall comfozt 
and god will which he receined in his mother fo2 the ful- 
filling of his deſire,he. determined in greate ſecret as ſone as 
was poſſible to depart the court, the which bee ſtraigbt waies 
put in ve, and toke out of the armourie verie ſecretly an 
erceeding god armour,the which was all ruſſet,and ename⸗ 
led with blacke,and imbzondered round about with grauen 
wozke all guilt: alſo bee toke ont a ſhelde.of the ſame ma⸗ 
king, ſauing that it was not graued as bis armour was, 
and commaunded a poung Gentleman that was ſonne vnto 
Rubio, ot a god diſpoſition and hardie, that be ſhoulde kepe 
themiolnes, &t gaue bim to baderſtand of all his determined 
p2ctence,and although it did grieve this young man verye 
much, vet fo2 all that, ſceing the great friendſhippe which be 
vled with him in bttering his ſecrete vnto him befoze anie 
other, without replying to the contrarie, be verie. diligently 
twke the-armour and hidde it, till be found conuenient time 
to put it ints a ſhippe ver ie ſecretly . Do likewiſe he put 
into the ſapde Ship two of the beſt bozſes which the Pzince 
had, and fo2thwith be gaue his Lozde vndeiſtanving bowe 
that all thinges were then in a readineſle and in god ozder. 
Lye P2ince dilſembling with the accuſtomed heavinc ſſe hee 


vled, withdzew bimſelfe. info bis chamber till ſuch time as

about him foz to heare the better, Caiſerlinga had ſtraight 
waie in ber eares that new and vnaccuſtomed muſicke, who 
turning her ſelfe vnto Galiſmena ſaid ; Me thinks that to be 
a new ſhepheard that doth begin to plaie.

Where vader a great 
and mightie Mpꝛtle træ, he laid himſelfe downe, and remem⸗ 
bzing his welbeloued Paſtora he lifted vp his epes towards 
the heauens, and giuing a great ſigh, he ſapd, Dh Venus, l-

J doe ſweart bnto thee by 
the warlike Mars, ſapd Claridiano, that it doth greeue me of 
that which is done, + that J ſhnid receiue moze contentment 
to ſ& thy head in the lozt that thy bozſcs head is, and vnder⸗ 
ſtand, that J am not accaſtomed to ſhew my vallauntneſle as 
faint a beaſt, and becauſe thou Malt not account me foz a 
billatne but change mp name,farrie a while JF will aligpt 
from mp hoꝛſe. And ſaying theſe wozds with great lightneſſe 
be left the ſadte and put himſelfe on fote,and therewith ths 
ons pꝛeſſed to the otber with great furie,that the batteile bc- 
gan a new, and with moze rigour then befoze,foz that þ ene 
Croke the other in ſuch great haſt that if was a wonder to ſw. 
And bring voth inflamed and onercome w anger, they could 
not vſe anie pollicie, but all was by fozce q ſtrength, being lo 
terrible, that each one feared the woꝛthineſſe of his enimie , 
This they continued a great time, till in the end it was pers 
ce iued the aduantage that the einc had in ſtriking bis ave

You haut 
ge ard how that theſe two knights were in a rradyneſſe bnto 
the battatle, and how that with their Speares in their teſts 
the one ranne againſt the other , and in the middeſt of the yz

tavle beganne to be very terrible, and with greate fticngth

with him then ik did, but if was not ſo little but that it over» 
ſhzxwe him to the ground, as one that hadde bene dead, but 
lo much of the club as touched the edge of his { wa2d was 
cut a ſunder, the king Bramidoro when he ſawe the Greeke 
lo failendowne fo the ground, he p2efſed with his Elephant 
towards the monſter,fa2 to reuenge [bat tertible blow, who 
when he {awe him come towardes him, like bnto a whirls 
winde he made towards the houſes that were thereby,and in 
great haſt he thzew himteiſe into a caue,thzowing downe af- 
ter him a great rocke which did ſhut vp the entrie, ihe which 
was done with ſo great lightnefle,that the king had na pow⸗ 
er to ſtrike him, and bleſſing himſcife to ſ& ſo ſodaine and ſo 
ſcraunge a thing, he returned vnto the place whereas the em- 
pcrour was, whom he found come bnto bimſelfe againe and 
on fte, and was mounting on hozſe back, and when he ſaw 
the king comming, be laid: aue you ſens ſo vgly a tbing as 
that is ſo quickly oucrthzowne, with that little blow which 
JF gaue him, and ouerthzo lone as one woulde anerth;owe a 
Lird to the ground. Do you account that a little blow ſapd þ 
king, then doe not J know what is a greate and a mightye 
blowe , Then the Emperour ſapd: where is that diuelliſh 
monſter become, tell me if vou can, oꝛ it᷑ you haue ſeene him 
goe awaie:he bath thꝛowen himſelle into hell ſaid the king, 
fo2 hard by ponder bouſes be put þimſelfe into a caue wher⸗ 
as J could not follow him, and of truth J doe tell vou, if 3 
coald enter in where he entered, J would not, fo; ; A thinke 
he is amongſt and in companie with the dinells,q therewith 
we Emperour was mounted a hozſe back, and was ſq furi⸗

{lift in the rocke, and loking in thereat, he ſawe that orcate 
monſter, wheras he lay all along on the flaze,and ſwing bim 
be layd: Oh traifo2 and a deſtroier by the high woaies, oh thou 
infernall diuell, che ſtrong and faſt ſhutting in this rock ſhai 
little auaile tber, and thinke that thou ſhalt not lie long ther 
at thine eaſe, So he began with his hands to pꝛoue if he could 
tears that rocke to make waie where he might enter, and put 
ſo much ſtrength vnto it, and againe with his rage, that hie 
toꝛe a great part of it awaie, in ſuch ſo2t that the bing was 
verie much amazed at the great fozce 5 ſtrength Þ he ſhewed, 
and when he had done this, he loked againe at the monſter 
and ſapd: Oh euill and dinelliſh creature, what doeſt thou 
thinke(althongh thou art in heil) to eſcape my bands, going 
from thence he went round about the rocke againe, to fe if 
be could finde where with leſſe vitficultneſſe he might enter, 
but he could not finds anie,tn the meane time by reaſon that 
ther was no noile, the monſter had thought that the Empe⸗ 
rour had bens gone, and came vnto the clift ot the rocke to (ce 
if he could heare 02 ſee him. The Emperout who retournev 
vnto that ſame place againe, t ſawe the monſter in ſuch ſoꝛt 
at the cliſt that he might ſtriue him with bis J wozd, with 
great half t god diligence he caſt at him ſo terrible a thꝛuſt 
in at the cleft, which chaunced vpon his vnarmed head, that it 
paſſed thzough downe to his thzeat, in ſuch ſozt Þ the great 
monſtet felt downe dead to the ground. The Emperour did 
well knowe that he had wounded the monſter, but he be lee⸗ 
tied it was not with ſo great rength as to onerth;ow him, 
foz that the cleff' was verie narowe whereas be th2uft the 
foine,and foz to ſee what ſnecieded-of that blow, be kneled 
downe and loked in, andſawe the monſter lie all along on 
the flwze ſtatke dead, the Emperour ſering him in that ſo2t, 


me h villanous blowe which de geue mer. hen the King 
heard him ſaie theſe wozdes be alighted from his Elephant 


to ſ& what hadde happened, and be ſawe him lye all along 


dead vpon the ground, t of his ſtraunge and great ffature he 
veris 
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ſapd: What did this dinell thinke that he ſhould not par 
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fo2 that J doe not feare him, and J ande God J neuer feas 
red neither diuel no2 man. Theſe words he ſpake with great 
courage and maicſtie. The Emperonr in bearing him ſpcake 
theſe woꝛds, he could not refratne himlelke but he muſt needs 
laugh. So ſtraight wate they came out of p thickeſt of that 
wode, and came vnto a river fide which was verte deepe, and 
was knowne by the Emperour to be that which ranne tho 
rough all the Foꝛreſts and wildernefſes of Grecia, and tra- 
uailing alongſt by the riuer, within a little while their hozſes

in his hand in ſtade of a clubbe a mightic great and knotted 
Pine tree, Tis vaſiant Orake who was never diſmaied at 
the ſi aht of anie ſuch monſter, when, he ſawe fo defozmed a 
bealt comming towards him, he chered vp his hoſe, x p2ic- 
ked him with bis ſpurres, and gluing a great ſhoat he dzcwe 
put his mightie cutting, woꝛd na did abide the furie of the 
mane 9 ca vine] toaritig 1 Bult, 7 75 d diſc bebe bis 
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the ; ke, who with a ligt leape rauled by 
5 te Fats of his hoꝛle, de clered himſelfe of that blow, that dis 
club fell dawae to the ground, and as wel as he conld he chv'- 


red his ho2le againc and entered in with the monſter or the 
ons ide, and gaue him ſo terrible an enconater,that he wane 
* bim fo 155 fat fo the ground, and by realon that the Urengtd 
ob the monſter Was tercwic, it could not be bur that dene 
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mutk reteine foe har me, and in paſſing by he tumbled vp⸗ 
pon the monſter, that he was fo2ced to fall with his maſtcr 
to tye ground, hut wen the Emperour perceiacd that f is 
hozſe muſt nerdes fall, with great light nelle he left the ſad⸗ 
dle, leaping on the one lde, and ſaued yiniſelfe from the tans 
ger that might happen, the hoꝛſe when be ſawe bimſelſe m⸗ 
b:aced with the monſter, was ſo ſcarred and amazed, v ith 
great lightneſſe he role vp and ranne from him ag an to 
oat of a bowe. The Emperour twked to ſe where the king 
was, und he ſaw him brholving the terrible battaile, and al- 
o how Victorando was on fat fhzowne dotone by bis tozle 
with the great keare he had, vut this king abont of p Emo 
perour was quickly fezgotten,foz that the monſter arote and 
came againſt him againe with bis great tre aloft, readie to

J do beleue that dur holt will not like of cur onermuch dili⸗ 
gence hærin, whẽ he (hall find lacking ſome of his fleſh, J be⸗ 
lue thep will demaund the mo2e of vs fo2 our ſhot:One fo2 
one ſaid p king, my ſtomacke being ſatiffied, then wil J heare 
them all, let them demaund foz their reckoning what thep 
pleaſe: I am afraid laid the Emperour p it muſt be paid with 
ſits,fo2 $ we haue ben fo bold to cate their victuals without 
lilence. Pet in one thing J do comfo2t my ſclfe ſaid the king, 
fo2 I haue nothing to loſe, againe Jam in company with þ 
power of the beſt knight in the wozld, e in laping this they 
held their peace, fo g̊thep heard a ruſhing amongſt p buſhes, 
which made them to leaue of their talke, x to put themſelues 
in a readineſſe, whatſoeuer ſhould happen, ſo they aroſe vp x 
laced on their helmes x beholding what it ſhould be Þ cavſed 
1 great noiſe,they ſawe 5 it were two great giants as big as

The Cmyeronr finding the aunl were of the Empzeſſe lo 
much to his confentment, he unbzeted and kiffed. her with 
great loue, ind tkrarght he ar9(e and pꝛocured to put in ozder 
his departure. And arming himſeife with the armonr of 
Meridia, aud mounted vpon his great hozſe,he commaunded 
to call the Ring, foꝛ to make himſelfe ready to bears him c<- 
panp, at the which he receiued great delight: and being in a 
readimelle, tbere was brought bato him an Elephant, vppon 
the which he mounted. Und ſo taking his leaue of his vals 
ſailes and ſubiecs, the Emperour gaue them great charge to 
vaue relpect of obedience vuto their naturall Ladp. Then the 
Emperour and Bramidoro departed from the Citis , t toke 
with them in their companp but one poung gentleman, who

and the greate loffe of blond, this Gpaunt beganne to wars 
fzble and weaka. When the Greeke perteiued this, and ſe⸗ 
ing that he did not make his allault with ſo great haſt as be. 
foe, and-althaugh he was wearie with ſtriking fo manye 
blowes, which ought him almoſt to an ende, yet nowe a⸗ 
gaine with great haſt he froke the Gyant many and terry» 
ble blowes,thenthe Gyant ſeing himiſelfe ſo ill intreated,anv 
knowing bis end to be at hand, he cryed out making a great 
naiſe, which range thꝛough the aire,blaſpheming againlt his 
Soda, and called all his Pages and houſehold ſeruaunts, and 
ſapd.; O you loſt creatures why doe you nat come and helps 
me: At whole noiſe and calling there came together aboug 
thirtie leruaunts, ſome with clubbes and ſtaues, and ſome 
with ſtones , and compaſſed bim rounde about , thzowing 
fones at him fo thicke , that he coulde not appꝛoch vnts 
them, koz they durſt not come nigh vnto bim, the ſtones raps 
ned 
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ned moꝛe thicker vpon the Orerke then p froſen Haile ſlenes 
doth in the moneth of March, thꝛowne downe by fazer out 
of obſcure and fempetnougclonds,andaltzonugh bis atinour 
were verie ſtrong, vet for ail that be. did not let to receins 
greate trouble by redfon of thoſe thicke blowes, The Gcake 
went towards them fo2 to hurt them, but they ran in at the 
doꝛes fo fane themſelues, as commonip they who both baite 
a Bull with dartes in a trenched place, after they haue go⸗ 
ted him, thep hide themſelues in cozners fo laue them from 
the kurie of his hoznes, and tourning bimleike they straight 
waye tozmen? him vehinde; in this ſozte dib bis leruaunts 
intreate this OGrake, till fn:h time that bee was conſtrained 
by his ire to noe agapnſt them, ſhaking off his ( wo2 de, then 
as befoꝛe they ranne awate . So the Greeke returned wheres 
as the Gpaunt was, wha was ſo wearte, that be could not 
remoue ont of the plate where hee bad lefte him, who cle⸗ 
ring biinſelfe from one terrible blowe which the farpous 
Spant ſtroke at him, pꝛeſentlp retourned the -lyke blowe, 
Which lighted vpon his left ſhoulder, that hee opened the hard 
bharnelle and the leſh vnto the bone. This blowe was not 
i fone ginen him, whenthat with great haſt be ſtroke him 
with both his handes on his bztaſt; and by reaſon that hee 
was weake aud wearie, bee needed not much-firength to 
ouerthꝛowe him to the ground, who receiued on his backe „„ 
a fctrivie fall. Che Greeke lykewiſe with the great ſfrength . 
that hee put to ouecthꝛowe him, fell to the grounde, but it LT 
fell out better with bum then ber thonght , lo; that falling, 
be rowled a god wape from the place whereas the Gyant 
fell, and ſtraight wate with a trice be: argſe Vp ogaine, and 
found himſelfe all to he compaſſed againe with the ſeruants, 
who battered at him with ſtates and fonts, as many times 
a wall ts battered with Artitlecte . Dome of them woulde 
haue runne and embꝛaſed themſcines with him thinking that 
he had not bene ſo nimble as he was, but when they ſalvg 
im on fte, they retpꝛed backe againe with greate feare, 


(this time the Gpaunt begann to ariſe although it vas 
with 
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A 3 great aboundance of bloud, lo in the ende, whelher 
with werineſſe of the long contempt, oz with the loſſe of ſo 
1 much bloud, the Gpaunt could not kepe bimſelf on fte, but 
fell downe vnto the ground, as one p were dead. The pzince 
who had thought be had bene dedv, did not recene much de⸗ 
ight,fo2 that be was a reaſonable Gyant,and of much vers 
tue 8nd courteſie. But yet in great haſt be went to pul of his 
deime, and then he bard that out of the Caſtel they began to 
crpe out and ſapde, holde thy hande caill knight, and doe not 
make 2a ende to kill our naturall Lozd, foz in doing it thou 
walt dye the death, And loking about him ta ſe who it was 
that ſpake bnfo him thoſe thzeatning wozdes, be ſaw deſen- 
ding dgwne at a bz;oabe pay;e of ſtapzes fo the number of 
fiftene knigbts,who with a great ruſhing and nopſe, being all 
bery well armed, and ſemed to be very god knights,foz that 
Hey were of a god diſpoſition. And as be ſaw them coming, 
with a farious courage, de encountred them and ſayde, The 
name which vou haue giuen me, J will make that hereafter 
you (hail vſe it no moze,o2 els J willioſe my lyfs, And ther- 
with de put himielfe amongſt them, with ſo great fur pe, as 
the cruell and hongery Wolfe doeth amongſt a company of 
ſimple ſhæpe, and Croke the firſt with ſo great ſfrength,tha? 
with the fury of his arme, be cloue his head a ſunder in the 
middeſt, but pet he could not let but recene great burt of his 
perion,foz that be was aſſalted by them, who deſired to re- 
ven ge the death of theyz Lozde. The other Gyant cryed out 
againſt them, reuiling them with maruailous fouls wozds, 
fo that one alone knight ſhould ſo long endure aliue in their 
dandes. But this miſerable people did not know with whom 

_ © they made this contenſion, foz if they had knowne & vnder⸗ 
oe who was befoze them, they would not haue hilde this 
\ N Fl N they did not know how they had to do with the 
e bot þ Emperoz Trebatio,againſt whome the Diamant 
es doe leme weake, as it apeared by tbe great ſtrength 
wounding of them. Foz ſame he flew out right,and 
& were verp ſoꝛe hurt, but not withſtãding of thoſe which 
* was aſllalted very delperately,but this mo 
wg 
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Mirrour of Anigbthoo * 
(@ing Till their contentien, his courage the moze increaſed , 
and foke his (wo3d in both his hands, 4 ſtroke one of them 
ſs ternble a blow vpon the ſhoulder, that his \ wozp paſſed 
bowne vnto his walt ; ſo there remained but flue of them, 
who altogether did ſtrike at him ſuch flue hlowes, p it made 
him to ſtœpe with both bis kners to the ground, the which 
tbe Pꝛince did kale verpe much, nenertbeleſſs with greate 
ftrength he aroſe vp againe,in ſpite of all them that. ſtroke 
bim, and it was vnto their harme , foz that be was not ſs 
ſone vp, when be ſtroks bim that was next hand ſo terrible 
a blow vpon his helme, that he cut him downe vnto the ſto⸗ 
macke in two pteces, and caſting about bis ſwozd over bis 
bead, he ſfroke another on the necke, that he made his heave 
five from his ſhoulders, to the ground, ide other thz& which 
remained, ſœing the great laughter that was made on their 
companions, and likewiſe themſelues to be burt and wer pe, 
they pꝛocured to runne away bp the ſfaires, and they think - 
ing to fire from theic death, fell into the like daunger, an 
rather wozſe,foz that at the bead of the ſtaires,thbey met with 
the other Giant who was deſcending downe,gtuing terrible 
ſhaikes,and meeting them With dis mightie cutting ſwo2de, 
be cut them all to pætes ſaying, Take the payment p ſuch 
cowardes do delerue . Wo leauing them dead, be deſcended 
downe the ſtaires, and found this ſtrong Roſicleer , leaning 
with bis bꝛeaſt vpon the pomell of his \ wo2d , caſing bim- 
ſeife ſom what of the great trauaile paſſed, bat it indured with 
vim but a ſmall time,foz that the Gyant lift vp bis bzoade 
and migbtie l woꝛd, and went toward dim to ſtrike dim, but 
the Pzince ſfode ſtill tarrying his comming, and was deter⸗ 
mined to make 8 battaile moze by pollicie then by ſtrength, 
fearing that the wearinelle which he bay receinev ſhould be 
the occaſſion that his fozce ſhould fatle him and his courage as 
bate,if that peraduenture he ſhould haue to doe with moze 
then be had at that pꝛelent beſoꝛe dim. So when the Gyant 
tame whereas the Pzince was, te diſcharged his mightis 


red himlelle from the furie of that blowe , and cloſing with 
bim 


ſtroke foꝛ to wound the Greeke, but he vaith a light leap cla ⸗ 
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The nd part of the 


withdꝛawe himſelfe from the windowe, leauing Roſicleex 
verie well ſatiffiev with his courteſte , 20 within a lyttle 
while after he heard them opening the gates of the Caſtle, x 
letting downe the d2aw badge, Zhen the couramous Greek g 
toke the bridge and pu? himſeif within the caſtel into a bery 
faire 4 large court, all ado2ned round about with rich wins 
dowes, aud on the one ſide a verte faire P2zchard,accompants 
ed with verie [werte 4 odoziferous flowers,4 all manner of 
| weete hearbs, in the which were many that were dzefſtng 
thoſe trees and hearbes, 4 putting them in ozder, lome were 
occapped in making of fine hedges and arbours, 4 others in 
huſ banding the trees and cutting of them, others in digging 
of the ground, vothers in letting of hearbes, who when they 
ſawe Roſicleer, thep all ſtaped from their wozke, 4 imputed 
that knight to be veric vnwiſe to gine that enterpziſe, and as 
monaſt them was the Gyant who laſt of all ſpake vnto Ro- 
{iclecr at the window, with a mightie great club in his hand, 
and fo2 the defence of his bodie a ſimple harneſſe, who lapde 
bnto Roſicleer: Come in, come in, thou hardie fle, fo; that 
thou ſhalt recetae the paiment of thy vnbilcreet 4 fwlich bold⸗ 
neſſe. The P2ince without making ante aun\( were went on 
fo: warts, entering in at the other gate, he came into a very 
faire and paued Court, the which was compaſſed about with 
thꝛe faire galleries one aboue another, the P2ince received 
great delight to ſœ the excellent wozke of them. So not long 
after there deſcended downe a paire of ſkaires rye firſt giant, 
armed with ftrong armour, bis ſhxlde on his arme, and a 
great b20ay cutting \ wo2d in his hand, who without ſpeak⸗ 
ing anic wozd aſſaulted him with moztall battaile, The woꝛ⸗ 
thic Greeke was in a readincile foz to make his defence with 
his { wo2d in his hand. The Gyant ſtroke at him a terrible 
blaw right down, but the Grake with a light leap made him 
to mifſe bis blow, and bis | wozd fell downe vpon the paue⸗ 
ment. in ſuch loꝛt, that it made a great number of ſparkes of 
fire to flie out, as ſone as the blowe was paſſed, tbe Grake 
ftroke him vpon the arme, which blow was not verie great, 


foz that-be could not verie well reach Monks oh eitent- 
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ment, pet fo2 all that it did not let fo cut his armovr, fleſh 
and all vnto the hard bone, and althonghethe Gyan? did kale 
the wound ſomewhat greeuons,yet did he pꝛocure to diſſem⸗ 
ble the feeling of the paine and griefe, and with the great au⸗ 
ger be had te fœle himſelfe hurt, he thzewe his ſycelot from 
bim to the ground, and toke his greate [worde faſt in both 
his bandes, and returned thinking to haue ſtroke the Crake 
with double foꝛce moze the befo2e, but he did pzocnre to cla re 
bimſelfe as be did at the firſt, ſtriking a blow at the Gyant, 


thinking to haue ſtroke him againe on bis armes, but he 


could not reach him, but it lighted ppon the Gyan's \ word, 
and the blowe was luch, that the fo2ce of the ſtalie blade 
was not ſufficient to make reſiſtaunce, but that the f wa2ve 
of the Greke did enter in and made a great gappe , but the 
Gyauntes third blowe was ſuch, that without reſiſfannce 
it chaunced vppon the Orækes ſheelde, and all that euer it 
bit it carryed to the grounde, and parte of it lyghted on his 
bealine, in ſuch ſoꝛt that Rohicleer was conftrained to ſtope 
with bis knees to the grounde, but with arcate lpchtneſſe 
he aroſe vp againe, and beeing berie wzathfull that he had re- 
ceyued (ach a blowe, bee let laſe his ſhelde, and ſtepped to 
the Gyaunt with his (worde in both his handes,and ftroke 
him vpon his left houlder, and the blowe glaunced, but if if 
had chaunced to haue troke bim full , at that blowe hee had 
made an ende of the battaile, but fo2 all that bee remayncd 
verie ſoze hurt, and his (worde fell to the grounde, and rai⸗ 
led manye ſparkes of fire. The Gyaunt was very? much 
amazed at the power and ſtrength of his enimie, but not in 
ſuch ſozte, that it ſhoulde cauſe in him anie weakneſſe, 
but rather with a newe courage bee retourned vnto his be- 
gunne battaile, with ſo greate courage as though he had re - 
cetued no hurt at all, at that time both of them ffrokr 157 
one at the other with great \trength 4 power, altboe te 
Gyaant was verie much diſturbed by reaſon of bis wos , 
but pet foz all that he ſwewed greate pꝛowelle This 
battaple and contencion betwene them continued moze 
_ two long boures, in v/þich time there went from his 

wounds 
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A would haue bene bery glad, lapd Roſiclcer, to haue founde 
the king thy Fatber,fo2 that J dec vnderſtand, that it ſhould 
be de, who dyd aflalt and take the Pzince of the Scitas, & the 
wozthe Troyan And J am come to gine him to vnderſtand, 

bow he ſhould entertaine and intreate, ſuch knights as they 
exe, and not with ſo great p2ypde to put them vnto ſuch ſo20w 
and paine, e kepe the pꝛinces in pzifon, vſing them as though 
they were bis vaſſailes, who had done ſome crne! 4 haynous 
offence againf his owne perſon, 02 as rebells againſt they; 
naturall Lozde and Paince, bat he hath bene the bolver,foz 
that be doth knowe they are a great wape from their owne 
countries , And J doe much maruaile , that ſuch a perſon as 
thov art, wilt conſent to the doing of ſuch crueltie,fo2 that it 
doth apeare, thou art ſufficiently farniſhed with ſtature and 
Trength. And thou ſemeſt vnto me, te be a very god knight, 
which doth bynde the to acknowledge great modeſtie, g not 
to minilker 02 conſent vnto ſuch craeſtie , But J doe lee that 
thon art voide of all, and that thou haſt no knowledge of the 
geodneſſe whereunto thou art bound. Therefoze if thou doeſt 
maintaine that which thy Father doth vpholve and ſuſtains 
in this Caſtell and Jland, is not evill ; J will make the to 
lay the contrary, both of vs being to gether, therefoze chuſe 
Whether thou wilt graunt me fre entry into the Caſtell, o: 
whether thou wilt come fozth where as Jam. The Gyant 
vpd not ſhow anpe kinde of alteration in bis countenance, 
neither did he aunſwere with any pzoude wozdes, but rather 
mittigating bis y2e,he ſapde. Doe not beleue knight,that A 
am ſo blynde and ſo vopd of knowledge, that J doe not know 
What is god and what is euill. either will J conſent that 
thou (halt ſpeake euill of that which up father hath done, but 
rather J tell the,y J will venter up perſon in his defence : 
therefoze J bid che to abyde,4 thou ſhalt ſe how J am not 
afraybe of the perill,foz it halbe moze death vnto me to re- 
mayne aliue, with my honour blemiſhed, then to dye in bis 
quare!l and defence. And J will commaund that the gates of 
the Caſtel ſhalbe open, and J do warrant that ſo long as our 
battaile ſhall indure, thou ſhalt not receue any barme.Andif 
"1 if 
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it be ſo that foꝛtune doth runne on thy ſite , then can J not 
aſſure the any farther,fo2 that J haue a bꝛot her, who is not 
ſo great 8 friend bnto courteſte as Jam. Cauſe the gates to 
be open, ſapde Roſicleer, and with p belp of God J wil maks 
my part god W all. But pet certes Gtant beleue me, it doth 
greatly greue me to ſe the maintaine ſuch euill, as it doth a- 
peare in theſe thy wo2des, And therewith he withdꝛew him 
ſelfe from the window, e called fo2 his apparaile, 4 lpkewiſe 
fo bis armour. Vis bꝛother when be beard dim ſpeake with 
ſo great alteraſion,he loked out at the ſame wyndow,fo2 to 
ſ& who he was that gaue the occaſion . This Spant loked 
ont with a diueliſh ſemblaunce, and ſering the knight be ſays, 
Art thou he that haſt vefved my bzother, wherefoze halt thou 
accufed mp Father foz a traptour, and an enill and naugbtis 
knight, J am he,ſayde Roſicleer, who doe pꝛetend to renenge 
the w20ng and loꝛce vone vnto the inte Meridian, © vile 
coward,ſayte the Oyant, what vivel hath made tbe ſs bardy 
to make an enterp2ile, that Mars himſelfe durff not give the 
like attempt. Oh yr Gads, how doe pou conſent p one poet 
knight ſhould haue ſo much boldneſſe, to put himſelfe be ſoze 
me, with ſuch a demaund. Jt grieued Roſicleer very much, to 
ſe himſelf ſo intreated, ot a pꝛoude Giant, s aunſwering bim 
be ſapde. In truth J haue defped thy bother, who ſemeth to 
haue moꝛe diſcreſion then thou haſt. And in þ lame demaund 
J doe deſie thee to moztall battaile, In the which J think to 
make thee know, the vyleneſſe of thy reaſons, ę the baſeneſls 
bſed in thy woꝛdes. And take from that huge membzed body, 
thy head, with the fozce of this my ſtronge arme. At which 
woꝛdes the Gyant who firſt apeared, and was putting on his 
armour, ſapde vnto his bzother ; This knight of bis owns 
bertue and bountie doth come fo be ſlapne, oz els pꝛocurs ly- 
bertie to the Pzinces , and he ſemeth fo bane louerapne þars 
dineſſe and ſtrength, and there is no reaſon, to ſhew thy va⸗ 
lour in ſpeaking ſo pzoudly e vnſemely wozds, but with the 
fury of thy vntamed arme. And if the Gods doe graunt bnto 
him to haue the vicozy ouer me, there ſhal remapne time foz 
the to ſhowe thy valoure . And there with he made him fn 
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the Pzince ſhuld neuer be delivered out of that terrible to2 - 
ment, and heerewith they dꝛew nigh vnto the fote of the Ca- 
tell, whereas they vnhozſed the eince Meridian, and deter, 
mined there to take their eaſe and reft . Orgalio went vnto 
their barke foz to bzing p2ouifion,fo2 that they had ther great 


ſtoꝛe. at whole returne they did eate t refreſhed themſelues, 


Meridian recouered ſomewhat moze ſtrengty, as one Þ had 
bis ſtomacke cleane voide of vicualls, the like did his com⸗ 
panion Oriſtedes , So all that night they remained ther, re⸗ 
ſting themſelues,and communed of all things what was beſt 
to be done in their enterpꝛiſe. So they determined p the nert 
date the Greke ſhuld go alone to the caſtle, fo if the Troyan 
ſhould goe with him, it would poſſible be the occaſion Þ they 
would not open the gates, becauſe they knewe the Troyan. 
So with this determination when the mozning was come, 
the Greeke aroſe vp and trimmed his armour, + laced on his 
helme, f put, his ſheld on his ſhoulder, and toke his leauc of 
the knigyts, toke a narow way which lead him vp the hill 
vnto the caſtle. he wold not that bis Squire ſhuld beare him 
company,but commanded him to remaine in the ſeruite of þ 
Pagan Pz2ince . Not long after the Troyan being moued of 
compaſſion, his heart could not ſuffer but needs he mult fol- 
low the Pzince, And being in this determination be laced on 
bis helme and toke his (held, and with great trauaile fo2 5 


he was a fte, he began to follow, aud toke the wape which 
the Greeke went, 7

ID — Oſicleer was a great while going vp that lit⸗ 
tie hil, pet at length, although with great tra- 
uaile, one houre befoze that the Sunne did 
Þ» # £4 ſhew kozth her ſhining beames, he got tothe 
GASSIEY foppe of that pill, from whence he diſcerned 
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a great and mightie b2oad plaine, and in it there was a fayze 
caſtel, wzovght with verie many towers, whoſe battle ments 
were cf ſo great fairenefſe, that with the Sun they ſhewed a 
very faire ſight, on the one ſive the maine fea did beate on it, 
Whole waters ſtriking vpon p rockes did make a meruailous 
noiſe, which was cauſed by that baſtie 6 furious wind Bor- 
a, and on that ſive whereas the Pzince was, it was all com- 
palled about with a verie bꝛoade 4 dæpe ditch oz moate,and 
bad in it but one entering, and that was verie narrow. be 
ſight of that Caſtell did giue great contentment vnto them 
which beheld it, bp reaſon it was ſo faire, and being ſo carly 
in the inozning, tbe windowes were not open. The Grake 
being all alone muſing to himlelfe, vppon a ſodaine he beard 
dutt the gafe of the Caſtle a window to be open, wherat l- 
ked out a Gpant of ſo great height as he þad not ſe&ne the 
pke, he was in bis ſhirt, and couered with a night gowne of 
black vbeluei,and ſeing Roſicleer, he knew by his device that 
he was none of them of the caſtle, and when he ſaw and was 
certified that he was none of his knigbtes, he ſaid ; Kniobf, 
what doeſt thou ſake in this countrie,fo2 as it doth appeare 
by thy ſtraunge demeanour,thou ſhouldeſt be a ſtranger, To 
whom the Greeke aun( wered and ſayd : Thcu ſaieſt truth 
Gyant J ain a ſtraunger, foz J never dwelt in it, but my 
foztune hath bzought mee hether, beeing dziuen by the great 
furte and tempeſts of the lea, and bæing a ſhoare J found in 
it a verte ſtraunge aduenture, which hath giuen me occaſion 
to come and ſpeake with ther, if it bee thy pleaſure to hears 
inee,epther within the Caſtle o2 without it. At luch'time as 
this valpaunt Roſicleer was ſaying theſe woꝛdes, he had a 
ſight of his face, his healme being vp, whereat might be ſane 
his faire face, on whom the Gyant did very much behold, and 
anl wered. N 

At thou doeſt ſake mer J will heare the in what ſozte 
thou wilt, but if thou voſt aſ ke fo; the Bing my father, thou 
ſhalt vnderſtand that he is not in the Jland, but is ab2oad as 
bout buſtnefſe, ſoztedok neceſitie touching his kingtt me.

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17e ſecond part of the 
und the Multet gining great and terrible chꝛikes went s walt 
and was neuer ſene after, This Grake did pꝛocure to cout 
dis naked bodie with certaine leaues which be cut from the 
frees, la mentablie beholding bis leane face, which didde well 
w the great ſo ꝛro we + paine that de had reteiued. At this 
6 the Greeke Pzinces Squire tame whereas they were, 
tozalmuch us the inchauntinent was ended by the death of 
the laſt terpent, and pulling from his backe the cloake which 
pe ware, he put it on the Pagan,thcrewith the better to tener 


himſelfc . Allo the baliaunt Troyan was come againe vnto 


yimlelfe, and calf dis cies towardes the place whereas the 


Piinee was hanged, to ſe if he were til in the ſame tozment, 


who when be ſawe him irof, bee lwked whether he was fal- 
len downe to the ground, ſuppoſing that he had ended his like 
with that to2inent,but when be law p furious monſter dead, 
and how the Greeke was contemplating himſelfe vppon tte 
Pagan, then with greativy be went towards them, but much 
mode pleaſate he re ceiued when he knew bim to be the ſonne 
of Trebatio ʒueuertheleſſe all his mirth was mittigated whe 
be {awe the deadly foꝛte of this P2ince Meridian, and (ang 
bim in that plight,he could not but lament his heaute 2 cru- 
ell foztune . The Grake vid comfozt him , pꝛaping bim 0 
leans off his ſozrowfoll lamentation , gining him to vnder⸗ 
ſtandthat de was not dead:Orgaho tone bis maſtcrs helme 
and ranne bnfo the water fide which was there at hand, and 
bought it ful of water, e when be came vnto them, be thꝛe w 
thereof bpon the Pagans fate, and being therewith refreſhed 
be came ſomewhat vnto himlelfe,x opening his eies he ſawe 
there his friend Oriſtedes;x-toking about he beheld another 
knigbt,who he like wile knew to be Roſicleer, t ſtraight way 
pe viderſtod Þ he was the occaſion of bis libertie, & with a 
greeuous grone be ſayd : O renowmed ſonne ofthe wozthie 
Trebatio, how God voth in all things eralt thy fame, 4 now 
ring 5 thou haſt ſuccoured me in this toꝛment, like wiſe J 
bs aide and ſuctour me in ont other tring, p Imap 
reteiue my full deligbt, which is, tdat my louing tpoule may 
liketbite be ſet at libertie, who is coptive in this Alante.

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The Greke aunſwerid:woztby Pꝛince, my power & frength 
is ready at your commaundement, e J will imploy all my 
foꝛce and polefie in your leruice,oz loſe my life in if, TTherfo2s 
let vs pzocure to depart from hence, ę gine me to vnderſtand 
the occaſion of all this your ſoꝛow and tozment : and when 
that my ſtrong arme cannot ſatiſfie pour will, my lpfe ſhall 
remaine in recompente of my large pꝛomis. Se ſtraight way 
they put the Pagan vpon the Squires Hozſe, & conered him 
with the ſame cloake, that firſt be bad, and toke the Squpze 
bebind him fe2 to holde him vp, ſoz that be was ſo leane, that 
be could not kepe him ſelſe vp-right in the ſaddle. And theres 
with they retourned, c toke the way wherin Roſicleer came, 
t following an other path vnder the hills ſide which bzought 
them vnto a faire Caſtell. And in trauailing by þ way, Ro- 
ſicleer dyd demaund of Oriſtedes the cauſe and increaſing of 
all his ſozꝛow, to whome be began to teil as followeth. 
Pou ſhall vnderſtand, wozthy Pzince,that this Jland be- 
longed vnto a very great and monſtrous Cyant , whom the 
ÞP2ince lew,foz to ſet at libertie certaine Ladies, the which 
he caryed captine . Do a ſonne of this Gyant many dayes af- 
ter, dyd pꝛocure to be reuenged of the death of his father, and 
followed it ſo hard, that in ö ende he fornde ſuch octaſion, that 
be met w the Pꝛince, hauing no other defence but his ſwozd, 
withont any armour , foz that he was ſpoztinge bimlſcife at 
the ſea ſide, and in his company was J, a few other knights, 
the Gyant with them that were with him, aſſalted vs with 
ſa great power and ſtrength, that in (vigbt of all that eucr we 
could doe to make our defence, they bꝛought vs vnto this J- 
lainde, wherein we were a great time pꝛiloners. Do one mo2- 
n ng,not knowing how and which way, we found our ſclues 
in ſuch oꝛder as you did finde ve,inchanted. Ye did not anely 
make this inchanntment to be of great trength,but alſo he 
laboured fo2 no other thing, but to make defence, p the pzincs 
might not be ſet at lybertie . The o2dciner of this inchaunt⸗ 
ment, was a ſiſter vnto Fangomadai; and-foz fo puniſh him 
with moze tozmet, the put yo m in thts.ſozt as you haue ſene, 
leauing the Pzinces in the Caſtel, * fall pꝛilon, being * 
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1 be ſecond part of the 


who was not without great care of his defence;did abide her 
tomnung.and od ſtil, and the wounded Serpent ſ&ing ber 
ſolfe- nigh vnto the Anight, with great beating of her wings 
aroſe vp in the aire, thinking thereby fo gripe faſt hold with 

ber ſharpe naples, and to carty him inte the aire, and from 
thence ta let hun fall downe to the ground to deſtrope him. 

pe courage of this Knight was very much, and likewiſe 
bis iudgement, fo: that this Serpent had not ſo lone began 
to beate with bis wings when that be ſuſpected in what 02- 
der ſhe would aſſault him, but be lifted vp the popnt of bis 
ſwo2don bigb;and likewiſe bis ſtrong ſhield, that he might 
thereof make ber-p2aye. This furious ſerpent afſatiifed him 
fotake ber boive in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the ſharpe \ wozd ran into 

der belip and guts, and ſo the heart: but if that wound bad 

not chaunced in the ſame plate, at that time the Unight had 
bene meruatlous ill intreated, foz that the ferpent toke ber 
bold with her long cla wes in the midſt of his body in ſuch 

ſoʒt, that by her great ſtrength ſhe made bis bones to track: 
hut bp reaſon of the ſharpneſſe of the {wo2de which opened 
the wound wide, and cloue her be art aſunder, the Serpent 
fell downe dead to the ground, leauing the Gre ke ver pe ſoꝛe 
troubled and amazed. When the Knight ſawe that ſhe was 
dead, he gaue great thankes vnto God, ſoz bis aide and ſacs 
cour herein. So ftraight wape he went to lee who was ths 
night that was bound at the tree with the Snakes, 4 com- 
ming nigh him, he knewe him to be the Pzince Meridian, 
fo2 the which he reccined great ſozrow, There he remained 
a while, thinking how he might vnloſe him and ſet him at 
libertte,and comming vato the ſerpents, with his Herculine 
hand, he lapde holde on the necke of them that were at his 
terte, in ſuch ſozt Þ he made him to loſe his ſtrength, 4 to foꝛ⸗ 
get the vie of his truell office, leauing y others fete 4 wins 
ding about his arme, that he was conſtrained to pꝛocure 10 
cleere himſelke: but all was in vaine, foꝛ that it was ſo firms 
ty faſtened about him, that of neceſſitie he muſt vnloſe it as 
de would vnde a company of knots, and the moze he m 
$13 1; £4 „ 1:4.

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the mo2e it wounde about with ſuch w2eathings from one 
place vnts another, that it was bery Uraunge, that if it had 
not bene by the great ſtrength he vſed-in quer ſing of the ſex - 
pent, he could neuer haue clerred himſelle thereof, but in the 
ende it fell downe dead to the ground. Then de leide holde of 
the other, bauing no lefle trouble with it, then he had with 
the ficft,and llew it lykewiſe, ſo that the fect of this tozmen⸗ 
ted Barbarian were at libertie of his greate paine, wþo gane 
meruaplous and greuous ſhzikes. Then that cruell Aul⸗ 

ture which was vppon one ol thoſe tres , ſæing what the 
knight was a doing, with grrate baſt ſhe deſcended downs 

foz to ſtrike and wounds. the knight vnbewares , which 
was executed with ſuch furie, ſtriking him with ber harps 

bill ſo terrible a blows,at ſuch time as he went to lay bolde 
on the Serpents that were at the wziſtes of the tozmens 
ted Pꝛince, that almoſt it made him, to fall backwardes: 
then the Greeke incenſed with fur ie ta on bis [word 
and woulde baue ſtroke, the Aulture, but bo conlde not fog, 
that ſhe was aſcended into the arze . Then the night let 
goe his ſhelve , and with his lefte bande he layde holde on 
one of thale Serpents(hawng alwayes his exe to the Unl-. 
ture) and by reaſon that he did quraſe the Serpent ſo bard, 
he was conſtrayned hy the greate paine which he receyp⸗ 
ned to let lwle his holde, and in the ende he flew it , wheres) 
with the Barbarian Pzjnce did hang but by bis zizht arme, 

giuing greate and ſoꝛrowfull ſbzikes and grones,tbe Aul⸗ 
ture woulde baue deſcended to haue Croke the Knight, but 

foz that W ſawe the ( wozbe put with tbe poynt bpwards 
foz a defence, ſhe durlt not ine (he enterpꝛiſe, but flying 
rounde auout from one plate vnto another, ta e ift ſhe. 
coulde finde anie place whereas (he. might enter foz (o 
ſtrike bim, without beeing hurt her lelfe . In this ſpace he. 
had time foz to laye bolde with his lefte hante vppon the 


other Serpent, and in the ſams ſozte as with the other her 


din kill her, uberewith the Nag an (ell downs to the ground, 
without ante remembzaun ee. 
1 0 21500 , Bk. ii. | p And 
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Oriſtedes, md Roſicleer aunſwered him 2 ſapde: Thy words 
are not agreavie vnto thy perſon and eſtate, wozthp Lroyan, 
neiſher is it fo ſuch a kmght as thou arte, to perl wade me 
to take this counteil, and to leaue to how my ſelfe of what 
lenage aud bloud J noe defend, & likewiſe what J am bound 
by ozder of Linighthed to dog, The feare of death (hall not 
cauſe me to mane backe one fote . This Troyan dyd laugh 
at that which Roſicleer dyd ſape, & ſapde, well ſeing that thou 
doſt eſteme thy leite of ſo great valoure, pꝛocure fo ouercome 
me. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes, with great lightneſſe this 
Troyan leapt in with Roſicleer, and with his ſtrong armes, 
he claſped him about the middle, and pꝛocured by caſting him 
about to oucrthzow him, in ſuch ſozt,that he had almoſt oner 
thzowne himſelke, but the Pzince lapde (ach holde with his 
hands embzaſing the Troyan, that betwirt them there began 
a terrible wzaſtling, eche one pzocuring by poliſie to ouer⸗ 
thzdw the other. The Troyan dpd fo2ce bimſelfe by little x 
little to carp Roſicleer towards tbe place whereas the Ser⸗ 
pent was, but Rolicleer perſeuing it,dyd pꝛoture to make te⸗ 
ſiſtance, vſing policies foz to clere himſelfe from that perill. 
But alwapes he found that the Troyans ſtrength did not in- 
creaſe; And by reaſon that the mightie ſtrength ok Roſiclcer 
was ſuch, the Troyan could not by his fozce make any reſi» 
ſtance, bat that he muſt needes be carped out of a compaſſe 
that was marked, of iuſt thirtte paces from the place where 
as the Serpent was. And when that he had brought him out 
ok that compaſſe, not being able to make reſiſtance, the Troy 
an fell to the ground without any feling , leauing Roſicleer 
ſomewhat diſcomfozted, But pet he ſawe that foz to gs fo2- 
wardes in his enterpaiſe, it was requiſite to ioyne battayle 
with that flying Serpent, And without refting himſelfe,be 
ſtrapte wayes toke a great and mightie ſpeare, and with a 
valpant courage he went towards the place wheras the Ser 
pent was, who ſeing bim comming, and that he was within 
the compalle, ſhe put bir ſe!fs on fote, and beaiing with by2 
wynges, ſhe gaue two wonderfull ſhzykes, and with greate 
lightneſſe lyke a byꝛd ſhe came towards Roſicleer, 3 
725 | on 
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out of that terrible month a mightie tdicke mos ke like unte 
a miſt , This valiant and courag ious knight when be ſaws 
her coming he put the great end of his (care vnto Þ ground; 
and firming it taſt with both his hands, he point fozworbs, 
be tarried her comming. This furious Serpent without mas 
king any account of the ſpere, with the great deſire ſhe dad io 
lap hold on the knight, put her ſe lle foz wards with great fu⸗ 
rie, lo that the ſpeare chaunced into one of her great 4 wide 
noſethzills,that almoſt it ranne vp into her bꝛalnes, bat if hs 
had held the point of the Speare a little lower, he dad giuen 
the moſt woꝛthieſt blow in all the world, but yet foz all that 
it did not let to make a moztall wound. This furious ſerpent 
with the great fiercenefe ſhe had ſhe bꝛake the ſpeare, ſo that 
there remained in her heay'moze then two ſpars thereof, and 
therewith ſhe ſtroke at the knight with her nailes fo terrible 
a blow,that ſhe ouerthꝛew him, in ſuch ſozt,that be tumbled 
on tbe ground. The beaſt who was troubled and aſtonied 
with that cruell wound, x againe by reaſon of ð great ( wilt⸗ 


neſſe and farts ſhe could not take ante holde of his armour, 


but paſſed fozwards on, inſomuch that the knight had time to 
ariſe and put himſelfe on fote, and finding by him the tron- 
chon that remained of the ſpeare, de turned and firmed dim⸗ 
feife therewith, pꝛocuring as he did at the firſt to receine ths 
tio, witch he ſaw comming with great \ wiftneſe,and foz⸗ 
tune was lo fac ourable vnto him,tbat be channced with the 
tron;yon of bir Speare vpon one of his ſtrong hozncs, and 
by realon that his ſpeare was ſtrong and ful of knots, it was 
f(t vyon one of then,” and by her great \wiftneſſe b2oke it 
cleane from her bead, wherwith ſhe remaincd with that great 
blau aſtonted and amazed with pd terrible paine, Tbe troy 
hon of the Speare was dziuen out of his bande, ſo that hee 
was conftrained to late hand on his (word, and to ſh:otrpe 
hunſelfe vader his hard and ftzle ſheeld,to make bis defences 
againſt the blowes that might come. This crueil Serpent 
being verie much troubled with the greate paine of the 
1111025, with double forie giging wonder full ſhnkes any 
grones che aſſaulted this knight . The couragicus Knight

nefſe therof,they wer conffrained to ſtap, x not to frauaile a, 
ny farther,2Sut in a little plain place that they (ound,they as 
lighted, whereas they found a caue, and in it the manner of a 
beddeeclaring that {one body had bene ther, ſo ther they re⸗ 
mained all p night, till p mozning, The day being come, they 
retourned to pꝛoſecute their new vegun lournev, x neuer res 
ſted till ſuch time as they came to the top of the mountaine; 
from whece they did diſcouer a very great 2 delectable plaine; 
t in þ mioſt therof, ther was two great an high Pine tres, 
towards which place they went , But they had not gon far, 
wer they ſaw a pillar,in the which was grauen certain lets 
ters, which ſaid, The glory of Array es the ſubiec- 
tion of the Prince, ſoane vnto the mightic Emperor of the 
Scitas, & of the couragious Troyan: Let none be ſo hardie as 
to loke vpon it, for that for ſo doing, he ſhal loſe his ly fe. Ro- 
ſicleer, was in a great tõtuſion, not underſtäding wb; at ſhold 
be ment there-by,but trauailing in p path fe: wards, he bad 
ſcãt paſſed ̊ place, when ; be hard a terrible & fearful ſhꝛpke 
of a beaſt, ſuch, that his hoꝛſe was ſcared,+ began to ſtruggle 
in ſuch ſozt,y he was conſtrained ts retourne againe and to 
ipght on fat, gaue him vnto Argolio, ę the knight did pꝛo⸗ 
ſecute his way on fete. Mithin a {mall while after, he heard 
v they tourned ⁊ gave ſuch an other ſhzike,p it made him foz 
ts ſtay, And as vou do ſe » feareful Hart, when he doth bears 
(he nople of the hunters, doth bold vp bis bead, deuiſing on 
cuerp ſide to beare from which part the nopſe ſhould come: 
ruen ſo dyd this knight, but be coulde not deuiſe noz ſ& any 
creature,but went fo2wardes on his way in the ſame path, 
till he came vnto 'a liftle mbantaine,whereas he founde an 
other piller, ſuch a one as the ſame befoze,in the which was

two high x mightie trees, a little dit ãce the one from y other: 
t in the midſt bet wen them,ther was hanged a man, hauing 
each arme tyed vnto one of the trees,by the wepftes, and the 
coꝛds wherwith he was boũd, was two long x (mall ſcrpets, 
the which did not onely ſcrne foz to tye his weiſts, but allo 
ws their heads they reached vnto his neck & bzeaſts, whereas 
they dyd byte him in luch ſozt,y they made him ful of holes. 
His feete lik wiſe was tycd vnto thole tres, w other two ſer 
pents, who entteated him as p others did. Likewiſe ther was 
vpon one of thoſe træs, a Uulter,who at ſundzy times deſce- 
ded dobon, + W bir ſharp + bard bill, the picked his belly, t ope⸗ 
ned it vnto p guts, whereon ſhe fed, which was þ occaſion 5 
this vnhappy man gaue this terrible ſhzikes, w out reſting, 
At the fte of thoſe trees ther was a fierce ſerpent w wings, 
who was the keper of p tozmented man, The which ſerpent 
was of mo2e then,rv.fote of legth,4 had but two fete, which 
was in þ-midlt of hir body, s cche fote had fine clawes, which 
were great x ſharp, he had on hir bead two great boznes x 
ſharp,* goꝛed with them as a Bull doth, out of hir mouth 
ſhe bad two great tuſks,hir wings ſhewed hir to be of great 
lightneſſe, And about. xrx.paces fro hit was an armed knight, 
of a large g; high ſtature, he lacked no armour from the head 
vnto p fte. e had hanging at bis neck by a firing of gold, 
a very rich and wel garniſhed {wozd, who when be ſaw Ro- 
ſicleer, with a haſty & large pale, he came towards him, and 
When he came nigh bim he ſapde: Tell me gentle knight, 
what doeſt thou ſeeke here in this place of great harme and 
daunger:therefoze retourne backs againe,foz that thou tanſt 
not finds here any other thinge but death.

The Greke 
dyd take bis leaue of the King and of the Ladpes that were 
in the great hall, And went downe the ſtapzes where as be 
elt bis page and his hozſe,and without the helpe of bis ſtir⸗ 
rup he leapt into the laddle, 3 hauing his healme on, and his 
focare in bis hand, he commaunded his page to tarp, and not 
to go with him. So he went ſtraight vnto the place appoins 
ted fo2 the battaile, with ſo gentle a grace and god difpoſiti- 
on, that all who dpd behold him,recetued great contentment, 
Ther was appointed alcaffold foz two Judges,fo2 to Judge 
the right of this contronerſie, and dyd appoint the place cons 
uenient koz their battaile , Whey tarped not long, when that 
Bandemęran entered p plate, accompanied w many knights, 
at wi me the Judges put them-ſelues on their Scafs 
fold. Aug weing all readie and the people in quiek, ther was 
commannded a Trompet to be ſowndedzto giue them to vn⸗ 
der ſtand, that they muſt pꝛepare themſelues to the battaile. 
At which ſound they moued their com „the one againſte 
the other, with ſo great (wiftneſſe, tha med p they ie w 
in toe àpꝛe, wicreas J will leane the il time doc letue, 
fo2 that at the ſame pꝛeſent, the wynde Borias dyd blo we in 
my eate, conũtrapuing ine to lpcale of the mightie dades cf 
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that valiant Roficleer, Pou do well remember, that foz fa 
ſuccour his Hoꝛſe, he leapt into his barke, t was not lo ſore 
therein, but that it ſailed and made ſuch wape as the arrew 
which is foꝛced out of 5 bowe. And one of the two knights 
which entred the barke, leapt into the Sea koz feare, and the 
other remained, and peelded himſclfe vnto the mercie of the 
night, which afterward did lerue him foz Squire, and verp 
faithfully vſed bis office, who was called Argolio. Roſiclcer 
went trauailing to ſea-wards, in his Barcke, very heaup and 
ſozowfall, foz that he was departcd from his coſin lo quicks 
ly. In this ſoꝛt they trauailed (pre dayes, & the ſeuenth they 
diſcouered lande very far of, but the lwiftneſu of the Barcke 
was ſuch, that in a ſhoꝛt time it bought them ts the waters 
ſide, And being a land, he ſaw that it was an Jland, and very 
fragrant, foꝛ that towards the Occident, there appeared but 
little plapne ground, and towards the Ozient, a verye higb a 
ſharpe Pountaine. So when the Barcke had fyxed it lelfe a 
ſhoze, he vnderſtode, that there he muſt go a land, and taking 
bis ho2ſe, with great lightneſſe, he leapt into the ſaddle, and 
Argolio folowed him. And they trauailed into a narrow way

„ Prter the noble Roſicleer had ſomewhat refreſhed 
i bimſelte, be toke bis hoꝛſe, and by little and little, 
be began to go vp that fragrant bill, till ſuch tinte 

ss nmgbt came vpon them, and foz the great dark⸗ 
| nelle 
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in the chaber of EE accompanied with all bis nobles & 
knights of pzowes.And when he ſaw his daughter fo enter 
all couered with mourning apparel, his royal highnelie could 
not ſhow the great loue be had vnto his daugbter, but made 
ſhowes of great ſozow,ſhedding many teares from bis eyes, 
which ran down vpon his chakes,+ al to be waſhed his grap 
haires. This faultleſſe lady dpd pꝛoſtrate hir lelte at hir ka⸗ 
thers kate, but Claridiano remained a fote, with ſo great mas 
ieſtie, as though he had known whoſe ſonne he was . This 
patuekull 4 weried lady, did al ke hir fathers bands fo kiſſe 
them, but neither the king noz bis daughter could ſpeake as 
np woꝛd mo2e, Chey remained ſo a great while, til ſuch time 
as the king tonſtraining his pꝛincely courage, ſapde. A know 
not what wil fal out, fo that J ſee befoze me, p which ok long 
time J haue deſtred, t pet 4 do not know it to be myne. The 
lady vnderſtode p woꝛds ol hir father, gathered ſtomack vnto 
hir ſelfe à ſaid: J am Antemiſca, vour welbeloued daughter, 
although at this time J am abhozred,J am ſhe who vniuſtly 
bath gone wandzing, paying ſuch debts as J neuer made, foz 
that J did neuer let but to be ö lady J enght to be. J am ſhe 
that by ß valour of this migbtie  wozthy warriour,do line, 
and not by the compaſſion that thou haſt had of thyne owne 
20per daughter. And J do thank my Gods,that they haue lo 
much fauoured me, in giuing me his mightie & ſtrong arme, 
fo2 to defend my trutb, and foz to puniſh that euill, the which 
that traptour Brandemoran,hath lapde and rapſed vpon me, 
The bꝛaue Paleſtina, who was pzeſent at the woꝛds Which 
the {P2inccs ſayde, was fo full of pꝛyde and pꝛe, that without 
any reſpect vnto the kings highnefſe,he ſayde: Oh falle: 
tereſſe, wherfoze wilt thou deny Þ the pzince of Chalde: 
thy virginitie,and that with thy conſent, And what night is 
be that is ſo hardie 4 hath ſo much courage, to ſape vnto the 
coutrary, The Greke dyd very much beholde the Paleſtinii, 
perceuing by his mo2bes, that to be he that had pꝛotured all 
this harm againſt Antemiſca. And although his p pe words 
dyd moue his pacience, pet would he not make ar ny outward 
dow, neither aunſ were vato him, but rather with th great le⸗

neritie, he tourned vnto the King and layde: High and migh⸗ 
tie Lo2de , in this controuerſte there is no nede ok diiputas 
tion, neither farther rehearſal . But may it pleaſe your bigb⸗ 
neſſe to commaund,that the Pzince of Chaldca may come in 
pꝛeſence, and to know of him „it be be content, to referre all 
his right into my handes. The King who (was conſidering 
and beholving bis nughtic pzowelle, in the demonſtration of 
bis perſon ){traight wayes commaunded to be b2ought the⸗ 
ther p Chaldean, with ſufficient k pers with him, which was 
ſtraight wapes done. 

And when he came in p2eſcnce, the King ſayde vnto him: 
pꝛince Gelerolio, ny daughter hath bzought bether this kni⸗ 
ght,fo2 to defend hir and thy right, (if thou haue any.) Vere 
would J know of thee, if that thou art content to referre all 
thy right and iuſtice into his hanves , The pꝛince Gelcroſio 
ſomewhat heaup, aunſwered the king and lapd, Unto the lo⸗ 
ueraigne Goddes and vnto him, J doe commit all my right 
alihougb A had rather with þ ſtrength of myne own armes 
make my defence: and tourning vnto the Greeke, be ſayde.. 
And foz that gentle Knight, thou ſhalt be certified that thou 
defende the truth: Here J doe (weare bnto ther by the high 
E mightie Iupiter, that the Pzince of Chaldea, did neuer come 
mit p which with great falſehwd he is accuſed , Then Bran- 
demoran dyd replpe, and ſapde. All that euer thou doeſt ſape, 
J will ſuffer, foz that J doe thinke bekoze the Sunne bath 
made an ende of his accuſtomed courle, to hauo ſatiſfaction, 
And like wiſe to puniſhe the pꝛyde of this fole , who by ig⸗ 
no2aunce oꝛ rather fœliſh hardieneſſe, commeth de his 
owne death; | 25 

This valiaunt and couragious Greeke caulde no longer 
ſuffer his pzoude and flaunderous ſpeaches , but ſayde bnto 
bim: lupiter hath power to giue the death vnto whome be 
pleaſeth , and J doe thinke that which thou doclt pꝛetende 
ento me, will fall , n thy ſelfe , foz to paniſh the foz this 
thy falſe and ſurmiled treaſon which thou molt diſpightfully 
we rayſed, againſt this noble Pzinces, who is guiltleſſe of 
91S crime. 
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The 'econd part of the 
Foz fhat the new wound would not ſuffer him fo fake any 
reſt, which cauſed him to take bis lcane of the king and his 
daughter, and depar ted, and toke the way towards Meſopo- 
tamia, with great deſy2e to be there. So travalitaggthep lekt 
behinde them the Citie of Damaſco, 4 paſſed bp the one ſpde 
of Armenia the great, and lo entred into the great playne of 
Meſopotamia, and from thence without taking any reſt, they 
came within ten mples of the citte of Mefos . From which 
place they (ent the olde Squpꝛe, which was with them, to 
glue the king to uvnderſtand of the comming of the P2inces, 
who with great care trauailed in ſuch ſozt, that he entred in⸗ 
to the pallas, at ſuch tyine as the king was accopanited with 
all his knights, not with lyttle ſozo w fo2 the abſcnee of his 
daughter, fo2 that the tymc appointed fo2 hir defence, dzewe 
on. Da his one lyde was the p2ince of Paleſtina, wha was 
as merry and glad, as the King heaup and lozowfull . But 
whan Libernio entred into the great hall, the king knew him 
to be a man of great eſtimation in his kingedome , And has 
uing no power to diſcemble his great iope, in ſeing hun, he 
fo2got his ropall authozitie, and roſe vp againlt him, 1 ſapd: 
Ah mp kriende where haſt thou left my daughter Antemil- 
ca, tell me quickly, as thou wouldeſt that the Goddes ſhould 
fauour the . Then Libernio with a chercfull countenaunce 
ſayde,mightie Bing and Lo20e,thy daughter the Pzinces is 
verp well, although verp wery of +, {ong and troubleſome 
tourney, and milfo2tanes which hath bappened, but pet now 
with great delight, foz that the doth bzing with bir a knight 
fo2 to defend hit honour , And if it be lo that pour highneſle 
doth accept thereof, and giue them liſence, be will come be⸗ 
tber, and defend hir right. The pzince of Paleſtina when be 
bard that which was ſpoken, with great laughter, altheugh 
not verp well content, ſapde. And who is he that is lo ſim⸗ 
ple 4 fole-hardie, to come, and gaine-ſape my furp, the truth 
being on my ſpde. Libernio lapde, it is be that will make 
thee to acknowledge thy kalſehod, and will make the fo2aet 
thy fury x mightte ſtrength, by vſing ok his valiant pꝛowes. 
Wehergeat Brandemoran was ſo full of wzath, and bis eyes 
. ſpark⸗ 
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ſparkling lyke kper, he ſayde: Ik it were not kor that J am 
befoze the ropall pzeſence of the Bing, J would give the to 
vnderſtand, 5 thy gray haircs had not ſpake with ß dilcreti⸗ 
on, Which thou oughteſt to baue. Zhen the King ſayd,pzince 
pacifie pour courage,+ be quiet, and thou Libermo retourne, 
& tell them that they may come when thetr picalure 16. And 
fo2 the right of my daughter, (if the haue enp) be shall haue 
ſafe conduct to come and malic hir defence. and if it be lo that 
they haue nede of any thing, lpeake that they map haue all 
furniQYed that is regutfite , Ga thy wapes and fary not, foz 
that J baue great deſire fo fa either mp ſhame oz honour, 
Fo2 J am in ſugh a ſtap, to fe my ſelfe lo diſhonovred, that 3 
think it better that J were dead. Ah what a aodlp thing is 
it fo2 a man to dye when he is in ſo great troubics, So Liber- 
nio put in oꝛder his beparture out of hand, lesuing the king 
ſomewhat content, z almoſt without ſuſpection of any cuil, 
ſeing that his daughter was returned to defend hir right. Li- 
bernio when he had got mourning apparcll fo2 the Pzincee, 
departed to the place whereas be left them, declaring vnto 
bir ail that bir father had ſapde, and what paſſed in bie pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, So therewith thep p2ocured and made haſt, to finiſhe 
their tourney, And they made ſo much halt, that beſoze it was 
night they came within two mples of the citie wher as thep 
reſted all that might, wigg great deſtre that the mozning wer 
tome, Do vcrye carelpen the mozning at the bꝛeake of the 
dap, thep put them lelues on hozleback, and went kozwards 
on ther2 tourney , So that one houre after the Sunne had 
ſtretetzen fozth bis golden beames vpon the moylt earth and 
fragrant Uowers, this Stake knight and the Pztnces entred 
into the citte of Melos, not reſting in any plate, til they came 
vnto the kinges pallatce, wheras they alighted and went vp 
into the great halt. Claridiano lcd Antemiſca by the bande, 
bis Helme falt vpon his head, and his purple Shylde on his 
ſhoulder, but the viſoz of his Helme was vp, lo that all peo⸗ 
ple might ſce his fapze & great viſage, and all that ſaw him, 
dyd iudge him to be of a high lynage , Then the Kirin was 
aduertiled of thepz comm mig , and dyd abyde ther: comming 
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The /econd part of the 
his complaints, but rather with a {miling laughter, made of 
it as a ieſt, mhich cauſed vato the Dhepehard moze tozment. 
Then Cupide who was tarping his tyme z oppoztunitie, at 
P lime diſcharged his golden Arrow; with great furie, in ſuch 
ſo2t,that the heart of the P2tnce, who afozeftime-was voyd x 
at libertie, was now bꝛought in ſubiection à made ſubiect vn⸗ 
fo his lawes t cuſtomes. Foz ſo fone as be had ſence this Pa 
ſtora, he ſtraight way remembꝛed the Paſtora which p P2ins 
ces of Ieroſolima had told him of, x alſo of p̊ which he ſaw in 
the inchanted Caſtle, leaning on hir bꝛeaſt at the Pꝛon grate. 
And remeb2ing himſelfe, he caſt his head a ſide to behold hir 
that was ß occaſion of his new harme, but foꝛ py ſhe was pal⸗ 
ſed alongſt with hir ſhxp,ye could not ſe hir. Then he began 
to complaine againſt his vnbappie foztune, ſaping, Ab heaup 
hart, that in the time p thou wert a knight 4 at livertie, thou 
diddeſt ſubdue and hadſt power ta duercome ſo many ſtrong 
warrio2zs:wher is now thy ſtrength become, wherwith thou 
didſt ouercome the. Art not thou he who did ouercometboſe 
two migbtie giants in T'rapobana?Art not thou he which w 
thy fury didſt abate y S t courage of p mightie Gere- 
dion: what is become of thy potenſte, wher with thon diddeſt 
bꝛing down ß p2ide of p two Tartaros: what is become of the 
fury wher with thy fyſfes thou fleweft p great giant of the 
moũtaines Nabateazwher is thy ſtregth wherwith thon didſt 
win thy mightie hozſe Zefiro. J do ſœ 5 it is all yelded vnta 
a poꝛe t ſimple Paſtora, Oh hart, it doth not greue me, foꝛ 5 
thou art bzought in ſubieciid, but only foz Þ thou art at 5 wil 
t power of a Paſtora. Jt is a ſigne Þ my lignage is not of ſuch 
valour +4 eſtimation, as J was perſ waded by my friend Gal- 
tenor. But what do J (ap,do J finde fault in the deſert of my 
Paſtora, And although J wer of p molt higheſt lynage in the 
world, yet that faire face is mo2e then any humaine creature 
doth deſerue And in laping thcſe woꝛds, he fell in a ſownd to 
the ground. And fozſomuch as he was abſent x taried a long 
time, f þ ladies ſaw he came not, they went out to ſeke him, 
t found him in ß ſoꝛt as J haue told you, which cauſed great 
diſturbance vato them, Not withſtanding in the beſt maner 


they 
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they could, with bowing of his finger, x other diligences,fhcy 
bꝛougbt him againe to his remembꝛaunce, but not in lo pers 
fect ſoꝛt, that he knew who was with bim in pzcſence . And 
therwith he gaue agreuous ſigh,t ſayd:Dh metrcifal Iupiter, 
ſhow bpon me thy power,+ do not permit that Cupide,may 
bane ſs much might againſt this ſozowful knight. And ther⸗ 
with a new he fel down in a ſownd,as at the firſt. Both the 
pꝛinces wer greatly amaſed, not knowing what it ſhould be, 
which hath cauſed ſo much alteration. And therwith Fidelio 
ran vnto the river foz water, wherwith they all to be bathed 
dis face, that he came againe to himſelfe. The Ladies muſing 
bet wen thẽſelues, from whece ſhould p2ocede this his griefe. 
Straight way they ſuſpected p he had ſene that faire Paſtora, 
which a little befoze they ſaw paſſe am oglt thole aretic tres. 
Antemiſca who had moꝛe care of the pzinces griefe then the 
other, when ſhe ſaw him ſomewhat come to himſelf, the ſaid: 
UUhbat is this wozthy knight, is it now time to leaue me af 
flictev,the time being ſo nigh at hand fo make my defence, $ 
almoſt at p gates of the titie, pul vp your hart, 3 lei not your 
valiant courage at this time faint. The knight when he pers 
cened p the ladies wer ther, he pꝛocured to raiſe vp his bodp, 
to ſit down,foz p; befoze he was layde all a long. And dif- 
ſembling in p beft wiſe he could, he laid. J do not know what 
ſhould be p occaſiv of a maruailous great grief which ſtroke 
me to the hart, ß without any power to make reſiſtance , it 
ouerthzew me to 8 ground, in ſuch loꝛt as you foũd me. 3 do 
wel beleue, ſaid Antemiſca, pᷣ the occaſion of this grief is in p 
hart, ö cics are in moſt fault. Fo2 if thou hadſt not ſene the 
faire Paſtora, thy hart ſhould not baue felt þ paſſed paine To 
this Claridiano anſwered nothing at all, ſeing 5 they vnder⸗ 
ſtode p occaſion of his griefe. But he made haſt to make all 
things in a redines to go onwards on their tourney, e being 
all on hozſback they haſted towardes Icroſolima, where they 
were receined w great triumph, mer fo2 luch wozthp P2ins 
ces. The olde king 1 Qurene gaue great thanks vnto their 
gods fo2 g retoꝛne of their loſt daughter. Claridiano remained 
ther in p citie of Ieroſolima, ſixe daies, greatly aginſt his wil.

hen he had made an ende of kbis ſong, he let the Rebeck 
fall out of his hand, x firetching himſelf on the grene grafe, 
croſſing his hands, he put them to his mouth as a man ful of 
paſſions x griefes, 4 began fo ſay w a weping voice, O my 
Paſtora, let thy trueltp now ſuffiſe the, it is now time that 
thou helpeſt thy Paſtor out of ſo long and great ſozow.Con- 
ſider miſtreſſe, that thou doſt intreate me very euil, foꝛ p thou 
boſt wel vnderſtand 5 J am wholly thine, 4 not mine owne, : 
as thyne own thou maiſt ozdaine e diſpoſe me. J am wholly 
lubiect vnto thy will, whether it be god oz ill, what ſo euer 
thy pleaſure is, vnto either of them J am agreable,fo2 5 J am 
wholly thyne . The Pzince ſaw p with this ſhepard was an 
other in bis company, who whan he ſaw p the other hild his 
peate, he toke an other Rebeke which he had, 2 W no leſſe mu 
icke then þ other, he began to play 4 ſing, as followeth, by þ 
which he did ſhow to be clere t at libertie of p paines of lone. 


That tyrant Loue ſhall neuer wound my breſt, 

I will not loue, nor yet beloued be: 

The louers lyfe I doe in hart deteſt, 

. which now in myrth, are ſtraight in miſery. 

I being free doe Cupids cuſtomes ſcorne, 
Reiect his lawes, diſdaine his wounding dart: 

And let who will, be with his paſsions torne, 
He neither can nor ſhall poſleſſe my hart. 


This 
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This Hepheard left off his ſong 4 playing all af one time, 
as one 5 made no reckoning no2 eſtœmed loue, but the amos 
rous ſhepheard gaue ſo terrible a ſigh Þ it ſounded thzoughs 
out all the field , Zhen making a hcante, ſound, he laid: O 
happie chepheard, that lone bath ginen lo much liber tie vnto, 
great is thy god foztune, that thou maiſt frely publiſh thy 
lpbertie and blame my captinitie . Let the Gods under ſtand, 
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t let it be publiſhed, that J am bꝛought vnto that eſtate, that 


in my ſonges & ſonets J doe delight to vtter the [werte con- 
nerſation that J haue with my lone , But how much moze 
iop ſhould J recetue, i I could fing as thou doeſt, in ſeing my 
felfe at lybertie, Oh mightie Iupiter, doe not take away this 
excellent toy, which J doe feele in louing, lpke wyſe J do de⸗ 
fire the;that thou wouldeſt giue me ftregth foz to paſſe ouer 
mp payne and grieke, x therewith he toke againe the Kebick, 
and foung this ſong as folioweth, 


Xcept! loue I cannot haue delight, 
It is a care that doth to lyfe belong : 
For why, I hold that lyfe in wan deſpight, 
That 25 not ſower mixt with ſweete among. 
And though the torments whieh I feele be ſtiong: 
Yet had I rather thus for to remaine, 
Then laugh, and liue, not feling louers paine. 


This Shepard was froubled in his ſong,* could not pꝛo⸗ 
cede any farther, foz that he hard a great ruſhing z nopſe a⸗ 
mongſt the buſhes and trees. And loking who it chould be he 
ſaw that it was a Paſtora, who was apparaled with a white 
peticoate of very courſe cloth. She bad hir golden haire dyl⸗ 
perſed ab2zoade on hir backe, behind hit cares,and had in hir 
band a ſhepheards boke, very well w2ought, with the which 
the gonerned a fewe (he pe, hat Che had the charge of, Vir 
face ſemed fo faire as Diana, at ſuch time as bir beames bath 
moſt fozce, And when the Shepard ſaw bir, he began anew 
fo make bnto hir pitifall lamentetions , But fo ell that the 
Paſtora made uo rekoning to giue any eare vnto him, no: ta 
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fo Meſopotamia, foꝛ Þ it was all one way, Then they folo- 
wed on thepz tourney, till they had paſſed all the kingedome 
of Nabatea, without any aduenture wozth the telling. Likes 
wiſe they paſſed all the mount Libano,where as they founde 


many great and fapze Citics , Allo they paſſed oner the ri⸗ 


ner Iordan, leauing behinde them part of Siria, trausiling a 
longſt by part of the edge of Palleltina, which bozdereth vpon 
Arabia. And paſſed though Fenicia, without any queſtion 03 
demaund aſked of them, So they came vnto p populus riuer 
of Eufrates, and trauailed a longſt p riuers ide, till ſuch time 
as they were conſtrained fo go vpon & high t mightie moun- 
tayne,from whence they might diſcouer Icroſolma. All theſe 
coũtries afozeſaid, they paſſed x trauailed, in lutle moze then 
two monetbes, and at that tyme ther lacked little moze then 
two monethes vnto þ time appointed,foz Antemiſca to make 
hir defence , In all this iournep there chaunſed ſome adnen- 
fures,but fo; that they were not of any great impoꝛztance, 
let them paſſe, 4 make no mencion of them. Although ß fame 
of his heropcall deedes, was hard into Grecia. And ſoꝛ » mp 
authoz will not ſeme to be tedious, he doch let paſſe many, al- 
though they are wozthy to be hard, and fo giue god crample 
bato all thoſe that doe weare armour,to make them hardy e 
couragions in their dædes. 


CHow the heroycall Greke was taken priſoner, by the dart 
of Cupide, in beholding the beautie of a very fayre Pafto- 
ra, and of the greate anguiſh and griefe that he ſuſtained, 
Cap.15. 

— * Hat adultreſſe Venus, the key of all libertie, 
not hauing fozgotten hir olde miſchife and 

5 ill will, which the toke vpon the mountaine 

Citareo, came to take counſaile of hir ſonns 

3 Cupide, to determine what oꝛder ſhe might 
ble foz to lubicct 4 bzing vnder hir amoꝛous 
eck of that fonte 4 vntamed Greke.And the 
better fo2 to foꝛge & to b2ing to paſſe to hir content, ö wozke

ningly vnto p gliſtering Apollo,foz Þ at bir requeſt he ſhould 
with moze clereneſſe ſpꝛed ab2ode his b2;ght beams oner the 
grene feldes, nigh vnts the riuer Eufrates. Who being moued 
by the diſceitfull wozds of Venus, did diſperſe abzode his bur⸗ 
ning beames;ſhowing fo2th maruelous enamelled covloure, 
vpon y flowzed harbes, being filled with ö clete de lo, ſuch as 
ſeldome hath bene ſene in the feelde And the mightie river w 
milde 8 quiet running, did paſſe his accuſtomed iournep, ma⸗ 
king a fine noiſe,w p delicate bzcaking of his ſfremcs Then 
this falſe 4 crafty Cupide, ſeing opoztunitie, by p god diſpo- 
ſition of p place:# being aduertiſed by his diſceitfal mother, 
foke his way with his accuftomed lightnefſe , vnto the river 
wher as p mightie Claridiano was refreſhing himſelf vnder 
a company of very faire t grene Pertil tres, with the rcft of 
bis companp, tarping the comming of the night, wher as w 
aut all feare, they reiopſed & ſpoꝛted themſelues, d faire, pea⸗ 
ſable 4 quiet dap. And foꝛ to be moze at his eaſe, he pulled of 
his ſtrong helme, x lacked p buckles of his armour. And fo2 
that the damſetls might p better recreate themſelucs, he put 
him ſelfe out of ß wap, ſomewhat apart from them, fo2 þ be 
was very curteous 2 honeſt. And aparting himfeclfe,he came 
into a place wher as he heard the notſc of a Flute, which did 
ſound very ſwetly:4 foz that it was very pleaſatit,and cane 
him great contentment in p bearing, p better fo delight bim⸗ 
lelfe, ge dꝛew neere wher as it was, in ſuch ſozte, ö he might 
delight himſelf of the long 4 muſicke, without being lpyde of 
anp. He app2oched ſo nigy,y he might wel diſcern who it was 
that made that Flute ſs \ſwetiy to ſound. And he ſaw that it 
was a ſheperd Which lay a longſt vnder a grene willolo tre, 
who being wery in plaping on the Flute, lap de it dolune by 
him, z toke a Rebick & began to play on it with very lwete 
harmonis,accopanying it with delicate 1 amo2ovs ſongs. At 
the which the Pꝛinte receued great contetment,being atten⸗ 
tiue, he heard him ſing as followcth, 


Glace by thy ſight, O Paſtora fo M cete, 
My former treedome and my lyte doth fayle : 
Jill, Repay 
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Gods fo; fo take away bis great pꝛide and arrogance , At 
this time the two warriours farryed the ſigne fo be mads 
by the trumpets ; which being giaen,theſe Liatghts maued 
their conrſers, with their ſpeares in their reſts, with lo great 
p28 and deſire the one ts hurt the other, that they both fap⸗ 
led iu thep2 incounter. The Giant who was verye pꝛoude, 
when he ſaw that be had erred his blow, he relurned againſt 
Claridiano, carrieng bis ſpeare vppon his thoulder, and com⸗ 
ming nigh him, vpon a (odaiae and with great fury he foke 
it from his ſhouider, and befoze the Gre ke could clere him 
ſelfe, he ſtrake him a mightie blow vpon the armour, ſo that 
bis ſtaffe bꝛoke by reaſon of the finenefle of the armour, and 
made the god watriour to double His body backwards vp- 
pon the Yozſe crupper. But when he law the great villauy 
which the Giaunt vſed with him, his anger increaſed verre 
much, 2 taking his ſpeare in the lame ſozt,he went towards 
the Giant and ſayd, Thou furious and pꝛoude beaſt, what 
didſt thou thinke to goare me lpke as thou wouldeſt do a 
wilde 1Boare,tarrie,and J will make thee to vnderſtand if 
J can make mp kuottie ſpeare to flpe tn the aire, and theres 
with he thzew bis ſpeare at him with ſo great furie, that he 
ffroke him on the bzeaſt in iuch ſozt, that the ſpeare paſſed 
thzough his bodp,and ſhowed it ſelfe at his backe, ſo that 
this Giant fell downe dead to the ground, and all that were 
there pꝛeſent, were bery much amazed at the great ſtrength 
and fo2ce of this Anigbt. At this time the Sunne had flniſh⸗ 
ed his courſe, hauing nothing aboue the Yo2izon but bis gli⸗ 
Ecring beames, then the Judges ok the feaſtes commaunded 
with ſound of trumpets that the Juſts ſhould ceaſe,4 make 
an ende of the day, Do the King deſcended from the place 
where be was into the Court with all his Knights foz fo 
receiue hat god warriour, and deſired him that be woio go 
with them vnto his pallaice, to d which be could not make 
dentall, And when he ſhould enter into the great gate of the 
Pallatce,ve ſaw the Serpent, and the heads of the Gyants, 
and when the King perceiued that be did beþolve them, he 


ſapd. 
This 
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This remembꝛauncc (god knight) J commaunded fo be put 
pere in thy name, ſoꝛ to be a perpetuall memozie cf thy high 
and mightie Chiualrie. The P2ince there at would not aun⸗ 
fwere making as though he dis not eſteme it much, fo2 that 
be had with himſelfe no p2yde, And therewith they aſſcndid 
by into the great hall, where as they were maruaitlouflp wel 
reteiued of the Ladies and damlells, And leauing Antcmil- 
ca, and Bela, with the Bzyde, and with the Quene bir mo - 
ther in lawe,he retourned and went with the Bing, wheras 
they dyd intreate him with great maieſtie. Do be remained 
eight dayes in company with the King in his courte , fo2 to 
take his eaſe, in which tyme the moſt part of the kings, pzin- 
tes and knightes were departed,and the King of Silicia, with 
the dead bodte of his bother. Theſe eight daycs paſt this 
Grerke pꝛince dyd fake his leaue of the Ring, ſoz that.p time 
to make defence in the quarrell of the Pzincefſe dzewe on, 
the which he had great care thereof, It grieued the king ve⸗ 
ry much fo2 His departure, but ſeing that be was confirained 
therevato , he would not hinder him, but offered him verye 
great and rich giftes, but the pꝛince would not receue ony, 
Lykewiſe he toke bis lcaue of the Qutene, and of the Dutf- 
ches and bir daughter, who with great ſozow vyd ſoleniniſe 
his departure. The King bzought him vnto the fate of the 
ſtayꝛe, whereas Fidelio was tarping fo2 him, with a mightie 
and rich Yozſe, one of the furious that was to be founde in 
all the countrie. Ye was a Kone coulo2ed, without anp kinde 
of marke, and trapped with very rich trapping of Golde and 
pꝛetious ffones of great p2ice. There came fœzth of the t o2fe 
mouth two tulkes lpke vnto an Slophant, his noſeth2ills 
were very large and great, gis head very little, his bzcaft ve- 
Ty bꝛoade, well pitched and ſo hard, that no \wo2d were it ne⸗ 
uer ſo ſharp, was able to enter in thereat, So whan he came 
vnto the fate of the Nayzes, without letting fate in bis Uir⸗ 
rup, be leaped vpon the beſt Yozſe that cuer was, Tte boꝛſe 
was called Zefiro,fo2 his great !inhtnefſe. When be had ta- 
ken his leaue of all, they departed, determining vot to Naxe 
in any place, till they came vnto Ieroſolima, à ſo flraigbt war 
| Ii. to 
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but the p2ince ſwas carped ouer his hozſe butfocks, g carped 

the ſaddle with him bet wirt his legges, which was a great 
griefe vato all them that vpd lee him, faz that he was wel⸗ 
beloned of then all. This arrogant apant was ſo encou- 
raged, + ſo furpous that in a ſmall tyme he leſt not a knight 

remaining in their ſaddles on bozſeback. And being in this 
grea* p2yde , there was hard a great nopſe and ruſſhing, in 

maner of a tumult in the place. And loking what it ſhould 
be, they ſaw that it was the knight of the Damſells which 
entred, who was armed with his riche and ſtrong Armour, 
a!l of Purple, full of golden Starres. And befo2c him came 

the two Dunſells, which alwapes were in his company, 

The P:inces of Ieroſolima, caryed his ſhield,x the Pzinces 

of Meſopotamia. bis Spcare . Showing by his perſon the 

highneſſe of his diſcent. Who paſſed by the ropal ſeat wher- 

as the god King was, tn whoſe company was his ſonne the 

pꝛinte, armed with very rich armour, alſo the lozd of mount 

Libano, a very auncient knight and of great authozitie. So 

on the other ſide was the pꝛinces, the daughter of the King of 

Nabatea, who was the bzyde, a very fay2e and comely gen 

tiowoman, and with her the Dutches of the valley and per 

Daughter. And behinde them, was the Carle of the dape 
Lake, who was ſtill very weake of the paſſed battaile, and 
was richly apparelled with blew cloth of Gold, And as this 

knight paſſed by, the knight aroſe vp and ſhowed him conr- 
teste. The Dutches of the Uallep could not refraine hir ſelf 

but that with a high veyte ſhe'ſayd vnto the Bing. Mightie 
king, this is the knight in whom the gods hath put all their 
power g ſkrength , that his valout may be moze then theirs, 
This warlike knight, although he beard verp well what the 
Dutches had ſapde, paſſed on, and deſcembled as though be 
had hard nothing. And when he came to the Juſt, he loke 
bis chylde and hits ſpeare, and pꝛepared himſelke redy to the 
Zuſt So ſtrapght wayes being in a readineſſe, thep ſowned 
the Trumpets, where at with great furp, thep moncd their 
Courſers, 2 neither of them miſſed theyz blow at thep2 in⸗ 
counter, but by reaſon that the Grake had great gad will to 
40, 
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ertol his fame, he ffroke the gyant ſo mightie a blow, that be 
guertbꝛew him to the ground, So the pꝛince paſſed alongef, 
W great mageſtie, without any ſhow of dildaine. The pecple 
with a great ſhout ſayte, The great mightie  ropal Agilao 
is onerthzowen to the ground, fo that his mightie ftrezigty 
bath littleauailed him. Then the paince of Fenicia, would 
pꝛoue his aduentare with the Greke, but with great eaſe be 
was tarned to the ground. So all the reſt of p knights that 
were of any eſtimation, made their Juſt, but they were all W 
great eaſe onerth;zowen to the ground, in leſſe then the ſpace 
of two houres . Do at ſuch time as the bzight Febus would 
male an ende of his long tourney, there apeared to enter in 
to the place the bꝛaue and mightte Gyant, bzother vnto the 
king of Silicia, w a mightie great ſpearc in bis hand, whoſs 
glyſtering popnt of Stcle ſhowed thzougb all the field . Be 
bꝛought with him but one only ſquyer, which bzought with 
hun another [peare,ond without any care of courteſie due, 
be put himfcife into the place. And p Squite which bzought 
his other Speare, went vnto Claridiano, x ſapd: night, pon⸗ 
der valiant grant doth ſend vnto tha this Sprare, and wil⸗ 
leth tha that thou doſt pꝛocure to do the vttermoſt of thy 
power befoze that the Dunne doth ſet, foz that be will do 
the like: 4 likewiſe be loitb, that he doth not only defie the 
in the Zuſt, but alſo to moztall battaile, To whom Claridi- 
ano, ſaie: Friend, go thy wates tell this giant p ſent the, 5 
doe accept his detnaund,although it doth graue me verie 
much, ſoꝛ that without ame occaſion he makcth this deſtance 
in time of ſo great toy and pleaſure, which is done in the ho⸗ 
nour of ſo mightie a king, but leeing his will is moued with 
ſo great pꝛide, tell him p J am readic to make my defence, x 
alſo p ſhoztly he ſhall repent him of this enterpꝛiſe, in ſay- 
ing theſe wo2ds he foke the ſpeare of p ſquire,s put himſelf 
in p ſtanding:at Þ time he was verie nigh ð place where the 
king was, who heard p anſwere which p Grocke made, foꝛ 5 
which he recetued great anger,foz p the Giant in ſuch ſozt 
ſhuld defie ß Knight Wout any occaton:but it was no time 
as then to ſpeake, but to hold his peace, pzayed vnto tis 
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maieſtie, and with no leſſe maieſtie came the king of Silicia, 
and a bꝛother of his, who were both Gyants , Do like wiſe 
came thether the king of Cappadocia, all theſe be Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces that doth bo2der the one with the other, # the moſt part 
of theſe P2inees are vaſſalts vnto the Pzince of Paleſtino, 
ail theſe Pzinces came thether fo2 to honour that god king 
ol Nabatea,fo2 that he was very well eſtemed of them all: 
and as they came to honour the King, ſo like wiſe they came 
to pꝛoue themlelues, and to get fame and name, & the pzaiſe 
that belongeth therevnto, Jt was luppoſed of all the compa⸗ 
nie the king of Silicia would haue the pꝛoweſſe and pꝛaiſe of 
all the reſt,fo2 that he was a gyant of verie bigge members, 
although his bzother was taken to be moze furious, who 
determined not to iuſt, foꝛ that his bꝛother thuld get the ho- 
noar pꝛaiſe, but it fell out otherwiſe,as hereafter you ſhal 
vnderſtand. So when the date was come all the Ladies and 
Damſelis put themſelues in places fo2 to beholde p feaſts, 
and everte one pꝛocured to [ot out her ſelfe with the greateſt 
bꝛauerie b might be, and the great court fall of people which 
came thether koz to ſe the feaſts and triumphs. What ſhall 
A ſaie here of the daughter of the Dutcheſſe of the valley, 
who was of lo great beautte p the was noted amongſt them 
all. So the knights began to enter into the place of iuſt, and 
he which was the firſt that entered was the P2tnce of Ca- | 
mogenia, who was mounted vpon a verie faire and well as 
dozned tourſer, he was armed with blacke armour all to bee 
potted full of Barfines,+ bzonght with him Rftte knightes 
all apparelied with the ſame linerey,and with great mates 
{tie he went round about the place., making obedtence vnto 
all the Ladyes and Damſells: after him entered a Pagan 
knight, who was Lo2d of Sitia, and armed with armour of a 
Lyons coulour, accompanied with an hundzeth knights, all 
apparelled in veluet df the ſame coulour, and paſſed round as 
bout the place, ſhewing great curteſie as the other did, which 
being done, he ſawe that the Pꝛince of Camogenia was tas 
rying to reteiue him at the iuſt, and ſtraight way they began 
to lound the inſtruments, giuing to vnderſtand, that (hep 
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muſt make themſelnes ready. Theſe Knights were nothing 
vnwilling, but ſpurred their courſers with great fury. Che 
Pꝛince of Camogenia mate his encounter whole , „ froks 
the Pagan without mifſing any poynt:but the pagan ſtroke 
the other in ſuch ſozt that he heaued him out of the ſaddle, e 
be fell to the ground, whercwith the Pagan Knight remay- 
ned with great pꝛide and-gladneſſe, In the meane time that 


theſe tws wer in the Jult ,there entred in a Knight of Phe-. 


nicia, who entred in with great pompe and pꝛide, who when 
be ſaw that the Pztace of Camogenia was ouerth2zowen,be 
put himſelfe vnto the Jaſt. Little did pzofite him bis great 
pꝛide and arrogancte, e outward ſhow to be a ſtreng knight 
againſt him of Sirza,fo2 that at the firſt encounter he ouer- 
th;ew him fo the ground: in like ſozt did he ble other fif- 
tene Knights of digers Pꝛouinces. Do Lraight way centred 
the Pzince of Vaccnicia, who was a meruailous well pzo- 
ps;tioned knight, armed all in white armeur, wꝛought with 
excellent knots of gold, and he b2zonght in his companye an 
pundzed Knights, all apparailed in white ſatten, and riding 
about the place, he ſhewed his obedicnce vnto the King and 
all the Ladies. Then be put bimſcife at his ſtanding, foz at 
that time ther was not a knight te iuſt withall. So ffratght 
way they ſounded the trumpets, at which nople the Knights 
meoued themlelyes to the Juſt with their hozſes, and made 
their encounter ſo ſtrong, c with ſo great fury, the ſtrong 
Pagan was caſt to the grounde, and the like be did to other 
ſire venfrous Knights, which entred into the place. Straigbt 
way entred the bzaue King of Silicia, who was armed with 
gliſtering armour of very fine ſteele, and was mounted vp⸗ 
pon a bery mightic and rich courſer, and bzought in bis c<- 
pany two hundzed Knights all apparailed with rich cloth of 
golds , accompanied with greate muſicke of minſtrelles 
which was a pleaſaunt noyſe to be hcard,and after that her 
bad made the accuſtomed compaſſe and curteſie in the place, 
be put himſelfe at the Juſt.@o when ſigns were made, they 
ſpurred their-hozfes,and made their incounter ſo ſtrong, that 
it was great griefe vnto him, to put bimſelfe vpzigþt again, 


but 
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rable ſoule was ſcant out of j bnhappie bodie when 5 all the 
— Caſtell began to ſhake, and with the noiſe of a terrible thun- 
der clap it vaniſhed awaie, in ſuch ſozt that all thoſe p were 
there pꝛelent remained in the plaine field without anie figne 
oꝛ token of caſtel to be there 02 ante other kind of butlvings, 
 fo2 that you ſhall vnderſtand, that this Caſtle was made by 
Art of inchauntment by that olde Mitch. Sarely it cauſed 
great admiration to all them that remained a liue: buf 
much moze. was the griefe of the Ladies which farried foz 
p comming of p Pꝛince, when they law p he tarried ſo long, 
+ alſo afterward when they heard that great noyſe of thun- 
der, at the bꝛeaking vp of that inchaunted Caſtle . Jt was 
no leſſe to be wondzed at, to ſe the huge and mightie Ser - 
pent, ⁊ the great giant with his mother, ans the flac knights 
that were Haine, bnderſfanding that the Pzince bad made 
all that deſtruction. So the fine Knights which yelded the- 
ſelues, gaue the Þ2ince to vnderſtand who the Giants wer, 
and how the olve Gianteſſe had oꝛdained that Caſtle fo; to 
take reuengement on him,fo2 the death of her two lonnes. 
The Greeks Pzince gaue thankes vnto his Gods, foz that 
they had deliuered him out of that terrible ſnare, and gaue 
the Enightes free libertie to departe, and goe whether they 
would. 
Chen the Pꝛinte and his company refourned onwards 
to their tourney, making greate haſt in their frauaplyng , 
that they might get out of that great UWlove,befoze that the 
night ſhoulde come vpon them, whereby they might get to 
ſome towne nigh at hand. And at ſuch time as the gliſte⸗ 
ring Apollo began to hide bis face, and to coner himlelfe , 
accoꝛding to his accuſtomed o2der, they came vnto a fapze 
Caſtle , which was a little without the wode, whereas of 
the Lo2de thereof, they were verpe well receiued: pet much 
mo2e ropal was their entertainment, and karre greater was 
his affection towards them, when he knew of p deſtruction 
of that inchaunted Caſtle, foz that he had felte and knows 
en the tnconuentence of that ill neighbour, 
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Ho that the king of Nabatea had vnderſtanding of 
the great deſtruction that the Greeke Prince made 
in - caſtle, and how he commaunded that the ſer- 

pent and the heads of the Gyants ſhould be ſet at 
the entric of the gate of the Pallaice for a perpetu- 
all memorie, and how that the triumph began that 
was ordeined, and of all that paſſed in the time of 
the fealts,, Cap.14- 


V fame of the valiant knight Claridiano, 
with bis accuſtomed gentillitie was noiſed 
thzoughout all thoſe P2ouinces of Nabatca, 
N publiſhing his heroicall actes and feates of 
Darmes, naming him to be the knight of the 
=D; damlells, end when he dzew nigh vnto Na- 
not lacke them which gane the king to vn⸗ 
derſtand of all that paſſed. When the king heard of ſo migh⸗ 
tie and valiant dædes, and in ſpeciall of that which was 
done in the inchaunted caſtell, and of the furiouſneſſe of the 
ſerpent, he tommanded Cfraight 5 men ſhuld be fent thether, 1 
fo2 to bꝛing them vnto his pꝛeſence which ſtraight way was 1 
accompliſhed, and when the Ring ſaw, ſo great woꝛthineſſe, 114 
be commaunded that fozthwith foz a perpetuall memozy of 
5 knight, thep ſhuld be hanged at p pallaice gate, de ſir ous to 
know p knight, g to haue him in his court foz to do him ho⸗ 1 
no2: but they which had moze deſire to ſ him, wer p Dut⸗ 1 
cheſſe of the valley and her Daughter. Who were at that | 
time come to the Court, and declared the greate pꝛoweſſe 
of the Pzince, and thought long fo2 the dape of the Tri⸗ | 
uinphes, fo2 as then he pzomiſed without faile to be at | 
Nabatea, ſo the daie of the feaſtes were come, at the fame 1174 
wherof,reſozted thether a great number of great valeur and 11 *

firength . Amongſt whom was the p2ince of Phocnicia with | 
a godly company of noble perſons, and the Pzince of Ca- |

And in laying thele wozog, he 
lift vp againe his bzoad 4 mightie [w02d agalnſt the paince, 
who lykewiſe clered himſelfe of that blow as he did of the 
firlt, Zhen ths Pzince ſapd vnto him:QZLhou defo2imed bealt 
without any humane reaſon, do not pꝛocure by thy greate 
pꝛide to ſpot oꝛ ſtaine the nobilitie of my perſon, to cauſe nie 
to ſtrike ther, withont hauing any armour,to make thy des 
fence. The Gian® made little accompt of p counſell be gaue 
bim, but rather aſſalted him with moze terrible blowes. But 
all that euer he did was in vaine, foz that the Pzince with 
great experience and lightneſſe cleered himſelfe from them, 
and tarried 5 time, that he might haue oppoztunitie to clole 
with him, fo to ſhew him the fruites of his filts, ſoz at that 
time he had nest dꝛawen his (wo2d. A god while they were 
in this contention, till ſuch time as thole Knights which ran 
away (which was fo the number of ten) had time to arme 
themlelues, and to returne againe into that place whereas 
they were eating, who came all in a readinelle with they;

be had bene armed, his fur ie would little baue p;ofted him, 
ſo by reſon that p other armed Knigh's did lo much frenble 
him with their blowes, it was the occaſton that the Cent 
did the moꝛe moleſt him, cauſing him many times with ibs 
fury of their blowes to bow his kners to the greunde , kbe 
which did conftraine him to vie all bis power again li (hem, 
firtking about him on the one fide and on the ofhcr,ttat in 
a ſmall time be ouerthzew ſiue of them dead to the ground, 
pct fo2 all that the other fue which remained did not let to 
vſe all the extremitie they could againſt the Ora ke, and like⸗ 
wiſe that furious Gyant whom the knight would ncuect cf- 
fer to ſtrike with his cutting | wozd , but alwaycs waiting 
oppo2tunitie that he might cloſe with him, foz lo giue him 
one blowe with the pomell therof, and when time did ſeruc, 
he would not loſe it, but being veric nigh him, he iroke bim 
ſo mightie a blow with the pomell of his [word under bis 
care, that he dꝛoue it into hie bꝛaincs, wherewith the Gps 
ant fell dead to p ground. The other fiue knights when they

ling, being all imbzued with her beaſtiall bloud p iſſued out 
of the wound, which was a great helpe vnto him againſt 5 
furious fiend, which was the occaſion p ſhe loſt a great part 
of her ſtrength. Long time indured this great & daungerous 
w2:aftling,s that infernall beaſt faſt vnto the noble and valt- 
ant bꝛeaſt of the Greeke Pzince,fill ſuch time as be plainly 
perceiued p this monſter begane to ware faint 4 to loſe hit 
fkrength : likewiſe it could not be ofberwile but p the pꝛinte 
wared ſomewhat wearie, notwithſtanding be did animate 
bimſelfe ſeeing p great weakneſſe of p Serpent, which was 
by reaſon of the great quantitie of bloud which came fro her 
wound, x bauing oppoztunitie he toke his \woz2d wher with 
he thꝛuſt her into the heart with ſo great ſtrength p he clous 
it in two pæces, and lo this infernall monſter fell downs 
dead to the ground, and carried the P2ince with her,fo2 that 
they wer (fill faſt together, and by reaſon that ſhe lacked her 
ſtrength to make ber defence he quickly cleared bimſelfe out 
of ber clawes,and recoucred his \ wo2d,and when be ſawe 
cerfainly that he was clere from p; cruel! monſter, be kings 
led do we and gaue great thankes bnto his Gods, the pop⸗ 
ſon was great which this monſter thꝛew out fo2 to infect the 
knigbt, but by reaſon of the greate vertue which was in the 
armour that Galtenor gaue him,there was nothing p could 
hart him, although he remained verie wearie 4 vnquiet, and

his backe he heard a noiſe, as though they were opening of

cructteth, but this conſideration could not tndure long with 
bin,fo2 that he heard a great rumoz2,4 loking what it ſhould 
be, he ſawe that there was comming fozth of another den a 
mightie Berpent with wings, as great in bodie as an Cle- 
ph nt, which had onely two fete which appeared out of that 
monſtrous bodie but a ſpan in length,and each fot had thze 
clawes of thꝛe ſpans in length, ſhe came with her mouth 
open 5f ſo monſtrous and huge bigneſſe, and lo defozmed, that 
a whole armed knight might enter in therat, and ſhe had on 
þ-4 21803 two tul kes, which ſermed to be of two palmes,as 
Hape as any nedles, and all her bodie was couered with 
hard (Helis of diuerle colours, and with great furie ſhe came 
fozth with her wings all ab2oad, the Pince could not but 
reteiue (ome feare in ſzing fo furious a beaſt, but ſœing it 
was then time and great nad to haue courage and to be ex⸗ 
perf and valiant fo2 to make his defence, be foke bis god 
cutting ſwoꝛd in his hand, and ſhzouded himlelfe with his 
dard and ſtrong ſheeld, and tarryed the comming of that vg⸗ 
ly monſter,and when the furious beaſt ſawe that there was 
Whereon ſhe might imploie ber ſharpe teeth, ſhe ſtroke with 
bor wings, and with ber clawes ſhe griped and laid faſt hold 
vpon his hard ſhelde, pꝛetending to haue | wallowed whole 
this coutagtous warriour, 4 faſtning her ſharpe tul ks vpon 
bis helme, which when ſhe found ſo hard, ſhe let go her hold, x 
pulled at his ſherld with ſo great firength p ſhe pulled it frs 
his arme, but the knight ſtroke at ber a mightie blow vpon 
p bend with his { wo2d, but could not hurt her by reaſon of 8 
the hard chels wherwith it was armed, g though be gaue hir 

no 
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no wound, pet fo2 all that ſhe felt the blow in ſuch (o2f. that 
it made her fo recopie to the ground, + to fall vpon ber lolig 
taile, This oppꝛeſſed Knight made great haſt to ſtrike ber 
another blow, but he conls not, fo2 p ſhe ſtretched ber lelfe 
of ſo great height befoze him. But foztune was ſo fauoura⸗ 
ble vnto him, that he might ſtrike her on the belly, whereas 
ſhe had no defence with ſhells no2 any other thing but fea⸗ 
thers, whereas he gaue her a great wound: but if p blowe 
bad bene ouerth wart as it was right downe, he had (orclre 
flaine her at that time, but petit was not ſo little, but that it 
was mon tall, whereout iſſued much blond. This great Ser⸗ 
pent when the felt her ſelfe wounded, ſtroake at the Bnight 
with her taple ſo terrible a blow, that if be had not ſane it 
comming, it had bene ſufficient to haue parted him in pe- 
ces, and by reaſon of the narrownes of that place, tbep could 
not a part themſelues the one from the other, but the leaped 
in the aire with lo great lightneſſe, that it ſeemed to be ten 
paces from the ground, which was the occaſton that her fus 
rious blow did not hurt him Sie was ſcant deſcended to 
the ground, when that with boto hie hands be ſtroke ber ſo 
terrible ablow vpon thoſe hard ſhels, that it made her to fal 
with her bzeaſt to the ground: but ſtraight way ſhe rayſed 
her ſelſe vp againe, and would haue ſtroken the Unight as 
gaine with her unmercikull taile. The Bnight fo2 to clere 
bunſelfe thereof, fell downe flat on the ground, foz that bee 
had no time to make any other defence . But that terrible 
blow was not ſo ſone paſſed oner him, but ſtraight waies 
be was on his fete, at ſuch time as the furious besſt came 
towards hint. Here the P2ince hauing a great confidence in 
his owne rength, did lo high and valtant pꝛoweſſe, that you 
map put in obliuion, ai the valiantnes that euer was done 
by his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, and put this in perpetuall mempꝛie. Foz 
that he th2ew his l woꝛd out of his hand, and went vate this 
monſter, and imbꝛaced himſelke with her, 2 did lo queaſe her 
bet wirt his mightic armes, with lo much frength p the fus 
rious beaſt could not pꝛofit her ſelf of ber ſharp clawes, but 
only with ber uungs, ſhe beat him on cnery libe, this valiant 
Oh.ui. war⸗ 
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darkneſſe,thot ſcarce he could diſcerne anp light; and lo grs- 
ping by the walle, he did ke pe bis going downe that nar⸗ 
row and turning ſtaires, which were very long, and of ſuch 
length, that be thought be deſcended info the middeſt of the 
earth. He ſpent a great time in deſcending thoſe ſtaires:but 
in the ende he came into a very faire and large Courſe, all 
copaſſed about with pꝛon grates,very faire g wel w2oughf, 
and at the one of them there was a Paſtora leaning on her 
beaſt, who ſamed fo be of a mernatlous and faire beautie: 
who leaned her fatre face vpon ber white band, being verpe 
penſiue, and diſtilled from her Chaiſkalline eyes great aboũ⸗ 
daunce of teares, Whan. this greke knight law this beauti- 
fall creature, he remapned in great admiration , conſidering 
with him ſelle, ik that by aduenture the ſhould be the ſame 
Paltora, which the pꝛintes of Icroſolima had told him of, 

Then this Paſtora did open hir faire and chriffalyne epes, 
looking earneſtly vpon the knight, and gining a greavus and 
(o;owfull ſigh, ſhe withd2zew hir ſelfe from the grate, which 
cauſed the greke knight to haue great deſire to know who 
it (hould be, ſuſpecting that by foꝛce of ſome inchantment, 
ſhe ſhould be put therein, where-with there kindled in his 
heart a new Fver of loue: And caſting vp his exes agayne 
to ſ if he might ſe her, be could not, but ſaw in the very 
ſame place, a woman, of a very great ſtature, who was all 
armed, with a lwoꝛd gyꝛt at hir watt , 4 bad hanging at her 
neck a bowe, and a gylt Quiuer, this lady was of ſo greate 
beautie, that ſhe ſcemed almoſt to excell the Paſtora, ſo that 
the P2ince, with y ſight which he had befoze him, fozgot that 
which was pat, and fired his eres en hir. But in the ſane 
ſoꝛt vpon a ſodapne, ſhe went away as the firſt dpd, leuing 
the knight with no leſſe trouble in his thought, then befo2e 
be was . This knight had not much tyme to bewaple the 
abſence of that Ladie, ſoz that without ſæing any body, he 
Was ſtroken ſuch a blow with ſo great fury vpon his back, 
that he was conſtrained to ſtop with one kna to the greud, 
Yet with a tryſe he aroſe vp agayne: and loking about him 


to ſ who it was that iroke him, he perceived that it was 
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a knight, which with great haſt ran in af a dozc which bes 
at one of the cozmcrs of the court. And with the great an- 
ger which the Pzince reſeiued, to fe bim ſelfe in luch (02k 
ſo ill intteated, he followed him with his actuſtomed lights 
neſſe , ſollo wing after that Knight in at the toze , Ve was 
nat two ſteppes in at the doze, when that be fell dewne ins 
to ad&pe caue, which was covered over in ſuch ſubtyl ſoz!) 
that whoſocuer dpd treade on it, he ſtraight-way fell down 
into the cane, except he were aduertiſed thereof, And with⸗ 
in the caue it was very darke, and no light appeared. The 
Bnight leeing himſelke ſo betraped in that trappe , he feared 
fo reteiue ſome harme in the fall, But pet verye lightlie he 
put him ſelfe on fate, with his Swoꝛd dꝛawen in his hand, 
fo2 to make his defence, againſte whatſocucr ſhould happen. 
But by reaſon of the great darknelſe, be could not fer any 
thing, neither diſconer wherein he was fallen, but determi⸗ 
ned to ſettle htmſelfe againſte ſomewhat , if he might kfynde 
where, groping to ſee if he might fynde any other doze of en⸗ 
trie into that darke Denne. 

And as the knight went groping and keling, he found that 
be trode on no other thing but dead mennes bones, which 
cauſed him to ſtand ſtill. And not long after there was open 
a lover hole, at the which entred much clesreneſſe, and gave 
great light into the place whereas be was: whereat appea- 
red a verp olde woman, who was ſo leane's ſo ful of winks 
els, that it ſæmed ſhe had nothing but \ kin and bones on hir; 
\nho ſapd vnto the P2incezin an euitl boure thou cameſt be- 
ther x ſo ſhall typ lodging be, and thine enlerteinment, fog 
that thou art now in place, that the u maiſt la ke fe no other 
thing, but to be meate vnto a furious beaſt, And thy ſurmeũ⸗ 
ted ſtrength ſhal not be able to make any defence. The pzince 
luho was bery w2ath, anſwered, Oh lalſe 1 curſed Witch, 
whom p gods confound, who hath taught the to vie fo great 
dilceit, p w thy falſe  vincliſh vnderffaving,thou doſt wozk 
ſo much euil againſt all traueling & vetrous knights. J bope 
to tome fozth ont of this taue, in ſpight of al thy miſthic fe, z 
with my lcong arme to bzeaks all thy bones a ſunder. 
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puniſhing raves and extremities offered, in ſuch ſoꝛt, and (6 
many,that his fame was eralted vnto the cloudes, ſome cal⸗ 
led him the Knight of the Ladies, and other ſome the Anigbt 
with the Purple armour. And when they vnderſtode that 
the time of the *Criumphes d2ew nere, they toke the ways 
which led them ſtraight vnto the Citie of Nabatca : and foz 
ta noe thether, they muſt needes paſſe thozongh a wode of 
eight miles long, in the which they trauailed til it was none 
time, and therein they dilcouered a very fairs caſtle, and fæ⸗ 
ling themſelaes ſomewhat wearp, they went thether foz to 
refreſh themlelnes,the which chanced vnto them otherwile, 
as in the chapter following you ſhall vnder ſtand.

m2 W927 ped,foz that when they came thether ther 
——cdound the gates faſt chut, 4 fo2 all that they 
gaut mightie blowes thereat,and called, pet there was no 
body that made them any aun were, and (@ing this, thep de⸗ 
termined fo goe round about the Caſtle, to ſæ if there were 
any other part wheras they might call that they might be 
heard, but in all parts they found it a like, fo: the which the 
P2ince was very ioztowfull, and pzetended to departe ſome 
other wape: and turning about with bis hozſe, be ſawe a 
pillar, which was made of ſtone, on the which was witten 
in the Chaldean tongue, theſe woꝛdes. Let none be ſo har- 
die as to enter into this Caſtle, except he will for his bolde- 
neſſe die the death. The Pꝛinte when he had read this ti⸗ 
tle, laughed thereat and ſapd. I knowe none that is ſa bars 
die to enter into the Caſtle, ſeeing befoze his eyes the incon⸗ 
e uenience 
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neniences and harme that will thereof pzocade:and againe, 
baning the gates ſhut,in ſuth ſozte, that vnto ro bodie tley 
will open them, nenerthelefſe although the perill be great, pet 
if tbey would open the gates,Jknow rot whether J ſheuſd 
fcare the entrie oz not, e if it were but onely to know what

there another af the ſame making, at the which there hung a 
Bugle ho2ne,and thereby was witten theſe wozds, which 
ſaid:He which is of ſo great hardines, & hath confidence in 
his power and ſtrength,and will enter into the height of this 
caſtell, let him blow this horne, and the entrie therein (hal be 
in ſafetie but the comming forth ſhall be doubtfull. If J wer 
once within ſaid the knight, J wold pꝛocure p my comming 
fozth ſhould be without trouble, and therewith bc twke the 
bozne in his hand, and befoze that he beganne to ſound it be 
ſapd onto the damſells: Faire Ladies J am determined to 
pꝛocure the entrie of this foztreſſe,to ſe what there is with⸗ 
in, and likewile him that doth pzoclaime ſo great fcare, in þ 
meane time A deſire you to farrie foz me amongeſt thele 
greene tr&s,fo2 that the caſtell is ſmall and will quickly be 
loked ouer, ſo that in ſhozt time we ſhall know who 4 what 
there is within, and making an end of teſiring them to tar⸗ 
rie, he blew the hoꝛne, and made it to ſound verie ſtronglp, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that it might be heard verie far. There was nc leng 
tarrying after when 5 out of a window from p bighefl part 
of the caffcll,there was let downe a bal ket which was made 
verte faſt aboue with a ſtrong rope. The Pzince did wel vn - 
der ſtand that if he would go in, he muſt enter in by that tal⸗ 
ket, and fo without anie tarrping he put bimſelfe therein, he 
was not as pet ſcarce ſetled when that with great ſwikftnes 
he was dꝛawen vp, and when he was at the higbeſt, with a 
krice he left the baſket and put bimſelfe in at the windowe, 
and coulde ſee no bodte , neyther thoſe which did helpe to 
pull him vp in the Bal ket „at the which be nepther mer⸗ 
nailed no2 hadde anpe feare , but loking about be ſawe 3 
paire of winding tay:es,whereat bee deſcended, and hee had 
not deſcended many ſteppes, when as there was ſo greate 
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it vpon the Pꝛince, but he thꝛuſt at him a foyne at the ſight 
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pardie, and therewith be ſtroke with all his fozce ſo ferriblg 
a blow at the pꝛinte, that he made him to fall vpon his bozſe 
trupper, but ftraight waye be was ſetled againe in his lads 
dle, and ſtriking bis hoꝛſe with the ſpurs, be tame bnto the 
Gpant, at ſuch time as he had his \wo2d aloft, to dilcharge 


of his healme, which was very large, in ſuch ſozt, ß he ſtroks 
bim betwirt both his eyes, and tbe (wo2d paſſed though to 
his nccke, lo that the Gpant fell downe dead ta the ground, 
which was no {mall io pe vnto all the Pziſoners that were 
in the Chariot. Type other th2& Knights when they law all 
things to goe ſo til on their parts, they let laſe their bozſg 
bzidles,and with great haſt they pꝛocured to hide themſelues 
in the thickeſt of the fozrclt , The Pzince made no reckss 
ning of them, but let them goe,and went ſtraight waye vn- 
to the Chariot, and lighted from bis hozſe, and went vp in⸗ 
to it foz te vnloſe thoſe pꝛiſoners which were bounde , and 
ſayd vnto thoſe Ladyes, Neceiue this ſeruice of me, not foz 
any courteſie that J found in your nights, but fo2 the great 
bountie and vertue, which is in the Dutches and her daugh⸗ 
ter. The Carle of the d&pe lake aunſwered and ſayde . Of 
truth, gentle night, it had bene better that you had actep⸗ 
ted our demaund, which we al ked in the ſeruice of the Las 
dies: foz that being ſubdued by pour great valour, we had 
not come into io great miſerie and trouble in the which we 
haue ſ&ne cur ſelues. Sir Earle aunſwered the pzince Cla-

to, Then the Dutcheſſe with a godly grace ſayd: Yet JF do 
terteſte you gentle Knight, that at this time you ſhall not 
remaine ſo much at your own? itbertte, but that by me pou 
ſhal be confratned to be my guide to the Citie of Nabatea, 
With condition ſayd the Pzince,that the day of the tuſting, 
you do not manifeſt my perſon, vato any creature. A do ace 

cept 
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cept fo be pour keper and defender. The condition aunlwe⸗ 
red the Datcheffe daughter, is graunted and accepted, but 
vet J mult needes charge you with another requeſt, which 
J will al ke ot pou, and it is, that in my name, and a* my 
Knight, pou will carrye with you a Jewell of mine, and 
enter into the tuſting at Nabatea, with the Earle in pour 
company.J cannot denp anything 5 you do al ke of me, ſaid 
Claridiano,foz that yon have power to commaund me, and 
therefo2e J de actept, and graunt vnto all things that your 
bighneſſe ſhall demaund.And being in this communication, 
tbe Pꝛinceſſes thet remained at their Boſtes,came whereas 
they were, and in their companye the Knight of the houſe , 
who was almoſt in an extaſte with the great iope and plea- 
ſure he had, to ſe the two Giants and his company dead, and 
requeſted them inſtantly, that they would goe vnto his Ca- 
Tle to take their reſt: to the which they did graunt, foz the 
neceſſitie which did mwue them. Galtenot did declare vnto 
vs what chuld be done vnto theſe Giants, and ſaid that they 
were Lo2ds of the faire Jlands, enemies vbnto the Ring of 
the Nabateos,and as they had vnderſtanding of the greats 
triumphs and feaſts which was pꝛoclaimed in Nabatca,thze& 
of thoſe Siaunts, which were all bzetheren, went fozth te 
do all the harme they might, in company with their mother 
who was a great inchaunter. Che one of the Giants who 
was moze furious and of a migbtiet ſtrength then the other 


we haue tolde von. The Knights of the Dutcheſſe wer mer⸗ 
uailoufly ill intreated in the battatle which they had with 
Claridiano,and it was requiſite that they ſhould remaine a 
few daies in the caſtle, foꝛ to cale t comfozt themſelues:but 
the Pꝛince bis hart could not in any wiſe ſuffer to tarry ſo 
long to eaſe bimſeife,but toke bis leave of þ Datchefle fo: 
fo depart, who did gruunt it vato him with a very god wil, 
foz that ſhe would remaine in y Caftle,till ſuchtime as her 
knights wer better cofo2ted + amended, So p Peince e bis 
company toke p way which they thanght beſt, wheras they 


trauailed eight dates, in which time be did wöders in arms, 
| puniſh⸗ 


two, wold goe alone, and theſe two came together of whom 
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The Giant did not remaine content after that be had giuen 
him this blow, but did follow him foz to double it, with the 


which he thought to make an ende of that wozke ; but this 


thoaght laſted not long, koz that this Grake Lnight was 
come againe to himſelle, and as he was ſetlyng himleife in 
his ſaddle, he perceiued very well the great daunger, where⸗ 

tit ge was lodged that he thought verelp that he had bene 

llatne with that terrible blowe, which hee receiued: there 

45 neuer Serpent went out of the Lidian ſea, to ſake their 

Þ:ay, with mo2e pe and farp,then this Grake warriour did 

at this time agatalt his enimies to ſœ himſelfe ſo ill tntrea - 
leg, and that with one onelg blow, and therewith dzew ont 

bis tw, and went towards the Gpaunt ſaying, Tarie, t as 

rie thoa farious beaft, foz here J (weare vnto the by the 

1111113253] Sogs, that very quickly J meane to gtue the thy 

pament, which the terrible blow doth deſerue. The Pzincs 
a* that taue was ſo fall of Wzath, that he might well haue 
bene counted hardie, that durſt at that time come fo him face 
to face, And when he came whereas the Giant was, he ſtret⸗ 
ched himlelke vpon his ſtirrops, and ſtroke (o terrible a blow 
von the giants ſhoulder, which was with ſo great ſtrength, 
that all that quarter he cat cleane awaye, and thzewe him 
dead to the ground: which cauſed great contentment onto 
all hole, that were in the youle beholding them. The other 

Giant when he law his companion dead, with great wzathe 
he commaunded the fiftenc Unigbtes, that altogether they 
{hoult aſſault that moztail enimpe, who were not llacke in 
accoinpliſhing his commanndement, Oh vnhappy people, if 
you bab coaſtoered, how that this young night bad lolt the 
revnes of his pactence,you would not haue bene ſo hardy to 
allault him, fo2 that ſtrong mountaines were not lufficient 
to make reſiſtance againſt him, neither would pe haue ben fo 
bolo,'s giue him any occaſion of offence. This wo2thy wars 
tiour when he ſaw this bis ſhamefull aſſault, without loſing 
any part of his courage, he went and encountred them, laying 
avant him, riking on the right hand, and on the left hand, 
with (3 much fur p, as a Lon, when he 1s compalled — 
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with expert hunters, euen lo he bled himſelk. Theſe knights 
were all ſtout and choſen knights, and of the lincall deſcent 
of Gyants,and did not let to ſtrike him manpe and furious 
blowes , which made him many times almoſt to leaſe his 
wittes, which was canfed by his great ire and wzathe, fo; 
it was ſuch, that he felt in himſelle no increaſing of fozce:pet 
fo; all that, de did ſo implope bis blowes, that ten of them, 
ſome with their heads clouen in pieces, and other ſome with 
their armes cut-off, he ouerthzew dead to the ground, The 
other Giant was meraailonfly amazed to ſc ſo incredible a 
thing,batpuffing and blowing like to a Bull, be ſet hand to 
bis mightie and great cutting ſwozd, and with great furye 
he likewiſe aſſaulted the valtant Knight on tþe one ſide,and 
ſtroke at him ſuch a blow, that he made him to Nope 4 in- 
cline his body to his hozſe necke, but quickly be raiſed him⸗ 
ſelke vp againe, and with great lightneſfle be cleared himſelke 
from the ſecond blow, which he lawe deſcending vpon him, 
and therewith he ſtroke two blowes at two of thoſe five 
Rnights which remained, ſo that he bzought them both dead 
to the ground, The Gpant when be ſaw ſe much frength 
in one Rnight, being very much kindeled in wzatb,be com⸗ 
maunded the thze Knights which remained, to withdzawe 
themfctaes a parte,ſo that the Giaunt and the Knight made 
their aſſault together with ſuch terrible blowes,that it was 
wonderfull fo ſer. The Knight with both his hands troake 
at the Giant, lo that both their blowes deſcended together, 
with ſo great firength and noyſe, that it made a meruailous 
ſound throughout all the mountaints. The Giaunt was be 


which receceiued the moſt harme, by reaſon that his armoz 


made but ſmall reũſtance againit the terrible blowes of the 
Knight, which was the occaſion that he was hurt and woü⸗ 
ded in many places, The Giant ſeeing his great reſiſtaunce 
roared like a baighted Bul, pꝛocuring with all the power he 
bad to hurt the P2ince, In this fozt they indured moze then 
an houre withont taking any reſt, at which time the Siant 
did feele in himſelſe ſome wearineſſe, and would with one 
blow make an ende of this battaile, oz put his life in ico⸗ 

pardie, 
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doſt beare vnto the Gods, gentle Knigbt, ſapd the Poſte of 
the houſe, do not put theſe thy tender pearcs in perill to bee, 
flaiag,o2 cartied away peiſoner by thoſe furious beralts, To 
whom Claridiano aunitucred, Jt will be rather a ſhamckull 
repꝛoch vato my fame, ik there ſhuld lack in me, that which 
Jam bound by the oꝛder of Unigbthod to perfozme. There⸗ 
foze my god Bolt, let this ſuffice, that neither your requeſt 
103 any others peticions , thall periwabe me to the tontra⸗ 
rie, but that J will goe fozth and pꝛocure to abate ſo greate 
peide and harme, ſoz that in making an ende of mp dapes, 
in defence againſt theſe crucll people, then haue J perkozmed 
that Jam bound to, haue pzomiſed to dw, therkoze J pꝛap 
tie tomnaund that the gates may be opened. ben the 
volt ſaw his determined purpoſe and will, he commatiinded 
the gates to ve opened. The two Ladpes recelncd great (03- 
rowe and qricfe, fo2 that which the Knight did: but much 
moe was the griefe of Fidelio, although he was thzounhlie 
certiſted of p valour of hts Lozd, pet he letted not but great⸗ 
ly to feare his returne, fog p the enterpziſe was verp daun⸗ 
6210115 and daubekull, and would very faine haue gone with 
bis Lozd, but he wold in no cate conſent thervnto,but wold 
alone ave fozth vpon this enterpzilc. So this noble warrioz 
rode foꝛth with the viſs2 of his helme vp, and his ſhield on 
bis arme, and a migifie cutting [weed inhis hand, and put 
himſcife in the mide of the High wape, and 112 a [mal time 
akter, he ſaw a chariot which was dzawen with fire vozſes, 
in the which they bꝛonght the Dutcheſſe of the Uallep, and 
ail the company Þ remained with her, who by reaſon p thep 
wer euill intreted in ß battaile bekoze, hep bad not strength 
to make reſiſtaunte, but y thep were taken pꝛiſoners by the 
Oianes, and bound verp kalt, and put into that Chariot.

Then the valiant lonne of the great Alphebo enitwered, 
Neither my folly,noz pet the truſt which thou ſail J have, 
hath moned me, but onelyp this thy crueitie 4 cull cuſtomes 
which thon doſt vie, foz that the immoztall Cops are verye 
apary,that they haue indued you with fo mightie members 
and ſtrength, and you thus tmploye them, exerciüng nothing 
but vilenclle and crueltie, and therefoze they do lend me, as 
their meſſenger, to make manikeſt vnto you their ercat ans 
ger and w2athzpzomiſing great puniſhment, if you Ta not 
leaue to follow theſe peruerſe cuſtomes which you do vſe, 2 
if it be ſo that pou are determined not to leave this cuil cus 
ſtome and amend pour life, bre intheir names J do dete 
vou in mogtall battaile, The Giant with the great p2ide be 
had, and with the anger that be receiued, when be Heard the 
ſpœch of the Pꝛince, the woꝛ ds doubled lo in his mouth, that 
he could not make any aunſwere, but thzewe ont ftom his 
mouth and noſe great abundance of ſmoake, which almoſt 
toke away their ſights like a myſt, and ſpurring kozlwardes 
his great beaſt, who was very light, that with a trice he was 
with the Printe, and befo2g he could make enp refaſtaiunce , 
he ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow with both hie handes with 
bis heauie clubbe vpon his fine and hard ftielcd helme that it 
made him to ſtagger, and to fall voivn vpon his hozſe neck, 
and his ſpeare fell out of his hande, and his armes hanged 
downe, as though he had bene dend and ont of his noſe and 
mouth pꝛoceded great quantitie of blond. 

Dis hozſe who was verye l wifte and frong , gaue a 
ſpꝛing in the aire, and tournod about, carrping his maſter a 
long time about the fielde, ſpankeling with bloud all the 
Ware whereas he went.

with great furie they did perſecute him, he let llip his ſheelde 
and thzew it on his backe, and toke faſt holde of his \wozy 
in both his handes, and ſtroke ſo ferrible a blowe at him 
which came firſt to hand, that hitting him on the ſhoulder, he 
cut him downe vnto the walt and be fell dead to the ground,

Ualiant knight of the Ladies, J doe delire thee fo2 curteſies 
ſake to ceaſe thy farte,4 let not the fozce of thy ſtrong arme 
pꝛocæde fatther, but let this my deſire and requeſt moue the 
to that which twentie knightes ok balour could not obtaine, 
This noble warriour although He was blind and ouercome 
with anger and wiath pet could he not but paciſte bimſelkfe, 
bing with what humilttie this faire Gentlewoman did de⸗ 
ſire him, and without ante moze replping he did withdzawe 
hembelſe, and leapt vpon the hozie of the knight of the pal⸗ 
ne, fo; that Fidelio did take and brought after that p ho2ic 
of his mater was flaine, and therewith he paſſed over the 
budge, and began to take his tourney fo2 wards, leaving all

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them which ſaw the battaile, very much amazed at bis great 
pꝛoweſſe. So they trauailed with great haſte, becaule they

4%; ridiano on hozſeback,with all his company, 
i fo2 to pꝛoſecute his iournep, and bppon a 
— ſodaine, he heard with a great nopſe 4 rulh⸗ 
ing, that they (hut the gates of the houſe. Then the JÞ2ince 
aſked what was the occauon of that great nopſe, and it was 
toi him by his hoaſt,how that it was foz to hape cut two 
great Gpants, which of late dayes did vie all thole wares e 
fields, dwing all the harme poſſible,in taking and killing all 
that euer they might, and they do carrye with them fifterng 
Knigyts,foz to help them to do all this emli,fo2 which canſe 
all this Countrey ſtandeth in great keare, and date not tra⸗ 
uaile by the wapes, and vnderſtanding that many doe come 
this wap, to goe ſi the triumphs and fraſts at Nabatca, hep 
do vie here great pzide and arrogancie, carrying away with 
thein manp pꝛiloners as well men as women. So when the

when Claridiano ſaw, he ſpurred foz wardes his hozſe with 
hig lpeate in his hand, rcady at all aſſapes fo the iuſt, and 
Went towards the Dutcheſſe ſaping. Lady, now will J ſhcw 
vnto pau, whether J can berter keepe my whole armoz, then 
your Knights their broken, and therewith he called viito that 
Umight which kept the paſſage,that he ſhould make himſelfe 
ready 4 come to him, and being both let in their places, they 
nioucy their hoꝛſes the one againſt the other with great fus 
y, and in the middeſt of thepz courſe thep met together, and 
neither of them did miſſe his blow, but met with fo greate 
fo2ce, that the ſpeare of the Iimight of the Paſſage was ſhi⸗ 
uered all to peeces,and made the Pꝛinte fo encline his bodp 
vpon the ſaddle, but p Knight of p Paſſage receiued p blow 
in ſuch loꝛt, p neither his thield,no2 his arweur could make 
any teſiſtance, bat » the head ok p ſpeare ſhowed it {cle at 
his bach, wherewtth he fell from his hozſc dead to p around, 
Th: Datcheſſe when the ſaw it, receined great iop, altheugh 
the follp of her Bnights was a ariefe bnto her, in ſuch ſozte 
5 he {avd.

them. The Daätchelle was cut off from her anl were by rea- 
{on of the comming of a lintght with great p2ide that ſapde: 
The Yotie and armour is none of thine,fkirft J do give tha fo 
Underſtand p Wo will defend them with the loſe of thy life, 
Lum in laping theis wo2ds he dzew out his word, 3 befoze 
that the Pnce could make ante reſiſtance, he cut off one of 
bis hozle legs, and the J2ince percetuing if, befo2e his hozſe 
did fall, with greatlightnelle be cleered himſelfe from p ſad⸗ 
die, and like vato the winde he went againſt that vncourte- 
ous lunght, unth his lwozs in his hanve, he ſtroke him ſuch 
a blow vpoi the head, that be cut it in two parts, and he tel 
dead to the carth. The reft of the Lntghts which law this, 
came vnto him with their (wo2ds in their hands, and fo all 
tie u crping out of the Dutcheſſe & her daughter fo withdꝛaw 
them, thep dio compaſſe him about altogether, Urtking him 
Vith terrible blowes on eacry tide; but pet thep found bim 
not ſo weake and without courage as ther thought, but ras 
ther with a Laltant bart he ade his defence, 4 did intreate 
them in lucy lost, that afterward 4t gricurd the to haue begin 
Gg.U, that 
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and her da!tghter. And when they were all paſt by, the pꝛince 
Claridiano turned uvnto his foꝛmer tourney, it was not long 
after that there tame a Damſell towards him with as great 
haſt as ener ſhe could make her palfraie to goe, and when the 
came nigh vnto him, ſhe did ſalute him veric curteonſly,ſays 
ing: Knight of the Ladpes, Don Petildo Earle of the derpe 
Lake doth ſend me vnto the, to aſ ke thee what was the oc⸗ 
caſion that thou diddeſt apart thy ſelfe out of the waie conſt- 
dering they were men which did paſſe by, whether thou did- 
deft it fo2 that thou won!deſt not iuſt with them, he ſapth 5 
thou maiſt goe whether thy pleaſure is, neuerthelelle if that 
there be in thee ſo much valour as doth appeare by thy dilpo⸗ 
ſition,he would be verie glad fo bꝛeake a ſpeare with thee in 
the ſervice of his Ladie.

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vob ill is p rich armour beſtowed on the, it is not witheut 
cauſe J perceiue, that thep are lo whole vppon thy borte, fo:

with armes and feates of knighthod , Let it be what it will 
be, ſapd Claridiano,foz J will not meddle in this iuſt. Well , 
ade w knight of ſmall reputation, ſaid the Damſell, gappie be 
thoſe Ladies that doth trauaile with ſuch a keper and defen⸗ 
der, and therewith ſhe returned backe to her compante , but 
the Ladies that were with Claridiano made great lungbier, 
fo2 that thep were certified of the valour of their knight, what 
be was, but Fidelio when he heard the ercules of his maſter, 
thought verilie that he did it foz feare, and fo2 this cauſe hee 
was verie heauie and ſadde, and the Ladies perceiuing, bad 
thercat greate pleaſure and ſpozt.

which there wer come manie Lozos t knights of all p kings 
dome, and from moſt parts of all the kingdomes herrabouts, 
but in eſpecial from Phoenicia, Camogenia, Paleſtina, and Si- 
ria, therefoze gentle knight, let your comming be to ſee theſs 
fcafs,fo2 that you ſhall vnderſtand that there is put foz the 
pꝛice ta htm who doth belt,a meruailous faire g great hozlſe, 
ſuch a one as is ſluppoſed in al p woꝛld nof to be the like, Cla- 
ridiano had a great deſire to goe thether, t he told it vnto the 
Ladies, who were not diſcontent therewith.So with that de⸗ 
termination they went to bed into verie faire and well dzel⸗ 
fed chambers, whereas they toke their reſt and caſe foz that 
they had great nde thereof, ſo they (oivurned g reſted themes 
ſelues in this caſtle eight daies, wheras p olde knight Mar- 
mariton did make much of them, and gaue vnto the Ladyes 
ail things that was neceſſarie koz to apparel themſelues, ans 
like wiſe verie faire Jalfraies,alſo he did deſire the Paince 
to take one of his ſonnes ts ſerue him, that he might learne 
of him his god manners and accuſtomed conditions, which 
were palling abone alt other, the P2ince did accept the offer, 
with a verie god will, his ſonnes name was Fidelio, whoſe

w all bis companie they departed their way 
toward the citie of Nabatca,fo2 fo ſe h great 
feaſts and triumphs,fo2 that Claridiano had 
=! aqreat deſire to finde bhimſelfe therein. Se 
d thzouch a narow and ſtraiobt ware, Which 
bzonght them into a bzood g common beaten wep which led 
them traight vnto one of the gates of the citie, bern much 
people 4 many knightes travailed , and they thus treval- 
ling, ſawe come fozth of a narowe waye which entered 
into that bꝛead Way, a company of Knichts tothe number 
of twentie,who were all armed with very feire end tutte 
armour,and in their company came a Ladye ſcrew bat in 
peares, and with der a verie faire Damoſc ll, and very well 
apparailed, who bzought with them fixe Gentlewcmecn to 
beare them companye, who were all apparatlcy in purple 
veluet, all to be ſpotted with theſe two letters, F. F. all of 
golde, which did ſhow and ſhine merusilous faire : + it did 
appeare that this ancient Latie was Lady t miſtres cucr 
all p companie,+ it was true, ſoz that ſhe was the Dutehes 
of the valley, and the Damſell was her darghter, who went 
fo the feaſts and triumphs in tompante of thoſe knights,and 
amongſt them there was one a verie young man, who was 
Carle of the Lake, who was vecrie deſtrous to ſhew his vali⸗ 
antnefle,this poung knight was verie much in lous with 5 
young damſell that came in their companie, his defirc was ta 
enter into the citie of Nabatca, with only foure knigbie, bo 
pꝛetended and belzued to do ſuch feats of arme, p the young 
Lavie ſhould haue great reaſon to requite him bis lone, Don 
Claridiano when he ſaw tbe fo wel apparelled 4 pꝛopoztioned 
be put himlelſe apart to give them wap p they might paſſe 
by: but pet he could not do it ſo ſecretly, but p he muſt needs 
be ſ&ne of 5 other, & fo2 5 Claridiano was well propoztios 
ned,4 armed with purple armoz, bauing allo in his compa⸗ 
ny two faire ladies, all p other copany did much beheld him, 
meruailing much who it chuld be,the like did the Dutchelle 
Og. ii. and 
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The Pzince ſayd bnto the Ladie which he releaſed out of pꝛi⸗ 
ſon : It thall be god faire Ladie now that you are at liberty 
and out of all daunger,that pon doe tell vs the occaſion of 
pour impziſonment,and bow it hath bene, if ſo be that the de⸗ 
claring doth not trouble you, The Damſell aunſ wered: Df 
truth my Lo2y,this will J dee with a verie god will, and ik 
it were but onely foz to giue you contentment, and it is great 
reaſon and inſtice, foz that you dis put pour perſon in greate 
daunger fo2 my deliueraunce: Pon ſhall vnderſtond, gentle

which did reach vnto her fert, z foz that ſhe was ſel down, ber 
golden baire did coucr all the l wert hearbs there abcut her, 
t by reaſon of the great heat of the Sun, ſhe had her necken⸗ 
ger turned downe vpon her ſhoulders, whercout did appeare 
ber verie white and chziſtalline necke, my Ladycs and dem⸗

fcare in this (o2t as J haue tolde yon, vppon a ſodaine there 
cams bebinde ine þ Pꝛince of Nicea,q befoze p J could make 
any meanes foz to diſturbe him, in great halt tc toke me faſt 
by the arme, and with a trice he litt me bp aud let me befoze 
him on the ſaddle bowe of bis hozſe,and in great hall he put 
bimſelfe into the thickeſt of the Fozreſt, my Gent!cwomen 
and maidens remained giuing great ſhzikes, but it little p20- 
fited,foz that the pꝛince of Nicea made ſuch diligent haft, that 
in a verie ſhozt time be entered with me into a barke in the 
riuer of Euphrates, who carried vs ſo far, as we came whers 
as he iopned vnto the riger Tygris, wheras we went a land, 
and treſſed ouer the mountaines ef Libanos, wheras we wer 
taken of that furious Gyant which was firft Catne,q at one 
terrible blow he llew the Pzince, and me be coritcd vuto þ 
pʒiſon, whereas pou(gentle knight) did finde me, bore with 
ſhe helde her peace, giuing a great ſigh, in remembzing her 
euill foztune, and all the reſt remained wich great ſozrow 8 
ariefe to heare this lamentable diſcourſe,but Claridiano was 
mo2e attentine vnto the repo2t of the faireneſle 8 beautie of 
tbe Paſtora,then vnto all the reſt. At this time was þ houre 
of the gpants comming palt, which made the L 02d of tbe ca- 
Ule belteue the death of his cruell enimie to be true, 4 retei⸗ 
Og. uing 
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they came het her, and their hozſes wared very wearte, and 
"by reaſoi (hat it was nigyt, all the gates and dozes of the 
Caſtle were hut. Then Libernio toke holde of the ring of 
the gate and began fo knocke with great fur y, as though hs 
would haue beaten the gate downe, at which knocking, a 
man of the Caſtle loked out of a window ,and ſayd, Who 
{5 p, which calleth and knocketh at p gate with ſo great ri⸗ 
g02,3t this time of the night? To whom Claridiano auns 
fwered, A Knight, and two faire damolells, whom foztung 
hath d2o2ught hether, and would if it were ſo pour plealure, 
enter in, and take ſome reft, fo2 that we do come very wes 
ry and troubled with this our long x ſolifary tourney, Tar⸗ 
ry a little, aunſwered the man, foz that J will nine the Lozd 
o: this Callle to vnderſtand theresf,and therewith he with⸗ 
dꝛew biunſclfe from the window, and went in: but be tars 
ried not long, when that the lame man opened another win⸗ 
dow {omwhat lower, aud put out thereat a light tozch, and 
ſcraigbt way there loked out an olde Knight, whoſe heave 
was all grape, which ſayd, Who be you that da ſape, that 
pon baue paſſed the Pountapnes Nabateos, with st anpe 
perili to pour perlons. To whom Claridiano ſapde, Tle are 
raungers, whoſc foztune bath bzougþt vs hether, and we do 
deſire td tu doe vs fo much pleaſure as to recriue vs into 
your caſtell this night, that we may take ſome reſt: Friends, 
auuſ wered the knight of the Caſtell, we are herre lo frared 
with a grat diuell, whofe habitation is in the height of the 
mountsine, that not onelp in the night, we dare not open 
our gates, but alſo we kepe them ſhut all dap. Abo is this 
» ſo much trouble and vere pou ſapd Libernio, The Knight 
ſapd, A migbtie great Giant, and of a maruelous height, x 
fozmed ſike vnto a diucll. J do {weare vnto thee by Jupiter 
ſapd Libernio, that from this date fozwards thou ne delt not 
to feare him, fo2 that this date verte much againſt his will 
we were his gueſts, 4 did ea'e of that which he oꝛdeined fo2 
biinſe!f, paving ficlf fo: sur viguals with two buffets, wher⸗ 
with he loſt his life. WIhen the Lozbe of the Caſtell heard 
this de cammaunded the gates to be opened, although-with 
lome 
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ſome feare;fo2 that he was not certaine of that be had heard 
ſpoken. But when p knight. e his company were within the 
CTaſtle, he commanded that the gate ſhuld be ſhut agam: ſo 
thep altogether entred into a faire 4 large court, & were by 
the Loꝛd of py Caſtle receiued w great loue, & whe be ſaw 
Charidiano was of ſo gadly p2opoatio,be greatly nieruatled , 
To whom Libernio ſayd ; Lo2d s friend, from this daie fozs 
wards/thou ſhalt not nad to haue anie ſeare of this thy en 
mie,fo2 that he will no moze returne to trouble pon, fog this 
knight whom thon leeſt veſoze thee bath Cain him z made an 
eadof his vates,+ not this giant alone, but alſo thoſe furiens 
gpants Tartaros. Dh ſouereigne Seds ſapd the olde knight 
of the Caſtell, is this poſſible to be frue which J doe hearec, 
and that uy foztune is ſo god to receive into my houſe 
the Knight that bath done lo valyaunt actes . We ſhall 
quickipſe whether it be true oz not,foz p euerie night this 
diuell commeth,giuing terrible ſhzikes, 4 fo2 that be ſhould 
quickly depart, d@ command ta thzow him pzouiſion, out 


at p higheſt window of this Calfle, and yet he is not con⸗ 


tent there with by reaſon of his great pzide, but he is {q 
enilt inclined, that if he met anie af our people be pardoneth 
none, but killeth them. Nou may from hence fozth ceaſe your 
feare, ſapd Claridiano, foz JF pꝛomiſe pon that be will neuer 
moze trouble noꝛ græue pou. So with ſuch realonings they 
went vp into p caſtle where they wer meruailoullp well re⸗ 
teiued by a Gentle woman wife vnto the knight of the Ca⸗ 
ſtle, whoſe name was Nlarmariton, f likewiſe of two ſons, 


which he had, pꝛoper young men. Ss [ſtraight way the table 


was commaunded to be conered, and that they cheuld ſitte 
do wne to ſupper, whereas they were ſerued very abundant⸗ 
Ip, fo; the Knight ef the Caſtle was a very rich man, none 
richer in all the kingdome of Nabatca, who could not (atif 
fie himſelfe in beholding the great grauitie and ſeuere coun- 
tenaunce of the Ja2ince,and bis faire and well p2ops2tioncd 
body. So when they had made an end ok their lupper, foz to 
palle awap the tune, til they could goe to. fake they; reſt, 
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and not noly,that pou are ſo liuelp and liberall in eating. 
Chen Claridiano ſapd, God olde man, it ſhall be better that 
thou doeſt put thy tawes to woꝛke and let thy tongue bee in 
quick ; 7 will belaue pour bigbneſſe lapde the olde man, foz 
that os doe glue me god counſell, and therewith hee toke 

the reſt of the Deere from the fire,and beganns to cut and to 
Late with great haſt, ſuch half they made that in a (mal time 
they had beſtomed all the Dire and the bzead , and a greate 
part of the Bere, whith gaue occaſion vnto Antemiſca fo ſay 
as followeth . Dh hob kings and Pꝛinces be meruatiouflp 
Docetuged, belccuing that with thepz delycate meates dzinks 
they hl being to thomſeiues now and better complections, 
and erpeil all groſe humours , and maintaine vnts them - 
ſelues 4 great ſtate of health, and to obfaine therebp a better 
dilgeſture and taſt, then they which doe liue in poꝛe and mts 
ſerable eſtate, we doe ſe that the ſimple paſto2 oz ſhepheard 
Repiug of his ſhæpe, is better content with a pæte of bzown 
bend and au Onion, then mightie kings and P2inces with 
ail their dclpcate fare, and J doe ceertific you that the Shep⸗ 
heards are moze foztunate then kings. Itis a vale of miſe⸗ 
ries to be a king, and greate eaſe and ſecuritie to be a Shep⸗ 
beard, ſoz that the king muſt kozeſa to put god gouernment 
in dis kingdome and miniſter luſtice, and the (hepheard onely 
to his hæpe: Oh what great conten ment ſhouldeſt thon re⸗ 
ceiue, Pꝛinceſſe Antemiſcank it had pleaſed p Gods to haue 
made the the pozeit Paſtora in all the wozlde, and not to 
haue put tha in ſo bighe cffato , wyereas thy foztune bath 
bꝛought thee to trauaiie, f to fy the erperience of ſuch pꝛwfes 
a9 thcf. bez that thou Which docſt pretend, fog uf thou bert 
of a baſe 11 age, that they had imputen nts thre this kalt, 
(6 wi ich Wut all truth J am ch. Wien) 7 chuld not eſteeme 
moꝛe 0! my honour then eg a Paltora, bat nom being daughs 
tet unte hin whom Jam, J innit make of it attozding vis 
tu ay fate, fi erekoze nowe J doe ( IP {hat a hepbeardes 
eite is better then to be Zueenge of Nclopotamia : Dhwyp 
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thou doeſt not gine me the content ment that the filly Paſlo- 
ra hath, in following ber ſhape and lambes, and not ſo highe 
eſtate and Loztſhip.UWith ſhedding ef many teares did An- 
temiſca in this ſozt complaine againſt foztune.Libernio who 
was very attentine vnto p wozbvs of the Pzincclſe, ſaid with 
a (miling & laughter : Miſtreſſe, at ſuch time as you were 
with pour fingers pinching a pulling at the roaſted Dare, J 
would pou had put pour ſeife in this diſputation, not now, 
fog when the belly is full, euerie one of vs is a god pꝛeacher. 
Ab Libernio, anſ wered Antemiſca, at that time J did not re⸗ 
member that which J now feele,foz if J did J ſhovide baue 
recepued the ſelle ſame ſozrowe which JF now doe, Then the 
olde man ſapd: Mell, let all paſſe, and let vs conſider of that 
which is molt conuenient foz vs, and let vs departe from 
bence out of this place, and pzocure to come to ſome towne 
0; dwelling place, foz that it cannot ber without daunger to 
remaine h&re with this dead Gyaunf,and that there is moꝛe 
of big fraternitie nigh this bis habitation, and again, J would 
be verie loth that we ſhould fall into ſo great daunger as that 
which is paſt, koz lacke of vicualls,foz peraduenture we ſha! 
not mere with another hoſt as god as this foz to ſatiſſie our 
hunger, the Pꝛince was verie quiet and held his peace at all 
hat he heard bet wirt the Pꝛinteſſe and Libernio, and did ve⸗ 
rie much reiopte to heare the diſcrete reaſons of Antemitca, 
and leeing that Libernio his counſell was the beſt, he made 
haſt that the Ladpes ſhould take their palfray,and leaped on 
bis hozſe, and toke the waie and trauailed thzough a narowe 
path which ſeemed to be vſed by the Gyant,and ſo with great 
diligence they trauailed all the reſt of that date fill it was 
night, at which time they had wonne the top of that monn- 
faine,frome whence they did diſcouer mcruatlons greate ans 
faire plaines, the which were inhabited with verie faire Ci⸗ 
ties and towns,at which ſight theſe trauailers recetaed great 
contentment and toy , and without ante taping they made 
bait onwards on their iournep, tyll ſuch time as they came 
vnto a taſtle which was in the middeſt of the waie, halfe the 
bill downewards, it was one a clocke at midde night befoze 
the x

lodging, J dw paye the ſhof, At this inſtant the Ladies cams 
to that plate, with as much ioy at that pꝛeſent, as befo:c they 
were ſad and ſoꝛrowfall. When the Pzinces Antemiſca did 
ſz the greatneſſe of the Dpant,and the defozmitic of bis bas 
dy, the ſapd vnto the Pince: If thou ſhouldeſf giue like 
payment (wozthy Trapobanian)vnto all them that ſhould res 
ceiue tha for gueſt, J vo not know, noz J cannot beleene, 
that they woulde take the paine fo ſerue them that choulde 
rome after the, F know not what will happen aunſwered 
Claridiano, but J am ſure that J bane giuen this his pays 
ment acco2ding vnto the intertainment he gaue me, t ſomes 
what better cheape then that Gpant which was in p moun⸗ 
taine, who thought with his owne body to haue queſed mes 
to the death: but pet J do certefie pou, that after his death, 
I reteiued greater battaile, then when he was a live , Then 
ſapd the Gentlewoman that was releaſed out of pꝛiſon, ik A 
bad not feared a farther perill, with the great iope which A 
reteiued when J ſawe him fall dewne, J pꝛomilſe you J could 
haue laughed harkelp, to (@ how he tranailcd to catch holde 
ef pou. Tuſh, all this was nothing ſapd Antemiſca, nepther 
did J efteeme of it: but had it not bene fo2 the great ſozow 
which J receiued, when z law him faſt in his clawes tum⸗ 
bling and kolling krom one place to ansther, I pꝛomiſe you 
if the perill had not bene fo great, J could not but haue res 
ispced top to {ce how he rowled him vp down, and by reas 
fon that the armour was very iuſt vnto his body, and lphe⸗ 
wiſe verp hard, it was a pleaſure to ſ& him biting at it with 
his tæth: and when he lawe that all his greate labour was 
loft, he tourned vnto his frſt office, rolling and tumbling 
dur night, as though he wold haue rocked him a llerp. J do 
ꝛamiſe you of my faith Ladies ſapd Libernio, with arcats 
fegre that J had, fo haue receiued ſome knocke oz blowe, 4 
neither receiued plealure in the one, noz griefe in the other . 
Then t the pzincelle laid onto the Gentiewoman her compa⸗ 
nion, it ſhall be better ko: bs to goe and ſer, what victnalles, 
eur hoſt hath prepared fo2 vs to cate, fo the god hope that 
J haue to pzwite of that which he bath ozdapned ſoz vs“, 
bath 
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bath taken from me the great care and ſozrow which J had, 
as you may ſe, and in this ſoꝛte as they were they went to- 
wards thep2 hoſtes houſe the Gyant, and they ſawe that it 
was a great barne cut ont of the hard ſtone and w2onght of 
the rocke. And entring therein they ſaw that he had put to 
roſt a whole Deere, which was a very great one, and ſaing 
that which ould giue them conifo2t, cucry one of them fell 
to wozke,hoping fo; their trauaile ts cate part of that dere. 
The olve Squire tourned the ſpit, and the Ladyes made the 
fire,and the Pzince pulled ont coales, ſo that there was none 
idle, in hope of the benefit fo come: and With the great hun⸗ 
ger they had, and deſire to eafe,that when the deere was ſcant 
bot on the ſpit,they thought it ouer roſted and halfe burned, 
like wiſe they pꝛocured to ſœ if they could finde any bzeade, 
Claridiano deſcended into a rome , he had vnder the caue, 
whercas he ſound two great loues, ſo great in conipaſſe as 
the cyꝛbe of a well, and two great flagons full of here, with 
great iop and pleaſure the Pzince came fo2th out of the cauc, 
and fo2 to ging confentment bnto the Ladpes, he bzought it 
kozth, 3 Heiwed them what he had found. And when the La- 
dies ſav fo god pzouifion,they made haſt of the dere, and 
bauing nothing where with to cut their victualls,tbe Pꝛince 
ved his (wo2b at that time in ſterd of a knife. So p Pzince 
and the Ladies began to cut and to eate at their will: but 
Libernio by reaſon that he was occupied in tourning and re- 
ſting, he could not p2ofit himſelfe with his hands fo2 to cate, 
and when he w, that the dare was almo®Z balfc eaten, beg 
ſayd, Df truth if J make long, tarrping, 7 chalbe made Lozd 
ouer the bones and not of anp'fleſh, i you goe foꝛwards in 
eating as vou do begin. Tarrie a while longer ſapd Ante- 
miſca, ans then you thatl ſe how it will fall out, foz p nowe 
in this tine of hunger, we do not remember any curteſie, 
therekoze pꝛecure to catch and tate whereas thou cant? oz 
maiſt foꝛ thou didſt very well ſhift to hide thy ſelfe amongſt 
the buſhes when as thou didit ſes the Grant: to whom. Li- 
bernio, ſapd. 


AJZ voulo this inozning you had ginen vs ſome counſell, 
and 
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O lupitcr,the mightieſt amongſt all the Cove, thou which 
diddelt (et at libertie thoſe of Lrapobana, by my power and 
firength by the given, and ſ&ing it came downe from thy 
emperiall ſcate,ſhzw me now ſome fauour,and doe not cons 
tent that J and my compante doe periſh herre with hunger 
and 1acke of vidualls: Oh Loꝛzd, doe not make anie delay in 
putting remedie in this my neceſſitie , except it be thy will 
that we be ail meate to the Wirdes, and if it be ſo that my 
dedes doe delerue it, and thou doeſt giue thy confentment, 
wherefoze diddeſt thou put me in ſach eſtate, and wherefo2e 
diddeſt thou appoint me amongeſt other knightes, to bee the 
defender and vpholder of afflicted Ladyes and Damoſells, 4 
if it be ſo that J mult needs die, let me dic by the hands of the 
moſt ſtrongeſt warriour in all the world, and not ts die with 
hunger. Theſe and ſuch like reaſons vttcrev this god Gree- 
kiſh knight till ſuch time as the daic dꝛew on, and comming 
bnto the place whereas his companie were, he found them 
that they were verie weake and feble,but incouraging them 
in the beſt wile be could be cauſed them.to take their hoꝛſes, 
and ſo did he and alſo Alibernio the olde Squire, and trauai⸗ 
led on their waie with lo great fœbleneſle that they thought 
verily that the Ladies would die by the waie, This wozthie 
Greeke was in a great conkuſton, pet he did not let to go firſt 
fo one and then to another, comfoꝛting them, and made them 
to ride a pace, which they might doe verie well, faz that their 
their hozſes were not ſo vnpꝛouided as the maſters, by rea- 
ſon of the godly graſſe that was there in thoſe wods, wher⸗ 
with they filled themſelues cucric night. The Sunne had 
well paſſed two partes of her tourney when they came into a 
great field verie plaine, and in the middeſt of it was a lyttle 
mountaine, out of the which there appeared (moake to come 
fo2th, which gaue them to vnderffand that there ſhoulde bee 
lire in that place. Then the P2zince ſayd vnto Alibernio, pꝛo- 
cure to comtfozt and incourage foz wardes thele Ladies, and 
come by little and little, fo: that J will ride befoze fog to ſee 
who ſhall be our boſt this night, and of this thon ſhalt be 


aſſured, that whologencr it is, whether he be pleaſed oz nn 
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ſhall-glue vs lodging, and (ber with be (et ſpurres vnte bis 
bo2ſc,and in great haſt he rode towards the motinfaine, and 
at the furie and ruſhing of the bozſe in his runzung, herr a⸗ 
roſe vp from the ground a mightie Gyant,of to great height, 
that he ſeemed to be & great trœ, and when be ſaw the lng lit 
he lapde hand on a mightte great club which he had by, 
and with great ligahtneſſe he went towardes bim, and ſayi 1n 
the Chald:xan tongue . O vnhappte trauatler, what dib rat 
thinke,that bare was no bodie fo; to defend tha thts way. 2 
What was it the ſmell of the roaſted Dare in thy noſe, 
which cauſcd the to make ſo greate haſt bethcr , Type 
P2ince when he (awe him ſtaped his hozſe and lapde: Lolre 
thy hand thou furious Gyant and itate, fo2 thateX baue net 
zocured thee ante euill, but rather J doe deſire thee that of 
thine owne free will thou wouldeſt give vs whatſocrcr thy 
plealure is to beſtow vpon vs: © man of ſmall veicur,auns 
[wcred the Spant, what doſt thou thinke by craft and ſubs 
tiltte ts aduaniage thy (eife of me: Tell, fo: that thou halt 
{x how little J doc eſtœme thee, tarrte a While,fo2 with mp 
filts and buffets J will beate out thy bzaines , without the 
helpe of my club, And in ſaying theſe wo2des he thiewe bis 
heante club from him, and came fowardes the Pince with 
bis fiſt bent fo2 to firike him, in the like (ozte did this noble 
warriour,and fo2 to ſtrike bim at his caſe he was conltrat- 
ned to raiſe vp himſelfe in his ſlirops, other wile he could not 
reach his head, but pet he lent him fo terrible a blowe bpon 
the ſozchad, that he dꝛoue the bone to the bꝛaines, and baing 
fhercwith amazed he fell downe to the ground, and with the 
great foꝛce and ſtrength that he put to rike that blowe, it 
lacked little that be fetl not from his hozſe , bat incontinent 
be ſtroke him againe the ſecond blowe, where with he made 
un end to beate out his bꝛaines, and there remapned dead. 
£bc;j32ince was greatly amazed in beholding him, foz as he 
lap along vpon the ground he ſcemed to be a qreate Dake 
blowen downe with the winde, tde night could net refraiie 
bimſelfe but that be muſt needes laugh, and ſayd ; Of truth 


Jam a notable gueſt,foz that beſoze J doe enter into my 
Fl. v. lodging 
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talbenimie dead befoze th, x neuer reſted in giuing thanks 
vato they: Gods, ko: the delineraunte of their knight from 
ſo huge and monſtrous a bealt , Claridiano when bee hadde 
made an ea? 97 this enterpꝛiſe, ge ſate him downe amongeſt 
thoſe fres {52 to reſt himielſe , foz that he had greate nerde 
thereof, and demanded of them ſoincwhat to cate, which was 
giuen vnto him cf luch as they had, and when he had eaten 
and reſted himſelfe well, thep beganne to tranaile their foz⸗ 
mer iouenep, and fo2 that they ſhoulde goo vp a greate and 
mightie mountaine, they determined fo alcend by little aud 
Uttle o: the eaſing of their hozire, and when they were halfe 
Waile vp the night came vpon them, that they were conſtrat- 
ned fo put themſelues a part out of the hig waie amongelt 
the træs, and there to reſt themſelues all the whole night, fa 
when the mozning was come they followed thepz fozmer 
trauaile vp the hill, it was well none befoze they could get 
vnto the toppe of the mountaine, whereas they did diſcouer 
on the other ſive metuailous great and mightie plaines, as 
dozned with trees of all ſoztes and great hearbes, and ba ing 
wearie of their long iournep bp the bill, they late downe tes 
take their reſt, and to eate of that which they had left the dap 
befoze, aud then made an end of all, lo that there remapned 
behinde ne moze victualls, which greued them verie much, 
and ko that the waie was ſome what tharpe and ragged, they 
made the moze haſt to get to lotne fowne and there to take 
their caſe, but their haſtie trauaile was all in baine, foz that 
there was no towne nigh them by a arcate wate, ſo that the 
* warre wbich they luſtained with hunger was moze greater 
then the battaile of the Oyants, as thall be lolde you in the 
chapter following, 


Of the great trauaile that the Greeke knight had & the 
Lac dies for lacke of victualls, by reaſon of their long 
1ourny,& how they found a Giant, with whom the 
Prince had battaile and flew him, and what order 
they had to helpe themſelues with victualls. Cap. io. 


At 
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— T ſuch time as the Sunne of Tona began 
co ſpꝛead abo ade his golden haire ouer and 
- N among the gerne and freſh boughs of the 
PW \{ bigh and mtgytte Pine apples,Cedzons,and 
bother tres , which were in that fragrant 
_— = mountaine, whereas all kinde of (mail birds 
flew round about, recreating (hemlelnts in the beautie of the 
daic,and with their wel! tuned notes, making al wete and 
ptauenly melodie. At that line the mightis and well cff&- 
med knight Claridiano,of the Speare, the vnknowne P2incs 
of the Greekiſh Empire was on ho2le backe with his amo- 
tous companie, and taking the wale which they thought to 
be melt ved, that they followed, the ladyes were mergailouſs 
Ip troubled fo2 lacke of their accuſtomed and daplp vicualls, 
and could not hide no; diſſemble their great hunger, foz the 
which tbe knight of the Speare was verie much troubled g 
ſozrowfull. So in this great extremitie they paſſed all that 
daie, and trauailiug in and out amongſt thoſe mighlie tras, $ 
night dꝛew on, and although by reaſon of the Mone it was 
berie light, yet vnto them it ſeemed to ber verie darke,fo2 that 
they were verie ſoze froubled fo; lacke of that Which Gonld 
ſuſtaine them, and their faces vid ſhew and declare the per⸗ 
plexitie of their ſtomackes. So they late them dewne vpon 
the griene and freſh hearbes, vetie penũue of their extreame 
neceſſitie, pꝛocuring to take their teſt that nigbt, but all was 
in vaine, loꝛ that their co2pozall neceſſitie would not conſent 
therevnto, but without la ping ther walked vp and downe 
alu that night, till the next date in the mozning, that they tur⸗ 
ned to their accuſtomed trauatle and iaurnep, p2ocuring by 

all meanes to le if thep could finde ante thing (02 the eaſing 

of their ſtomackes, and had their cpcs alwapes a!tendant to 

ſ if they might viſcouer ante village, wheras they might fas 

fiſie their hunger 4 take their reſt, but all did p2ofit the ve- 

rie littie, with this the night came on them, t thcle afflicer 

Ladies feil to p ground w farblenefie: Db what ſorrow was 
this vnto the Peince to ſor the in this caſe, being not able to 
belpe them, x parting a little from them, he lamented ſaying: 
Ik. lili. 
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it did p3ofit him much, ſoʒ ſo ſane as the arrow did rike on 
it, it retopled backe againe a great waie, at this pꝛeſent time 
did the knight finde himſeike in greate perill and daunger, 
koz that he muſt make his defence againſt that infernall 
monſter, and likewiſe againſt that diuellpſh and furious wo⸗ 
man, who continually aſſaulted him with her arrowes , and 
then he could not p2ofit himſelfe of his fozce and ſtrength, but 
onely of his great lightnelle, ſhunning the kurie of his migh- 
thic blowes,to by little and little he dzew nigh vnto the place 
whereas the Gpaunteſſe was, who hautng ſpent all ber ar- 
rowes, ſhe toke in her hande a mightie clubbe and came to⸗ 
wards her furious buſ band to helpe bim. This valpaunt 
Greeke founde himſelfe in greate extremitie, and with the 
greate anger which he had, it changed bis eyes ints lang uine 
coulour, and was determined to clere bimſelfe of that in- 
fernall woman, and with that purpoſe he tourned fowardes 
her, and letting her blowe to paſſe by, he Repped in to ber on 
t ge left ſide, and thꝛuſt ſo terrible a foing at her bꝛeſt, that his 
C wazd entered in vp to the hard hiltes, and ſhe fell downe 
dead to the ground . The Gyaunt who at that inſtaunt was 
not idle, ſtrobe the Greeke ſuch a monſtrous blowe vppon 
bis backe, that hes ouerthzewe him fo the grounde as dear, 
without anie remembꝛaunce 02 token of moning,the Opant 
ſæing him in this cale thzew from him bis clubbe, and toke 
tbe knight in his furious naples, and with the greate rage 
and w2ath which her had he woulde bane eaten him vp at p 
inſtaunt, but it fell not out with him as be thought it would, 
fo: that he found the armour which her dad on was verpe 
bharde, and when the Gyaunt ſalve that his ſharpe teth did 
lpttle p2ofice him, be beganne to tumble and toſſe him 
vp and downe from one place to another, and by reaſon that 
be was not expert in the lacinges and buckeling of armour, 
be did nothing but tumble and tofſe him hare and there, 
to lx if bx coulde finde a place where her might beginne fa 
teate him in peeces, WUhoſoener ſhould at that inſtaunt haue 
ſœene the arcate affliction of thoſe two Damolells, might 


verpe well haue iudged in himſelfe the anguiſh and ſozrowe 
which 
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which they receined,indging themſelues fo be wholly loff e 
deſtroyed, But the Pzinceſſe Antemiſca, lifted vp her eyes 
vnto heauen and ſapd. J do ſee O Iupiter, that thou art very 
well pleaſed, that J do ſuffer this grieuous pain and ſoꝛow. 
Ah Foztune, it is now great reaſon to leaue me, and not fo 
perſecute me any farther, and if it be ſo, that as yet thou haſt 
not accompliſhed thy whole deſtre. Dh Iupiter make ſharpe 
thy cutting (wozd, and therewith take awaye mp life, Oh 
Mars, behald that now thy ſfrength doth faile, if thou doft 
permit that this knight ve periſh. O what woman amongſt 
all women hath bene ſo infoztunate as J: Ob Gods, J do 
not know wherefoze pon do thus perſecute me, fo2 5 J haus 
bene alwayss obedient onto pou , and now ſeeing that you 
bad giuen me a Knight foz ko be my defence,(againft p vn⸗ 
iuſt cauſe, which was laid againſt me) pon ſhou!de likewiſe 
haue ſuffered me fo giue teſtimonie of my truth, and they2 
falfe accuſation? Dh thou chaff Goddeſſe, be fanourable unto 
me.ſxing that lupiter hath fozgotten me, urne and take mp 
cauſe vpon the,and be fanourable,fo2 that J neuer offended 
the, Theſe and ſuch like complaintes vtfcred this afflicted 
13:1nceſſe, and hautng concluded, the Pzince was come again 
to himlelke and reconcred his memozie, and ſeeing himicere in 
that perplexitie, he did pꝛocure by all meanes and pollicie to 
clære himſelſe out of the Gpants clawes, and bering clecre bee 
put himſelfe on fte, and recouered againe bis [word, blaſ⸗ 
pheming againſt the [mal power of his Oods, and was mer⸗ 
u ilouſlp kindled with wzath and anger, the Grant likewiſe 
retouered his mightte cſub and ſtroke at the P2ince a mich 
tie blow, who ſging it comming did pꝛocure to clœre him s 
ſelfe from the furie thereof,and letting it paſſe, he ſtepped in 
to the Gpant,and ftroke at him ſo ferrible a blowe on the 
walt, that it little did p28fif ante defence that be bad, but thet 
his mightie woꝛd muſt neds cat him a ſunder in the mid 
deſt of his body, and he fell a ſunder, each part from ß other 
dead to the ground. The great paine and ſozrow which thoſe 
timerous damſells receiued was not befoze ſo much as their 
lop and conten ednet new was, when they lawe their mos 
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tinhtfneTe leapt from his hozſe leaning the ſaddle, and being 
on fotc he quickly taurned towardes the Gyaunt,and ſawg 
that at one blowe he had bzoke all to paces one of the La- 
dyes Dgnires, whereaf the P2zince take greate gricfe fo ſe 
i great an outrage done and without all reaſon,and with an 
trefull voice he fapd +: Thou fortous beaſt without lawe oz 
reaſon, come to me, fo am he which hath bene the occaſion 
of thy anger, if thou haſt auie. This infernall monſter went 
towardes Claridiano with his club all aloft, and with great 
farte he vid aNault him: Oh almightie God, ſaue, kerpe, and 
deltuer thy knight from this inker nall furie, and doe not per⸗ 
mit that he dye in the bands of ſo cruell an enimie, bat firſt 
he kno we that thou art his true and perfect God. This vas 
liantGreke ſtove ſtill when he ſaw that terrible blow com⸗ 
ming, till ſuch time as he beganne to diſcharge it, at which 
time with a ſtraunge lightneſſe he made bim to loſe the fu⸗ 
rie thereof, and with his lwoꝛd in both his handes he ſtroke 
at the Opaunt a mightie blowe , which chaunced vppon his 
clubbe with ſo great foꝛce that he cut it a (under in the mids 
dle, this furious diuell when he ſawe that he had erred his 
blowe, with much mo2e furie and double ſtrength hee lift vp 
hes mightie clubhe againe and diſcharged it at the Greelie, 
who in the ſame ſozte as befo2e he cleered himſelfe from the 
foꝛce thereaf, making him to ſtrike in vaine that terrible 
blowe vpon the ground, and with the great ſtrength wheres 
with it was ſtroke, the reſt of the clubbe which remained 
did bꝛeale in pætes, at which time the Pzince was not idle, 
but with greate lightneſſe be entered in to him, and with 
both bis handes be Croke him a terrible blowe vppon the 
walt, which made his armour to faile, but by reaſon of the 
hie aud long haire which he had vpon his bodie, he coulds 
no hurt his fleſh, which made þ Grake verie much to mer⸗ 
ute atit,but ſxing that the Grant was diſcharging at him 
angther blow it made him to ſtep aſide, and although the club 
Was cat and broken, pet there remained a greate tronchon 
theredk in bis handes. Mere you might ſee begin ſo terrible 
am fart2115 battaile, that it emed that all the warrponcs of 
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Mars, were there affemblcd together in fight , This valient 
and conragions Knight had hare great rote of all his fo ce 
and ligbtneſſe to make bis defence agairft b1s cnimie, tate 
might you fe the valtantneſſe ef Cyaunts and their infcrral 
foꝛte and kurie: likewiſe the incomperable fegte of the Cras 
kiſh blond bf chieualrie, here might you ſ@ the greats tall 
that the one made vnts the other in donbling of their blows, 
and pꝛocuring the one to purt the other,travaifing grounde 
and mwuing from place and place, king whereas moſt ad⸗ 
uauntage might be found . In this ſozte they travailed fo2 
the ſpace of two houres , not knowing tetwene them anye 
advanntage.4Sut who ſhould haue ſ&ne there the great light⸗ 
neſſe and pꝛoweſſe of this young knight, would haue indocd 
him to be one of the beft knightes of ali the wozlre, fo2 that 
in all the time of the battaile, and all the tcrrible blows 
which the giant did ſtrike at him, yet he never bzake mailc, 
no2 hurt ante part of his armour, and pet he hurt bis contras 
rie in moze then tenne places, although they were not verre 
greate, pet did they trouble him, and it was by realen of the 
greate haſt he made in the ſtriking of his ble wes, but when 
the Gyannt ſalve himſcife to be ſo euill intregted, he begenne 
fo puffe, bluſter, and blowe, much lyke vnto a bapted Bull, 
and doubled his blowes with ſs greate baſt, that the Pente 
coulde not haue anie time of aduauntage to hurt him, bnt 
had incugh to doe fo2 fo clæte and defend himſeifc from bts 
kurie. And beetng in this greate extremitie be beards theſe 
two Damoſells which be had becught with bum ctie cut, 
making a greate noyie ,aduertifing him to tehe hade end 
we vnto himlelfe, and becing verie deſireus to knee the 
occaſion thereof , he lawe that it was that ferte ard votre 
woman which he hadde lefte bcfoze in the caue without a- 
nie remembꝛaunce, and fo2 dead, who came with her obe 
bent in her hande, z ſhot at him with her ſharpe end vnmer, 
citull arrows, be which he was conſtrained to brare cf with 
his armour, ſez with his hicld be could litle pzofic tine tfe, 
and by realon p his armo; was made by art cf inchentment, 
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it clcane a ſunder, with (0 great caſe as tough it had bene a 
Glatte oz ſuch like, whercwith the monſtrons Oraunt fell 
damne to the ground, with lo great Trength and weight, as 
though it had beene a mightic tower, be was not lo fallen 
do une, but the knight put the point of bis (wozde into his 
mouth, te Gyant lœing him lo nigb.be tele bolde vpon the 
ſkirt of bis ſhirt of maile with fo great Utength, y be made 
him perfozce to come nett him, and as be had his lwoꝛd firs 
ed in the Spants mouth, what with the ſtrength that the gys 
ant vſed to pull him towardes him, and likewiſe þ strength 
which the knight fozced, it cauſed the ( wo2d to paſſe thꝛongh 
his thꝛoate, in ſuch ſozt,that ſtraight waic be remained dead, 
and vopded a great ſtreame of bloud Oh that J were hare 
able to declare vato you the great iope that thole Damoſels 
recciued when they ſawe that greate diuell dead, and with 
chœerefull countenances they went and recetued the knight, 
although the great fcare which remained in that naked dams 
fell woald not let her wholy to iniope and reiopce in her lys 
bertie, who lapd vnto the Paince ; Ualiant knight and our 
faccour,now doth it ſtand vs in hand to make the moe baſk 
befo22 the tonne of this great diuell come vnfo vs, foz that 
be is mo2e terrible 4 of mo2e Crength then his Father is, te 
whome this couragious knight ſayd ; Feare not faire Kadie, 
foz that the Gods will helpe and ſuccour vs, in ſuch ſozt, that 
bis great furie and fo2ce ſHall little anale bim. Thele wozds 
he (pate with acherrfull countenance, + lifting bp his helme, 
did ſhew his great ſeueritie. Do he tobe them by the hand, 
and went their waie tewards the place where they left their 
ſquires kœping of their hoꝛſes, and at his comming thether, 
be ſtraight waie mounted the two damſells vpon their Pals 
fraies,and he and the reſt vpon their other hozſes,and began 
to trayaile their fo2mer tourney,thep had not trauailed ves 
rie farre, when as they heard a great ruſhing, which le med 
to be of manp people amongſt thoſe thicke tres, which cau⸗ 
led them ts (ate fo (& what it houls be, as you (hall vnder⸗ 
Hand inthe nect chapter following.

E great noiſe which the valiant Knight 

A- * heard, was no leſſe then that which Fauomo 
— made in the Antartike ſea,nigh vnto þ T ar- 
tarian coalt , Which is all repleniſhed with 
A high and mightie tres of Pine apples, ſo the 

: ==! P:ince and all the reft ſtaied to ſ what it 
— that all that noiſe and ruſhing, and they ſaws 
that it was a furious, ſierce, and terrible Gyaunt that cams 
from the thickeſt of the wode, her was thirfane cubites of 
beighf,all full of rough and thicke baire , and hee had in bis 
bands a greafe and beanie club, which ſermed fo be the malt 
of a mightie ſhippe, but whoſoeuer bad ſg&nc the faces of thg 
Damſells at that time, woulde haue tudged (heir aftcration 
to be lyke vnto the Sunne, when he ts cclipſcd with f More 
at none dapes, but this inuincible Claridiano made no figr'e 
of anie mutation, but rather did make himſelfe rcavio unte 
the battaile,/- 'ngthat the Gyant did make fowards bim, the 
great blaring noiſe which the Spant made was ſo fcrrible, 
that it cauſed great feare in all them that heard it,fauirg ene⸗ 
iy in him who put bimſelfe in defence „and tarrping fo2 the 
comming of the enimie, the great pzite which this Cyent tid 


vſe, dauing bis clnb in the aire comming fowards the knight 


was much matze then that which Belona bſed when ſhe ſate 
in her armed chariot, being gouerned with ſuriour Dꝛagene, 
duer all the fickos : the hozſe whercon the Jdzince rode ſaing 
lo ſtraunge and feldome ſcene a monſter befoze him, raged in 
ſuch ſoꝛte, that this copragtons warriour bedte net ſs much 
ftrength to gouerne him, but that by pure fo:ce te caſt tin 
felfe about in the ay2e,flping from the pꝛclence of that vglie 
beaſt , but the valpannt inte fearing the greate peril 
which might happen vnto (hoſe ZDameſciics , with create 
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bly did comglaine:ſzping: Come fozth if you can and Þ withs 
pul ante gelgie. And pzeleatty there was one which anſwe⸗ 
red, and {avd, Voeere is one of the mo vnkoztunateſt Dam⸗ 
ſelis in all the wozlo, who without belpe cannot mone hir 
ſelfe. Zhen the knight went (raight wate fo2th, and ſawg 
that there was fire,the which he blew, and lighted a Roſin 
Kicke , that did burne verpe well, and went into the plate 
where the Damolell had aun wered him, and in the farthenl 
end of that chamber be found the damolell that did ſo greats 
lo camplaine, who lay along on the ground verie enill appas 
relled, and that which ſhe had was all tozne in pæces, in ſuch 
ſozt that her ( kinne was ſene in many places, and beholding 
ber cruell vlage it moned the knight to haue great compallts 
on, and without ſpeaking anie wozde, with his owne hands 
be b2ake all the pꝛons t chaines wherewith ſhee was bound, 
and toke ber by the hand and bzought ber out of that darks 
rome, into the great hall where it was verie light , This 
Damoſell ohen che nder ſtode that hs twke her out to (cf 
ber at libertie, ſhe knæled dobone on her knas befoze him, 
and ſapd: O Anight. ide comfo2t of my græuous pane, tell 
me JF p2atc you ikthat fouls butcherly gyant be dead oz nok, 
39: how pou had power to come hether into this place, with⸗ 
out baing diſturbed by him oz his cruell ſonne. The Pꝛinte 
an( wered and ſapd:Hetherto J baue not ſcene anie, but ones 
lp baue heard thy grieudus camplaintes. Then the Lady 
with great weeping ſapd : Wozthte Knight, put ſtrength and 
courage in thy heart that thou maiſt depart with great light⸗ 
nelle hefoꝛe theſe Herce diuells doe met with pou, fo: if thep 
doe mete with poo, pou map be aſſured „ that we ſhall not 
baue anic fauour of them, but p they will fill their ſtomacks 
with our fieſh as they baue done with manp others. Ties 
Wꝛince repbed: If it fo fail out that they will taſt of my lleſh, 
they (hail inde it hard and ill in the chawing, wozle then a⸗ 
nie that hetherto they haue eaten, and therefo2e J doe deter⸗ 
mine not to moue my ſelke from hence moze nowe then af 
anie other times J haue bene accuſtomed to do. And in flaps 
ing thele wozdes they went out of the cave, whereas they 
korn 
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found the Pzincefſe Antemiſca, who was comming fo enter 
in at the doe, by reaſon that the Bight tarrted lo long, and 
when ſhe lawe the nakedneſſe of the Damolell, vüng her 
ropall clemencic,ſhee toke off the blacke roabe that wer had 
on her, and couered her therewith , ſhedding from her chei⸗ 
ſtaline eyes manp teares, with the great compeſiton ſhe bad 
af that Damoſell, and ſtraight way ſhe tze ber by the hand 
and with great haſt went with ber towards the place wycrs 
as ſhe had left per Squires, and going on they2 walc in ids 
middeſt of the plaine they heard amongelt the tres @ greate

full of knots, and when be (awe tbe knight, and knew that he 
carrped with him his pꝛiſoner, be cane fo terrible a ſh2ike, 
that it founded thzonghout all the monnfatnes , and lyfting 
vp his greate and mightte clubbe bee pzefſed towardes this 
couragtous knight, who when he ſawe him comming , did 
abide him W ſuch courage as his valiant heart did conſtraine 
him, and hauing bis l wo2d in bis band he commaunded the 
damſells ts put themſelues a part on the one de. This furi⸗ 
dus diuel hauiug bis club in the atre faſt with both his bands 
be did diſcharge the ſame at the pꝛince, who with great lights 
neſſe did clare himſelſs from the furie tbercof, and cauſed ic in 
vaine to fall vppos the grounde, which was With lo greats 
ſtrength, that it made the Pzince and all the ground there as 
aboutg to tremble like an Earthquake, but in this time the 
Painee did not leepe, but ſcetng bimſelife cleere from p blow, 
pꝛeſſed vnto that monſter on the ene de, g Ercke hin ſuch an 
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The departing of the Pzince was verie greenous bnfo the 
Pztinees Antemiſca, and ſhe vnderſtanding that it was in 
vaine to ſay to the contraric by reaſon of his determination 
he p2etcnded to beare bim companie, and ſayd bnto bim. Sir 
knight, know this fo2 a truth, that pour departure is vnto 
me verie græeudus, but in that you deſire me that J doe re- 
maine h&xre, I doe not admit the ſame,foz that ſurely wher⸗ 
loeuer you goe, thether will I alſo with pon, foz J am nok 
determined to loſe pour companis The P2ince Claridiano 
could not diſſemble, but that he muſt nedes laugh at v ſpech 
of Antemiſca, and with a picaſaunt connfenaunce he ſapde 
Wadie, J will not be againſt your determination in anye 

- thing, koz that it all be vnto me great honour that you bes 
in pꝛeſence, whatloener aduenture doe happen vato me, ſoꝛ 5 
in beholding of yau my valour thal increaſe, and taking her 
by the bande (leauing the two Squires to kæ pe their bozſes) 
they Went into the thickelt of the wade towards the place 
whereas he hid heard thols great ſighs aud complaints, but 
they had not gone verie karre, when they heard that heauie 
voice, and going ſtraight wate towardes the place whereas 
thep thought it was, the farther they went fozwardes, the :

ing therwith armed, he ſeemed to be of a faire diſpoſition vas 
to all thein that loked un bim , by reaſon that he was of a 
gwoly ſtature and pꝛopoꝛ ion, then ſtraight waoe be ſet the 
Ladie $pait her palfrap, and hcrcaped vpou one of the Hoſes, 
and the two quires vpon the other, and in that ſoꝛt they de⸗ 
gan to trauatle, and commannded the Marriners to returne 
the ſame wie Thep came, and they foke their waie through 
a nxrrowe path whith lead them vpon an high monntaine,s 
by realon of the great quantitte of huge 2 mightte trees 4 the 
ercafrompanie of them p were there, they were conſtrained 
to go one after another, fo2 h otherwiſe thep thought it vas 
poſſible to attaine vnto the top thereof, and the tyicinefle of 
the tres were ſuch, they withſtod the Sunne that it could 
not enter in to warme d comfoz2t the cold ground: in this ſozt 
they trauailed with greate care till luch time as the barks 
night appꝛoched, although the Mone did (ſhine vpon them, vet 


by reaſo7 of the great thick neſſe of tas, thep thought they 
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trauailed in a darke land ,'4 were conffrained to alight from 
thcir hozſes,t put themlelues apart out of the high uaie, and 
thaunced nigh vato a faire fountaine which was-vnts:them 
a delight full hoſpitalitie, oz that it was in the ſp2ing of the 
veare, à there they late downe vpon the greene graſſe, whers 
with the ground was adozned, and called fo2 ſore thing to 
cate,y which was ſtraigbt waies giucn vnto them, altheugh 
it was not eaten with kich contentment as their heerte 10s 
gutired, ſo their lomackes being latilned, euer ie one of them 
withdzew hunlelfe into his place to take his reſt, this neue 
Enight toke vp his helme and ſhald, and went fo ret in theft 
part which lead towards the mountaine, and meking of his 
ſyeld a pillow he laide him downe fo rift , without having 


care of-atile other thing, but onelp to ſoke out bis lincall del⸗ 


cent from whence he came, and what he was, and therewith 
be ſell a flæpe, but his reſt indurev but a mall time, fo that 
in the beginning of bis reſt 62 firſt lcepe he heard a-verys 
lamentable complaint, which leenzed not to be farre frointhg 
place where he had choſen fo take bis reſt, the which com⸗ 
plained at ſund zie times, and not haſtelp, ſo the bzcake of the 
dale dꝛew on, being defirons to knowe what it ſhould be 5 
made ſo great complaint and heauineſſe, he aroſe vp and la⸗ 
ted on his healme; and thꝛew his ſhield on his ſhonlder, and 
went vnto the place where the Pzinceſſe Antemiſca was af 
her ret, and lapd vita her: J have heard this right a mers 
uailous greate lamentation, which bath bene the occaſion 5 
J haue nat had ante reſt at all, and therefoze 4 do determine 
to goe and pzocure to know it J can who it is that doeth ſo 
lamentably complaine, and the occaſion ef their great griefe, 
fo2 that my heart cannot ſuffer me to heare fo great lamens 
tation: but needes J mult pzocure to (eeke remedpe fo2 the 
lame, ik it be poſſibie to be had, ZTherciozein the meane 
time, J doe deſire your highneſle, fo take your reſt in the 
the thickeſt of this Fozreſt, that pou may be lene of no bos 
by,fo2 that J am fur that my returne (hal be very quickly, 
fo2 that this complaint doth ſfounde verie nigh Unto the 
lame place whereas J late {9 take my reſt all the lall meh.

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Then Brandemoran(the Pꝛince cf Paleſtina, who was fo cals 
led) when he vnderſtod thercor was in a great confuſion,and 
recciued greate griefe, in ſuch fo2t, that he determined no 0s 
ther thing, but with his miſchienous heart to perſecute me:it 


ſo fell out that the P2ince of Chaldea whoſe name was Ge 
leroſio bit ing ouercome and fozced by lone, hauing oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie and place conuenient, with dolozous reaſons he did dil⸗ 
couer bnto me all his whole heart, but whether it was his 
ill hap oz my froward foztune, Iknowe not, but at ſuch time 
as he vttered vnto me his minde, it chaunced that Brande- 
moran had his cares attentiue vnto all that was ſpoken bes 
t wirt vs, and when he heard that mp ank were was ſach, that 
it cauſed great iope and comkozt vnto Gelerolio,4 bnto him 
great paine and tozment, with a miſchieuons heart he went 
vnto my Father the king, and befoze him he did accuſe mie 
of whozedome.Ulhen the king mp father heard it, the great 
ire and w2ath which he receiued was fo farre ont of reaſon, 
that without taking ante farther counſe!l,be cauſed mee to be 
appꝛehended, and lykewiſe the Pzince Gelcrof1a,and both of 
bs ko be put in pꝛiſon, but after a while when his cholar and 
anger wared colder,be commarinded to call together all the 
nobles of his counſel! and men of honour, who did perſwads 
with my father,that by reaſan of the greate pzide and miſs 
chieuous ſtomacke of the P2ince Brandemoran, be might do 
it of pzeſumption,o2 elſe by the create ill will which he bare 
unto his contrarie Gcleroſio, he had raiſed vp this flaunder, 
t that they thought it god to be put into the triall of armes, 
with condition, that in the ſpace of thirtte dapes J ſhoulds 
bꝛing a knight that would defend my honour, and by reaſon 
the valour of my cruell enimie is ſo mightie , there is not 
ene in all the kingdome that dares take in bande to defend 
my cauſe, and A ſaing that the time paſſed awaie , with a 
londe voice 3 began to comPMaine againft foztune, and reut- 


ted Brandemoran, calling him coward and wzetch,y againſt

hearing me to reuile bim, be anl wered and lapd ; P2incelle, 
oe that thou ſhalt (& how little J bo eſtœme all the kmgh

conſent and graunt vnto the ſaine,of wyome it was grauns 
ted and conſented, and lykewile of all the knights that wcre 
counſelers of my cauſe, velæuing that it might be the cccatts 
on of (ome remedie. And therewith J inke {cane and lic co 
and departed from VIicſos, with oneiy theſe two @qunis, 
committing my ſelfe into the great rer Euphrates In ts 
Foiſt, and ſo long we ſapled that we entered into the lech 
terranco ſra,wheras was giuen vnto vs knowledge of pour 
great valour and mightie fozce, which was the covie p made 
vs take our waie towards the place of your abode, ſomtimes 
with great tozments, ond ſometimes with faire weather , in 
ſuch loꝛt, that in the ende we ariued whereas ron Were , in 
fo god time and oder, as mine owne deſire toulde not haue 
withed better. Hare vou map lee and viiberftand , wozthto 
knight, the extremitie of my eull, and the cauſe of my fa king 
fo; you. At the which relation of this ſozrowfull Ladie, the 
inte remained verie penſtue, and had great pittie on per, e 
aunſ wered, ſaping:Ladie, J am verie much bound onto pour 
bighneſſe, that pon haue taken ſo much trauaile and paine to 
ſxke me, fo that ther are other a great number of moge Vas 
lour, that are bound to defend your greate iullice and make 
pour defence, noi withſtanding, koz that it bath ben pour plca⸗ 
ſure to attribute vnto me the honour,here J doc pꝛomiſe peu 
to take Von me pour iuſtice and defence, with tho ſmall vas 
lour of my perſon, vntill J put my life in daunger foz the 
{mall experience done in pour ſeruice, J loked foz no other 
thing at pour bande gentle knight, ani wered the P2incelſe, 
and fg2 that thou haſt recouerep ſo greake fame 4 renowne 
onelp in doing of one great derde of armes, it is not with⸗ 
out great realon,p although J baue ben hetherto infoztunats 
in all my aduentures,yct now J dd finde my ſelle happie,fog 
$#þat J haue found ſuch a wozthie knight to remedy my euill.

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 titede of armoꝛ,hare J do bꝛing it vnto ther, loz that befoze 
manp daics come to an ende, thou ſhalt haue nade thereof , 
Allo J do bing the a merrailous pꝛecious (word, fozged 
and made by my areat-{kill, ſuch a one as in all the wozlde 
there is not a better. And this ſhall continue 4 indure with 
tha, till ſuch time as thou ſhalt be in battaile with the Ba⸗ 
fard Lyon,then ſhall it {ſe his vertut aud valoz, fo} that 
thou halt recouer another of no leſſe pꝛice, and of a greater 
fame, toyntly with thy bono in the acknowledging of thy 
bnknowen parents, and in that time thou ſhalt loſe all thy 
ſeruice, that cuer thou batt done in the honour of Cupide, 
being in company wtih the diſguiſed Binde, all though altos 
gether thou ſhalt not loſe thy great loue, till ſuch time as 
by the Gaddefſe Venus ſhal be thꝛobben at thee the Aflican 
launce, which (hail peerce thy heart cleane thzough. Then 
did he declare vnto him, how he was ſtoln out from bis mo⸗ 
thers lap,certefieng him that he was ſonne vnto the mightts 
eſt Empetour in all the wo2ld : but moze light then this, hes 
Would not gine bim, neither the place wheras his ſiſter was 
loſt, and therwith he toke out from vnder the hatches of the

of that kingdome, whole abſence at this time is verpe grie⸗ 
nous vnto me, There came from the other ſide of the riuer 
Fuphrates,a pꝛinte, whoſe dominion was over the Pꝛouince 
Paleſtina He was the pꝛoudeſt and arroganielt Enight that 
ener hath bene ſeene, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that by reaſon of his fierte⸗ 
neſſe, he was not onelp feared of them, who of dutie did ows 
it him, but alſo of all the Dꝛouinces that toyned with his 
kingdome, which extended from that riuer vato the mayne 
lea of Phœnicia, the mount Libano, Gamogenia,and the high 
and mightie cragged rockes and mountaines Nabateos. To 
tonclude, almoſt all Aſia vid treble at his furte, This knight 
at the great fame which was vttered of my beautic , came 
vnto the famons and large Pꝛouince of Melipotamia, vnto 
the great citie of Meſos, whereas J was of hun mecuatleuſs 
ly intreated and requetted of loue, but pet all that ener her 
did 02 could do, did little p2ofit him, oz that by any meanco 
J toulde not admit him into my ſcruice , and the occaſion 
was, becauſe of his great and vnmealurable pꝛide.

Damlell as J am, The Pzince taking pittie of her great ſoz⸗ 
row aunſwered: F doe not not knowe foz what effect & pur⸗ 
pole you doe al ke after this lintght,biit be it what it will be, 
you ſhall vaderſtand gentle Ladie,that be wh6 yon doe al ke 
fois befoze pou, and ſœing that it is ſo, you may be balde fg 
declare pour pleaſure, and here J doe fate vnts pon, that ik it 
be requiſite and neceſſarie in pour ſeruice, J will venture my 
like without putting anie excuſe foz to remevie this pour 
great ſo2roww and grieſe which you do ſhew tg haue.

moze [yker a mad man, then a P2ince,4 ſurelp he bad great 
reaſon,fo2 he had loft the com panie of the beſt knight in all 
the wozld: ſo this warlpke Greke did ſaile vppon the Ses 
with an indifferent thought, bering in companie with p faire 
Ladie who likewiſe went verie well content, fo: that with 
ſo great ceaſe ſhe had found and obtained him that ſhe ſought 
foz.

reaſons of the Dwarfe, and the moze, when that her vnder⸗ 
ſtode that her was not lonne vnto him whome be alwaics

This 
balyaunt and wozthy poung knight very vefirous to know 
the occaſion of her greate lamentation, mwucd bimſelfe tos 


wards her, and hauing ſaluted ber, be d2fired her if it were

The Lady turning vnto bim who pad demaunded the occas 
ſion of her {azrow,and being greatly amazed in vic wing pis 
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{ he jecond part of tb 
This wil J declare vnto you with a verie god will anſwe⸗ 
red this fapze Ladie. Von ſhall vnderſfand that Jam daughs 
ter vnto the king of the Jlandes of Spaine, iy parents had 
no moꝛs daughters but J alone, the which was the occaſion | 
that J was the moꝛe made off and eſteemed of them, And by 
reaſon of my beutie, thep put me into a ſtrong tower, which 
was ntah the ſea ſide, whereont many times fo2 my recrea⸗ 
tion J iſſued in companie with many Ladyes apd.Damſclis, 
which were with me to beare me compaiiie 2 ſo it chaunced 
one dap when J was abzoad in mp accuſtomed recreation x 
ſpoꝛt, A was beſet with this infernall companie, who carried 
me into their mightie and Frong ſhippe in this oꝛder as you 
dos los me, whereas A did no other thing but lament and bes 
waile my ſadde and heailic miitoztune . So the firſt Gyaunt 
which you did kill, feing me make fo great lame tation, with 
lauing and amoꝛous woꝛdes did pꝛocure to comfozt me, and 
did offer me, that all which was my will to be done, he wold 
fulfill the lame, and J ſcing his greate curteſie, and agapne, 
that my remedie was ſo farre from me, vpon a ſodaine ther

fight of ante rauenous fonle ; cuen fo did all theſe ſcruants 
of thoſe vile Gpaunts, bide themſelues in the thickeſt of the 
woods and mountaines of the Fozreſt, fearing the like infcr 
tainment. This valiant Poze when he lawe the ſodaine flp⸗ 
ing of them, without hauing anie care of them, and making 
little reckoning, be toke that gentle Ladie in his armes and 
ſet her vpon her palkraie, and he himſelfe without putting fot 
in bis trop, leapt vpon his hozſc backe with great lightnes, 
and toke their tourney towards the place whereas p others 
bad left their ip, into the which he entered with great ſpa d 
berie iopkull of his god hap, e ſtraight waie he commended 
fo hoiſe vp their ſailes, x to fake the wate towards Nlaurtta- 
nia, whereas we will leaue them koꝛ to tell por the great vifs 
contentment that the valiant knight Clarichano had, by reas 
fon of his long tarrping in the Jiand of 'T rapobana, O ome 
nipolent God, J doe deſite thee to nine me wildome ; diſcres 
tion fo declare the great wozthineſſe of this young knight, ſoz 
without thy belpe J do not finde my ſelfe able fo; to (et fo2th 
lo many and ſo. mernatlous feates of armes as was done by 
this woꝛthie knight, as in this chapter following and in all 
the rect cal be declared. 
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T How Claridiano was verie fad and forrowfull to fee that 
he was an armed Knight > onely for to doo one worthie 
feate of armes.and what 5 golkcie he did vſe for to abfent 
Hiinlelte from the klug Del Ito. Chap. 8. 
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The ſecond part of the 
bout fo ſhake. as though they woulde haue fallen dotrne} 
When Brufaldoro ſaw that the foure gyants were dead, who 
mer the keepers of that faire ladie, de went towards Her, who 
was alreadie on fote abiding his comming. Zhe valyaunt 
Moꝛe did pull of his bealme, and did diſcoucr bis face, which 
did repꝛeſent a great maieſtie 4 ſeueritie, ſuch as bis fate did 
require, and although he wes of a great ſtature &.btgneſſe of 
bodie, pet his faire face did gine greate delight vnto all them 
that did beholvde it, and when he came nigh vnto the faire la - 
die, he knaled dowpne on the ground and ſaid: Faire Zadie,- 7 
- know not whether yon are dilcontented, oz haue recciucd a 
ſmall benefit o2 ſernice in this which J haue done, but ot this 
be you aſſured, that my determined thonght was to doe pon 
ſcratce,belevuing that ſo faire a Ladie ſhoulde not with her 
god will kepe companie with ſo monſtrous pesple:ſhe with 
with great curteſie did aun were him 4ſ{apd : Gentle knight 
cannot denie but that J was conſtramed by fozce to kœpe 
companie with theſe pꝛoude and ill conditioned Opants, and 
much leife can J kæpe in ſecret the great top which J hauc 
to ſinde my lelfe at libertie- and clere from them, but one 
thing there is which J doe greatly feare,that is, that nowe J 
falling into thp hands and power, I dꝛead to come into a new 
zꝛilon, therefo e J beſeech pon to giue me free libertie, with 
the ſeguritie which belongeth vnto mp honour, Zbe Dagan 
who was veric alfentine vafa the words of the Ladie would 
haue made ber anſwere, but this faire lady did diſturbe him, 
deũting bim ſirſt to ſit dolone by her, foz that ſhe was per⸗ 
ſwaded that with the great trauaila which he bad taken in 
the battaile with the Gyants,if could not be bat that be was 
Wearie, and therewith taking him faſt hy both the hands ſhe 
made him to ſit downe, to whom Brufaldoro ſapd : Ah fapze 
Ladie if J did knowve that mp heart were as free and clere 
of pour lone,as pou are ſure of me foz offering pou anic bio- 
lence,then wit! great reaſon J might account my ſelfe hap⸗ 
pie. as mell in the doing of pour ſeruite, as in gining pou lis 
bertie, but J am he Ladie that muſt aſke libertie of your 
beau ie, deſicing you not to haue anie doubt of me. So with 
dps 
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deepe 9 f0jrowful ſighs this Paze did glue her fo bnder ſtand 
bow his troubled heart was tozmented with cxceſſiue lone, 
The Ladie when the baderſtode and knewe that ſhe had of 
bim fo ſure a pawns, was nothing diſcontent with all, fog 
that he ſæmed bnto her to be a knight of a verie god diſpoſty 
tion and of great vaing,moze then ane other, and fo2 that he 
chuld reteiue ſome contentment, the anſwered and lad: Sir, 
J am verie well (atiſfied, hat a knight in whom is com pꝛe⸗ 
pended ſo great beautie, cannot be without the curte lit rcqui⸗ 
ſite in fo woꝛthie a warriour, foꝛ the which cauſe J doe vette 
berate and put all my honour into your bandes, and belcue 
me that time thail not lacke to put remedie in tbis peur new 
griefe and paine, without incurring dino my lelke anic res 
uke, but to meintaine and kpe my honour , as belongeth 
bato the ropall bleud from whence J do deſcend, in à meane 
ume gentle knight, J would craue one bone at pour hands, 
Which in telling you F would not haue it denied me: Oh how 
great was the iope that this valpant Pagan receined when 
be underſtode lo gend hope which ſhe pꝛendenced nta him, 
and therewith he turned vnto the Ladie , aud whetber ſhe 
would oꝛ not, he kiſſed her hands, with great thanks fo2 the 
grace and fauour which ſhe ſhewed him, and therewith res 
remembeing the wazdes which paſſed by the Nymph at the 
riuer, be ſapd vnto himnſcife : How is it that not long ſincs 
I made a mocke and a ieſt of the aduice the which was qty 
nan me, and now 3 bo ſa that à made a mocke 4 a ieſt of the 
aduice which is turned info god earneſt. And in ſaying theſe 
wozds he returned vnto the Ladie and ſayde : What is that 
faire Ladie that J ſhould binde my ſelfe vnto pou to do, nap 
What is it, that lying in my power to accompliſh, J woulde 
not do, being wholy pours, ſoꝛ Þ my heart is pour pꝛiloner, x 
my libertie ſubiect fo your wil, ſo p there is no occaſion ; peu 
chuld vefire the graunt of me, but commaund me to frifil all 
pour will and requeſt, but pet fapze Labie , befoze that you 
doc p2oceede to your requeſt, J doe defire pou that J mape 
know the occaſion of pour haping compante and trauailing 
with theſe fonre furious Gyants (3 this Countrie ot Grecaa, 
This 
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great top that her heart reteiued fo ſ& two of thofe ot her e⸗ 
nimes dead bekoze ber, and did not tet fo pꝛate beito grr Gods 
fo2 the accompliſhmen. of the whole vicozic again({ b other 
„which remained. And therewith the other Opant Ipke a 
uridus Lyon blaſpheming againſt his curſed Gods, not tar⸗ 
Sing to arme bimſelfe with moze armour then at that p2es 
ſent he had, foz that there they were all with their healmes 
vnlaſed and from their heads, he twke holde of a great æ hea⸗ 
me club that was there with both his hands, and pꝛeſſed foz⸗ 
wards with a large pace againſt the Magan, with deter mina⸗ 
tion to take reuengement of the others death, but this young 
furious Brufaldoro did tarrie and receiue him with bis accu⸗ 
ſtomed courage and valtauntnefſe , the fearekull Gpaunt did 
ſtrike at him (9 terrible a blow with bis club, that { winaing 
with it in the aire it made a fearefull ſounde, but the Pagan, 
who without all feare dio abide the comming of the blowe, 
determined with himlelle to let it paſſe in vaine, as ha badde 
all the reſt befoze, and ſo it fell out, that when he ſawe the 
blo we deſcend he ſtepped on the one ſide, in ſuch (ozt,that the 
club fell to the ground, with ſo terrible a waight 2 ſtrength, 
that the blowe made all the trees that were nigh at bande to 
tremble. This terrible blowe was no ſoner paſſed to p earth 
When that this valiant Pauritanian ſtroke a blowe at his 
armes, which was with ſo great ſtrength , that he cut them 
both off bp the w2ilkes, and his hands being faſt to p club, 
they kel all to p ground, The Grant who felt himſelfe woun- 
ded + lame, would haue imbꝛaced with the Pagan, thinking 
vp bis great ſtrength to haue cruſhed him to death, but this 
N writanian with great valiantneſſe did put himſelfe beto2e 
pl n, his { wo2d in his hand with the point foz wardes, ſo that 
the pant (with the great paine that he felt of his wounds, 
and the great anger he had in his heart,) without anie conſt- 
ration he pꝛeſled himſelſe fozwardes, g the Pagan followed 
in his determination in luch ſozt, that the lwoꝛd entered in⸗ 
to che Spants bodie op to the hard hilts, falling bowne dead 
to he ground, with no leſſe noiſe then the reſt, Then þ fourth 
Oban. which remainco, dio put hunigite on fie, who * 
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of a greater and huger ſtature and bigneſſe then the other 
which were dead, and taking in his hand a great and mighty 
ſpeare which late on the ground by him, with a terrible and 
fearefull voice he lapd: O thou infernall diuci!,toz that thou 
canſt not be other,ſcing thou haſt ſlaine my the compant- 
ons,fo2 J tell thee that the Gods in the hrauens did tremble 
foz keare of them. ere J doe pꝛomiſe thee that thou ſhait 
not depart without thy reward and puniſhment , nexther 4 
without taking vengeaunce of tho, The vallant Poze who 
Dcrie well heard and vnderUode his wozdes, made lifile ac⸗ 
count of his pꝛoude ſpach, but ſayd ; Make an end thou kuri⸗ 
ons diuell and come onto the battaile, delaic not Jlaye,that 
thou mayſt beare theſe thy compartons companie. Then the 
Gyant lifted vp his arme aboue bis head, hauing fall in hig 
hande that greate and mightie Dprarc, Which was all full of 
mots, with the borke remaining ſtill thercon, and thaew it af 
hum with fo great ffrength, that tt made ameruatious lound 
in the atre,but this valpant Mauritanian was not without 
great care of the comming thereof,but with a'counter pace be 
put hiunſeife on the one fide, with lo greate pollicie, that the 
blowe paſſed on the one ſide, and the Sprare luck faſt in the 
ground, aud by reaſon-of the areate fozce wherewith it was 
thꝛowen, it made it fo ſhake as though it would haue flowen 
in a thouſand peeces,and turning round like a Snake when 
ſhe doth make haſt to goe awaie from bim that woulde kill 
ber, Then the ſtrong and ſteut Maucitanian being berp tres 
full, to ſe ſo great villanie,he ranne bnto the lpcare, and with 
great ſtrength he pulled it out of the ground, and in thiows 
ing it agatne at the gyant, be ſaid: O thou furious braff,falte 
vnto thee thp dart. It did wel appeare that eit was not th:iows 
en by a ſluggiſh arme, foꝛ that by reaſon of the great Viength 
lkriking on bis (eld it pearted it through, pet it did not ther 
rematne, but likewiſe pearced his armeur and ſhirt oe matte 
and neuer ſtaped till ſuch time as it thewed it ſelſe at (18 
backe all to be bathed with biend, where with the pant fell 
downe dead to the ground, whoſe fall was ſo terrible that it 


made the carth tremble, and all the tres that were tyere gs 
peut 
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owne liberkie, whether he would, without gouerning him. 
So his hozſe bꝛougdt him into a great plaine, where 2 farre 
off he diſcouered an armed Tent pitched, which ſamed to be 
faire and rich, and by it vpon the grene graſſe, ther lay foure 
great G ants, who had in the midſt among them, a verpe 
faire Damſell, who was very heauie and ſozrobwkull, lesn⸗ 
ing ber cheke vpon her hand. The Pagan being nothing as 
fraid of the Giants, did kœpe his way, till ſuch time as bo 
came whereas tho Giants were laid, and he came lo nigh, 
that he might ſi the face of the Damſell, which ſeemed not 
fo be any humane creature, bp reaſon of her excellent beau⸗ 
tie, with bir golde yeolow hatre diſperſed all vpon her backe, 
and her Lilly white hand whereon ſhe leaned her cherke, dil⸗ 
couering her faire, face, with her eyes ſhut, which holes 
her well ſet bꝛoßwes, from under which, diſtilled many fcares 
wich {xmed to be ozientall pearles, diſper ſed vpon her faire 
and white face, and ſundzy times giuing dep and ſozrowfull 
ſixes, which declared the great paine and gricfe that ſhe did 
ſaff:r, The Pagan when he ſaw her great beautie and fairs 
nelle, vpon a ſodaine his hart wounded with the cruell dart 
of Cupide, in ſuch loꝛt, and with ſa great fury,that nothing 
could gine him eale thercof,vit onelp death: wherewith bee 
ſtrai ht remembzed, that which of late he heard the Mimph 
to ſing, ano conſidered within himſelſe, how her wozds and 
thꝛeatenings chaunced to fall out true, which cauſed him to 
nine a terrible ſigh, whereat one of the Giants did awake, x 
ſetting himſelfe vppan the grounde, he ſayd . Yow halt thou 
hene lo hardie, that thou dareſt to put thy (cife befoze vs, 8 
without any fcare of sur great ſtrength, thou baft ſhewed 
ſignes and tokens of loae, At theſe wozds which the Giant 
ſpake,this Lady did open her eres, and when the ſaw p Pao 
gan, ſhe coulde not refraine her (elſe fo much to holde her 
peace, but that ſhe muſt n&des giue a ſigh, wherat this ſierce 
9:2 was fully certificd that ſhe was kozced by thols Op⸗ 
ants,and with that theught he ſapd. 

Gyaunt , inp dedes ſhall beare witneſs of theſe thy 
pzoud wozds: tperetoze,fog that the time ſhall not paſſe a⸗

way,and be ſpent in reafonings,onething J do demaund of 
tbe, whether this ſo2rowfull and weeping Lady goeth — 
pon, oł her owne pꝛoper god will,o2 els conſtrained by po 
fozce and biolence , The Gpaunt with greate pꝛide le 
bimſelfe on fote,and in lacing and making faſt his helm e he 
ſayd. My ſwoꝛd ſhall wholly and fully certiſte ther, of all that 
which thou doſt demaund, and in ſpeaking theſe words, the 
one pꝛeſſed towards the other. Cut the Pagan fo2 that be 
would not that he ſhould kill his hoꝛſe, was conſtrained to 
put himſelſe fomewhat on the one fide, and ligheing fem 
the ſaddle, he lefte his bozſe alone, and lapde hold vppon his 
{wo2d, wherewith his enimie ſtroke at bim a migbtic e ters 
rible blow, who with a ſtrange ligbtneſſe cauſed it to be ſtro⸗ 
ken in vaine, in ſtepping on the one de, and there ul bee 
cloſed with the Siant, and thzew at his bꝛeaſt ſo terrible 4 
ſtrong a fopne, that bis armour was not ſufticienr foz fo 
make reũſtaunce, but that the fury thereof mull be exccuted, 
and pearced him thozough vnto the backe, wherewith p Gt- 
ant gaue a terrible fal to the ground, at which nopſe p other 
thzx Giants did awake, and one of them put himſelf quicks 
ly on fote,and without tarrping foz to put on his healme, oz 
to take his ſhield, but blaſpheming againſt his Gods, he ran 
aga:nlf the Pagan, who abode his comming with ſuch like 
courage, as his pꝛeſumption did require. The Giaunt with 
both his hands, ſtroke at him fo monſtrous a blow, that if if 
had chaunced on him, it would haue put his life in great ieo⸗ 
paige, But this baltant Brutaldoro with his actuſtomed 
pollicte, did cle re himſelfe from the ſame, The great 4 broad 
woꝛd of y Oiant had not ſo ſone paſſed do wne, when þ Pas 
gan pꝛelled onto the Gtant,befoze he bad any leaſore to lift 
it vp again, x with an cuerthwart blow, he ſtroke him with 
ſy great ſtrength vpon the head, that all from the cares vps 
wan des, he bzaught vnto the earth, wherewith the Oy⸗ 
gun sell downe dead fo the ground, whole fall was ſo ters 
rihle and made ſo great a noyſe, that it ſceined a micthtye 
towee had tunzibled downe: whoſoener at that time hadde

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The Dutchelle did then pꝛoulde fo2 her departure, as if was

And when Noſicleer ſawe 
them, not hauing anie time to put on his helme, he carried it 
in his hand, and leapt out of the waggen, as light as a Hart 
amongeſt the cragged mountaines, and in a trice he was 
with them, yet the ſtrength of thoſe t o men was not (affi- 
cient te launch the barke from the ſhoare, the which Roh - 
deer had fozgotten,am 192 conetonlneſſe that be wonld not 
loſe his hozſe, he went to diſturbe them, and leapt into the 
45arke:he was no ſoner within it, when that with his accu⸗ 
ſtomed [ wiftnefle the barke began to maue it ſelfe from the 
ſhoare,the which when-theſe two men (awe , they woulds 
haue leapt into the water, but Roſicleer taught faſt holde of 
the one, and faide him, but the other he could not, foz that it 
was ſo quickly done .

The Greeke was very attentive vato the wo2des that 
Eleno ſpake and when he ſawe his face diſcouered and his 
his helme off, it ſeemed vnto him, that bo ſaw the p2opoztion 
of his owne naturall face,as thongh-be were loking of him 
ſelle in a glaſſe, and he-receined great contentment at p ſight 
of him, although he dio very much meruatie to ſ&- him in

High ar mightis Ladp, ther is no reaion that 
A da aunl were pou vnto thoſe wozde, which pour eaubled 
heart hath pꝛonounted againſt him, that J am (pre, and va 
right well know,in-your ſernice wonld loſs bis lyfe, 4 not 
he alone, hut alſo all his fannes and ſubiccts, ſoz the greatg 
god wil 5 to you we haue, as it doth eppeare in this apde E 
fuccour which now we haue made. And if pon do well coils

tie vpon me, And although be was weary, yet was not his 
baliant armes at this time vnoccupted, but rather with a 
mo2e ſtrength he did pꝛocure to defende himſelke, wozking 
ſuch wondꝛous feates,tbat ſeemed euen impollible, but vnto 
them that ſawe it. And he recouered unto hinuelfe a news 
courage and foꝛce, in ſuch ſozt, that the water of the Sea did 
giue teſtimoniall of his great pzoweclle, foz that vnto moze 
then ten of them which did purſue him, hee gaue the ſea fog 
their ſepulchar: and ik it had not bene oz the Gyannt that 
did trouble him very much, he would befo2e he hadde bene 
ſlaine, made that very few of the reſt ſhould baue remained, 
foz to bzag themſelues of their victozp.

So that when Rolilcer fawe that 
one alone Knig;t with ſo great courage did make reßſtance | 
againſt ſo many, who bid moleſt bim without all pitte , 46 21 
moued in him a deſtre to helpe him, which ſtraight way he 5 
put in vꝛe, and leping a ſhoze with his accuſtomed courage, 
be went towards the place whereas they were in battalle, 
and haning his [wozd falt in both his hands, he pꝛeſſed in a⸗ 
mongit thole vile peaple, and when he la lo that he which did 
molt trouble the knight, was that furious and diucliſh Gi⸗ 
ant, he Groke him ſuch a blow vpon his left ſhoulder y hars 
neſſe and bodp altogether he cut downe fo the waſt, 4 made 
bim fall dead into the water where he was, Yet his fury res 
ſted not with this, but friking about him, at fourc blowes 0 
be bzought foure Knights to their end. And as the watcred 
bearves og flowers doth recreate themſelues when they are 
coucred with the beames of the ſontie of Tona, in ſuch lozt 
did the P2tnce Don Eleno reiopte at the comming of this 
new ſuccour vnloked foz, and therewith recouering newe 
'frength, with one {rape he [p2ong ont of the water, and put 
himſelfe by the fide of Rolicleer, and lapd vpon his enimies, 
with great and mightie blowes. The wozthy Roſicleer bes 
ing moued with the great outrage that thoſe vile people did, 
w2oucht ſuch valiant wonders, that it was to be meruatled 
at, and bnhappy might he account himſelfe, who chaunced tc 
receiue a blow at his hande. They made (a great haſt ir 
cutting, wounding and killing of thoſe vile people, that lea⸗ 
uing ſome dead, and other ſoze wounded, others running 8- 
way to deliaer theinſclues from the furie ok their vnmers 
full blowes,theſe knights wer fre z at libertie of all their 
02iner peri!l, This valyant Eleno Would haue gratified ths

ſo furious as the firſt, that was mounted on a migbtie hoꝛſe: 
th:ſe made great halt to fraualle fozwards, When this va⸗ 
tiant Dacian ſaw this aduenture, he was in a great confuſi⸗ 
on, ſoz that he found himſelfe ſo leave and weake, ret fog all 
th at, the great valour of bis per ſon, and courage of his hart, 
would not ſuffer anpe uggiſchneiſe, but determined to let 
them at libertie, and to punith lo great outrage, oz els to dis 
in the demaunde.

the other ſhepheardes that were in companie with Tarido, 
deſired that the night wer come,fo2 to returne and to reiopte 
themſclues in hearing tho wert end well conſozted muſiche 
of the Pzance,x ſo they made agreement to returne to p lame 
place, but if feli not out as they had defermined, foz that vp⸗ 
pon a ſodaine and vnawares Eleno heard a verie delozous

him a mightie blow vpon his helme with all his ffrength + 
but this Dacian P2ince-made little account thercof ; and 
paſſing by he ffroke him a blow vpon his ſhield, and fo2 that 
his blow could extend no farther, he remained with bis life, 
other wile it had coſt him the pꝛice thereof, foz it parted his 
thieid in two peeces. The Knight returned, and gave him as 
nother blow, that it made the ſparks of fire to fly out of bis 
bealme. Then the Dacian full. of pꝛe, let goc his ſhield, and 
claſped faſt his ſwoꝛd in both his hands, and ſtroke him ſo 
terrible a blow bpon his helme, that he cut helme and heads 
in two peeces,and he fell down dead fo the earth. The other 
ſeeing their companion dead, all thꝛœ together ſet vpon him: 
but this valiant Dacian who in ſuch like aduentures neuer 
bad any feare, did receine them with his accuſtomed lurpe, 
ſtriking on them both on the right and lefte hand with moz⸗ 
tall blowes.Jn the meane time, this afflicted Lady, when ſhs 
ſawe the Rnight dead, which cauſed her diſhonourzipke a lu⸗ 
rious-Lionefſe ſhe went towards him and ſapd. Oh hows 
the gods haue ginen thee thy paiment fa2 the diſhonoz, which 
thou haſt done me: yet ſhe ſaid, O beanie Felina, what voth 
this reuengement p2ofite thy honour, being loft, it were ves 
xy great riches vnto me, that by the death of him which hath 
robbed me of it, it might be reſtozed me again. Dh my gods, 
A am in no kalt, in the long of my chaſtitie,foz that it was 
violently taken from me, in the thicke fozreſt. There hall 
be none able to diſturbe, but that J will execute my fury vp⸗ 
pon my ſelfe, although J do not deſerue the ſame: and in 
ſaping theſe woꝛds, ſhe toke the ſwo2d of that dead knight, 
and put the popnt to her bzealt,and thzew her ſelfe thereon, 
1 in ſuch ſozt,that Fabio could not ſuceour her, although with 
1 great baſt he would haue done it.

remained, ſcing the fierceneſſe of his adue rſarv, would haue 
zunne away. But the Dacian perceiuing it, befoze that bee 
could put in execution bis deſire, he ſtroke him ſuch a blow 
vpon his helme, that being parted in peeces with the head, he 
made him to beare company; with bis dead companions, So 
when be had concluded this battaile, he went vnto the dead 
Lady, and hauing great ſozro w to ſæ her he pulled the blou⸗ 
die (wo2d out of her body, and commaunded Fabio that in 

the belt manner he could to make a graue, and to bury her. 

The Dacian did helpe him all that he could, and being Dons 

vnto their contentment, he put an Epitaph ouer per, which 
was in this wile.

Do when he had written this Epitaph, iopning this great 
ſoꝛrowe vnto that which he had befoze., be leapt vppon his 
Ae, and put himſelfe amougſt a companie of troubleſome 
trees, among the which be had not trauailed long, wben ba 
beard one playing on a ſhephardes Rebucke, which made a 
very [ wete ſounde,and-{9urning bis ho2ſc that waye from 
whence the ſound came, her chaunced to come whereas be 
founde certaine Shepheardes, who. by thepz countenaunces 
appeared to ber verye. ſadde, and they late vnder a Wal- 
nut tr, where they paiſed. awape the great beate of the 
daye. Thele Dhepheards when they ſaw the Prince, aroſe. 
vp, and with great iope they did ſalute him: The P2incs 
retourned vnto them their ſalutations, and did alpghte 
from his hoꝛſe, which he gaue vnto 8 his Page, that

ec he was one of them that was ſlaine by the handes of Bra» 
« marandus, whom afterwardes the Emperour Trebatio flew 
cc in battaile, Do J remained all alone, bery much made off, 
4 Well beloued of the widdowe my mother, and we kepte our 
« ſelues in a very faire caſtle of ours, not far from this place, 
« Whereas we did paſſe our ſolitary liues. So J was required 
«c of louc,of a Gen:leman, mozo richer in godes and landes, 
« than in linage 92 vertue, and J vaderfſanding his lit le eſti⸗ 
« mation, did alwaycs eſteome him as little, and neuer made 
cc any reckoning of his meſſages : the which was tbe octaſi⸗

Thoſe foure knights came 
all againſt y p2zince,ſome with their ſpeares, 4he Þ had none, 
came W his l woꝛd in his hand with great furie, one of the 
koure, who thought himſelie to be mo2c valtant the all b reit, 
came fozmoſt with his f wozd in his band all a high, 1 Uroks 
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7 he ſecend part of the ; 


his page, who as you hane heard, that by reaſon of the great 
haſt that the barke made, he coulde not retourne a lande to 
Numidia. His name was called Fabio, who was fo his ma, 


ter ſuch companpe that many times he would comfozte the 


Pꝛince, when he was molk troubied with very comfo2table 
wo2ds and perlwaſions, and did ſernve him with great loug 
and fidelitie. The Pꝛince and his Page began fo trauaple a 
fate with an eaſte pace thaough a narow and ſtraight path, 
and with a meruailous and diligent epe, he did beholde that 
tountrep, and it ſcemed vnto him, that he ſhould know it, 4 
that bcioze that time he bad paſſed by that waye ; but the 
ficme loue that he had to Lidia, was the occaſion that it was 
gut of his remembꝛaunce.

he called loz his lute, oz that Fabio did alwayes carry with 
him t taking it in his hands, onelp to giue lome eaſe vato 
bis tozmented hart, he began to ſtag theſe verſes following,

His Page Fabio did cauſe him to leaue off his finging , 
fo2 with the great attention that he gaue to heare his Ma⸗ 
ſter,he likewiſe heard a lamen able ſound, which ſ&med to 
be of a Lady, Likewife the Pzince, when he had ended bis 
{wete muſicke, did hearken fo heare it: and giuing a very 
attentiue eare, that although the did complaiae with a lows 
voyce, pet he might heare chat the found of the voice, came 
fozth of the thickeſt from amongſt thoſe trees ; and without 
any moze farrping;he left his lute with his Page, and went 
that way from which he thought the vobce came, and the kar⸗ 
ther he went, the better he might heare that weake and fe ⸗ 
ble boyte. Still he went foꝛwards, lil (ach kime as be might 
{x who it was that made that lamentation. And he ſaw that 
it was a very faire Ladp, that was bound vnto a tree , all 
naked to the (kin, ſhe had all her haire ſpꝛed abꝛoad vppon 
ber naked backe. The Pzince came vnto ber, and befoze 
that he ſapd any wo2d, he did vntie her, and cut the co2ves 
wierewith ſhe was bound, and toke a gowne which was 
there of the Ladyes, and couered her delicate any white boy 
dye. The Ladie was verp much aſhamed to fc ber leite 
loſe and at libertie: and fitting downe vnder a grane @ake, 
the Pzince aſked of her who he was, that without reſpect 
of his owne honeſtie and honour, had lefte her in that legt. 
This kapꝛe Lady ſapd : Aniaht, thou ſhalt vnderſkand that 
Jam Daughter - vito a verpe god Bight and Gens 
leman, who was Lo2de ouer tbꝛa Caſtles of the belt

him. The couragious Empꝛeſſe with a ropall ſtomacke & 
great diſcretion, diſſembling her griefe in the beſt wiſe ſhes 
tould, commaunded her body to be caried out of the pallaice, 
and in the Court of the pallaice he commanned to be made 
a rich tombe,in the which ſhe was buried: there was made 
her pzopoztion, which did ſhew what chaunced vnto ß dam⸗ 
fell ; and about the tombe was witten an Epitaph, which 
did declare the occaſion of her death, All the time that this 
damſell was a burping, the Emperour neuer came fozth out 
of his cloſet, neither would he daue come fozth when ba 
did, and if it had not bene by the great impoztance of þ Ems 
pꝛeſſe. Whereas now we will leaus them, fo; to tell you cf 
the chaunces and aduentures which hapned vnto þ Peince 
Eleno, the time that he trauailed in the world, the which fo; 
that he was as noble as warlypke, and ok great ſtrength, it is 
not reaſon, that he ſhould paſſe ſo long without making as 
By mention of him. Vou do well remember how be wente 
out of Numidia, with one onelp Page, putting himlelfe to 
ſea, in that inchaunted barke of the Kiyfabt of the Sunne. 
De was ſo heauie and fo2rowfull foF the death of bis Ladis 
znd Piſtreiſe, that he waz clcane changed, and appcared not 
to be him that he was wont, neither had he ſo great wiſe⸗ 
dome to gonerne himlelfe. In this manner he trauapled al⸗ 
moſt a whole peare, and neuer could mete with Brenio, vn⸗ 
to whom de was commaunded to giuethe letter from Ly- 
cla, neither could he heare in any place wherſocner he came, 
where he might goe to ſeke him: in which his trauatle, be 
did not let but to mate with lome aduentures, the which,

Uhen he had made an ende of reading ß letter be could 
not haue ſo much ſufferance with himſclfe, but with þ teares 
which dittilico from his eyes, he muſt nerdes ſhewe the 
paine Which his hearte indured, foz the ſozrowfull com⸗ 
plaintes, which that lamentable and complaining Vetter 
did viter. The Damoſell which bzougyt the Letter, 
all the time that the Emperour was reading of if, che nes. 
ner withdzewe her eves from loking on bin ; and when 
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And were as glad of the death of Geredeon, as they lvere g 
Teſtozing of the kingdome vnto Galtenor. Ja few dapes af, 
Ter was Claridiano, comme againe to vis ((rength, and made 
"whale, which was ſo great toye and pleaſure vnto the Bing 
Delfo that vnta his tangement,he ne ded not to deſite anyg 
Uther thing. Bo when the mellengers wers retourned y they 
ſent vnto Arginatia, they did determine, fo2 that all the coun- 
trey ſhould be put in god ozder,that Galtcnor ſhoulde depart 
fo2 that part ont of hand, who vid pzocure to carp with bim 
Claridiano ; but the Ring Delfo would not conſent vnte if 
by any meanes,fo2 the which. the king Galtenor went away 
greatly dilcontented.

The new knight, 
who receiged no gricfe at His ertremitie, but waping the ne⸗ 
ceſſitis into which he was dzinen, fo; lacke of a weapon, but 
ſeing the Gyant occupped in feeling of his face, and wzing⸗ 
ing his bodie at the griefe thereof, he did pzocure lo winne 
from him his maſe,and gining a contrarie leap, as the Dunce 
doth when ths is opp;elſed by the hunter, laped holds on the 
maſe,and pulled it, giuing ſo ſtrong and wille a farne,being 
done with ſo great 1 wiftneile, that he was conſtrained to let 
it loſe out of his hand.

the victozie, then maiſt thou make thy combat with p other 
ninetie and nine. And with this he did pat himſelfe a parte, 
Gaking bis (word with a mervaiions god grace, When the 
Opant {awe this, in manner of mocking he ſapd:Go get thee 
hence thou vile thing, and take vnio thee the fatour and aide 
which J doe will thee, and doe not thinke that thou ſhalt ob⸗ 
taine of me ſo honourable an end, to be llaine of me in equal! 
battatle , Here this new knight by ante meanes coulde not 
ſaffer his outragious arrogancic,but ſapd bnto bim: Thou 
cruell tyzant, ſubicc to all pꝛide, defend thy ſelſe, and leaue 
off theſe teuilinges and boaltes , And in ſaping theſe woꝛdes 
the Pzince pꝛeſſed to the Opant, and ſtroke at him ſo ſtrong 
a blow vpon one of his thighs,that his ſtrong armour did fal- 
cifie,and he made a little wound, out of the which ilued very 
much bloud. When this inkernall monſter felt bimieife thus 
hurt, and ſ&ing that he made little pccount of him, but rather 
veipiſed his wo2des, withont anie moze tarrping, bo lift vp a 
verie heaute maſe of yzon, which was greate and long, and 
had hanging at the ende thereof flue balles of ſteele, cach of 
them hanged by a ele chaine of greate ſtrength . The king 
Delto was meruailoully troubled, when he ſawe the dcfo2s 
med weapon which was raiſev in the aire, making a greate 
noiſe, and with greate furie readie to be diſcharged vpon the 
head of this warlike knight, who when he ſaw it comming, 
with his accuſtomed lightnefe did pzocure to deliner him s 
ſelfe from ſo hozrible a blowe,and in ſuch ſozt it came, that 
all thoie ſiue balls fell together on the ground, at which fall 
by reaſon of the great waight of the maſe, he was conſtrained 
to fail fozwards with the blowe The Pzince which at that

cl;ered bimſelke from thot blow, but he could not ds it, but S 
one of thoſe balls did glaunce bpon the viſour of his helme, in 
ſuch lozle, that it made him fo gite there 02 foure ſteps backs 
warde, he was ſo amazed, wherewtith be was reatie to fall 
potone, which without all doubt he had, if that pe had not las 
bourcd to fate himſelfe by falling foz warde, with bis hands 
to the ground, the which was not ſo quickly dane, and he re⸗ 
couered, but that the Gyant had his male in the aire ready to. 
ſtrike him againe, but hauing time, he clered himſelfe theres 
of, ſo that he troke that blow in vaine, wherewith the pꝛince 
faſtned ſo mightie a blow at the Gyant upon his backe, that 
be made him to fall fozwards with his hands vpon þ carth, 
be had nat la ſone giuen him that blow, but ſtraight way be 
gaue him the ſecond vpon his helme, that without fccling he 
made him to fall againe vpon his hands, with both his knas 
to the ground.

and hurt bim very ſoꝛe, whereat ran out very much blond 
hen the Glant (awe the great damage that he had done 
vnto his bay by that blo we, he thꝛawe his ſhield (rom him, 
taking faſt bolde of his great [wo2d in both his hands (and 
without hauing anp power to ſhunne from it) he ſtroke the 
pꝛinte ſacy a blow vpon his Wield, that be cut it in two pers 
ces and it de lcended dawne bypon his healme with ſo greate 
ftrength and watgbt, that againT his will, it made him to 
ftwye with dis knees to the ground, and to tape btmicife 
with one of his bands, becauſe he ſhonid not fall gowne all 
together. This diuelich giant, when he ſaw him inthat caſe, 
would haue ſtroke him another blowe: but at ſuch time as 
be would haue diſcharged 1, his inuincible Unight aroſe vp 
with ſe great wiath, j a thicke ſmoke came cut of his viſe, 
and without any moze tarryting , be thꝛew the pace of the 
ſhield that cemained from bim, and with a light teape be tots 
ned wu his enemie, and ſtroke him ſa hoꝛrible and furi- 
dus aviow vpon dis helme, that it did little p2ofite him the 
ſtre igth ok the Role, but he cut it in two preces, bead 3 all, 
and ve fell downe to p groand, Oy what great diſturbance 
and feare this vnmeaſurable blowe caofed vnto all the pec⸗ 
ple, as well to thoſe of the Citie, as to thoſe of the contrary 


part. But aboue all this,Gcredeon Was much amazed And 


w:th the great anger and unath which be had to ſa the tio 
Clants laine befaze him, he thꝛuſt himſelfe awonat att the 
peple,ww ſo great ramour,as when a ffrong rocke by fozce 
of an earthquake, when the fierce and furious winde Both 
takes it, and feare-and rent it out of the place and ſcituati⸗ 
an, whereas it was wont to ftand ; and wits the terrible ; 
G5 great 
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great noiſe and ſound thereof, not onolp all the ſhepheerdes 
and heard men of the field be ſcarred and afraide, but alſo the 
great blow doth remaine in the aire with a great and rum⸗ 
bling ecko:euen with the like farte this Arginarian king rus 
ſhed amongſt and thzongh his people. Claridiano without 
chewing ante kinde of trouble, did abide his commir g with 
ſo ffrong and couragtous a heart, as doth the trokeb 4 crags 
ged rocke abide to make defence againſt the fozce and vnb2is 
deled kurie of 5ᷣ reſtleſſe Neptune. Do with great haſt went 
the Gyant againſt the new knight, and as he came befoze 
him, he coulde not coniecture who c2 what vntamed poung 
mau that ſhould be, fo that he neuer at ante time heard anie 
ſpeaking of him, and with the lpke confufion he ſapd. night, 
1 know not what to ſape vnto ſo hainous a matter that by 
the is committed againſt we, fo2 ſæing thy great boldneſſe 
which thou halt had to difgutet and anger me, it doth caule 
me to p2ocure to haue reuengement of the, And to the con⸗ 
trarts Je thou art ons alone knight, and there foze J dot

ment. And yet fo2 all this, J doe tell thor, J hall not be la- 
tiſted fo the great anger E w2ath the which J hone againſt 
the. Wihoſorucr bad bene pꝛeſent to haue teard him (pcoke 
thele wo2des woulde baue fre;bled with feare , but bo in 
whoine frare could ncuer take place, and one which twke no 
care noꝛ did not eſtæme his woꝛzde, ſapde: J doe not knows 
Wherevppon thou doeſt ſtape, if thou docſt mcane to take

And therewith be thzewe bis 
great ſpeare at the Giant, that without hauing anxe power 
to defend himſelfe from that blowe it pearced his Qhield,any 
bozed th2zough bis armour,and not ſfateng there, the.ſharpe 
popnt paſſed thzongh his body from the one ſidr lo the other 
taking from him that milerable ſenle,and the bodp gaue a 
terrible fall to the grounde, At all that paſſed, was pzeſent 
the pꝛoud g ſtrong Geredeon, who with an infernall wzath 
tb:ew fire from him, and in great haſt called foz his armoz:

on ante humane creature , there lacked nothing in bim but 
onely the knowledge of Jelus Chzift, fog in that he was 
bought vp amongeſt Pagans he knew him not. Her was 
Fo indued witz vertue and mightinefle of courage, that the 
wile Lyrgandeo thought it beſt to bolde his peace and to bee 
in quiet, referring himſelke vnto his woꝛkes, as in the pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe hereof yon ſhall vnderſtaud hereſoze he will ſaie little 
af this timo, dut one iy he was one that God had indued with 
many graces and god gifts, that the Pagans did account him 
to be one of their Gods. The king Delfo did make ſo much 
of him, that he woulde not at anie time let him departe one 
minute rom him. Me bzought him vp with greate maielſlie

being demaunded of thee, Wherkoze J doubt not but vnto me 
alt be graunted {iſence here in top Countrie to put a de⸗

tyat it all be a tuſt thing. The Emperour who knew him 
by the denice that he had on his ſheld, that it wes he which 
made the battaile with the QAucne of Lyra, with a ſober 
Wunſenannce he ſapd: Rnight,althongh my fame be not ſuch 
as pon haue beere publiſhed, yet demanding avy of this with * 
eue tas you doe certiſte me pou will) J cannot but graunt 
i vnfo thee, And therekoze bare J doe giue thee lilence that

ſicleer ſayd, Thou axt very much deceiued Giaref, in Þ {hog 
taiſt, to; we did very well knowe with whom we ſhoulde 
baue battaple, and were fully infozmed theresf, and purpeſe 
to take the head from thy bodp, in ſatilkaction of thcir era, 
ſons which thou doſt vie. The anger and pꝛe of the © iat 
was ſuch, that without any moze farrying, with (cat tc 

be turned about his hozſe, and his father did then, þ t 
Kniabts alſo did the ſame , And when they were right (he 
one againſt the other, at the ſound of ſundzp inſtruments of 
warres, they ranne the one againſt the other, in (ſuch ſo2te , 
that not one of them miſſed his blo we, but made the ſhiuers 
of the ſpeares to flye in very ſmall pæces in the aire, with⸗ 
out recctaing any griefe.

The wile Lyrgandeo doth waite,foz that be would not put 
t he reader in admiration,he wold not tell all which he might 
of this ſtraunge wozkmanſhip, but part thereof, which is res 
quiſite to this our hiftozie. Towards that part of the p2inci, 
pail gate, and right befoze the pallace there appeared twelue 
Pinacles of lo great and mightie height, that the pyzamides 
of Aegypt were verie lowe in compariſon to them, in ſuch 
fo2t,that whoſoeuer would Ioke on them, was ſcant able 
with his ſight to compzehend the betghf , and thep were all 
made of different coulours of ſtone:downe below bnder the 
ftow:e there was an arch, with a gate, which leemed to be of 
Diamond, and all was compaſſed about with a great moat, 
being of ſo great deapth, that they thought it fo reach to the 
middeſt of the earth,and it was almoſt two hundzeth paces 
bꝛoade, and euerie gate had his dꝛawne b2idge , all made of 
boꝛds verie red, which ſemed as though thcy had bene all 
bathed in bloud, and on the vtfer parts of all this, there was 
a piller of Jaſper ſtone, at the which there hanged a hone, 
which ſemen to be of a Diamond, all w2onght full of pꝛe⸗ 
tious (ones of a Nrange wozke, the which was of great va- 
lour,and garniſhed with chaines of gold that were made faſt 
vnto it, whereat hung a Parchment as white as the Snow, 
wherein was wzitten certaine Greeke Letters which were 


all red, and reading of them He lawe that the wozdes were 
theſe, 


At ſuch time as the great matrone increaſmg with her 
excellencic the fame of tlie Greeke blond , with a furious 
ſound, that blowing of this. horne he ſhall be accepted with 
greate contentment of the Aegyptian ( but with braiding 
and reuiling at one time or other.)

The next daye in the mozning they went towards Con- 
ſtantinople, ane there was not one who ſawe the ©mperoz 
and his company but receiued great pleaſure . But Sindera 
the Dutchefſe,and Aunt vnto Archiſilora, was greatly grie- 
ued fo2 hir abſence. As they trauailed by the way, p knight 
of the Sunne determined to gine the @mperonr to vnder⸗ 
ande of all the loue that had paſſed betwenc him and the 
Empꝛeſſe Clacidiana, So the Tmperour when he vnderſtod 
it, was nothing ſozrie faz that which had paſt,but rather did 
determine to ſende and call fo2 the ſubiects and vaſſalies of 
the Empꝛeſſe, and ſo in publike to marrie them together: 
pet at that time he did not glue him to underſtande of the 
loſſe of the two childzen, 

Do with this and like communication, they came duko 
the Citie, whereas they were recctued, as vn'o their eſtate 
appertayned, And at their entering into the Pallaice, thers 
came foath fo reteiue them, the Pzinceffe Tigliaſa, and ibs 
faire Ol:uia, who foz the diſcontentment witch they recct - 
uod log the abſence of their nights, would not goe fozth of 
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Conſtantinople. What (hall Z ſaye to you of the Tartanan 
Zoylo, he was ſo ont of quiet and tronbled to lo ihe pꝛin⸗ 
tele, that he was almoſt beſide himſelfe, and chaunged dis 
coulour , and lyke-a man without under ſtanding he-caws 
do wne from the Pallayce, making a great nopſe: and with 
out taking any reſt, he went out of the Citie, end with great 
fury he put himſcife into the wods and wildernefſe of Gre- 
cia, leauing the ſoꝛtowfull Lady with ſo much care, that if 
the wiſe Lirgandeo had not comfozted her, ſhe thought ve⸗ 
rely to haue dyed at that pꝛeſent time, by whoſe counſcll the 
was willed to goe and lake him, and to cart ie in companye 
with her two of her damoſells: and be pzomiſed her fo fo 
remedie her lo rob, that ſhe ſhould be fully ſatiſfied , The 
which did fail out cleane contrary 2 foz that the knowledge 
of man doth little auaile to hinder the wil of the Creatoz of 
all things, As hereafter ſhall be tolde you in the third part 
of this hiſtozie. | 

Now to retourne vnfo the great pleaſure Which the ſub⸗ 
kects of the Cniperour receiued foz his comming : if was in 
ſuch lozt, that they did no other thing but make keaſtes and 
paltimes, Jn the meane time whileſt they were making all 
theſe paſtimes in Conltantinople, they ſent fo call the ſub⸗ 
liedes and vaſſalles of the Empzeſſe Claridiana , who came 
ſtraight wape without anye delepe: and they which 
came, were the Bing of Pontus, and the Ring Simonia, and 
the great Duke of Alafonte,Uinto whome was declared the 
whole occaſion wherefoze they were called. And when they 
knew ß they Huld obtapne fo2 their Lozd ſo royal a peince, 
they were weruailouſip well contented and receiued greate 
pleaſure. : ang without any moze tarrying they made them 
lure b 0 was made great feaſts and paſtimes. 
and there he was ſwozne Emperdur, and they deſired them, 
that they would goe 4 acknowledge their lands 4 countrice, 
and gaue them to vnderſtande, that the long ablence of the 
Impꝛeſſe was the occaſõ of many diſſent ions, wherin ſome 
rebellious people did begin to ſhew their cankered thougbts. 
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which wer come fo:th lo: to ſœ the battaile, when they ſawn 
the Emperours face and knew him, they altogether with a 
great ſhoute (ayd. Dh happie is this daye, in the which wer 
haue lene the excellent face of our renowmed Emperour,; 

' - therewith alfogether they ran to him fo2 to kiſſe his hands, 
and he which could firft come vnto him, he thought himlelke 
molt happieſt, Foz he was the beſt be loued Pzince amon- 
geſt his ſubiects in all the wozld, Many of them with great 
halt went to tell the Cmpzeſſe,foz to get a rewarde , The 
Pagan by the great ſtitrring and ruſling of the people, vn- 
derſtod that the Emperour was there, and thought within 
bimſelke, that there he coulde get no honour , wherfoze with 
great fury be lifte vp his ſwoꝛde, and griping it faft in bis 
band, he ffretched bimſclfe in his ſtirrops all p euer he could 
and ſtrake ſuch a terrible & furious blowe vpon the healme 
of the knight of the Sant hat without any feeling be fel 
vpon his hozſe crupper, t When be ſaw him in that traunce, 
he ſet ſpars to his hozſe, and made him to runne lyke the 
winde thzough the middeſt of all the people, that were loh⸗ 
ing on the battell, and like as a Lyon in the mountaynes of 
Libia, whoſe bzcaff is wounded by the ſtout hunts man, lea⸗ 
uing his darte in him, and beſp2inkeling all the graſle , 
with his bloud, which he doth expell from him without #- 
ny feare,and fearing in peces the dark, that was cauſe of all 
bis harme, he giueth great and he2rible roarings with bis 
bloudie mouth, and bziſtling vp bis rugged haire. Do with 
like furie this valiaunt Pagan paſt thozough amongeſt the 
people that were there, lo that ſome he thzewe downe from 
their hozſe,and others he lefte very ſo2e burt, and with this 
periilous aſſault he put himſetfe into the thicke wods. The 
A'&ne which was fiahting with the knight of the Empe⸗ 
rialt head, did ſe very well, how that the the Poꝛe was el⸗ 
caped, and with the great anger which the had to ſee him 
runne away without taking renengement of bim, ſhe gaue 
lo terrible a blowe vato her aduerſarie that it made him to 
4opne his bead with his bꝛeaſt, and leffe him without any 


£enembzannce,and without any moze tarrying, ſhe — 
and 
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and followed the Pagan. The knight of the Sunne, who at 
this time was come to himſelke, and had fully reconcred bis 
remembearince,and could not ſee bis enimie, he demaunded 
{o; him, And there it was tolde him of his deſperate run⸗ 
ning away. The Pzince would haue followed him, ik the 
Cmperour had not lefted him, Likewiſe the Knight with 
the Empetiall heade came agatne vnto himſelfe, and thinks 
ing to haue made payment of that blow vnto his adnerſarp, 
he loked round about and could not ſ& her, and beholding 
all the reſt which were in that company, be ſawe that they 
were all well content and very iopfull, and full of plcaſare, 
wherefoze without any moze tarrping he put bimſelſe in⸗ 
fo the kozreſt, leaning the Emperour and all the reſt, verye 
deſirous to know who he was, as alſo of the knight of the 
Li!lyes : the which was Craight wape tolde him by a Das 
molell of the Qucenes, at the Whith they all rematned much 
amazed, iudging it to be one of #%e moſt notableſt things 
that was in all the wozld. The Empzeſſe when ſhe vnder⸗ 
{lod the god newes, ſtraight wape went fo2th foz to ſ the 
Cinperonr, with lo much iope and pleaſure, that the ſcantlpe 
new where ſhe was: 4 when ſhe came to caſt her armes 
(02 to tmbzace him ſhe ſapde. By Lo2de, J doe not compare 
{his imbꝛacing vnto that, which an bncurteous Knight did 
gite me not long ſince. The Emperour did receiue ber with 
great lone and gladneſſe, and imbꝛacing her harde he ſayde + 
Py louing Ladp, let the delight of this, cauſe pou to fo. get 
the delpite of the other, and pet by it we haue loft the molt 
excellent Lady in all the world, which is the Autene of Li- 
ra. Then did the Emperour declare vnto her all p had paſt, 
there in bis ſight, at the which the Empꝛeſſe greatlpe mer⸗ 
nalled, and was ſoꝛie fo; her departure:s with the great ples 
(ure ſhe receined at the ſight of the Cmperour , ſhe did not 
looke foz the famaus Knight of the Sunne, vntill ſuch time 
as he came to kifſe her bande : then was all-her iore whole 
ly accompliſhed. So there they declared vnto the Cmpcroz 
ol the departing of Roſiclcer and Brandimardo and how Tyat 
hex neuer heard any newes of them. £ 
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and belpe bnfo them that gine thee no thankes fo? it. But 
the Pzince who was then burning with wzath, refourrey 
againe by the lefte (de to put himſelſe befoze ber, and gang 
the Pagan fa terrible a blowe, that be made all his bodye 
to ſhake , The knight with the Li!lyes did put himlelfe a- 
gaine befo2e and ſapde. Jn an eutll houre doeſt thou vſg 
this greate bncurteſie with one that thou doeſt not knowe, 
Che fearce Pagan in all this time was not idle, but at 
ſuch time as theNnene did croſſe the waye foz to take her 
rome, the Pagan ſtroke her ſo tronglye;that it lacked but 
a little, that ſhe fell not from her hozſe to the ground, The 
knight with the Emperiall bead when be ſawe that, let his 
ſpurres to his hozſe,and ſayd. 

O men of (mall eſtimation, come bether to me one of 
rou, and doc not occupie your ſelues in ſuch controuerſies. 
And with ſaping thele and ſuch lyke wo2des, bee ſtroke the 
Quene ſuch a blowe, that he made her tæth to chatter in 
her bead, in ſuch ſozte, that ſhe bad almoſt loft her feeling, 
but hee had no cauſe te boaſt himſelfe verie much of that 
blowe.fo2 that quickly ſhe retour ned his (alutation with ſo 
great itrenath, that ſhe& gaue him well to vnderfand her 
cauragious fre . Nowe there beganne à rigozous hat- 
taple, and the Knight of the Sun remained alone with the 
Pagan: Oh wiſe and warrelpke Eliza, gine mee to d2inke 
pf that water which the nine ſiſters did difcover , that by 
the belpe of that wart liquoz F may make ſharpe mp rude 
fongue,fo that mixing the ſpeech of Mercuric with the pzows 
eſſe of Mars, J maye vnfolde this furious battaple which 
thele foure knightes made, who with exceeding and won⸗ 
derfull blowes fkroke one another, without ante caſing, that 
they made them whether they woulde oꝛ no, to incline their 
bod pes fo thep2 hozſe head, without anie fœling. In this 
lozte continued theſe valpaunt and warlpke knigbtes 4 
god ſpace, till ſuch time as the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana came 
in great haſt, running with ber light hozſe , and making a 
great noiſe, without anie conſideration, but onely to bee re- 
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Hine tome, giue rome, foꝛ this bat faile doth belong vn⸗ 
to mee to make an ende thereof , And without anie moze 
(peaking ſhe put her lelfe befoze the knight of the Danne, 
and beganne to laye on the Pagan with her furious blowes. 
The Pagan was nothing abaſhed at that, but as one which 
had ſtrength and courage inough, he receiued them. When 
the knight of the Sunne with greste anger ſapde. Tell me 
knight what is the canſe which hath moucd ther to offer 
ſuch lyke villante, This womanly warriour retonrned Ls 
to him, and ſtraight waye the did knowe him to be the 
Lnight of the Sunne. Here all you true lovers may indge 


the areate iope that ſhe receined when ſhee beheld befoze her, 


him who with fo great lone ſhe loued, and the greate deſirs 
ſhe had to heare of him. So ſhe replyed with verie amo zous 
woꝛdes, and ſayde , Lan 

My derre and welbeloued Lozv,feing that foztune hath 
bzonght you Hether at thts inſtaͤunt, pzocure iopntip with 
pour reuengement to wozk mine againf this Pagan. Then 
the knight of the Dunne did knowe that it was his Ladie, 
Wherewith his ſtrength increafcd,and allo his anger, vnder⸗ 
ſtanding that the Pagan had vſed difcurteſie agapulſt her, 
and layd: How is this thou falſe Pagan, that thon haſt ben 
fo hardie,fo2 to anger and diſquiet ſuch a Ladie:ZDarry,foz 
here A wil giue the thy reward acco2ding vnts thy deſerts, 
And with anew ſtrength gnd valiant courage he p2ciled foz⸗ 
wards. This pagan was amazed in ſ&ing his enimy to ſhew 
moze Nrength and betfer courage, which continuallp increas 
ed moze aud mo2e, pet foꝛ all that hee ſhewed no kinds of 
faintnefſe,but rather he ſtroke at him ſuch terrible blowes 
and with ſo greate ſtrength, as at ante time befoze her had 
not done the lpke, At this timg the Emperour, (which tyll 
that time did beholde all that had paſſcy , and ſuffered not 
bimſcife to be knowen vnto anie,by reaſon that he tontinu⸗ 
ax had his healme on his head) pulled off the ſame , that 
the mo2e botter to his contentment he might ſ@ and bcholvg 
lyts farious battagle . Then the people of the Uillags 
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Volde thy peace Pagan and be ftill,and ſpeake not ſo pꝛoud⸗ 
lp, whereas in reſpect thereof thou ſhalt not be feared : fo; 
here 1 do certifie the, that the Empꝛelle Claridiana bath 

bꝛought into ſubiedion many better then thou art, and made 

them to ſtope. And foz that thou ſhalt vnderſtand how lit - 
tle thou art eſtmed in Greece, and how much moze thou 
maiſt complaine thy vnhappinefle, knowe that Jam lyke- 
wiſe a woman as the is, and am called Archiſilora Qugne 
of Lira, and with the ſtrength of my armes, J hops to cut 
off this wzetched head from thy accurſed ſhoulders. And it 
Was very true which was ſpoken,foz when the went away 
from the company of the Ladies, ſhe went to arme her lelfe, 
with purpoſe to demaund battaile of the Empzeſle Claridi- 
ana, but when ſhe came fozth,ſhe founde them as you baue 
alreadpe heard. | 
The Pagan could be no 020 angry and wzathfull then 
be as, and without ſpeaking any word, he turned & troke 
very ſtrongly at the Qucne, who with no leſſe fury deken⸗ 
ded her ſelke, and returned his blowes with both her hands, 
that it made a meruailous nopſe. At this pzeſent time ap- 
pꝛoched the two lights of all knighthod , the Emperour of 
Grecia andhis ſonne, and with them the Giannt and the 
reſt of the P2inces that came with them. You ſhall vn⸗ 
der ſtande that theſe were the two knights , that in the bigh 
ways they founde in cruell battaile, and meruatling verpe 
much at the power that was in the two warriours, they 
ſtayed to behold them, not knowing who they were. hs 
Nnight of the Sunne who bad his eyes mo2e fired on them 
then the reft, did knowe the Pagan, as one which had firft 
204cd his furious fo2ce, & turning vnto p Emperoꝛ bis fas 
ther he told bim all that which had hapned vnto him in the 
ſierce battaile which de hadde fought befoze with him in 
Fraunce, 
Then thep eſteemed much the knight with the Lilies, fo 
ſe how well and how valiatintiy he did behaue himſelke, not 
onelp in this ſubtill defence, which againſt his aduerſarie bs 


made, but allo his pollicie he made in offending his —_ 
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69 the knight of the Sunne with the greate deſire that he 
had to reuenge himfelfe on the Pagan, moued his hozſe to⸗ 
wardes him, At which time there came fozth of the village 
3 knight with whife armour,all full of Garlands of golde, 
made by ſubtill ark. Likewiſe bis ſhelde was white, and 
there was painted on it an Emperiall head, which ſhewed 
as though it had beene.cnt off with a cruell knife, the thꝛoat 
all fo bee rayed with blond, verie artificially w2ought , and 
when her ſaws the battaile, he put himlelke to behold them, 
at (uch time as the valpaunt Greeke appꝛoched onto ths.

This excellent Ladie loking vp⸗ 
pon the knight of the Sunne as one which had neuer ſerne 
him, meruailing much at his fayze diſpoſition, and replped, 
ſaping: J wonlde be verie gladde fir Anight, fo: pour great 
curteſte and gentle demeanour, to leaue to you the battaile, 
if the occaſion were not of fo greate waight , Therefoze Y. 
doe deſtre pou that you would ſtand aſide, foz if my ſucceſſe 
fall out vnkoztunatlp, there will time inough remaine, fo2 to 
erecute your anger. The Bwo2e did well vnderffand the des - 
maunde-of the Knight of the Banne, and knewe him verpe 
well to bee the ſame that gaue him the o2der of linighthod ; 
and when hee ſawe him, her roared lyke a furious Lyon, ſap⸗ 
ing: Oh vile and baſe night, fo whome Mahomet bath 
giuen moze power and ſtrength then her bath bimſelfe, 
tome, come, and bzing with thee in companie all theſe that 
bee there with ther, foz of all pou together J dwe eſteme no⸗ 
thing at all, and in ſaying thele woꝛdes, her pꝛelſed vnto the 
night of the Sunne, verie fiercely-and with greate courage 
the knight of the Dunne om in the waye,and put him⸗ 
lelfe befoze the Nuerne, bt this excellent Ladie with great 
— 5 returned and did recouer her ſtanding and ſaid vn⸗ 
d bim. d N 
Unigbt „ ber not ſo farre out of meaſure, to giue este 
A. Iii. and 
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ble thereon, that it parted it in two -peeces, and lighted on 
ber healms in ſuch great fozce and furic, that it made her to 
fail backwards vpon the crouper of her hoꝛſe without anis 
felinn;,vopding much blond cut of her viſour , with which 
fows the hozſe was ſcarred, and ranne rounde about- the 
ſtelde, the which when the J2agan ſalw, he followed after the 
Emvzelle, as the hauke, when pon haue taken of her bod, 
diſcouering the Heron, with great fury flicth at her: euen 
ſs went this Pwꝛe laping. Now will J Empelle, whes 
tber all the ſcrength of this knight be ſufficient foz to bins 
der me, that J carry thee not into a place, where Mahomet 
ſhall not de able to delluer the, nez take the out of my 
bands. 

Then the gentle Kniaht of the Lillpes, did put himſelle 
bekoꝛe the Empꝛelle, and ſapd. Stande thou pzoud Pagan, 
fo: firſt befoꝛe thou doſt that which thou thinkeſt to do, if 
ſtandeth thee in hand to loke to thy ſelfe, and in ſaping theſs 
Woꝛds, he dꝛew out his ſwoꝛd, and Troke him ſuch an oncr- 
chwart blowe vppon the viſour of his healme, that he was 
ready fo fall downe on the other ide, and with the Krenath 
thereof, it depꝛiued him of his fight, and after that her ſtroks 
another blowe on the other ſide, that the Poe was nat able 
to make any defence, but that he fell downe bpon his hozſa 
dead. The Maze being kindeled with great madnecſſe , to 
ſe two ſuch mightic blowes giuen him, and he not able fo 
moke any vefence. when he was come to himſelfe, he went 
againſt his aduerſurxy with his ſwoꝛd faſt in both his hands, 
who was in the lame ſozt karrping fo2 him: 4 they ſtrahs 
both together ſuch terrible blowes, that both of them were 
conſtrapned to imbꝛace their hoꝛſe neckes foz not falling: 
bat ſetteling themſelnes again, they recouered their { wo2ds, 
an? pꝛeſſed the one againſt the other, as commonlye the 
wilde Bulls do fn their fight, with the lpke pꝛe theſe two 
igoncd tagether, making one of the molt perillous battelis 
in the world, (friking one another whereas they migbt da 
mot harms. It 
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It was ſo much without pittie, and with ſo furicus 
w2ath,as though it had bene two Lyons , and giuing ſuch 
notable blowes, and battering ef the copper and y208 with 
uch great noyle, that it did not onelp giowe in the earcs of 
thoſe Ladies and the reſt that were loking on, but the 
mountaines thereabout were moucd with cowpaſſion and 
pitic,to ſee their great crueltie one toward another. At this 
me the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana was come to her ſelle, and 
when (he remembꝛed the great peril in the which the was, 
ſhe called vato God fo2 his helpe, and toutning about her 
light hozſe with ſo great ſwiftneſſe, that whereſocuer he did 

put his fote, there was no ligne fone , ſhe came vnto the 
— whereas the battaile was . The Knight with the gol⸗ 
den Lpllyes with a high vopce ſapde. Polk mightie and 
Emperiall Ladp, take you the Empꝛeſſe and carrie ber as 
wape, and leaue her in ſaletie, and let me alone to puniſh 
{his vacourfeous Bnight. 

Then the Empꝛeſſe and all her Ladyes did call her and 
ſapd. Galpaunt and wozthy Ladp, pꝛouide to ſet vs at ly- 
bertie, where we may be oat of daunger, that you mape re⸗ 
tourne in time fo belpe this Knight that bath done vs ſo 
much god. The Empꝛes conſented heercto at their requellg, 
and ſo taking their palfrapes, thep went with great haſt vn⸗ 
fo the Uillage , But when the Pagan did under ſtand, that 
if was a woman, which had bzought him into ſo great ex⸗ 
tremitie, with a great nopſc he ſayd . Ch vile Mahomcet; 
falſe, and of a baſe kinde: fog tho, to do we moze cuill 
and ſgame, haſt caaled mo to enter into battaile with a wo⸗ 
man, who hath bꝛongbt me into this aeceflitic. Dh traytoz, 
and faififier of thy faith, come domne from the Cettace

Ss with a determined purpoſe be came vnto the place wher 
as the Empzeſſe was: and without ſaying any wozde, ta 
tone her vy the ar me, and with great ſtrength lifte her vp, 
till he had her on his ſaddle bowe befozs him, and tour ning 
is hozſe about he toke his waye towards that place, from 
whence he tame, with purpoſe to imbarke hiunſelfe againe, 
in that ſhippe in which be came thether, and ſo to-carrie her 
away : but the noyſe and ſhzikes of the Ladpes and Das 
moſells were lo pitifali and lowde , that there came vnto 
them the knights that were diſperſed abzoad in the fogreſt 
and other places, And when they came, and ſaw all that has 
paſſed,they altogether followed the Poze, lo faſt as they; 
bo2ſe could runne: and in a ſhozt tune they came foz to take 
away his bette, ſo that whether he would oz not, he was 
dꝛiuen to let her goe,foz to defende himſelfe from p blowes 
wyith the knights layd on him, who on the one ſide and on 
the other, began to ſtrike fiercely at him: but he made no 
moze reckoning of them, then the huge and mightie Nocke 
vath of the troubleſome waues of the ſeas, beating againſt 
it continually. Cuen ſo were the blowes which the Graks 
knights ſtrone vpon the Pagan, who ling bimſelle hinde⸗ 
red of his purpoſe,vzew out his ſwozd, and firoke one of 
thoſe knights ſuch a blowe vpon the ſhoulder, that he cut 
him downe to the girdle, lo that he fell downe dead to the 
ground: and not content berewith, but began ſo to beſtar 
timſelfe,tbat in a ſmall time, be ſeperated them all, ſome 
ſlaine and ſome berp ſoꝛe hurt 4 wounded. In this ume, that 
theſe knights were in their battaile, the Empꝛeſſe Claridi- 
ano was armed, and [cf vpon a8 mightie trong bozſle , and 
came with great pꝛe, and ſayd, Oy inkernall Pagan, what 
diuell was that, which made thee ſo bolde with thoſe vyic 4 
wicked hands to come and take holde of the Empzeſſe: and 
in laieng theſe woꝛds, ſhe B2ew out her [wo2ds , and ſtroke 
him ſuch a hlowe vpon the bealme, that ſhe made him bow 
bis head vnto his bꝛeaſt: but ſtraight wayes the Pagan 
came to bimſelle, and firining his fate in his ſtirroppes her 
Nude her aun were, with aviowe no leſſe furieus then 5 
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that he had receined. So there began one of the beſt fongh⸗ 
ten battailes that euer was betwerne two Knights . Lhe 


Empzeſſe when ſhe ſawe her ſelle cleare out of the handecs 


of the Booze, got on the one ſide, and ſate downe vpon the 
græne hearbs and did beholde the battaile, All the Ladpcs & 
Damoſells when they ſawe ber at livertie, ranne vnto the 
Ylace whereas ſhe was, and in ſmall time they bad com- 
paſſed her with a milde lamentation , At the ſame time out 
of the thickeſt of the Fozreft came fo:th a Knight ver pe 
well armed, with greene armour, all to be ſpotted with Lyl- 
lyes;and his thelve of the ſame manner, but in the middeſt 
thereof was painted a hand, which ſeemed fo be in a lake sf 
water, holding in it a Lilly flower. And as he ſaw that fu⸗ 
rious battaile,he went vnto one of the Ladpes, and with a 
gracious csurteſie he demaunded the occaſion thereof. The 
cf thereof ſhe tolbe, and declared bnto him which was 
the knight that was in the Empzeſſe defence, At this time 
the battaile was ſo kindeled, that with the furious blowes 
that were giuen, it had bene ſafficient to haue cut a rocke in 
pxces. This ſtrong Empꝛeſſe was ſo wzatbfull , that her 
battatle was mo2e gouerned with pze then by pollicie , and 
with the great choller that ſhe had „ ſhe ſtroke the Pagan 
ſo terrible a blow, that bs fell downe vpon his hozſe necke , 
without any remembzaunce,and with the ſound of that ters 
rible blow the hozſe was ſomwhat ſcarred, in ſuch ſozt, that 
be carried his maſter a while about the fields, The Empꝛes 
ſollo wing him with her light hozſe, thinking that ſhe badde 
made an ende of the battaile, when that in the middeſt of 
her courſe , the Poꝛe came to himfelfe agatne , and with 
madneſle, he formed aft the mouth, and beginning to vile his 
accuſtomed curſings againſt Mahomet. And rctouering his 
word, taking it faſt in both his hands, he went towards 
— Wannen thzeatening her with a furious 
owe. 
The Empꝛeſſe who ſawe the blowe comming, cher lyfte 
bp her theelds to receiue it therewith, the blowe fell ſo terri⸗ 
*. ble 
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wards Grecia, and tomaunded fo fraight a very faire thiy \ 
fo taking their leaue, and ſhipping themlelues, they had 7 
pleaſaunt and peaceable winde, which bꝛonght them vnto 
the haven Pirco in Grecia, whereas they toent all a Goare + 
and all of them take hozle ſauing the great Gyaurit , who 
trauailed on fœte, ſo they foke their way towards Conilan. 
tinople. And when they came within fwo miles of it, nigh 
bato a great houſe of pleaſure, whereas the Emp2cile was 
at that time. Jn the middeſt of the ware, they ſawe two 
knights, which were in a very great and well foughten bats 
faile. Whereas we will leaue therr,fo2 to tell pou what the 
Moriſco, Ring of Mauritania did, in the place whereas wa 
tefte him. 


Ho that the two Empreſles went for to recreate 
themſelues vnto a houle of pleaſure,and what ha 
xened ynto them in that 1ourney , And howe the 
King of Mauritania found them in their paſtimes, 
and knowing who they were, he would haue laide 


hold vpon the Empres Briana. Cap. 27. 


Eloꝛein the hiffozte, if you do remember, 
the nierte Moze Brufaldoro came vnto the 
plate whereas a companys of Ladyes and 
damſelis were, whereas he ſtaped to loke 
and begolde them: and with them wer ſits 

— ling knights of a god diſpoſition, and well 
pꝛopoztioned. Af hich time as we began to intreate of 
them, J did not tell pou who thep were: but now you ſhall 
baverftand,tbat they were the two Empꝛeſles of Conſtan- 
tinople and Trapiſond, who were come vnto that houſe of 
picafure fo; fo recrgate themſelnes, which was. verye nigh 
vnto a faire village. And the occaſion of this they2 gaing 
{w2th, was the great eftemed Nuene of Lira, (of whom till 
now our hiltozte hath made no mention, noꝛ of hir ſurpaſ- 
ling ercelienct?s, but hath referred them till time did ſerue) 
Dye being manpe times with the Empeſſe Claridiana z 
bcard 
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heard her teil of ſome feotes of knighthede that had pal⸗ 
ſed byher, the which the Nugne with great contentment 
gaue care vnto, imagining within her telfe to be of as god 
diſpoſition,and haue as much ſtrength as ſhe;yca,and rather 
mo2e;and knowing that her ſtrength was much, ſhe purpo⸗ 
ſed verys ſecretlye to pꝛoue her ſelfe, and taking this place 
(whether as they went to recreate themſe lurs) to be very 
fit foz to perfozme her will, with all ſccrecie in the woz2lde, 
ſhe commaunded that her armour (which Lirgandeo had pꝛe⸗ 
ſented vnto her) fhould be carried thether, which was tals 
filled and done by the damoſells,fo2 that they all had a greaf 
delight to pleaſure and ſerne her, ſhe was of them fo welbe⸗ 
loued, and her excellent vertties deſerned no leſſe. Do when 
they were tome vnto the houle of pleaſure, ſhe went fw2the 
do recreate her ſelfe with two Ladycs towards a fountains 
ſomewhat out of the waye, whereas the Empzes 4 ber Lay 
dyes were (et downe., And foz that the Empꝛelle Claridiana 
did underſtand, (whether by her owne imagination, oz that 
Lirzandeo had abuiſed her) that in ſych place commonly do- 
cth tall gut ſome aducntures,ſhe commaynded. to giue vnts 
her, her armour, which ſhe canſed to be bzought vnto thaf 
houſe ; and whileſt ſhe was arming, came the Poze Bru- 
faldoro,thether ; who ſeing ſo faire a company, had a great 
delice to knowe who they were, and comming vntoa dams 
(eli which was thereby, ſpeaking with great courteſie, hee 
layd, Damoſell let me obtame J pzay vou, ſo much fauour 
at your hands, that vou will tell me who ther be that are 
iu this feire companp. This damſell ſging that with ſo 
great curteſie and god manners he did requeſt her, and being 
a knight of lo god diſpoſition, ſhe ſaid, Sir knight, they be 
the Empꝛeſſe of Grecia and hor Ladies, which are come to 
this place to recreate themſelues: and haue bzonght bether 
(oz their ſaucgard theſe well pꝛopoꝛtioned knights. Tuben 
th: Poze vnderſtod that there was the Empꝛelſe of Gre» 
cla, there entted ſtraight way many things in bis imagina⸗ 
non, and many thoughts troubled dis minde, till ſuch time, 
& be dermined to d that, which J will tell you, - 
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ten to goe and veeldo my ſelfe bnfo them, noꝛ fo any? pers 
fon in the whole wozld. Let cuerp one do as be thinketh 
beft,fo2 that the Dacian P2ince will not let to be the ſame, 
which his foztune bath oꝛdained, and therewith he aroſe vp 
from the table, and made as though be went bato his cham- 
ber, but be did not: fo2 incontinent he called a Lackey of 
his, and armed himſelfe,and commannded him very ſecretly 
to carrie his ho2ſe out of the Citie , and to tarrie foz him 
there, and the lackep did as the pꝛince had commanded him 
Do When he was out of the Citie, he leaped vpon his hole, 
and tarried in no place till he came vnto the waters ſide, and 
by chaunce he came vnto the place whercas the barke was, 
that bꝛought his couſin thether, into which he entered, ond 
bis lackep put in his hoꝛſe. Be was no ſwncr in, when tha! 
with great lwiltneſſe the barke began to make laple, wher⸗ 
as we will leaue him till time do ſerue. 
Now J will retourne bnfo the P2tnces, who After⸗ma⸗ 
ny reaſonings, determined fo goe foꝛthwith vnto the m⸗ 
perours tent, and went vnto the chamber of Don Fleno; to 
perl wade him to do the like, but when they came ther, hey 
neither found him noz his armour, fo: the which they were 
verp lad and ſozrie, imagining ſtraight ware what be har 
done. And (&ing that it was labour loft to nog and ſake 
him, they thenifelues determined to departe without him. 
Ann when thep came vnto the ſcowees of the hot, it was 
uf kd them whatthep fought, and what they weuld baue: 
The Siaunt ſayd biito them: Friends, goe vnto the Em⸗ 
perour, and fell him that hare are the nights with whom 
he had all his late contention, that are very deſirous ta {prak 
with him, Do the ſcoutes ſent a meſſenger ſtraight way vn⸗ 
fo the Emperoꝛ. And when he had told it vnto him, he com⸗ 
maunded that they ſhould p2cſently let them paſſe. 

UUyen the Emperour vnderffode that they dꝛetwe 
nigh vnto the Tente, with bis mightie courage, and 
with his accuſtomed nobleneſſe, hee went ont to mate them, 
with his ropall armes ſpꝛedde abzoad, and ſo by one and 
one he louingly imbzaced them all, and allo deſired them, 

that 
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that there might be no communication of that which had 
aſt,foz that it would be the occaſlon to diſturbe their iope 
and mirth which they ought to vle together meeting by ad- 
uenture together in ſtraunge Countries, lo he calf his eie a- 
ide to ſee where his couſin the Pꝛince Eleno was, but when 
he could not ſ& him, he aſked foꝛ him, and it was tolde him 
all that had paſſed, and the dolezous end of Lidia, ſoꝛ p which 
they were verie ſozrowkull, but eſpectallp the knight of the 
Dunne, foꝛ that he loued him verie much, and if the Empe⸗ 
rour his Father had not diſturbed him, he would haue gone 
to haue lought him Likewiſe the great top and contentmenk 
which the Grant receiued in ſering his couſm I efereo, was 
no lelle then T ctereos to ſee his vnckle, ſo that the delight of 
all of them apparantly appeared , In this ſozt thep palled a⸗ 
wate the ftme kill tf was night without feling ante paine of 
their palſed trauaile. The next date in the mozming the king 
of C:imarra dtd ariſe, meruatloufipe richlpe apparelled, with 
toabes of cloth of golde, and went onto the knightes,atuing 
them to vnderftand that be was moze contented and in qut- 
ct then ante other king, in that be was reuenged in fach loꝛt 
as you haue heard. This god king neuer ceaſed in giuing 
thanks vato the Emperaur foz the great curteüe which hee 
recetued at his hands, and there they gaue o2der that all the 
whole camp ſhould returne vnto their owne countrie, foz that 
Which they came fo2 was concluded, and that their departure 
ſhuld be in ſuch loꝛzt, p the people ſhuld not do anie harme, y 
which was ſtraight wate accompliſhed, + they appointed foz 
king ouer that countrie a valtant knight,of whom we will 
intreate tu the third part of this hiſtoꝛie. So all the people 
of the king of Cimarra without giuing ane occaſion of anger 
0; harme, by the waie which tbey went, came vnto the place 
w%7reas they left ail thete Qecte of ſhips,and there they im⸗ 
varied themſclues , and committed theyz Sales vnto tte 
Uunde, which they founde favourable and p20ſperovs , and 
V20ug9; chem quickly vnto Cunarra, whereas the king di 
>claine tyem fiktane daycs, although they were vnwilling. 


toe end wheredf they determined to depart their way to⸗ 
warde

nelle ſapd. Noble King, What is it that thon canff demaund 
ok me, that J would not willingly accompliſh? To whome 
he aunſwered. TUell, ſeeing it is ſo mp Lo2d, J do deſire pou 
to returne vnfo pour Tent, and take pour eaſe, and to leang 
off this, and ſuch like controuerſtes: fo2 that the cauſe ther⸗ 
gt, mp couſin and b2others ſonne, hath taken away from be, 
twene you. And when he had ſapd theſe & ſuch like wozps, 
he retourned bnto his companions, and perſwaded them al- 
together to retourne vnto the Titie, fo the which they all 
conſented, although it was cleane confrary vnto- the will 
of Don Fleno. So when they were entered info the Citie, 
they ſound that all the people and burgeſſes thereof were in 
great lamentation foz the loffe of their king and Lozd, and 
the moze, fo: that his death was ſo ſhamefull and odious. 
But thep reſted not till they came fo the Uings Pallayce, 
whereas they were receiued, and were vnarmed, and cont 
maunded the dinner to be made readpe, whereat they were 
meruailoufipe ſerued, And when that dinner and all was 
ended, the valyaunt Giaunt began to ſpeake in this man. 
ner 

Wozthy dꝛinces, and my Lozds and friends, you do bell 
know, and hare you haue ſæne, how that all our franayle 
which we baue had foz to defend this king, hath bene great⸗ 
Ip againft our honours, and that neither our thꝛeatnings noz 
woꝛds were ſufficient foꝛ to diſturbe the will of the Em⸗ 
perour hœrein: foz that he knew that his quarreit was ve⸗ 
ry certains and iuſt, which was the occafſon,that the punich⸗ 
ment of this fact in all things hath bene fanouravie accogd- 
ing vnto his deſtre. And fo2 the botter vereſieng cf the ſane, 
at that pꝛeſent time pou ſaw come in place, his woꝛthy lon, 
accompaned with my b2others ſonne my couſin, that wits 
their aide de ſhould conclude to put in execution his tuſte ; 
true deſtred reuengement: which hath bene a great repꝛoch 
and ignomy vnto bs all, neither was there in any of vs (0 
much foꝛce oz ſttength to withſtande oz viſfurbe him: but 
after the king being llaine, as pou all did (x, thep tyed him 


to the ſirrops, and dzagged him thꝛough all the field? for 
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tg! now you Hal dnderſtand, tbe king being dead dur oath 
is fret, and we at libertie, neither ſtand we bound vnto anxe 
other thing. And that which we ought at this pzeſcnt to ber 
agreued at, is, ſoꝛ that we are out of the grace and fauoꝛ of 
our Lozde the Emperour. {@herefoze one of vs being bis 
b;others ſonne,another his ſonne in lawe, and another his 
bother in lawe, and all the reſt his dere and intire friends, 
fa; that we do well know that be was not the occaſion of 
this our fonde offence. Let vs now acknowledge cur faulte, 
and pzocurs fo enter againe into his fauour and friendſhip , 
and goe altogether and diſcharge our ſelues, fo: that it is ng 
ſhame vnto vs, to aſ ke pardon fog our faults and offences , 
Verte haue J declared vnto pou my opinion and my will:x 
J p2omtle you J am determined to do thts, fo that eucrys 
ane may herein do,as belt hall pleaſe him, and as be all 
ſx occaſion, The firſt that ann{wered herevnto, was the 
valtanit T artarian, and ſapd, 

Excellent king,your counſaplo herein doth like me verr 
well, and we ought not fo take ante other counſlatie, but this 
onelp which thou haſt giuen vs: foz that we ſe plapnelpe, 
that it bath pleaſed Gov to puniſh vs,foz that we would de⸗ 
lende and maintaine ſuch euill and naughtineſſe, and With 
out any farther counſaple we did lublect our ſelnes by our 
oathes :; therefoze Jdo determine my ſelfe to follows thy 

2ctenped intention. So likewiſe this counſell (emed gov 
bnto the reſt of the Knights and Joꝛinces repenting tbem⸗ 
lelues of all that had bene paſt . Don Eleno, who was al⸗ 
moſt confounded foz the controuerfic that was betwirt him 
and his Couſin, with an altered and angrye vopce, de pꝛo⸗ 

leatly replped. | 
J do not deny, but that this which hath bappenen, hath 
bene to our inkamie as much as map be, by the which it ts 
knowen þ we haue not maintained þ truth. But foꝛ all that 
I wil not giue vnto the Emperour no2 bnto p reſt ſo much 
glozie, but let them make an end to triumph ouer cur baſes 
nes:toz as foz my part, J wil firſt vic, & be cut all to ren

be thzew them to the ground, very euill intreated. Be was 
no ſœner fallen when that this couragious Sardenian lcapt 
from his hoꝛſe verie lightly, and found that the king of Nu. 
midia was on fate readie foz to defend himlelſe, and cryin : 
out: Kaightcs,ſuccour,ſuccovr,oz elſe Jam but dead. At the 
which noile all the other fine knights loked about, and wien 
they ſawe the king in the power of that valtant knigh! [hep 
would haue reſcued him, but the light of all knighthade 
which was the father and the ſonne, did diſturbs them,and 
put themſelnes befoze them, and would not inffer them to 
giue anic ſuch aide, but did there great wonders,firiking on 
euerie ſide, in ſuch loꝛt, that now one and then the other they 
made them to recoile backe. The ſtrong and furious Eleno 
did but little harme with his worde, neither made he ante 
great reũſtaunce, the Gyant with as little haſt as might ba 
went to helpe the Numidian King, 4 with a reaſonable pace 
be went towards the place whereas the king was, (but fo; 
that reaſon would not conſent that ſuch as be is ſhould ba 
holpen) with the haſt that he made, bis hozſe flumbled, in 
ſuch ſozt, that hozle and maſter fell to the ground, of the 
which he was verie ſoꝛe hurt and bzuſed, as it appeared by 
bis low riſing vp againe, The valiant Sardenian with great 
pollicte pꝛotured to bing to an end his deſire, befoꝛe that as 
nie did come to diſturbe him, and being lighted of his bozſs 
he made haſt to the Bing and lapde: Zhou traptour, it thal 
little p2ofit oz pleſure thee to call fo; help, foꝛ Þ in my hands 
thou ſhalt leaue this thy tratterous ſoule, who doeth deſerve 
to ſuffer all the euills that map be, and therwith her ſtroke 
bim ſuch a biawe vppon his healme, and with ſo greaſe 
kurie, th it he made him in ſpite of bis heart fo kneerle with 
both his knees vppon the earth. Do when the Sardenian 
perceiued him to be in this caſe, with greate valpauntnelle 
he ſttaigbt wares lapde holde of his healme with his lelte 
bande, and pulled it cleane from his head, and with his rigbt 
hande he lo te him ſach a blowe vbppon the head, that hes 
parted it in two pæces, and immediatiy her fell downe dead

gone 62 no, he found that be was nigh at hande. Zhen he 
toe the dead king and made him faſt vnto the Oiroppes of 
the Saddle, and with a trice he leapt vpon his hole, and ſo 
without ame helpe of his ſtiroppes, he made his hozſe to 
runne, and fo dꝛe lu the king alter him thzoughout all the 
fielde. The Opannt would haue ſuccoured him, but all was 
in vaine, In this ſozte went Teferco dzawing the king aſe 
fer him befoze all the knightes that were there pꝛeſent and 
ſayde : Bnigbtes, what doe pon mcane to bee ſo ſtilll? Thy 
doe you not vpholde and defend this trapterous king, in 
whole ſtrength was all his confidence 2 Beholde now where 
he hath receiued the papment, that (och evil! wozkes as his 
delerued, and therewith he rode round about the fielde as he 
did bekoꝛe. The Emperour when he ſawe that this iact was 
ended, wonld that his couſin Don Eleno,and the P2ince his 
ſonne ſhoulde leaue thepz battaile , which was betwene 
them begunne a newe , and they were gluing one another 
terrible blowes, but not with ſuch great furte , fo2 that they 
did knowe the one the othcr,otherwile it woulde haue gone 
ion both parts, The Emperour put himſelk betwene them 
and ſaid, 

Oh Knights,ceaſe pour battaile and hearken vnto my 
wo2des , Eleno which was till kindled in wzath, hadde no 
relpect vnto thole wozdes,nepther woulde her part, but lyke 
a man diffranght from bimſelfe , hee doubled ſuch a blowe 
bpon the viſour ok the Emperour, that hee made him loſe 
the ſight of his eyes.

bis armour, and by his god pꝛopozlion) iudged him to ba a

The knight of the Sunne Was bery much 
amazed at that which he bcarde, and therewith he went to⸗ 
wardes them befoze they had made an end of their reaſoning, 
and ſo without anie hel of trouble hs lapd vnto the Peince 
of Dacia (who was ſtill loze troubled with the ſozrowe, as 
pon haue heard).

The knight of the Sun verie much meruailed at ithele his 
choꝛt reaſons, not knowing of ante thing that bad happened 
vnto him, 1 wondering that his true heart ſhould commit 02 
maintain ſuch wꝛongs, he turned about his hozſe fo2 to make 
his delente, in luch loꝛt, that all the knights that were there, 
were not ſaffictent to diſturbe him, but with great fury ther 
met together with their ſpeares, yet not one of the was mo⸗ 


ved in their laddles, vut remained as though they havve bene 


two towers, and ſtraight wap with no lcfle fo2ce they began 
to lay hold on their \ wo2ves, and foz that the knight ofthe 
Danne had a reſpect bnfo him, he did rather pꝛocure to make 
his de kente, then in anie thing to offend him, but Don Eleno 
ſtroke (uch a blowe at his touſin, that he made him to ſtwpe 
with all his bodie to the hozſe necke.

So when he had made this Epitaph, be aroſe bp, ſaying: 
bare J doe pꝛomiſe the Lidia, fince mp foztune is ſuch that 
J haue lof the, there is no ot her that ſhall enter into this 
mp heart and hard bꝛeaſt. But how can A fate that it is hard, 

did it not open at the houre when it felt thy abſence,and lo 
without ſaying anie moꝛe, de went out of the temple, with 
all the reſt of his companions, and taking their hozſes,tbey 
altogether iſſued out of the citie, at ſuch time as the Cmperoz 
was arming himlelle in his rich tent. The fterce king of Sar- 
denia when he ſawe that they returned againe, vnto p which 
the daie befoze they did intreate of, he could not bee in qul⸗ 
et, but ſayde , O king, that foz the defenco of thy perſon 
wee malt contende with that man whome we molt ellame, 
and thou muſt remaine in the field onely fo: the ſhew of a

that had any keare, bat onelp the Gyant,foz that he would 
not giue any credit vnto the Uings words, althaugh he dil⸗ 
ſembled neuer ſo muuch: but by reaſon that he had ([wozns 
therevnto , hee was conſtrapned by his oath to goe fort 
with the reſt.

Den Ele-, 
no replyed, Po, but Jam a lntght, and a very terger in „ 
tus countrep: but ret by firme oath, J determine to dre in „ 
the defence of his right. The Cmpero2 gunlwered. Ve hath ,, 
neither infkice noz right on Hrs ſive, but it is meſt apparant „ 
wrong which he doth maintaine, and there is no realen that, 
ſuch a traptoz as he is, ſhoulde be by ane other detended: „ 
neither is it ſeemelp that anie Bnigh: of pꝛice ſghould charge , 
hunſelfe in his bebalfe, foꝛ that be is a traptoz.

talung him a thonſande deteſlable names,,.20.ihele valp⸗ 

aunt Warrionrs without anie farther Taxing, iopned agalne 
together, whereas there beganne a new battaile farre moze 
rigozous then the fic; fz that they were both ſurtcally in⸗ 
teuled wth anger, not ceaſing. fo tozment their armes 
with terrible blows, without all pittic, in ſuch ſozt, that ti ein 
blowes were deliuertd moꝛe with. ſtrength then withanye 
pollicie. Thus With terrible furie they b:uſcd one anctherg 

lech, hat eihher of them did feztc it very, much:this Manta» 

man WIRD greate Carie lift vp his \w-@2ve (oz. to. rike the 
Sardenian and he place d it ia ſuch loꝛt that he made bim to 
bau his bozſe greuper, but by reaſon of the great furie 
927th it was difrharged, z againe that the Mozes haaſe 

was fomewtat weary, he unibled g bored tpsn his linces, 
in ſach ſo2t;that in a great while be could not rife vp agalne, 
un a1though beſpurred hum err much, pet it posted Ge 
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but that the Pꝛinte did ſettle himſelſe in his ſaddle, and re, 
couered againe his ſwoꝛd, and committing bimſelfe to God, 
as he al waves was accuſtomed to do, he ſapd: Oh holy Je, 
ſa fog thy names ſake, apde and helpe me. And therwith he 
ſpurred bis Cornerino with great furie, that be made dim 
runne like the winde, and in his courſe he ſayd, Tarry,farry, 
thou man without faith, and do not thinke that thy bloweg 
bath done any other thing on me, but onely cauſcd my pꝛe 
anger to increaſc the mo2e, faz to pzocure to bzing the to 
thy ende,and to ſende that excommunicated ſoule of. thing 
ta fhevincil;and in the running of his hozfe, when he dzew 
mah him, he thzcatened him with bis \ wozd, ſhaking of it 
in {ach ſozt,that he gave him to vnder ſtand, that at the nert 
blowe he would make an ende of the battaile: and there⸗ 
with be ſtroke him ſuch a blow on his helme, that the bloud 
ranne out at the viſoz thereof, and he fell downe back warts 
vpon his hozſe crouper almoſt dead. The great foꝛce that the 
Pꝛinte gaue to ſtrike him, was the cauſe that he bzake the 
lether ok his right ſtirrop, and therewith he fell to ß ground 
from his ho2le, But ſtrapght way with great ligbtneſſe be 
aroſe vp againe, and in the beſt manner he could he made it

great tower bad fallen vpon hün; and ag he Woulde date 
stteled himlelfe againe in bis laddle, he ſkrolte bim ſuch an⸗ 
acher vpon his ſhield, that he dzoue it vnta his bead, which 
made hin to tourne vp the white of his eyes wich the great 
griefe 2 which he receiued: and to kepe bimſelke vp from fal⸗ 
g, both be and his bole ſtaggered on the one lide, which 
a the Pꝛince to loſe many a blow,notwithſauung, he 
p;:Mcd on him lo faſt, that he had no time to tourne him ta 
letke againe.

The pꝛince came ſtraight way to himſelfe, and tetur⸗ 
wy! vnto p Pe with ſo much kurie, ſtriking luch a blow 
v»on his ſhield, which although it ſ@mep ta be as dard as a 
Diamond, vet fo2 all that, he cut it in two preces, aud the 
blow deſcended vpan his ſholder, with ſuch a great waight, 
that the mountaines eckoed with the noyle: which made ibs 
pagan foz feare of falling to hold himſelfe falt by the _ 
mane,very much maruclizigy in one Knight there ſhuld be 
ſo much ſtrength, Then be thꝛew from him the reſt of his 
held which was left, and toke his bꝛoad (weed in both his 
hands, and dꝛoue ſuch a blowe at the Pzince, that lighting 
vpon his piloz, it depꝛiued him of his ſight, + fo2ced him to 
fall ppon bis hozſe necke without any remembꝛance. This 
Hout Pagan would bane retcurned to ſtrike him again, but 
he could not: foꝛ that his bozſe baing l karred with p blow, 
lept on þ one ſide, which ſaued him led it. Pet p pagan folows 
ed to accompliſh bis will, which be tould not do fo, en, 
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which made 1 to repent and were berie ſozrie that ener 
they began that enterpꝛile, but by region that they, were all 
choſen knightes they Would not but.afſault hun ber ie fierce⸗ 
ly,which was ths occaſion of their farther harme s deſtrügi⸗ 
on, foꝛ that the Nꝛinces ire dio fo much incrcale, that it caus 
ſed him to double his blowes, in ſuch loste, that ſome he kil- 
led out right, and ſonſe he wonnded, that iu a mall time he 
left not one vpon his hozſe, but all bzought vnts the Cate 
that they could 4nake no reſiſtaunce, and when the Pince 
{awe himſelfe at moze libertie, be demaunded what was tze 
occaſion of this ſa ſodaine conflict, fo one of thoſe Enightes 
which was verie ſoze hurt, tolde him how that they were 
knights belonging to the Carle af Prouince, Which lape in 
waite foz him to be reuenged of the death of his ſonne, foz 5 
the whole circumſtance of the battaile came vnto his know⸗ 
lodge. So ths Paince left them, and woulde not ſpeake anpe 
woꝛd moꝛe vnto them, but bis intent was to get bim out of 
the Countrie, fo that be well vnderſtod that neither he noz 
Teterco ſhould haue anie god intertainment at their hands, 
and when be would haue departed , there came vnto him 
Brutaldoro, and did ſalute him verie curteouſly , the Pztnce 
did returne him his ſalutation, and had a great pleaſure to 
beholde his god grace and gentilitie.

As pet Jneuer denped ante thing that was demaunded of 
me, being taltly demauuded and in a tft cauſe, neither had 
Janie reſpect whether it be eaſie to be done, oz difficult, ther⸗ 
foze-gftle knight aſ ke whatſacuer pleſeth ther, loz af it ſtand 
With taſtice and reaſon, that J may graunt it the, doe one 
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e thee fo atcöpliſh it in very ample manner, not onely ore 
bn, but fo many as thou wilt aſke of me. That which 3 v'il 
aſite thee,ſaid ß pagan, is not to put thy perſon in any per!” , 
19,902 Þ thou ſhalt mone thy hozie one fat out of the place 
where be ſtandeth:but that thou wilt with thy valtant hand 
giue me 8 o2der of Knighthod,+ arme me knight, the which

do ſweare vnto the by mp mighlie thoughts, that J ani 
3 (crowned King, This nable Greke did accept his demand, 
and aſked ok him, ik that he had watched bis armour . The 
ze aunſwered, J ſuppole J baue watched them inougb, 
fo; that it is now eighgtene dapes fince J haue hadde them 
continaally on my backe. And fo2 me there nadelh no cc⸗ 
remonpes: koz that J am no Chziſtian, neicher Pagan, no: 
Hoe, noꝛ Jewe, no; Gentile, neither do J wo2lhip no: bees 
luc in God : Foz that the God of the Chziſtians, J take 
him foz my enimie: and as fo2 Mahoinct, J knowe he is 
iittle wo2th,and can do leſſe:and the Gentiles haue fo2 their 
Govs,ftockes and ſtones: and as fo; che Jewes J hate the 
az vaſe and vile people. Therefoze J do neither wozſhippe 
the one, noꝛ belegne in the other: but onely follow my own 
pꝛoper appetite. The Knight of the ſunne could not refrain 
from laughter at his woꝛds, in ſeeing him to be a man of fo 
much libertie, and aunſwered him, ſaping. By God Ring, A

and other like complaints he made againſt himſelfe, without 
taking any lepe oz reſt, but was ſoze troubled with this 
thought, till luch time as the mo2ning tame, and theft Phoc- 
bus with his golden beames couered all the earth, then her 
tw his hoꝛſe with a mo22 lighter heart, and clœrer of all 
thoughts, then at the time he came thether: foꝛ that be has 
az tleane forgot Lindabrides,as though he had neuer lene 
her. So all that dape he trauelled in that wilderneſſe, not 
knowing Which way to take: and had eaten nothing, nei⸗ 
ther had he anp thing to eate, the which did trouble him ve⸗ 
ry much. So when night dꝛewe on he diſcouered a heard of 
catteil, which were there ſeving in the wilderneſſe, and de⸗ 
termined to goe towards that place whereas the heard men 
Were, who receiued him verp well. This Knight did aike of 
them, ik they had any thing to giue him to eate, loz that he 
Was bei y hanarie ; the heard men bad him that be ſhould a- 
light, and that they would give him ok luch as they had foz 
themſelues. Do he alighted 4 did cate with a very god will, 
and fo awd a ſtomacke, as one which had not his heart no: 
nitnve otcupied with the cares of loue, and there with thole 
heard men, he paſſed all that night, till it was mozning, Da 
when it was dape one of the heard men did bꝛing him into 
a very great ⁊ occupied wap, to whom he gaue great thanks, 
Then the Knight toke that waye fozwards, which led him 
towards Prouince, intending to ce if he conld met with bis 
friend, and did determine to trauaile thereabouts,to ſee il 
Foztune would bing him that waye : he had not trauailed 
farre, when that he diſcouered another wap, which did crolle 
overthwart the ſame way, in which he was. And ſtudying 
with bimlelte which ways to take, it was tolde him 125 
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it was the waye which ledfrayght vuto Paus: of þ which 
he was very iopfull, and remained a while, thinking which 
way he might take fo2 ts finde Teferco. And ba ing in this 
muſe, he heard towards his right ſide a great ruſhing of ars 
mour and armed Knights,and caſting his head on the one 
ſide, he ſaw that there was about a ten knighis which came 
running towards him with their ſprarcs very low, calling 
hin traptoz:as fone as the Knight of the Sunne law them 
be put downe the vile! of his helme, and layd hand on his 
(192d 3 and at the laine time, be beheld on the other de, as 
maup moe nights armed, which made towards him as the 
other did. In the ende he was conpalſteb rounde about on 
euerp ſide with fozite Bnighte, Which all cried ont laying » 
kill. the traptog, let the trapto2 dye, of the which the P2ince 
did greatly meruaple. So altogether they let vpon him, and 
ranne at him with their ſpeares, and Kroke him all at once, 
pet fas all that, he mœued no moge in bis ſaddle, then ik they 
had made their incounter againſt a ſtrong Tower: but at 
the palling by, he Croke one of them vpon the viſour of his 
helme, that he cut hatke his head a ſunder, and he fell dead to 
the ground, All the reſt retourned with their hozſes againſt 
the Peince, ſome with their words in their hands, and other 
ſome, whoſe ſpeares remapned whole, ranne at him againe, 
What on the ene fide and what on the other, they made a 
very lierte and ſtrong incounter, as of thoſe which were the 
whole chopce of them that were in the Citie, onblpe to Kill 
bim. Nhen the Pzince law himſelfe ſo incloled on cuerpe 
ide, his W2ath and anger began to kindle in him, mmlomuch 
that he toe his (word fall in his hand, x roke ſuch blowes, 
tat whotozacr be chaunced to bitte, was either apne oz 
Napmed. 23 
At tuts pꝛeſent time arriued in thoſe partzs at the Sea 
ſide, as J haue folde von, Brufaldoro; and this was the bats 
tape, herein he laue fo many Unightes againſt one one⸗ 
le Umaht. This Poze did ande and beholde them, and 
was verye much amazed to ler the power of one night, 
hs brought o many as they were into ſuch great difites, 
| pich 
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by reafon of his (mall patience,once being a land, he weuty 
not retourne to imbarke himſelfe in his chip, but remainet 
with onely two lacke pes, and commaunded the veſſell to re⸗ 
turne backe againe, and io went traueling whether his foz- 
tune would carrie him two dayes, The third day very eat⸗ 
ly in the mozning, he heard a great ruſhing of armour as 
mongſt a company of tres, x going towards the ſame noiſe, 
ve ſaw a Anioht of a very god pꝛopoꝛtion agapnlt a greate 
number of other Anigbts, in a very fierce and vnrealonablo 
battaile. And foz to tell you who it was it is requiſite , that 
we begin another chapter, in the which J will declare the 
Whole matter vnto you. 


¶ How that the Knight of the Sunne would haue tar- 
ried for Tefereo, in the place whereas he appoin- 
ted him, and how he loſt himſelfe in a thick moun- 
taine, and of all that happened vnto him after that, 
Cap.

Þe knight of the Sunne who was purpoſcd 
to tarrie foz Tefereo, whereas he appointed 
n bimlelfe into the wildernes of Ar- 


8 & es, being amongſt them: and againe,trous 
bled with thoughts, wherewith his minde was occupied, he 
loſt bis way, and in lſuch ſozte, that although he tourned his 
ho2ſe euer way from one place to another, pet could he not 
finde any way, but rather did ſo intangle himſelk, that when 
the night came, he found himſelfe ſo far from the place wher 
as he thought to haue remained,tbat he was in doubt to re- 
touer his wape and his company he knewe not when ; foz 
the which he receiged great griefe, which was the occaſion 
that be vied very euill wozds againft himſelfe. Oo ba ing in 
this cholar, the night dꝛew on, which conltrapned him to a⸗ 
light from his doꝛſe, and late him downe vnder a grans 
tte, hauing (et his hozle to fœde in the graene graſſe, cab 
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Which there was abundaunte at bande, and ſo kn the bett 
wile he could, he latd bim downe vpon the ground to tabs 
ſome reſt foz a while: and towards his right hand he bard 
a great nopſe of the running of water, and being Lirp dyes 
be was conſtrayned to ariſe againe. And ſo he went faling 
x following that pittering ſound of water, vntul (nch time 
as he found a little fountaine of very faire and clecre water, 
and by reaſon of the great dzought that be had, without as 
ny moze tarrping, be kneled bowwne to dzinke thercok, till 
ſuch time as he had mitigated his great thirſt, ande remay - 
ned there a while to refreſh himſelte, ſoz that the place was 
very pleaſaynt ; ſo after a while,he returned duto the place 
whereas he was befa2e,and lapd himſelke downe ts reſt. Ve 
bad not remained there long, but he felt the water to begin 
ts wozke in him: Foz pon ſhall vnderſtand, that this was 
one of the fountaines of Marlin, wich he made in that wile 
derneſſe, and brought the water, from the high mountayne 
of Olympo. Bat this fountaine whereof the Knight of the 
Dunne dw dzinke, was that of Liſamore,oz without loue . 
In ſuch ſozt it did wozke in him,that he did not onelp loſe 
and foꝛzget the loue which be bad to Lmdabrides, but allo, if 
if had not bene foz the great foꝛce of matrimonye, and ſoz 
the pawne that he recetucd of Claridianazhe badde likewiſe 
fo2got her, and had bꝛought her as far cut of remembzance, 
as he did the Lady of Tartaria, And this water did not one⸗ 
ly cauſe fo2getfuineſſe, but alſo it fozced him to repꝛebende 
himlſelfe,ſateng, Oh fole without any vnderſtanding , that ,, 
ſo long haſt had thy heart ſubiectcd vnto a Ladye, that is a, 
ſfraunger vnto thy Religion,intreating the, not as a man „ 
that doh p2oceede from a high and noble generation: but ,, 
lyke the molt baſeſt and vileſt wzetch in al the world. Tet ,, 
me thou loſt man, who hath bene affcctioned vnto a Poze ,, 
without faith,but onely thy ſclfezUWbo would haue left his „ 
naturall wife,fo2 to loue a ſtranger 4 Barbarian, but thou? „ 
Who would giue ſo many fighes in vaine, but J weft mis „

ded that vpon the gates of her ropall pallate ſhould be placed 
a title, which was conteined in theſe werds following. 


Attempt not anie either Prince or king, 
Within 1 macria Court his louc 0 ew: 
Except that he doo firſt in dowric bring 
1rccoatios head, our moſt deteſted toe. 
The faithleſle father of this Damiſell braue, 
That reltlefle griefe to me her mother gaue. 


And when all this was finiſhed, he ſtraigbt way diſpatch⸗ 
ed a meſſenger to Grecia, with a letter vato the Tmperour 
the which ſhe lent by a damſel that was veric truſlte ⁊ one p 
ſhe loued well, whereas now JF will leaue them till time do 
lerue fo2 to tell you of the knight of the Sun. But firit foꝛ 5 
it is neceſſarie to this our hillozte, we will declare what Pru- 
faldoro laid, when he knew of the death of Bramaraudo bis 
brother, king of Nlauritanla, who being certified by them y 
cicaped aliue out of the hands of the Tinacrjans,and Wer ves 
ric ſoꝛrowful fo2 the loſſe of their Loꝛd and king, and landing 
in their enn countrie they went and carried the newes Vis 
to Brufaldoro, the which when he beard, he felt in hümſelke 
ſo great paine ſoꝛrow, that in a ſound he leaned himſelk vn⸗ 
to a thaice becauſe he would not fall, he was ſo farre beüde 
bumſelſe, in which trance he did not long indure, but came as 
gatue to bis remembꝛzaunce, and with a terrible and keare⸗ 
fiat! boics be ap! de: Js it of trath that my bꝛother is dead, 
and the meilengers aunt wered and ſapde, that eit was to 
true. 'D tr tours, in wered this fierce young man, bon 
durſt you come beloze me, except firſt. you had taken re- 

nenge⸗ 
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wengement of his death, Then they aunſ wered and ſayd, Ve 
$ did kill him, is not a man fo ſone fo take renengement of, 
foz that after that we were clœre of his diuelliſh karte „it 
was tolde vs that he was a chziſtian and the Cmperonr of 
Grecia called T rebatio, Oh vile people, auuſ wered the Pa⸗ 
gan, yet will pon replie againſt my woꝛds, get pon out of my 
ſight, if it were not but that J am letted fo2 lacke of the 02- 
der of knighthod, 7 would with my owne Handes teare you 
all to pœces. Oh falſe Mahomet; thou lpar, periuted, 4 withys 
ont all faith, is this the honour that my b2other ſhould haue 
out of Tinacria;to be abated and flaine by one alone chꝛiſti⸗ 
an, and in ſaping theſs wozdes he entered into a chamber, 
where he had the Image of Mahomet all of golden, with 
twelue Angelis on both ſides, this ponth take a beanie club 
and with both his handes he ſtroke this poꝛe God ſuch a 
blowe vpon the head, that he made him to fal to the ground, 
and not teſting with this, he tourned againſt them that bare 
hin companie , 4 kroke on them lo many biowes, that in a 
thouſand pxces he made them fall to the ground, and layde.

date (he canſed cer aine of the nobles to be called befv20 ber, 
who ſtraight way came at her tommaundement. Amongelk 
the reſt there tame the Carle of Modique and his ſonne, and 
the Earle of Mondeli, 4 the valiant Rubio, and many o:bcr 
knights and Gentlemen of honour , When that the Qucne 
ſawe them altogether about her, coucring ber ſeife with a 
rich roabe,ſhe ſate vp in ber bevde, beetng ſo leane,that all 
them that ſaw her had great compaſſion, breing all ſet round 
avout the bed, and keeping ſtlence, ſhe ſavd. Our Gods would, 
make vs ſo labiect vnto time, that onely they doe not being „ 
vs under their malitious poake, but allo altegetber ſubent „ 
vs onder their hands, to the end that they map liberally doe ,, 
whatloencr it plealeth them , and as their mallice is moze ,, 
then their vertue,haning vs ſo yeelved at their commaunde* ,, 
meut,thep dos intreate vs lpke vnts publike laues And „ 
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that the faric of p Grethe was not fo be ſuffered, they durt 
not abide, but with great ſhame thepwegan to runne away, 
Then thoſg of Tinacria did fellow them till they tame 16 
the ſea ſide, killing and wounding all that euer they coulde 
come bp. Do when the Tmperonr faw that all this conflic 
wis bꝛought to a god end, and that the baliant Rubio was 
by him, he called him vnto him and ſapd. Py kriend, go and 
tell pour Piffres the Qucene, that J requeſt der to per don 
me, fo; that J do not retourne againe into her Citie, fo; 3 
was ſo ill retceiued the firſt time, that J haue no will to re- 
fourne the ſecond. And moze, I deſire her of my part, that ſhe 
by intreate better, and giue befferrintertginment vnto ſuch 
nights as J am, then the gaue vnto me, leaſt ſhe get brig 
her ſelfe the name of a wzathkull Qutene, and be acconntey 
as one ſubiect vnto hir own opinion: F of all other things, 
if any thing do chaunce, let ber thanke none but her ſelſe, 
foz that ſhe hath bene the onely cauſe therof. And mozeouer, 
1 do deſire her not to trouble her ſelfe in ſending to ſerke me, 
fo; that I ſap, not her power alone, but all the power in A- 
frica is not ſufficient to retourne me againe into ſo great 
ſtraights, as ont ſhe had me in.

Va, he was 
la vered with bunſeifc, that with the madneſſe thereof, he 
cruſhed his teeth together, and tour ning his hozſe about a 
great dcale lighter, then at anp other time, be firmed well 
bis Wande in his hand, andaliting vp his mighite e ſtrong 
arme, went whercas this Moriſco king was, who in p like 
ſozte came towards him, at that time the Emperour neither 
remember life noz death, noz anie other thing, but to take 
reuengment on his enumie, pꝛocuring to bzing bim to cruel 
death, and raiſing him lelle vp a god ſpanne in his ſaddle, be⸗ 
ing firmedin bis irrops, be ſtrake ſuch a blowe, that at 
the fall of his mightie cutting (wo2de, the ſparkles of fire 
flew into the atre, and it lighted on the Pagans healme , lo 
that all the ſtrength thereof did little p2ofite him, but be 
cat his head and all downe to his ſtomacke, that this Pagan 
kell dead to the ground, the which being ſerene by his knights 
thep gaue a meraations and lainentable ſhout and crie,and 
without vſing anie moze curteſie, they altogetber put ther: 
Spcares in their reffs,andavent againlt thts ſtrong warri⸗ 
riour, all on hozſe backe but bare the mirrour of all knights 
bod did abide their comming with his accuſtomed courage, 
bart: ai theſe Moꝛes made their encounter on him together, e 
many of them b2ake their lpeares, but fo2 all that he mwued 
no moꝛe then if they had runne againſt a tober. The Em⸗ 
perour ſæing their villanic, gegun to reuile them W chame⸗ 
full worde, and retourning towards them, be mave thein to 

FLUMIS 
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rome awaie like vile towards. Unhappſe was he that bee 
ſtroke, although it were but with halfe a blowe,foz it made 
him that he had \mal minde to returne agatne,but by reaſon 
that they were verie ſozrowfull and angrie foz the loſſe of 
their king,many of them did ſtrike at him on euerie ſide, pꝛo- 
' curing to defend themſelues, and not to come nigh his terri⸗ 
ble blowes. The Emperour then remembzing that if be did 
not pꝛocure to come whereas the pꝛiſoners were to [ct them 
at liberite,thattt wer poſſible that they would intreat them 
euill. Uherfo:e he put himſelfe among the thickeſt of his ent- 
mies, wounding and Killing ali that he found in his ware, 
and all that he could ouertake, although his armour were as 
bard as Diamonds, pet he could not eſcape from the death, ſo 
in this loꝛt in fo ite of all the Pagans he came vnto p kings 
tent, and ſeeing that there iopned together much people to 
make reſiſtaunce at the entering, it gaue bim the moze Teſirs 
to enter into the tent, not knowing that the ILinacrians were 
there pziloners. The Mauritantans With all tyetr powers 
they had made refiſtaunce, but their ſtrength did little auaile 

| them, foz in ſpite of them all the Emperour went into the 
Lent, whereas he met with the Earle of Modique, and the 
Carle of Mondeli, who were put there in pꝛilon. At this pꝛe⸗ 
lent time Don Rubio of Twacria when he lawe that the 
Pe of Africa was ouercome,and the great villanie of his 
knights, he made great baſt to goe ont ef the Citie, and with 
eight hundꝛed knights, all verie well armed, they pꝛeſſed on 
their enimies with ſo great foꝛce, that they made them loke 
better about them, then befoze that time they did. When the 
Cmperour ſawe the diligence of this knight Rubio, he pꝛo⸗ 
cared to ſet the pꝛiſoners at liberge,the which thing being 
done he lapde vnto the Carles ſofine of Modique , Gentle 
knight, this luccour do you receine and your hononrable fas 
ther, in recompence of the great gricfe which J cauſed pou to 
receiue, and without ſpeaking ante moꝛe words he returned 
vato the battaile which was verie much increaſed,but when 
. came smongſt them it was quickly bzongbt to an end, ſoz 
? realon that they had no gouernour to gouerne them, and 


that. 
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diebe. And when be ſaw-bimſolfe-( ent!! intreafed by that 
Pagan, he recouered again his \wo2d, aud claſping it faſt in 
bis nſt he dyrparged vpon the Poꝛe lo Cong and terrible a 
biowe, that be made him without all remenibzaunce to fall 
back warda vpon the hoꝛſe ttupper, and ther iducd out of hig 
deime very much blond, Which pꝛoreded gut of his mouth 
and noc, and (ering bim in this traunte, he la pd, 3 ſweare by 
God, ing, thai thou ball fma!l remembzaunce, but tarrye a 
little, and J will maus the remember thy ſelfe better, and 
giuing a turne vnto his Hezſe, hinking to cut off the pagang 
head, his tourning was with uch great haſt, that his bozſe 
doubled in ſuch ort, that he fell to the ground with the Em⸗ 
per our on his backe, neuertheieln with great lightnes, with 
out putting his toic into the dtirrop, he lept into the laddle 
again. But pet it cond not be ſo quickly vone, but that this 
ftrong Nlauritanian was come to him elfe, and ſceing that be 
was all bevatyed in bloud, he knew © ye had bene in great 
periil. Then with wondertull courage he recovered bis 
C0920, and lettied himſelfe in his ſaddie and with furious 
biowes he began to ſtrike, ſo that at euerp bloloe, it la med 
bis ſtrength did ſtill increaſe, which indede was true ; fo; 
the more hig watt and pꝛe kindeled, the moze his ficreencs 
and trength increaſed, in ſuch ſozt, (hat euetp blowe which 
be ftroke, was almaſt ſuſfictent to oucrthzowe a great To⸗ 
wer. All thele fcates the Aucene did beholde from a tower 
which was in the Pallaite, greatly fearing the ſucceſſe of 
this terrible battatle, aud pꝛaping with all her heart vnto 
per Sods fo2 the Cmperayys vicozie. This furious Pas 
gan was halfe athamcd,fo2 MM he could not bzing the Cm 
perour into ſubiection, although bis terrible blowes vidde 
double increaſe, and (eing be could not, he begun fo exclaum 
againſt dis Gods and ſard. Oh Mahomet, where is now?! 
all thy power and ſtrength⸗ bo l is it that thou doſt confer 
that one oneip Chꝛiſttan ſhauld make ſo great defence, e im 
dure ſo lang. The Emperour which heard all that » P. 
dad ſayd, with a wzathfull and angry vopce, aunfwered , © 


hon wetcped infidell, how greatly art thou deceiued, iii 
thinning

thinking that tze which bat no power fo help bimkelfe can 
helge ther and deliuer ebe out ol my hands, A belecve told 
(he afiſkaunee of my God, befoze that night do come, 50 
heav thee all in peces bp the ſtreugth of my armes, aud het 
with he neuer ceaſed to ſtrike him with io much furie, that 
many times be was without aup feeling Tus ther cons 
nued foure houres without any rcfting of theinſelucs , but 
wounding one another hen this furious pagan law, that 
hc cauld not bing to palie his pꝛetence, bnt that he was in 
great perill ts be duercome, he ſtroke luch a blowe 75 the 
Cmperour , that with the mightie ſtrength wWherewith it 
was ſtroken, he made him to leaſe his remembzaunce, and 
fozced him to ſtope vnto the bozle necke, and after that, bs 
ſtroke his ſecond blow vpon bis backe, that the great noyſt 
that if made, was the occaſion'that the Cinperour came a“ 
gaine to himſelie. And he was not ſcarce ſetteled in his lad⸗ 
dle, when he lifte vp his lwozd, intending fo ſtrife the Pass 
u nughtie and terrible blow: the which when this Akeicane 
beheld, 4 knew the great ſtrength whercwith it came, with 
meruailous pollitie he put it ade, and made him to loſs 
his blower at the lame time flouriſhing with his word, bs 
diſc gat ged luch an auerthwart blowe vpon dis thꝛote, that 
if the harnelle had not bene foꝛged by Magical art, the Em- 
peraur bad bene in great perill. Oh what great anger and 
furte did this mightie Trebatio fale, to ſ himſelſe fo 11] in⸗ 
treated by that furious Sqoꝛe, and thereivith he raiſed him⸗ 
lelfe vp in bis ſtirrope, and ſtrake at him in tuch great halt, 
and with ſo great ſtrength, that it ſceined that then the bat⸗ 
a'lc was but new begun. But when this Mauritaman lan 
that the Emperour had not loſt avy of his Erength, but ra- 
ther that it was moze increaſed, with-a terrible and fearfut! 
Voyce he laid. 

© Mahomet, what is this e fo2 that J fie , that if all 
the Ucength of Mars were here together, it were not luffi⸗ 
dent to make reſtttaunte againſt this Buight: and in ſays 
a, theſe woꝛdes, he did pꝛocure to otends $15 aduetlarpe, 

itÞ terrible and furious blowes, 
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Wpeare in bis hande , wherewith be flouriſhed mernaitons 
ſtrongly about bis bead. Tbis Mauritanian was ſo infiamen 
with wꝛath, that be had no minde to ſhew ante agilitie with 
bis Speare, vut rather with a wzathfull voice he ſapde; J 
do belcue that with the flouriſhing of thy Speare 2 b2ane, 
neſſe of thy hoꝛſe thou thinkelt to ſcarre me, hauing ſpoken 
words that could not be vitered but by ſome foliſh man, oz 
by ſome knight of little eſtimatian, oz by ſome one that ig 
enime vato Mahomet, The Cmperour ant wered:ſo much 
thou mail? late, that thou maiſt happen vppon the truth, and 
here Jgiue the to underſtand, that Jam a Chꝛiſtian and 
lerugunt vato my Lozde Jelu Chziſt, and enimie bnto Ma- 
homet, and much moꝛe vnto the, therfoꝛe make thy ſelfe rea⸗ 
die to the battaile, and take that part of the field which plea⸗ 
feth the, J will make the to knowe what my Speare can 
de. The furte of the Pagan was ſuch, that he was almoſt 
kithout all feeling, yet he comfozted himlelfe in thinking to 
make reuengement of the wozdes which he bab ſapde, and 
had a greate dcfire to knowe who that knight was which 
with ſo greate hardineſſe and courage did ſpeake vnto him, 
and de af ked it of him, ſaying: night, here J do giue the 
[{icice to ſpeake all that thou wilt, fo2 that thou art now in 
place where none can delluer the from tiny hands but onely 
Maultomet,neuecthcieſſe J do deſire thee by that God in who 
Hau ſayſt thou dovit belœue, and that fo truely s vehement⸗ 
y thou doclt ſerue, that thou tell me who thou art, wherebp 
I map know what he was that hats ven ſo arrogant againl 
me. Thou haſt ſo comured me (aunt wered the Empersut) 
that J cannot let but tell the. Thou ſhalt thereioze vnvers 
ſtand h J am the Emperour Trebatio of Greece, father vnto 
{10% clœre lights of al knighthod,the knight of. p Dun, 7 that 
in lant Roſicleer , which by another name is called p knight 
ile ſis at anie time thou haſt heard anie faike of them. 
Ae be Pagan heard that it was he, whole fame was 
ſo mach {gckea of in all tze woꝛld, and no leſſe feared, with⸗

any harme, noꝛ once moued out of the laddles, and turuing 
their hoꝛles about, they lapd hand on fbeit lwozds. Lhe Em- 
perour of Greece did firſt ſtrike the Pagan king.ſo ferrivis 
q blo we, that he thꝛew downe to the gound a very ritl mrs 
rour which was vpon the crelt of his helme, having in it, 
the Image of Mahomet,and it was with luch Treagty,that 
it made his teeth chatter in his head. At this blowe the pas 
gan did not meruaile, but rather gratificd his courteite in 
the lpke ſoꝛt, but the Emperdur did $care it off with bis 
ſherlde, and it cut off one coꝛner thereof, and delcended vpon 
his helme, with ſach fo:ce,that it made him bow his head. 
At the which this anncient warriour, twke lo great anger & 
and weath that chꝛob ing bis ſHicid to the ground, he toke 
his ſwozd both his hands, and ſtroke ſuch a blowe at his 
aduerſari chat ik it had not bene that he did defend it verre

vp wih great deſire to gos out to the battaile, and ſfraight 
wates there were called certaine knights onely foz to arme 
tun with thofe rich armes, and the faire Qutene Garrofilca 
did helpe to arme him, and when he was armed he went cut 
of the pallaice, and at the fote of the ſtapzes he found a very 
fairc and Trong hozſe, who was verie richly barbed and wel 
ſhodde, and calling fo2 a hoꝛne he hung it about his neck, and 
toke his league of the Qucenc and ſo without putting his fo!

with this furious African ſœing him within his reach, with 
bis lefte fiſt ba ſtroke him vpon the viſour of his heal me le 
greate a blowe, that without anie remembzaunce be made 
bim ta fall backwards bpon the crouper of his bozſe. Then 
the Carle Kroke at him an ouerthwart blowe vppon his 
bealme with ſo greate fazce, that he made the ſparkes of 
fire to five gut, the which did greue him verie much, and es 
one deſperate, he ifte vp his  wwzde with greate furie te 
ſtrike the Earle, who with verie mach nimbleneſſe put bim- 
ſcifc on the one ſide, and cauſe d him to loſe bis biowe, at the 
which he was verie angrie, and flouriſhing with his [word 
be chaunced to light bppon the walt of one of them , and 
cutting him in two peces bes fell dowwne dead to the ground, 
and not reſting with this, but continuing his kutie, he Iyftcd 
bp his ſharps aud cutting ſwoꝛd, and ſtroke another a blow 
vppon the left ſhoulder, whome he diuided downe to the git 
ble.

' the which the Dagan was fo furious, that tuithcet alt pati⸗ 
ence ho beganne to redouble his ſtroltes, and froke the Carte 
of Mondeli vpon his healme that he made hum ialito the 
ground verie loze hure, and voiding dloud out of his meutb: 
pet this blows was not giuen ſo much at bis eaſe, but hes 
muſt neves reteiue foz it foure blowes , which had almoſt 
depꝛiued him of his wits, Pere Rubio of I {cla beganne to 
multiplie his blowes with to great haſt, and therewithall fo 
mightilp, that he put the Pagan into great extremitte. This 
ſuriaus king tourned fo; to irike bim a blo we at his plea⸗ 
ſure, but the ntmbleneſſe of this Tmacrian was luch, that 
many times he made him fo loſe his blowes, at the which 
this Pagan was veri? much amazed, but becauſe he coulde 
not ſtrike him at his will as he intended, her determined to 
leaue hun and to returne vnto the reſt, and at two blowes 
he ouerthzew two knights, the one ſtar ke dead, and the other 
verie ſoze woũded, ſo ther remained no moꝛe but be of Modi- 
que 4 Rubio of Yſcla, the earle, which turned again to hozl 
back, (o like deſperate me without hope to eſcape they ſtroke 
at the furious Poze, but hee ſeeing hunſelfe moze at libertie, 
began to-wozks wonders vpon-thein , enfting them on the 
right hand and on the left, in this ozver they trauailed moe 
then two houres, that the ſtrength and valiauntncſle of the 
Poze was not (ſufficient to ſubiect them, Then this Pagan 
ſwing ſuch reſtſtaunce,he firmed /himſelfe in bis ſtiroppes, 
and lifting vp his \wozde on high, her ſtroke ſuch a blowe 
at him of Modique, ttat without anie remembzance he made 
bim fall vppon dis hozſe crouper, and woulde haue doubled 
that blowe foz to haue made an ende of him, but Rubio did 
diſturbe him, giuing him ſuch a ſide blowe vppon his helme, 
chat hz mads him to loſe that which hee was ſtriking, cau⸗ 
ung bis woꝛde to fc. v out of hs pra he coulde not 
 FNrcute it, and the Earle ſæing him in that plight, ffraight 
wayes retourned another on his lefte ſhouldcr, which gree- 
ud the Pagan verie {oze. In this time the Carle of Modi- 
que was come againe vnto himlelte, and ſetteicd himſelfc n- 
vane in his laddle, end being firmed agaiult the Pagan, ba 
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The ſecond part of the 


Whe Carles did heare all that was ſpoken, at which wozyz 
they were very much grieued, but becauſe-they knewe the 
ſtrength of the African, they feared much his furte, but pet 
ſhame wauld not ufer them to beare the fozce of theſe 


Wonrdes, but did determine to goc out and fake the aduaun, 
tage which tee }Iagan. did offer them, So amonglt them a 
they choſe ten of them that were moſt eſteemed: who wer, 
the Carſe of Nlodique, and a fonne of the Carles, a valpant 


poung man, being of fewer peares, then de which the Em, 
per our llewe at the marble fountaine, and Fabiniano of He. 
na, and Romo of Yicla,and other fixe choſen knights , Do 
woeu they were armed and vpon hozſebacke , they opened 


the gate of the Citie, and thep went out into the fielde, all 
very well hozſed, So when this Ging of Mauritania, ſawe 


thein, he let goe his hoꝛne, and putte downe the viſeur of 
bis healme, 4 called koz a great ſpeare, which ſtrapght way 
was ginen hun by a linight of his, and with great arrogan- 


tie, he went towards the place, whereas this faire companie 
of the ten Knights abode, and with a loude boyce he ſapde 


that they might heare bim,TUbo gaue you-counſel to make 
reſiſtaunce againſt my kurie, foz that you can finde no other 
thing therein but death. Then Don Rubio àunſwered, 
none other: but onelp to abate thy pꝛide, therefoze take thy 
chopce of the fielde,fo2 here J delle the to the death. All 


this While Bramarando ſtod and beheld him with a terri⸗ 
ble loke, and ſæing him vie ſo great nimbleneſſe, he thought 


him to be a god Knight, 4 giuing a tour ne vnts his hozle, 


gde put hunlelfe into his place, and being both readye , they 


ſpurced their hozſes together, g ranne one againſt the other, 
a in the midſt of their courſe they met, x neither of them mil- 


ſed their blobn, in the which incounnter this gentle Rubio 


fell downe to the ground, and the Pagan ſomwhat ſtoped 


in his laddle, and his (pcare remained whole, and ffrapght 
'» waye he put himlelfe in god oꝛder. But when be ſaw tha! 


all the reſt which remained, did pꝛepare theinſelues to maks 


reſiſtaunte, pe could not refraxne but with a loude vopce, he

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H vi's cowerds and defamers of the oder of Kaigheberd. 
to ne hether vnto ine, enen all of pou, fo: J do nd mee en⸗ 
kme of vou, tben of one onelp Unight: and [9 ſpurrins bis 
hozſo , he ranne againſt them, and thep did the like, aud at 
one time he receiued the encounter ok fine ſpeares, albeit he 
mcned nothing at all in his laddie: but be did counter ids 
| 151ron of Mouflet in luch ſoꝛt, that the ſpeare paſſing tho⸗ 
rough his body, he fell downe dead to the ground, and there 
with he tourned about his hozſe, with wonderfull lightnes, 
and dꝛe w out his ſharpe cutting \ſwozp,and pꝛeſſed amongſt 
| the reſt, whereas began a merumious and terrible battatle. 
Then tie Anigbts of I inacria perceiuing that they mall 
either die oz oucrcan, they began to lap about them on eue⸗ 
ry (ide, with ſo much karie, ö it was luſficient to haue tcws/ 
| £0 an anficid in paces, Pet foz all their fozce, they did not 
ee ne to moleſt him any Whit, ut he which did hew him 
leike moſt valpant amongſt them all, was the Margues cf 
Modique his ſonne, and nert vnto him was the Parques of 
Monde, and Don Fabiuio. But this ſtrong African lapd as 
bout him lo valtantltp, and with ſo great furie, that he aſto⸗ 
med the,tnfomach p with the great furte he had, out of the 
bviſour of his helme, pꝛocæded a thicke ſmoke. àt this time , 
| he thzew his ſhale on his backe, and toke mis lwoꝛde in 
both his hands, that wholocuer he met, be ſtroke him with 
luch terrible ſtrength and karte, that helme and head da cut 
in two parts. The Carle of Mondeli was not at this in⸗ 
tant vnoccupied, but with his woꝛd faſt in both his hands, 
de ſtroze him on the one lide of his helme, which was verpe 
line mettall, that he made it ſound like a bell, which cauſes 
dim to tarne vp the white of the exe, and he was almoſt 
* beſide himſelſe. Ye had ſcarce giuen him this blowe , when 
lie wiſe Þ Carle of Modique gave him anctier,that made 
bim to decline his head to his bꝛeaſt: wherewith Fabinio 
gaue him alſo another blowe, which berelte him cleane of 
his remembꝛante, inſomuch that his hoꝛſe caried him round 
about the field, euen as one dead, with his armes banging 
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tis. could not-choſc,but receine great grieke, but he did diſs 
ſemble it, faz that he conſidered, that in ſuch extremitie , (9 
valtant a night was nerdkull, and ſo altogether they lente, 
red into the Citie. The Queene was very gallant and plea, 
ſaunt,whereat all her ſubiects receined great delight, and in 
the chiefe Nreete of the Citie, there was erected the Images 
ot two nights, made all of None,of a maruelous god pzo- 
poztion, and thep had ouer them a couer line a Tabernacle, 
very rich and well w2ought,becauſe the water ſh:ulde not 
fall vpon thẽ, noꝛ any other thing to hurt them. As lone as 
the ©mperonr ſaw thoie figures, he knew that the one was 
the. Image of bis ſonne without reading of the lupercrip⸗ 
tion: gut when he came nigh vnto it, de read the ſame, which 
layd, This is the great Prince of Grecia, called the Knight of 
the Sunne, reſtorer of the auncient kingdome of Tinacria, & 
the abater and breaker of the ſtrength of the moſt ſtrongeſi 
Giants in all the world, And going a little farther, he ſaws 
von the other Auight this title: Prince Eleno of Dacia, 
touſin vnto cke moſt valiant ſonnes of Trebatio, the well 
{pring of all our quietneſſe. Upon this he loked with great 
affection, and carneſt deſire to ſe his perfect perſonage. The 
Quene did well vnderſtand the great tope that the Cmpe- 
tour receiued, in beholding the figure of his ſonne, and ot 
dis bzothers ſonne: foz which cauſe ſhe commanded that to 
be fold publikelp, which was ſpoken in ſecret: & then centred 
into the Quenes pallatce, and the Emperour was carryed 
into a verte faire and rich lodging, whereas by fozce he mull 
be ſhut in, to make as if he were p2iſoner , foz that the no⸗ 
bleg of the Realms, would not conſent that he ſhoulde gos 
ab2oade at his will. The third date following , this b2aus 
Bramarando with all bis Unights, came befaze the walls of 
the Citie, and ſpꝛed ab20ad their Ancients ; and he bimſelle 
bpan a flerce hozſe,dzeiw towards the walls of the Citie in 
great haſt. He was armed with very ftrong armour, and has 
at his necks hanging a vetie rich hoꝛne of Juozie,and When

N the meane time that they were putting 
all things in god oꝛder, as you haue heard, 
Cupide did not ceaſe, but con inuallpe toz-

In this 
ſozt ſhe was beholding him a great while, vntill ſuch tine, 
as t he ſozrowfull ſighes Garrofilca fet, cauſed the Cmperoz 
to awake, and when be ſaw the Wuckne, he was very much 
amazed, and would haue riſen bp, whereto p Queene would 
not conſent, but cauſed him to Ive ſtill, and letting the ligbt 
bpon a table which was in the chamber, the came and late 
her downe vpen the bed by the Emperour, and ſhedding mas 
ny teares of perfect and true loue, he ſapd. 

Py Lord, J wold very faine know what thou doſt pꝛe⸗ 
tend towards me, moſt vnkoztunate Zune, wounded with 72» 
the darte of Cupide,onely by the ſight of thy ercading per ⸗ 
ſonage.

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his tuſtomes and manners, he ſaith y be was in tho ffaftirg 
of his bodie well nere a leauen foie high, ond all his meme 
bers confozmable vnto his height, being indued with incre⸗ 
dible ſtrength, be had his countenaunce verie graue and of 
great brautie, without ante anger, verie tractable,and a gens 
tleman of great curteſie, hee deteſted to do ante thing that 
was vnſcemelp, he was verie readie to cozrect where it wag 
nedfull,and farre from ame vnhumane crueltie: all which 
vertues were ertinguiſhed when he was angered , fo2 that 
then in all Africa and Afia there was no wild beaſt ſo fierce 
and crueil , And many times it hath ben ſeene, when bis ans 
ger had ben paſt, he would haue weapt with great ſozrowe 
fo the hurt which he had done, he hadde one cuſtome which 
Was verie diuelliſh (being no (mail blemiſh vnto all the reſt 
of his god qualities) that he woulde neuer pardon them of 
whome he had receiued iniurie. Seo when this Pagan was 
come into the pallaice, and in the Quenes pꝛeſence, with a 
graue countenaunce and hardie voice he declared his embal⸗ 
ſage, and by reaſon that at that time the gucene had not her 
heart at libertie, ſhe gaue him fog anf were, without tarrping 
to take ame farthcr counſaile, that her intent was not as pet 
to marrie, ko; that ſhe was verie young, wherwith this Ba⸗ 
gan departed, and did returne to giue this anſ were vnto his 
bꝛother Bramarandus,at which he was verie irefull, à come 
maunded to make {acrifices vnto Mahomet , pzaping vuta 
him fo2 to chaunge the will of the Wugne, that the might 
marrie with bim. Zhen there was made aun\ were vnto 
him (by the Dinell which hadde entered into that tnfernall 
Image ok Mahomet ) that hee ſhoulde nat tarrie fo2 any 
other hope to ghtaing her, but by fo2ce of armes, and that 
he ſhoulde pꝛocure with all his ſtrength and power fo2 10 
marrie her, adding that from ber ſhoulde peocctoe an in⸗ 
fant, at whoſe valpauntneſſe and ſtrength halle the world 
ſhoulde tremble and ſtande in feare, This kalſe God did 
vell dining aud pꝛognoſticate, bit per be did detetue {he 
lw2stched Bramarandus, in ſaping 4 "al of bis ſa&dg ſhoulde 
pꝛocæd ſuch a child, when he heard p an{were ofthis 6

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ed Mahomet, be commanded,s' withall diligence hond be 
iopned together,fiue hundzed of the moTvaitanteſt knights 
that might be cyoſen,not onelp in Mauritania, but alle in 
Numidia and Garauiantes, fo2 that not one King of all theſe 
conntryes wauld deny him any thing , with p2etence with 
them and bhimlelfe in perſon, to win by fozce that, which by 
faire meanes he could not obtaine: and imvarking them⸗ 
ſelues, with a pꝛolperous winde, they came in a mall time 
vnto Tinacria ; and befoze they would 'goe aland, toey did 
(end their Ambaſſadoz a ſhoꝛe, to ſee if They div finde her fit 
purpoſe altered. The which meſſage was committed to a 
migbtie ſtrong Booze, called Forimon: who did declare it 
viito the Aurne with proud and obſtinate words, thzeate⸗ 
king them with cruel warres, ik to the contrary they wound 
notconfent vnto the marriage. There was þ2cicnt at this 
Embaſſage, the Carle of Modique,and the Earle cf Modc- 
HM and the Earle Fariera, and the Parques of Apoſto, and 
many other valiant Knights: and although they made an 
alt ward ſhawe, that they did not eſte me of it, noꝛ made any 
reckoning tyereof, pet they were in great feare. The god 
Carle of Modique with a ſad, voyte ſaid. Oh mightie lIupi-

J cannot denp, moſt excellent g faire nugne, y great 
grief which J haue (oz that which J have done, neither can 
pour knights denp þ inf occaſion p J bad to do it. Foꝛ they 
finding me a llæp g taking my reſt by this fountaine, being 
confiratned thereto, by the trauaile J teceiued at ſea,and bes 
ing caft aland tn this pour countrie,they did tntreate me as 
they mould not intreate a plongh man, corffraining the ya 
fourtelie againſt my will, and doing that, which the i 


de of my heart would not permit. 
In 
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The ſecond part of the 


brought vato them very faire and ſkrong hozſes, which the 
King had commaunded to giue them, and mounting on their 
backs, in great half they went out of the Citie to the bauen 
fide,to the ſame place whereas they fought they2 own bats 
faile, whereas thep kounde theſe two knights with no icfe 
rigoꝛ x furie, then they themlelues were befoze;S0 ſtraight 
wap, thzœ of thoſe Linights did knowe, who that night z 
Opant was, which were in battatie,+ ſapd, that it was Cla- 
uerindo and the Bing of Sardenia, whom J told peu depar⸗ 
ted out of Greece in the queſt of the Emperour, and by foz⸗ 
tune they were dꝛiuen into thoſe parts, ſoz that the Bing 
might haue mo2e ayde foz to execute his tyꝛanny. Zhen the 
valpant Zoylo pulled off his helme and ſapd. Chat is the 
matter valpaunt Peinte, that pou ſhow pour lelfe lo furtous 
againſt him, which in all popnts is redp to be at pour com⸗ 
maundement. At which wozds, the Deince lift vp his epes, 
and when he behelde thaſe ther P2inces and knewe them, 
he verp much meraalled fo ſw them, and lefie off his battel, 
and ſo like wile did Bramidoro, and atl thzæ W their armes 
abꝛoad, came to imbzace him. And Clauerindo (aide, It had 
not gone very well with vs in this conflict, if theſe knights 
had not knowen vs, and in ſaying thele woꝛdes, he thꝛewe 
his armes about their neckes with great iope that he receys 
ued to ſæ them: and with no leſſe iope and pleaſure all the 
reft did Howe themſelizes x ſapd. Ne are thoſe which haue 
moſt gotten in the knowing of pou,fo2 that we haue put as 
part the great battaile that was pzepared fo2 vs. So with 
the like coarteſte thep receiued the Pzince of Dacia, who, if 
that the other had not tolde him what he was, he wold haue 
belæued that it had bene Roſicleer. So with theſe and (ach 
like reaſons, at the requeſt of the other Pzinces, they went 
with them vato the Citie, at ſuch time as the Bing cams 
fo2th,accompanied with a faire companie of Knightes and 
verpe well armed, who recepued them with great cours 
teſie, cauſed þ pzince of Frauuce to ride W him ſive by fide, 
So thep altogether returned unto the Citie, and then to the 
Pallaice, whereas they were meruailoully well 1 — 
N an 
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and there the King tolde vnto them all his confrarie and 
chaunged treaſon, wherefoze theſe two knights did (wears 
and pzomile vnto the King,the lame which the others bad 
done. The pzince Claucrindo bad ſo great affection vnto ths 
pPzince Eleno, that he would not at any time departe from 
him, neither would the Prince Eleno do otherwiſe unte 
Claucrindo,declaring bnto him all bis evills and ſtrange ad- 
nentures. At which communication was pꝛelent the king of 
C:rdernia , and when be beard him tell of bis adurntute in 
Tinacria,and of the battaile that he had made with Icke 
rco,and how that be was onet come , be with moze affedion 
bchelde him, and requeſted him to hears the whole clfate 
thereof, Do the Paince did declare all, and how tbat be de⸗ 
parted, and how that after ward he found the peinceſſe Lidia, 
that Lady which carried the Emperour out of Conſtanti- 
noplc : the Which being all knowen vnto them, they would 
{t-atzht wap goe and viſite ber, and the recciued them with 
ber accuſtomed ſadneſs. 

Now foz that J baue long time fozgot that noble Em⸗ 
percur, J will retourne , and tell you what happened vnte 
dim, at the fountaine of Tinacria, where J lefte him. 


How that the Emperour went vnto Tinacria, and of 
all that paſſed in the battaile , which he had with 
the Earle of Modique, Cap 20. 


„N great trouble and affliction we leffe the 
) GY) valiaunt Emperonr Trebatio, in the Jland 
of Tinacria, harde by the fountaine of mare 
ie, at ach time as the Carle of Modique 
Ja with his ſpeare in his recaſt , was pꝛepared 
fon to hurt him. The Emperour ſ&ing him 
tome, he had greate care of himſelfe, and being in a place that 
neither to the one parte nc2 to the other he coulde ſlip backe 
o (ug himlelfe from that blowe, he did determine to pe 
with both his knees and ſhozten in his bodie, foꝛ that he was 
ure he coulde not ouerrunne him with bis hozſe,by reafon 
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in this your Countrey,conftraining all ſtraunge Brigb's by 
fozce to (wears vnto pour defence,the which by Jo lite ang 
dꝛder of Knighthod they muſt do it of their une ma un, 
if von give them to vnderſtand the truth therof, To whom 
the King aaſwered and lapd, Gentle Knight, all [11s which 
bath bene done, was neuer by my commaundement, but by 
this my Captaine whom thou hatt here flatne, and fo2 that 
A dtd vnderſtand the great harme whicy) be did, that with⸗ 
out all reaſon, Jam come bether to remedy : ſoz Which 
cauſe J do deſtre and p2ay you, to let the eo your ſtrög 
armes ko ccale,and to pacific pour out cgurages aud fo take 
in god part, to come and reſt pour lecvies with niche which 
you map do with all ſecuritie. And hare J do pꝛomiſe you 
to holde and kerpe my faith and wozd the witch J vor 0148 
bnto pou 2 and then wil J declare vnto pou off mp trouble, 
whereat you will not onelpe take greate contentment to 
ſweare that which J ſhall requeſt pou : but alſo J belaue 
that you will of pour wozthineſſe take the demaunde to bee 
pour owne, accozding bnto the great right aud Juſtice , that 
J haue on my part. Do theſe foure Knights were fatiſfied 
of all that this Poꝛiſh Ning had pꝛomiſed onto the, x by his 
wozds were oucrcome and peelded brto that which he bad 
demaunded of them, and were determined to go with him: 
at þ which, p King receiued no (mall iop,foz to haue fo vali- 
ant nights w him in his companie. Then p King alighted 
and cauſed them to put vp therr (wozds into their ſheathes, 
and did them as great honour as though they hadde ben in 
their owne Countries. Then the J32zince Eleno ſang how 
that all things were finiſhed, be determined to goe fo2 bis 
faire Licha, hut when the Ling knew wha the was, hunſelle 
did beare him campanie, and toke-her out of the gailzy, and 
bought her a ſhoze. All that did behoine her, dib meruapie 
at her great beautte,batng mixed with lo much faducile. So 
the Aing toke ber by the hand and bare her company, till he 
came vnto the Citie, and carried het vnto his pallaice, which 
was very rich and great, ſoꝛ this king was one of the migh⸗ 


tielt ÞP;inces in all Aftica. So traight way it was mann, 
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ved fo make ready dinner, faꝛ that it was very nerdfull, the 
which was accompliſhed very ſurnpkuoully. When they ſats 
downe to dinner, they pulled off their helmes, which befo2e 
that time they had not done:and when the P2itice E1cno had 
ulled off his healme, all the reft did thinke verclye, that it 
had bene the valiaunt Unight Roſicleer, (foz that as I haue 
tolde pou)he was very much like him) complaining ſoz that 
he had kept himſelk ſa cloſe, without ſwewing what be was 
in lo long time. The P2ince with a (ſmiling countenauce 
did put them ont of al doubt, in ſhowing them who be was 
of the which they remained very much amazed, + fo2 all that, 
if he had bad a litt ie moze beard, thep would not haue beles 
ued him. The King was very well content and pleaſcd that 
he had ſuch Knights in his companp, t told vnto the a great 
circumſtance of treaſon,cleanc contrarie to that it was, ap⸗ 
plying all the imurie to be offred vnto himſelf, mingling bis 
tale with counterfet teares, which canſed theſe Unightes to 
giue credit vnto his wo2ds,in ſuch ſoꝛt that they did ſwears 
vato (he King all that be would demaund, ok the which this 
{caiterous Aing remained greatly contented, and ozdapned 
foz the very faire t᷑ rich chambers to caſe thfſelues, with all 
ſeruice nioedful!,4 likewiſe fo2 Þ faire Lidia, foʒ be lodged her 
In the Qnencs chamber, s cauſed many Ladpes and Dams 
lells to come and beare her tompanie, and to ſerue her in all 
that was neceſſar te oz that he percetued how the Pzince E- 
leno did receiue great pleaſure therein, In the end of twen⸗ 
fic 0ayes that theſe Knights had ſotourned with the Bing, 
there came ane aud aduertiſed the Ging, how that ther was 
arriued in the pozt of the Citie, a ſaire ſhip, and how p ther 
De cended out of yer a night, and a well pꝛopoꝛtioned Oy⸗ 
aun; and by reaton that they would not heal ken vnto the 
accuſtamed oath, which thep that didde arrtue there houlde 
du care, that there was begun a meruailous and ſtout bat- 
base, with themthat did kerpe the Port, wherein the knight 
bid nccuntions $ wozthy keates, and likewiſe p Giant. The 
which being heard by thoſe knights p wer with p Ring, they 
dalled log their armoz, 1 wer W A ict armed, A there were 
b2ought 
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bimfelfe awaie vppon the ſands, and in a trice he was on his 
fete againe,and went towards the plate whereas the Gyant 
was, with fall pꝛetente to ſtrike him ſuch a blowe , that ha 
Would not be able to make ante moze reſiſtance. The Gyant 
when he ſawe him camming woulde haue ftroken him, fo; 
to diſturbe him of his blow, but he tould not, foꝛ that this Da- 
cian ſtroke him ſuth an onerthwart blowe, that lighting on 
bis fte, he cut it cleane off, and the Gpant chaunced a blow 
pn bis helme, that it made the knight to tumble on the land, 
the gyant ſeeing him downe, would haue turned to haue (tri, 
Ken him againe, but he could not fo2 the lacke of his fœte, fo; 
when he thought to firme his fote on the grounde to pꝛeaſe 
-fozwards,he could not make a ſtep, but gaue a ferrible fall to 
the ground, and being ſoze fronbled with the wound of his 
head and other wounds, he peelded vp the Ghoſt, and ſent his 
ſoule to whom it didappertaine , The Pagan people when 
they (awe their ſtout Captaine dead, with great ſhowts and 
ſh2kes they pꝛeſſed altogether vpon thoſe foure knightes, but 
they found the neither daſtards noz cowards, but they gauo 
them well to vnderſtand p they were of great valdur. Then 
they iopned themſclues together backe to backe, and Croke 
ſuch ſtraunge blowes vpon their enimies, and with fo great 
koꝛte and furie, that he which had receiued one blowe would 
not carne to them againe, with great feare they were ſo ſcar⸗ 
red. P}ince Eleno being intenſed with anger, at the fall that 
he receiued by the blow of the Gpant, it cauſed him to claſpe 
his \ wo2d faſt in his þand,aud with double furte he p2cſicd 
amongeſt his enimies, that vnhappie he might thinke him⸗ 
.lelfe that came to the reteit ot the feſt ſtroke, fo2 that with 
an ouerthwart blowe , he tutte his bead cleane from his 
ſhdalders, and returned vnto another, and ſtroke him vppon 
the waſt, ſo that it had nœre hand parted him in two parcs, 
ſo with ſuch like blowes and feates of knighthod they made 
them to retire. And at the ſame time they ſawe comming 
fozth of p citie a great number of knights # gentlemen, which 
they iudged to bo about ſire thouſand in an armie, and al! on 
hot backe. Jt could not be cholen but y this valiant Peine 
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Fleno ſhould haue ſome feare,ſeing (6 many Knights : not⸗ 
wich landing, wth a loude dopce, and with great ecutags 
pe lupd. Creeiient e valyant knights, now is p time, (mot 
noble 4 Uoat warrto2s,) that we ſhow the great ftrercgih e 
courage of our hcartes, by a plaine teſtimomall in lrauing 
our bodies as lactificen vnto their wills, and our bloud ig 
be lpꝛinckeled abzoad , recetuing moze lope and honeur in 
out deaths, flguting in our owne delence, then to Qtuc cons 
lent Vito our emimies in ouercomming vs; Notwithilands 
13.0,{his young warriour did not fozget himſcife, but rather 
with moze furious blowes he p2eflev on bis enemies, and 
wozking luch terrible fcates,that it is Lery wondertull to 
be heard: and lo without all hope of their liues, cemmit⸗ 
ting themiclues vnto God,thep did pꝛocure by ali nicancs , 
to cut off and make leſſe their enemies, killing then in (uch 
ſo2t,as it leemed to mans capacitie impolſible. The quan- 
title was (0 great, hat by rcalon of the bolud that ran from 
them, the water on the lea ſide was made red, and loft his 
naturail colour, and being in this conflict, there appzoachev 
all that great companie tha! came koꝛth of the Citte. And 
betoze them all there came a Knight armed with very faire 
and rich armour, all gylocd, and ſomething of a god ature 
and bigneſſe of body,p be had on his head a ropall crowne: 
who when he came vats the place whereas this bloudy bats 
tail: was, he commannded all the people ta ſtand aſide, and 
with a ſeuere vopce, ſhowing great humilitie, he ſapd. Ualte 
aunt and wozthp Knights, whom Jupiter defend and keepe, 
kale my ſelfe very ſoze troubled, in ſeing Knightes of io 
great valour and wozthinclle as pou are, to be induced with 
lo mach crucitie againſt pour ſelues,and onely foz not lwe⸗ 
ring an oath, (conſidering pou haue chaunced vpon this ads 
u-nture) whereby pou (ould make defence againſt le great 
frealon agains me pꝛadiſed, ot traitours, which onely by ty⸗ 
raname p2ctende to take awap my kingdome from nie, To 
the which woꝛds, the val:aunt Pzince Eleno made anſwer, 
and ſapd. At thou baſt iuſtice on thy ũde, as thou ſaiſt thou 
bal, wheretoze do you conſent to ſuffer lo vple a cuſtome 
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tyat fhey-ſcemed to be no humane creatures. They did datt 
with io much courage that their enumtes wer conſtrained ta 
withdꝛawe thẽſelues back, it was a great trouble unto theſy 
unigbts that they were a fwte,fo2 if they had bene on bozſes 
backs all foure together, without doubt verie quickly they 
had made an end of the conqueſt, ſo being in this conflict they 
kawe come foꝛth of the citic a great number of knights, and 
befoze thert came a well pꝛopoꝛtioned Gpaunt, armed with 
verie fayie and rich armour, who with great haſt came vntg 
the place whereas the knights were, and when be ſawe the 
great harme which was there done, with a terrible and fears 
kull voice he ſayd. 

Dh immoꝛtall Cods, is it poſſible that foure knights bath 
done all this harme, that a thouſand of very god knights ars 
not able to doe, and is their ſtrength and pollicie ſuch , that 
not one of the haue rece iued anie hurt. O wzetched knights 
what had yon rather to die in my power then to weare vn⸗ 
to fo iuſt a demaund as they haue aſked of pou in p behalſs 
of the king Noraldino . Zhen Lyriamandro who hearde the 
wo2des which the Gpant had lapd, aunſ wered. Where is not 
one of vs, that oz the fearc death will \ weare vnto anie 
thing, but firſt we wil knowe if the cauſe he iuſt, becaule w8 
will not fall vnto ante crime of that which wall be contra- 
tie vnto the oꝛder of knighihod. So then J do perceiue laid 
the Gpaunt, that you do not purpoſe to I weare in any thing 
ercept it be firft declared vnto pou what it is, and the occa⸗ 
ſion thereof, Co the which aunl wered Zoy lo, no. Well bers 
I \ weare vnto you by the high Gods (fayy the Gpaunt) that 
A my letfe alone will bzing you all to that ſtape, that you 
weulde willingly l weare,but then you ſhall! haue no time, 
And therewith:he-d2ewe ont a bꝛoade and gliſtering word 

and flouriſhing therewith he pꝛelled fozwardes , then the 
inte Eleiio ſtepped Fwzth and requcſted the other that 
they would let him alone with p gyant,the which although 
it were agatut their wills, vet they conſented to it, and the 
other putting themſelues all on the one ſide , they beganne 
againe they; moztall battaile, The Graunt with the grea's 
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faris hit had, did dilcharge his bio we, but it was in vainey 
foz that the Pꝛince did let it ſuppe by. iu ſuch lozte, that bee 
tonlde not ſtrike hum, and in putting the blo we aſide, he cut 
the lapde Gyaunt vppon one ol his legges, and made a 
wounde, which althgugh it were not greate, pel there ranne 
gut of it verie much bloud, Wihen the Gpaunt did ieele bhim⸗ 
ſeife hurt, and that he lawe bis bloud runne downe, pe did (0 
kindle in ire, that be let his (heelbe fall to the grounde, and 
laying holde on bis greate and b2oade (warde, with both 
bis handes be lift it vp, and ſtroke at the Vacian, thinking 
with that one blowe to haue fliathed the baitazle , but tis 
Pꝛince #92 that ho was niuible and light, did pzocyre flraight 
wales to clere himſelfe from the fozce thereof, the which he 
did in ſuch ſozt,that the \ wozde fell downe: to the ground, 
and by reaſon of the great foꝛce and furie wherewith it was 
diſcharged,the Gyant was conſtrained following bis biowe 
to fall like wiſe downe vpon the earth. Yare the Dacian was 
not idle, vut with'both bis hands ſtroke bim vpon his ſtrong 
helme with great courage, and altzough he could not cut it 
at that time by reaſon of the hardneſſe, pet it aſtoniſhed him 
t bꝛought him gut of his rememb2aunce, The-Gyant which 
ſa we himlelfe in this perplexitie, with great furie in the beſt 
manner he could, tumbled bimſelſe on the one ſide, and p20- 
cured to ariſe-vpon his fete, but it was not poſtible ſoꝛ him, 
fo2 that he was tozmented with greate and heaue blowes, 
and fozced to fall downe againe vpan the ſande , but pet as 
ſons as he coulde, he tourned once againe and fo2ced him⸗ 
lelfe to axiſe, but he could not do it with luch ſped, but firſt 
be mult pꝛoue againe the Marpe edge ol the Dacians i wd, 
who ſtroke him ſuch anol her terrible blow vpon the helme, 
that it velded, and he cut bis fleſh, The Gyapt did lale hams 
lelfe verie ul with that blowe, and with the great furie and 
anger which he had, he ſtroke at the knight a terrible blows 
which was in ſuch ſozte,that by anic mi anes bee coulde nat 
thift bi mlelte from it, but muſt neves receiue it vppon bis 
belme, the which was with ſuch fozce;that it made him to fall 
dawn to the ground, but this knigbt vw great lightues tabled 
P-. lui. hun⸗ 
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a god wale from them two Foiſffes,in batfaile together ih 
one with the other, and determining to goe vnto them to la 
wyat it ſhoald bœ, the vaitant Roſicleer leapt into bis Gat, 
ley, whicy was carried another way with lo great furie that 
Zoilo was dꝛiuen to remains e be departed in great haſt. 
thus Tartarian Zoilo remaining alone in bis ſhippe, direged it 
towards them that were in battaile, and came vnto them at 
kuch time as they had great nee of his ſuccour, fo2 that they 
were oppꝛeſſed by the lame ſhip of the roucrs that met with 
bim, and they were in a meruailous great fight, but with the 
aide of the T actarian,thep aCailed them in ſuch ſozt,p i they 
had not p:eldedthemſelucs to mercie, thep bad ſonke them all 
in tye lea, t taking all their 8ths they made them to tweare 
that ihey ſhald haue that euiil and naughtte life. Then they 
all entered into the (hip wherin the 'T artarian was, with de⸗ 
termined purpoſe to pzocede fozwards whether their foztum 
would carrie them fo2 to get them fame, and to increaſe their 
honour, So the weather conſtrained them Lo ariue in the post 
of Nunidia, whereas you haue beard tolde, in that countiis 
they did conſtraine all knights that there div ariue,to (wears 
vato them to aide and helpe that traitour their Lozd. Theſe 
P2inces would not be \ w9zne except firſt they wold declalt 
the cauſe wherefaze,and yerevpon they multiplied wo2des, 
which was the occaſion of this cruell battaile, which p pꝛinct 
Eieno did fo being in his Galley, So it ſ@med vnto him ts 
be a becie vnſæmelp thing and vneguall, ſo mariye again 
thꝛee knightes oncly, who accoꝛding vnto the great and woz- 
thie feates which they did, tber gaue the lokers on lo bn- 
derſtande that they were of noble eſtate, and fo2 fo ſuccour 
them ha woulde willingly haue leaped a ſhoare, but fir ſt ha 
beſired the faire Lidia to temaine in guietncfſe vnder the hat⸗ 
ches of the Galle p, foʒ that he was determined to go lozih to 
aide and helpe thoſe thzv knightes. And without ane moss 
tarrieng with great (ped be leapt to the ſhoare, cartieng dis 
{ ww2d in his hand, and his ſh@ld on bis arme, he pꝛelled in 

znonaſt them all, ſaping. e 
O vile knightes, cowardee, and of (mall cffimiatton 
when 
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wherefoze are you not aſhamed ſo great a number of von to 
fight onely againſt thzo-knightes,and therewith ſtroke ſuch 
a terrible blo we on him that he did firſt meet, that he made 
hun in two peeces to fall to the ground, ſo that in a ſhozt 
time by his kurious entering was knowen the greate pow⸗ 
er of his arme, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that wherſoeuer he went, he made 
q bꝛoad waie, and with ſmall trouble he iopned wih p tbze 
knighſcs, who when they knew of the helpe that was came 
vnto them, each of them recouered new ſtrength, and did pꝛo⸗ 
cure to doe ſtraunge feates, becauſe the other ſhould haue no 
ayuauntage of them , And they verie much mcraailed'wys 
that knight ſhould be of fo great pꝛoweſſe, foz p the blowes 
which he ſtroke might well be knowen from all the reft;fo2 
if it had not hene by the armour that he wo2e,they woulde 
haue thought him to be one of the lonnes of Trebatio. Theſe 
fonre knightes kept ſo god 02der in their fight againſt their 
enimies, that they gaue oner to fight with them, and began 
to ſhowte and cite againlt them, ſo thattbey were conſtrap⸗ 
ned to goe and leeke their enimies, the which they founde lo 
be no god remedie, foꝛ that they did intreate them euillp at 
theit backes, and beeing verie angvte here with, they determi⸗ 
ned to put themſelues amongeſt the thickeſt of them, which 
did not fall out well with them, foz that there was of them 
together moze then ten thouſand; the which this valiant E- 
eto ſeeing, he thꝛew his held at his backe, fullye incenſed 
with anger, and with his ſwoꝛde in bis hande all alofte, hœ 
pꝛeſſed vnto that parte whereas moſt people were, and the 
fir! he met withall, hee parted him in the middeſt, and the 
ſetond hee cut off his bead, and ſo went fozwardes cutting 
and waunding nowe one and then another, with ſo greate 
furie, that there was none that durſt abide his blowes 3s 
there ante doubt that whileſt this Pꝛince was thus trau⸗ 
bling and molefking his enimies, that the otber thꝛe knights 
which were with him did ſtande by and lake on, no not ſo, 
but fo2 to ſoctate his wozthie- ades , they wꝛought ſuch 
wonders in armes, as the repozte woulde ſœme almoſt ins 
itcadible onto the hearers,in ſtriking ſuch terrible blowes 
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then conco2ve , Do when bis Lute was in right fane, da 
beganne fozthwith to play vpon it, and with al watts and 
plealaunt voice he ſung theſe vearſes following.

When be had made and end of this ſong, with the grtat

This ſoꝛtow⸗ 
full Ladie did well heare and vnder ſtand this werte and 
chetretull ſong, but by realon that all der minde was wo 
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r ernell, Brenio. his delicate mucke had na ſtrength to xe⸗ 

one ang iot of ber leut An this lozte as you haue Fears 

er palled all the night til the mozning , lo tbe date bulng 
rome, this kapze and afflicted Kadie aroſe vp and went gut 
gf the Lent, whereas ſho! ſaund the Pzinte walking vp 

and dobone, and wh A, ſazrowlull and ſofie vopte ſhe reque⸗ 
led hin onte agatne to take her gilt of that vncharitabic Js 
uns- Lhe Pzuice wilhalu ame tarrieng teke her by the 
dande and lead her into his Galley, wherin ther were [cant 
both well unbarked when that the Sallp begann io eve 
from ſhoare, and to ſatle with ſuch [ wiftnefſe that in amal 
time they were in the drapty ofthe great Sea, as theugb be 
which did goucrne it had bene the wile Artemidoro, who foz 
the deliuerie. of this ſozrowfull Damsſell had cꝛdeined all 
this that pou haue beard, This Ladie was verie much ama⸗ 
zed to {ix her (ele carried awaic in that manner, aud durſt 
not al ke the pꝛince ante manner of queſtion, foꝛ that be was 
verie 7 and penfine, Lihewele the Prince Eleno conude- 
ring the great ſoꝛto w and trouble that Lidia fectiued, de iſt 
not ſaie anie thing vnto her, (6 in ibis loste they traualed 
all that daie and all the ntght,tilt the next dale that they dil⸗ 
coucred lande, without ſpeaking one worde the one to the 
8:her,and in a fall time the Barke came lo nigh the lande, 
that they might dilcouer a apa and well tower ci⸗ 
tie, the which Was adozned with a perie faire hauen, full of 
meruatlous greate and rang ſhipßes. So this Galley ſatled 
in amongeſt the thickeſt of them all till it came to the 
Woare ide, where at theva ariuall, they dilcoutred a lap, 
8 berie well f2ughien and blondie battaile, kging harde by

with weeping cy2s the laid. Gentle night, if mp lone haue 
bene the occaſion of this iby ſozrow which thou dot ſhow, 
J do 2eftre thee fo depart,fo2 in me thou ſhalt find no other 
t 31:47, but that which enly J defire,that is, death. Foz what 
loue can thep haue,th2tio cruelly are forgotten, what poſſi⸗ 
bilitie is there of helpe in them, that are without all hope , 
UM 9 io great ariefe Lidia delivered thefe and ſuch like rea⸗ 
ſons, that the oucr much anger ſhe had, cauſed her to retain 
her words, ſo that the could not ſpeake, but gaue a marnai- 
lous and ſozrowfull (huke,that the ſtonieſt heart that euer 
Was, would haue bene moucd with compaſſion, This gos 
Dacian, ſæing that at that time there was no remedy foz hu 
cu, p reaſon of the great paine and gricfe, that the fare 
Da noſell ſeœmed fo ſuſtaine, cöſtrained himſelfe by diſcre- 
tion to fuer a while, conſidering p time did glue cafe vnto 
all things: ſo hoping in time to haue heipe of his diſcaie, 
and turning to talke vnto Lidia, be requeſted her that ſha 
would ſhow him fo much fauour, as to declare vnto hum the 
cauſe of all this her ſozrow and paine . So this Ladye did 
declare it unte him, in fo fa2zrowful a ſozt, and with ſuch pt- 
tifull ſighes, that the tempeſtuous ſea being mued with c0- 
paſſtion.contrarte vnto his accuſtomed noyſe made a newe! 
ſtraunge rumour in the caues ne&re vnto the ſhozg , The 
132ince with no lelle paine attended vnto her ſozrowfull 
tale, ſo that it was euen a tragedie fo beholde the heauie # 
lamentable pꝛoſpects of cither of them. Then in the end of 

relating this beauie hill ozie, be faire Lidia held ber peace;

N . reaſon of the great darkneſſe of the night, 


* 1 night entered into the Tent ſomewhat to

mained without whereas he walked vp and do wne all ite 
night , And as the ſolitarie might is an emmie vnto quiet⸗ 
nelle, lo bæing alone there came to his remembꝛaunte mas

dued with maruailous great beautie, Jt was ſo excellent; 
th if it depziued him of his heart, which he neuer thought a⸗ 
naine to haue loft. She was with ber hatire all about her 
cares, and meruailoullp ill intrcated by the violence that ſhe 
vled againſt her ſelſe, and leaning her cherͤke vpon her deli, 
cate and white hand, which was all to be ſpotted w blond 
in many placcs, which was conrained by the ſcratching of 
ber naples.

| then he was of the firft. And when hecame vino him, 
and telt that be was freſhlp wounded, he did delight hunt 
with the peolow hatre,the which ba bad in his bande, 33 
| confidering with what pze it was pulled of, and allo cis 
| ling to remeinbzance her complaint, he did plainly pericue 
that the occauon of all this her ſozrow was tone, 0 With 
tycle conſiderations he lified bp his epes, and did bedold be

was lo mnch-entli done. When this Peince Eleno ſawe 
bi-nſc!fe all alone, and not one with whom he might paſſe 
away the time, there tame vato his minde bis Flonſdama , 
Which was the eccaſton that he tourncd to his accuſtomed 
ſadneſſe, and imagining that be was in ber p2eſcnce, he ſaid:

ture to tnow who is that Knight with the grerne armour, 
and whether he be dead oꝛ no and without any moze tatry⸗ 
ing he ſpurred his hozle, who made as ſwifte waye as the 
thunderbolt, and pꝛeſentlp departed the Citie, and neuer re⸗ 
fed kill he came vnto the place, whereas he tolde his tem⸗ 
panion he wonlo remaine. Then Tetcreo weni vnto p Juds 
ges, and alked them ik there were anpe moe to be done, in 
the defence and kauour of the Pꝛincelle: and the Judges ans 
[Wered, that it was ſufficient which was dane, and tyat tber 
was no other thing to be done in that matter. Then T cfe- 
reo [awe that all was done that was nerdlull, he went vnto 
the place, whereas the Unight with the grerne armoz was, 
and pulling off his helme, he (aw that all his face was [wol⸗ 
len with the terrible blowe that he had receined, and he (x - 
med as though he had bene dead. At the ſame inſtaunt, the 
Bing was come downe from bis windowe, into the place 
whereas the battaile was: onelp fo2 to honoz theſe knights 
and to knowe who thep were. And when he could not ſe 
the night of the Dunne, he alked foz him, and ſtraight way 
it was tolde him in what great haſt he went from that place 
and out of the Citie: fo2 the whichthe King was very loz⸗ 
rie, and if they had not tolbe him, that it had bene laboz loft 
to ſceke him, he would haue followed to fre if he could haue 
(ene him, and haue made him to retourne to haue honoured 
him in his court.

done, and they did apply the beſt remedies that could be got⸗ 
ten, tl lach time as they bzought bim ſomewhat to bis te⸗ 
membꝛance, although it was with great labour, The peinte 
of Spaine, when be (awe himſelfe in his naked bed, r i020 
rowe was verpe much: and calling to his minde ail that 
which had paſſed, the verp gricke be recctued , Was almoſt 
the occaſion of his death. 

When Teferco knew who that Bnight was, and that 
there was no nioze to be done, without any farrying be toke 
his leaue of the King, and of the Y2incefie, who weyt very 
ſozrowfully at his departure, I cterco take the hozſe of the 
lame Gaunt, (who with very anger to le himſelfe in that 
pickic, woulde not conſent to the receiutng of ative cure, 
n:yth:r wald he cate avy thing, but there-veſperately dyed) 
an? leaping vppon him he went to ſake the Kntabt of the 
Sunne.

| Now to retourne to the ſtoꝛie that is paſt, whereas 

if you do remember, that the Jozince Eleno of Dacia, ente- 

red imo that barke wherein the Knght-was, which would 
baue foꝛted a Ladye, anudhow that vpon a ſovatne their gals 
{yes did ſeperate theniſelues, ſo that be loft the ſight of his 
Couſin the Unight of the Sunne, and of Teferco, and bers 

lug entered, he woulde haue made rcfiſtaunce againſt bis 

aduerlarie, foz to diſturbe him, that he ſhould not commit 
de vyolente that he had offered. But vppon a ſodaine they 
wete all vaniſheb , fo that he ſawe nepther night, noz 
Ladpe, noz Parriners , no2 prt anpe other perſen, but 
vaely biaielic in the Barke, wilh his inchaunted Voaſe , 
nceviber 


vpon bis delme hat without rememboatince ber made him 
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fail to the ground as one that were dead. The Gpants when 
khey lawe themſelues fo ill intreated, both of them ſet ſpurs 
vato theyz beaſtes, and dꝛawing out their great and (harp? 
cutting t ww2ds, thep did pꝛocure to hurt him with they; 
beame and terrible blowes, In this contention the valiaunt 
Sardenian did ſhewe his mightie and ffrong courage with 
greate pollicie and cunning , nowe ffriking at the one, and 
then at the other, and alwayes pzoniving to let their blowes 
ſiippe aſtde without recetning anie harme, and ſuch was 
bis pollicie and lightneſſe, that in a great while they conlde 
not faſten one full blowe vppon him. Nowe was the knight 
of Prouince tome to himſelfe, and ſeeing himſclfe on the 
grounde, and his enimie lo couragious betwene theſe two 
migbtie Opauntes, he appꝛoched vppon the one ſide where- 
as Tefereo coulde not ſœ him, and cut off one of the binder 
legges of his hoꝛſe, the hozſe when hee felte himſelfe hurte, 
woulde haue riſen vpzight befoze, but by anic meancs by 
coulde not, but recopled backwarde with his cronper to ths 
grounde, which was pet tn ſuch ſozte that T cterco had time 
to gov out of the ſaddle, with ſo greate anger, that the blond 
burlt out at his noſe, and without ante feare befoze him, he 


pꝛeſſed at the knight of Prouince , and thzuſt luch a foyne 


at his bꝛeaſt, that his armoar coulde not denie the paſſage 
but that the L wwozde came ont at his backe, lo that he fell 
downe ſtarke dead ts the grounde: hee had ſcant dꝛawen 
his ( wo2de out of the bodie of the knight, when that (wi:h- 
out anie pollicie to defende himſelfe, hee receyucd luch a ter⸗ 
rible blowe with the bꝛeaſt of the Gyantes hozſe , which 
came with ſuch greate forte that albeit agapnſt his will) he 
was conſtrained to fall tambling onto the grunde, and als 
though the fall was fomewhyat heauie and greevotus vnto 
him, yet with a trice hee was a fote againe , and ſeing both 
the Gyauntes readle pꝛepared againſt him, foz his better de 
fence he thought it god to put himſelfe on the other ſide of ths 
dead hole, 

At this inffantthe knight of the Sunne came Abart

to himſelke, and lating towards tit place whereas the bats 
taile was, de lawe that his friend like a furions Ton mave 
euſtaunce aguulk 3p two Oiaunts. p pen is net tate 
lutkirtent to Uignke vnto peu the great turtle, that en a lee 
daine tame vnto this wozthy kuigyt of the Sanne: lo toat 
I ſuppole no Diamond roche had bene at that time ales 
make reſiſtaunce againſt him: foz with a lurious 4 £9818 


voyce he ſayd, Awap, away you bile nights, not we hy ct 


thele pour great members, and double fezces Which eu 3a 
poſſeſle, ſæing that with ſo much ſhame this dape rou baus 
maintained luch great trealon. The patnce carricd {15 {1629

pon the healme, that it made him to gnalh his teth together, 
wich the paime he felt, which was tbe occaſion that he was 
wyollpe incenled with anger, inſomuch that he pꝛelled tos 
wards him with no leſſe rage, then tbe Yawke which pur⸗ 
ſueth the Yearon,and ſtroke (ach a blowe at his bead, that 
ſoz the detence thereof, the Giant was conſtrained to lift vp 
both his armes, and the blow defcended in ſach ſo2t vppon 
them, that it cut them both in paces , and his lu oꝛde being 
falt in his handes, they fell altogether to the ground. All tbe 
whole Court greatlye meruailed a*theſe fierce and terrible 
biowes ; and hauing thus concluded all that they bad to do

all the whole companie of the knightes of his Court, Sa 


theſe two Spaunts and the other knightes came armed ins 
to the place with verie fapze and ſtrong armour, and moun⸗ 
ted vpon grente and mi htie ſtrong hozſes, ſaning the grea⸗ 
teſt ot the Goauntes,foythat there was not anp boꝛſe that 


coulde ſuſtapne fo mightic and huge a waight; wherefo2e he 


was mounted vpon an Elephant. So loking round about, 
the P2ince lawe gn the other ſite of the fielde the Jantght 
with the greene armour, which he had fought with all in the 
Barke being at the Sea, as Jhanetolde pou, who was in a 
readynefſe to make the battaile in defence of the P2tinceſſe, 
This knight there by had hanged vpon a pete of timber all 
the Images that he brought with him, in ſuch ſoꝛte as they 
were hanged in his Barke, the Which when {he Poince ſaw 
that the Image of the Dutcheſſe was aboue that of the em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe, his anger dtd fo intreaſe, that he had cleane fo2gotte 
whercfo2e he came thether, and ſpurred Cornerino his hozſe 
with lo much kurie, that by his foꝛce he made the grounde 
whereas he came to trembſe and ſhake. And when be came 
vnto the place whereas the Images were banging, be with 
his ſtrong arme laide hotde-vppon the deuite and bꝛake the 
chaines wherewith they were made faſt, and ( winged it a- 
bout his head with ſuch greate ſtrength, hat bee made them 
five to the higheſt partes of ail the Pallaice, the which was 
dong in ſuch great haft, that when the knight with the grane 
armour was come to diſturbe him, it was to late, foz that 
bis Ladpe was dowen vp into the apze, whereat he recey- 
ned ſo much anger, that without anie moze adoe, he thꝛewe 
his ſherlde at his backe, and with both his handes he lap de

of them tagether diſcharged each vppon the others helme, 
with ſuch furie and koꝛce, that the zince of the Sunne was 
constrained to fall bpon his hozſe necke as though be hadde 
bene dead, foz that neuer blowe that euer he reteiued bifo2e 
that time did bzing him to the like perplexitie, but onely one, 
the which he receiued at the hands of Rolicleer, when be hav 
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baitaile with him. Lykewiſe the knight with the grene ar⸗ 


mour did nothing aduance himſelſe of his dede, foz the blow 
whicy he recetued was lo terrible, that he fell from his bozſe 
to the ground, and the bloud iſſued out at his month and nols 
with great abundaunce,and he ftretched his armes and legs 
bpon.the landie ground as though be hadde bene altogether 
dead. The king and all that were with him were very much 
a:naſed,to ſo that ſo crueil and ſodaine a battelt ſhould bap⸗

« the Spant an wered and ſayd : O king put thy ſelfe out cl

«rig of this great and ſauage tyꝛaunt, but alſo in bearing him 
4 named, all the countrie (bail be in a feare 4 quake: travail 
., therekoze in no other thing but to bzing him vp with all 
the maieſtie that thou maik, toꝛ thou ſhale vnderſtand that 
be is lonne vnto the moſt valiaunteſt Pꝛince in all the 
woꝛlde, at which woꝛdes the childe was in a great zumpe, 
and bitiſhed in ſuch ſozte that his race ſeenied to be a Ku⸗

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die: {a the Spant foke leaug of the king, not without great 
onowe to a part himtctie from that pcung Paince , & ve 
king tourned and gaue the childe agetue to Forunſa 918 
Aurſe, ontill ſuch tinte as he came io the bigneile and tas 
iure i0 exereiſe himſelfe in lcarning and in keates of atmes, 
the which her didde in fo Wozt tune, that it put them in 
great admiration that did teach bim, foz that in tcfſi then 
the ſpare of thze ptares by was ſo erperte in both of them, 
that they neuer hearde in times paſt of auie lyke b:ito him, 
$o;coner, in ſpeaking of all manner af languages, he 
was ſo percfc&,that it ſæmed how that all his lyft time da 
dad biene bzought vp in the place where erther of all the 
languages were ſpoken . Bis vnderſtanding and pollycts 
was (ach in all manner of thinges, that not onelp the king 
but all others were verſ waved that be was the ſonne cf 
ſons of the Gods, by reaſon whereof They Bid vie him with 
lach reuerence as though hee badde bane a thing ſcnt vnte 
ham fronftheauen. And when be came to be twelue peares 
dior he Was of {uch greatneflc,that be ſamed to be tturns 
fic yeares olde, his height was actozding vnto the mightt- 
peſic of is members, which were erte ding well paopoztios 
ned: perticularly he ſhewed in his count enante n great gra- 
ullie and ſober diſpoſition, veric lutle talkc, but ohen her 
lpake, it was with great diſcreation, and his wozdes derpe 
well plates, verte full of hunulit ie, and if at ante time ba 
were angrie (as verie ſeldomt hee was) it was in ſuch ſazt, 
tat being blinded therewith , be reſpected nothing. The 
wile Artemidoro faytþ,that if this anger dueth pzocede of 
bale things,it were a great vice, and that it woulde ouer⸗ 
Dadowe aud darken all other vertnes that a man was ins 
dued withall ,. but be ſapth that it did not come vnto bim, 
but by to mach fozce of the heart, and that it was alwaycs 
accompanied with reaſon , which. did nothing at all hurts 


dim, but rather did the moze exalt his dedes , and if 


it did chaunce at anie time that der were angtie, in loking 
81 them that were pzefent be put them in greate feare, 
Befides this, his was vere pittifall , fo; that mange

ſhenhcards wife, who was. ſomewhat diſcrete , ſeeing thy 
great riches, that this infant Roſaluira had about her, ſapde, 
Yaſoand, J do veleeae that this child is of ſome high lignagg 
as it doth appeare by her apparell, and ſurmounted beautie. 
It ſhall be verpe well, that we do kepe her here till ſuch 
time as we do know what ſhe is. Foz in kæping and ma⸗ 
king much of ſuch a faire creature, cannot chwle but re dound 
vnto vs great pzofite,. And if it fo fall ont, that we cannot 
learne noz know what ſhe is, with this ritches p ſhe hath as 
bout her, we map b2ing our ſelues out of all freuble,and by 
moꝛe richer then any ſhepheard in all this Countrep. This 
ſhepheard receiued great iope with the finding this chilve , 
acknowledging all that which his wife had ſayd bnto him, 
to be very god and well ſpoken: and ſo in great ſecret they | 
* kept her eight dapes, maintaining her in the beſt wiſe they 
could, with ſuch meates as they were accuſtomed to eatc,al- 
wapes hauing a great care, at all times when he went to le- 
roſhlima, to demaund if there were any inquirie foz (ach a 
childe, although he belaned foz a certaintie, that ſhe was of 
ſome ſtraunge Countrey,by reafon of her apparaile, and dif 
ferent language , which was an occaſion that they put in 
p23ctile their determined purpoſe : and laing all feare apart, 
they foke from her, her rich apparrell, and put on ſhepheards 
apparell, as was accuſtomed amongeſt them, wherewith this 
childe was as well content, as with the other: and vnder 
that courſe raiment,ſhe did diſcouer ſo great and ſurpaſſing 
faireneſſe,$ Diana was almoſt aſhamed to extend her ſilner 
beames, whereas this poung feminine ſhepheard did walke, 
who alwapes carried in her hande a litle ſhepheards croke, 
and following the ſhepe whereas they did fed, many times 
with her golden haire about hir ſhoulders, being of ſo real 
beautie,that the gliſtering beames of Appollo paſſing tho 
rough, appeared to haue no vauntage of it. The olde ſheap⸗ 
beardes wife did verie well intrate her, and made as much

whome he did commende the two infants . And as at that 
time this faire Lady was not ſufficient to giue them both 
ſuck fo; lacke of milke,he did by his arte likewiſe p2onide 
a Liones, which had newly whelped,aad a ſhe Goaf, which 
did heipe her with their milke ,, ts the nouriſhing of theſe 
two infants. This Lady fo2 the refreſhing of the Infants, 
did alke licenſe to bnſwavdle them, which being graunted 
vnto her, ſhe viſwaddeled the young infant out of his ritch 
clothes wherein he was,and in making cleane of his little 
bodie:wttih a fine linnen cloth, ſhe ſawe on his bꝛeaſt, a ves 
ry flerie ſpeqxe, at the which ſhe was greatly amazed, 2 fo; 
this occaſion they gaue him to name Claridiano,of p ſpeare: 
and the other tnfant they called Roſaluira. Do in this order 
as J haue told you, wer theſe infants nouriſhed two peres, 
with theſe their nourſes, and euerpe dape moze then other 
their exceeding kalreneſſe and beautie increaſed , ſo that they 
ſeemed to be heancenly creatures. This Spant did defermin 
not to depart from that place, til (ſuch time as they came bn; 
to age, fo that the countrep did lyke them very well. Bo 
they were there ſire peres without remwuing from thence 
to any other plate, in the which time theſe Inkantes were 
ſo great of body that they ſeemed to be of a dollen peres of 
age. Claridiano was of a meruailous and faire beautie, but 
the ink int Roſaluira was without compariſon, moze then 6 
nie humane creature. Then Galtenor ſæing that it was time 
to carrie them vnto Trapobaua, he cauſed by his art to be 
bought a Chariot, which was dꝛawen by two great Gri- 
phons, and therein he put the childꝛen, and alſo their nourſe: 
foz that the childꝛen did crie pitifullp foz their nourſe, and 
the nourſe like wiſe ſhed man teares, and began to to2ment 
her {elfe, when they (ould be carried aldape, and ſo being 
in the Chariot they trauailed, and left behind them Arme 
nia, and the faire and white Albania, the great Sea of Cal- 
pro,and likewiſe Marmantina,the Gran Tartaria, with his 


lurmounted ſeas, which is ſeperated from the great ſca,they 
palled likewiſe by Armenia the great, and came vnto ths 


bead ſpꝛing of Euphrates, which doth begin a hundzed * 
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pboule, and aut per a diſh of nulke and ſops of bzead,and the 
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trom Damwaſco,t is compaſſod avout with two faire cities, 
5 one of them to the Caſt ward called Ieroſolima, t the other 
is (cituated to the Ponents,called Sabioſca , Here he cauſen 
his waggon to deſcend fo2 to eaſe themſelues, and that ths 
child;en ſhould take ſome refreſhing : the which was done 
to the great contentment of them all: and being fomelvhat 
wearie of their iournep, the Gpant fell a lle pe, and ſo [tke- 
wiſe the nourſe, who was called Formiſa with Clarid iano in 
her armes, who alſo was a ſlæpe, but Roſaluira was awake, 
and being apparailed with very rich apparel! of white Das 
maſke,all ſpotted full of Jewells of golde and pearles, thee 
deſcended out of the UUlacggon , and With her f; tre rclowe 
hatre, which laemed to ve golde wiersall hanging down bes 
hinde on her back,gardiſhed about with verp rich iewells, 
without all feare ſhe went vnto the riuers ſide,the which 
was beſet on euerp fide with very faire D2chards and gat - 
deines, and all the fields garniſhed with diners kindes ct 
ſwete flowers and greene hearbes, which ler ued koz the fee⸗ 
ding of many ſherpe, that were nigh at hand feeding by the 
riuers de. And ſhe recciued ſuch contentment, in theſe wert 
delights, that bekoze ſhe was aware, ſhe was very far from 
the place, whereas her bzother and the reſt were a llape. 
There was nigh that place a ſhepheard, which kepte cer⸗ 
faine ſheepe,+ with that exerciſe he paſſed his Iyfe, (although 
with great milerie) and in a very pie and little coftage , 
who ſeing that Jnſant all alone, and ſo gallantlye ado2- 
ned with rich appareli,he dzew ne&re the place whereas ſhe 
was,and loked round about him towardes all parts, to ſes 
il there were any that came aftet ber to ſake bet, oz if thee 
had any keeper: but when he ſawe that there was no bodp, 
be toke her by the hand, and the childe followed him wid 
a verye god will, alwaies loking bim in the face. The 
Shepheard ſpake. vnto her in the Tartarian tongne , and 
the che ſpake vnto bim in the Chaldean tongue, and al⸗ 
kd of him ſomewhat to eate, with a ſmiling countenance; 
this chepheard did partly vnderſtand her 4 lead her vnto his 


childs 
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And being reſoning in tyis manner, they were ent off from 
their talke by the comming of the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, who 
-- bought leading by the hand, the Lady Oliuia , who came 

krom her cloſet, whereas being together, they beard of the 
newes of the arriuall of the Pziace , Ik Roſicleer did re, 
ceine great plealure when he did ſ Olwa,(vnto them that 
haue reaſon and diſcret ion of vnderſtanding, J leaue p con- 
ſideration) : ſo likewiſe he did much meruatle, at the great 
leanneſſe of Claridiana, foz the which he was very ſogrpe, 
and with ſome reaſons he did comfozt her, as one p knewe 
all the ſecreat of ber beart . All the whole Court receined 
great iope and pleaſure fo2 the comming of the Prince, and 
all the Knights and Gentlemen came to viſite him. And be⸗ 
ing dinner time they ſate downe at the table, and at the end 
of ihe dinner, when that all was taken vp, they did deter⸗ 
mine and thought it god, tbat out of hande they would p:0- 
cure to giue battaile to the Gpaunts, vſurpers of the king- 
dome of Lira, and that the Qucenc and the Datchefſe should 
remaine in the Court: and with this concluſion they com- 
maunded, that fo2 the next dape, ſhould be mee readie, all 
that ſhould be neceſſarie foz their tourney, In the Court 
was made great lamentafion and ſozow, foz that the pzincs 
wold ſo ſone depart, æ leaue it without anie knight of eſti- 
mation 02 accompt to be made ok: foz that they were all de⸗ 
parted in the Queſt and ſxking of their Lozd and Empe⸗ 
rour: whereas 3 will leaue them. And the Pzinces Roli- 
cleer  Brandimardo going onwards in they; voyage, left, 
Empzeſſe with the gouernment of her Empire, and in her 
company the Empꝛelle Claridiana, and the Qucene of L. 
ra, and the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia. MAbere let them reſt, and now 
J will tell pou of the ſucceſſe of the two childzen of the 
great Alphebo.

FRA bollowe and vavermine the rockes, e Urong 
befence of the pozt Palato, and the ſumptuous citie of Sina, 
are two very faire Jlands,the one of them is called I rapo- 
22,4 very great Jland and plentifull of all things, wherein 
raigned a knight of great fame called Delto, which was not 
farre off from the other Jland, named Arguinaria, being like 
wiſe verp aboundant of all kinds of vitfailes, & very ſtrong 
and was gouerned by a Giaunt called, Gederevn Brandem- 
bul,a very flerce man. Vis power and ſtrength was ſuch , 
that he was not onely feared of them of the Jland, but alſo 
of all other Kings and Knights, vo2derers and confines vp⸗ 
pon his Jiand, He was fiftoene cubites in height, and his 
face very furious and wilde, and his ſtrength ſurpaſſed the 
power of men. And aboue all he was bery cruell , and bad 
blurpcd that land of another Giant, who by lincall deſcent 
ſhould haue had the gouernment , whoſe name was called 
Galtenor, This was he, which in a Serpentine figure ente⸗ 
red into the chamber of the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, and ſtolg 
away her two childzen, foz that be did knowe by his arte 
- Pagicke(in the which he was very cunning and expert) that 
he could not recouer his Jland, but by meanes of te poung 
lonne, whereof the Empꝛelle ſhuld be deliuered. Foz which 
cauſe he did ſteale them away in the fozme as J baue tolds 
{ you, J lay the two young childzen newly bozne. Then this 
Galtenot, hauing theſe two young infants in his power, tra⸗ 
uailed onwarde his icurnep, and ouerpaſſed all Greece, bæ 
came vato the vttermoſt partes and confines of Armenia . 
and app2oching vnto a Caſtle, by reaſon that the infants 
were out of quiet with hunger, he vled the effect of his arte,

to whole wo:pes the Empzeſſe gaue greate tredite, cthers 
wiſe thee would verilp haue bene ſlaine with ſozrowe. The 


Pzince Claucrindo was bir which did mot lawent 
a 
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af the fozrowe of the Empꝛeſſe, and determined fo got fw2th 
in the quelt of the Cmperonr,to2 that be accounted nothing 
to be grieudus to co:nfo:t the ſoꝛro w of the Empꝛes, which 
would be mitftgafen by the ſeening of the Cmperour , This 
ſecret deternnitatto! came vato the cares of the king of Sar« 
denia,and he declared vato Clauerindo,that he would beare 
him compame, who ſtraight wares determined together to 
take their voyage, and commaunded fo make ready a fayze 
and ſtrong chip. So without giuing any to underſtande, in 
a night they imbarked themſelucs, and hopſed thepz lapies, 
and committed their ſhip thether, whereas Foztune woulds 
carrie her. Che Empꝛeſſe, although the recetued great dil⸗ 
comfozt by her bæeing alone, pet the did difſcnible it in the 
beſt wile ſhe could, and did labour with great dilcretton to 
gonerne her Empire tn quietneſſe, thinking thereby to mi⸗ 
tigats her griefe, fo2 the abſence of the Emperour. Se ons 
dape bg is ſozrowe,there was heard a great riumo2, 
which wa ſed to pꝛocede of great iope and gladneſie . 
The Empee vating it, could not by anye meancs tmas 
gine what it hauld be, and being doubtfull, he (ent one le 
knowe what it was, that cauſed that great fumult in the 
Court: but quickly ſhe was reſolued, and put out of all ber 
doubt, ſoz that it was giuen her to vnderſtand, that the iope 
was, becauſe of the Pzince Rolicleer,of whom A haue tolde 
you, who did then at that inſtaunt diümbarke bimſcife af 
the waters ſide, 

What ſhould J hre ſpeake of the great ioye which the 
Empꝛeſſe received, J am not able fully to declare it, but it 
was in luch ſozt, that foz tbe great loue ſhe did beare vrito 
te P2ince,and againe fo2 the great comfo2t which ſhe re⸗ 
ectued in hir fozrowful minde, that with both her ar mes caſt 
avout bis necke, the receiued him and imbꝛaced him, with 
great iope and contentment.Roficleer did kiſſe hir Emperi- 
all handes with great humili ie. The Dutches was p2eſent 
at this meeting, wdo knewe very well Roſicleer to bee he 
that did make ſuch llaugyter of her Unightes cemming bp 


the waye, and when be came vnts the Peince, ſhe layd , ., 
M. v. Knight 
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that were firſt again? dim. And trhon thoſe twa file the 
other eight knightes comming, they lepped on the one fide, g 
wity a loude vaice,cried , Emioahtes kill this diuell, kill thig 
dutell, who in this ſozt hath intreated vs. When the Empe- 
rour ſame that there came other eigbt armed knightes as 
gainſt him, de could not but indge himſelf to be in great dans 
ger ok death, foz that he was vnarmed and without ante des 
kence, pet fo2 all that, his aetuſtomed courage did not fayle 
him one iot, but he put himſelke in defence with ſo great hare 
dineſſe, as though he had ben armed with all his accuſtomed 
armour. Chen one of the eight armed knights who wonld 
Gew himſelfe to be of a noze courage then the reſt, pꝛeſicd 
fo: wards with his ſwoꝛd in his hand and his hxibe on his 
arme, making ſhewe as though he woulde ftrike him, the 
Emperour did ward that blow on his [woꝛzd wheron it fell, 
and with his left hand he take fo faſt holde on his eld, and 
with ſo great ſtrength, that he pulled it kron. arme, and 
with great ſpredahe touered himſelſe therc with, and with a 
vallaunt fomackeſayzd ; Do not thinke you diſlopall and 
cowaryly tnightcs to take me pziſoner o; do me anie out⸗ 
rage, firſt J hope to put pon all to the point of any \wozd,o2 
to die in in iuſt defence, but by reaſon that he ſpake to them 
in the Grone „ers they coulde not under ſtande him one 
Wozꝛd, Whe refo2e foꝛgetting that which the gueene bad com- 
manded them, they ſtriueb with all their ſtrength to kil him: 
the Emperour by reafon of the kountaine had his backe de⸗ 
kended, ſo that they were conſtrained to fight with bim face 
to face, but he which by his hardinelle did ſeeme to pꝛeale foꝛ⸗ 
wards moze then the other, wag ſtraight aine oꝛ verie ſczs 
burt. Amonglt theſe knights there was gnother which, was 
of a moꝛe hardier courage then anp of the reft , who wanps 
times did pꝛeaſe ſoz warde, ę bad hurt this valiant T revatio 
in two places, although the wounds were not very great, 
pet it tauſed his adnerlarieg to haue the better ſtomach fo al 
ſault him. This knight whirg had hurt the E mperout ſawe 
well, ik euere one of the reſt had done as much as he, y this 
vnarmes knight bad be a fine, £ with a loud voice he lars: 
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ve Knights of Tinxcria,how is it politic ſhat one only 
maht, 1 withoat armour, hath bzought vs into this lopar⸗ 
die and great cxtremitie, the Which wozdes he ſpake in the 
Tuſcan tongue, and ſo with great hardineſſe 8 migbtie tous ⸗ 
rage he pꝛeſſed fozwards, but the Cmperonr who well vn⸗ 
derſtode his wozdes, ſtepped fo2watbes to retciue him, two 
ſteps moꝛe the he did beloze, the which was done with great 
ligdtneſſe, and followed his blow ſo hard, that p knight was 
confiratned to receiue the blow vpon his healme, tte which 
was giuen with ſo much ſtrength and ſurie, that it parted it 
in twaine with the head, x befozc that be could rcturne back 
againe into his ſtanding, they hurt him in two oz thꝛe plas 
tes, but it was not much, but the Cmperour as he receticd, 
ſtcoke !wo ok them, + that with lo much kurie that they fcil 
dead to the ground, the reſt of the Unightes which tremeied 
were mervatlouty akraid, ſoz that thep had felt his migbtie 
blo weg, gd Zaine with the fight of thoſe that were daine 
befo22 thee... , erefo2e thep wiühdꝛew themſeloes bethe fo p 
his blows in he not reach them. The CEmperour ſoing hims 
ſelfe at moze quiet nelle, retired to the place where hee fu ſt 
Wag, op the kauntaine, and there be remained in moe lafetp 
being better able ta make his defence, ſo there was leſt of 
al! thoſe ſix!&ne Rnighte, but ſeauen, of the which, thꝛee ge 
them were mo20 tmpo2tunate then the reſt, and dealte with 
bun enen as a campanie of ſma{i ſ paniels with a great may 
ſfiofe, who with their barking runne round about hun both 
befo22 and behinde pet not daring to touch ante batre, but 
when they come befo2e him, the malliefe moketh te afraid, 
Ind fozceth them to rume awaie: (013 the ſame logte Was 
the Cmperour amongſt his enimtes, and bet ing in this cons 
fl, they heard a great noiſe in the citie of making hall — 
Arma aur, and anon they perceiuen how ß olde Carle did kng 
ofthe death of his lonne, who by realen of the great 3 
t paſton that he recciued was almott beſide himlelke, 3 cons 
mamdeb to bzing him bis armour and bis bozſe, on u hom 
he mounfed , and toke in his bande a greate and mightie 
Opeate, and rode fozih towardes the Fountalne whereas 
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faine knighfes which rode abzoave fo ſolace themſelnes,any 
by chaunte they came to the place whereas the Emperour 
was, and when they ſawe him of ſo faire a fauour and of ſe 
godly a ſtature, ond fo their thinking he ſlept without al! 
feare oz care, one of them ſapde: Out of all doubt this is a 
knight of a ſtcaunge Countrie,and by his countenaunce and 
zopoꝛtion, it ſœmeth that he is of ſome high lignage, 4 that 
peruerſe foztune which alwapes is fickle vuto mankinde, 
hath cauſed him to come hether , 4 b2ought him to bs in this 
eſtate. To the which aunſ were one that wos in companie, 
who ſeemed to be of greater eſtate then all the rcſt , ſayde ; 
that he doth rather ſ@me to be ſome robber and therfe, and 
one that doth lead an ill life,moze then a knight of pzowelle, 
and that the word which he weareth, he hath ffollen from 
ſome trauailing knight, let me come and J will awake bim 
gut of his ſound fleepe,and J will take this [word from him 
which doth not become him to weare , fo2 it is not to be be⸗ 
Nowed on him, and without anie moze delay he alighted off 
from his hole to ſ&ke his owne death (as it fell out) fo; 
when he came to the Emperour, he pulled bim by the beard 
with ſo much ſtrengtb, that ſpite of his heart he did awaks 
bim,but when the Empercur awakes and ſawe the hands of 
Chat villanous knight faſt vpon his beard(which was full cf 
baires)be with his left hand ſtroke bim ſuch a blowe vppon 
the bꝛeaſt, that he made him to recoile backe, and whether bs 
would oz no, be fell fo the ground with the foꝛce thereof, and 
with great anger he roſe vp, (not making ante outward aps 
pearance of the great and incomperable trauaile that be ha 
paſſed) he {aide hand on his { 030, and without tarrying till 
the other did ariſe,he ffroke him ſuch a blow vpon the head 
that he cut him downe to the bꝛeaſt, lo that he fell downe 
dead lo the ground, in this lozt be gave him his paiment fo; 
bis great and vnſeemely p2ide:theſe knights that cams ioge⸗ 
ther were eight in number, but when the reſt ſawe p whic® 
the Emperour did, they pꝛepared thẽlelues to fight, 2 Ui gb. rg 
from their hozſes they laid hands on theit ſwoꝛds, 1 wꝛappcb 


theit cloaks about their armes, à then began a cruell * 
bs 
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put when this mightie Trebatio lame htuiſelfe lo beſet with 
the other ſeauen knights, be determined to ſell bis death ves 
rie dere, oꝛ elſe to kill them all, add as you do fix the greebie 
Lyon ranging the Countrie with bis haire beilleled, and ras 
ging with great hunger fo finde his pꝛate: even le the va⸗ 
tant Emperour began to ſteike with his Urong arme, flouri⸗ 
ſhing with it in ſuch ſoꝛt, hat on whom it chaunced to light, 
he had no neve of a Surgion to heale him. In a little ſpacg 
of the eight that were of them, there were foure of the Haine, 
and the reſf were ſo ſcarred with his terrible and moztall 
blowes, that thep durſt not come nigd bim. There was a lacs 
kic that came with them, which lohen he ſawe this great de⸗ 
ſtrucion of the knights, twle the hozis of one of them that 
was llaine, and in great haſt he gallopped with him towards 
the pallace, crieng with a loude voice: Armour, armour, como 
knightes quickly and helpe, fo; that there is laine the Carle 
of Modique his ſonue, and all the reſt that were with hun, 
the queene and Ladie of that Countrie, u ben ſhe heard that 
great notte, ſhe loked ont ot her claſct, and aſked who bed 
done that marther, to whome the Lackie auſ wered, that one 
onely knight vnarmed, whom they found a fla pe at the mat⸗ 
ble fountatne,hath da ine them. Tbele wozdes cauſed great 
alteration amongeſt all them in the pallace, and in great hatt 
thy called foz they: armour to arme themſelues, but tus 
faite quæne al led farther of the Lackie, what was the ecca⸗ 
ſion which theſe tight knightes offered, to cauſe that kaight 
to attempt ſo hard an enterpziſe, who telde and declared vn⸗ 
to her all that you haue hearde, and when ha vader tang 
the whole circumſtaunce, ſhe tommaunded ſtraight that vps 
roare to ceaſe, and that there ſhould other cight knights goe 
and pꝛocarc to take and bing him pziſoncr , withorit doing 
bim ante harme,foz that ſhe was defirous to know what ber 
could be hat was of ſa valiaunt courage and lo greate a 
Erevgth, Do ſtraight waie at the commanndement cf the 
quene thelc eight knights were readic and armed, and went 
lo the place whereas they were fill in battaile, and at ſuch 
tune as they appzoched,there was but two left of the epgbt, 
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aloff,there' came another great wave which ſtroke him with 
ſach violence,y it thꝛe w him vpon the ſhoꝛe, almoſt without 
any remembꝛaunce, whereas J will leaue him amongeſt the 
ſhingles which were at the lea ſide, and of all that happened, 
J will fell you bœreakter.

Theſe (ſozrowfull marrp⸗ 
ners which vatill that time had trauailed and fought with 
the wind and lea to-vefend their galley 4 to ſaue their liues, 
were now conſtrained to ſtriue with death, and indeauour 
with all their ſtrengths by ( wimming- fo2 to come to the 
choare, but ail would not ſerue foz they2 defence, fo2 waxing 
wearie by the great foꝛce of the waters, being able no longer 
io indure, they veelded themſclues into the handes of God, 
and-their bodies to the furie of the ſea, wherein they finiſhed 
thepꝛ liues, the Emperour Trebatio being holpen by p migh- 
fie hand of God, vppon whom he alwaics called in his heart, 
deſtring to deliver him from fo terrible a death, pꝛateng him 
oz the merits of that mightie mediatoꝛ Jeſus Cbꝛiſt, that he 
would ſuccour and defend him, who of his wonted mercie 
beard him,x would not permit that he ſhould periſh,foz p be 
laid hold of a boꝛd which was bꝛoken from the galley, and 
made himlelfe faſt therto,though it were with ſome labour, 
neuertheles this diſtreſſcd Emperour thought p the ende of 
bis dates were at hand,foz p the mightic waucs kept him a 
great while. vader the water, z when her diſcouered * 
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Oh Neptune that gouerneſt (he ſeas, let loſe thy furious 8 
ont ragious waues, and ſinke ſo vnnaturall and inhumaine 
a Knight, and ſuffer him not to liue, that vncourfeonſly dis 
leaue this louing Kadp in this diſtreſſe, who foz his deline- 
ric had put her (elfe in all this trouble. This ſozrowtfuill la, 
die ſtill ucping, dꝛeamed, that there was a great and fierce 
wilde man, which fad befoze her, with a very ſharpe ſwozd 
in his hande, making as though be would kill her, and thee 
was fo troabled with the creat feare that the recetued , that 
the gaue great ſhꝛikes, and called vnto her Brenio fo2 aivc x 
ſaccour, and as the thought, with his handes he ſtend his 
gares, ſoz that be would not heare her, and ſeemed that ha 
wouldnot mone himlelfe in anp reſpect. This dzeaming las 
die ſceing this, determined to maks her owne defence ſo well 
as ſhe could, it ſcemed unto her that there appeared befoze 
her a Centaure, which laid, feare not tatre damſell, fo: Jam 
tome hether to aide 4 ſuccour the:pet fo2 all that, this wilde 
man did not let to frike her vpon the bꝛeaſt, and ag it ſa⸗ 
med to her, her bꝛeaſt was all open, and how that the Cen⸗ 
taure put his hand into the wound, and pulled ont hir heart, 
und thꝛew it at the wilde man, and ſapd, Take vnto thee this 
heart, p without all conſideration loued a man, which with 
ſach ingratitude hath rewarded her. So ſtraight at the ſame 
inſtant there appeared a knight, which likewiſe layd holde 
on the heart with the wild man, and they two ftriged great- 
ly betwene themſelues with much contention, who ſhoulde 
pull the heart out of the others handes : but in the end, each 
of them remained with his perce in his hand, and the hearte 
parted in two, So the pæce which remained in the power 
of the wilde mau, tourned into a harde ffone , and that perce 
which remained in the power of the knight,tourried into red 
bloud,and being in this great perpleritie, this ſozrowiull la- 
die did awake, thinking to haue folde this terrible dꝛeame 
bnto her beloued Brenio, but the found him not in place, and 
fourning her face fo the other part, to ſœ if ſhe coulde ſee him, 
but ſhe could neither behold him,no2 any other perſcn , of 
Whome ſhe might enquire, VWherewith ſhe leaped from — 
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ved, and with a loud voyce,ſhe began to call foz hit Brenio: 
but all was in vaine. So with a ſwift pace ſhe went dobon 
to the waters fide,thinking to haue found bim there. Put 
at ber comming thether, ſhe found neither him noz any other 
perlon, neither the galley which bꝛought them thethcr Then 
the loked to ſea wards,to ſe if ſhe could diſouer any thing, 
but ſhe could ſo nothing but water, which was tie occaſion 
that che made great lamentation., And being verye hoarce 
with the terrible hzike which ſhe gaue, her went by vpon a 
little cock which was nigh the waters ſide, from whence ſhe 
did dilconer the gallep, in the which was ber vnloving Pre- 
mo, whereby ſhe perceiucd plainly bow ſhe was deceiued, t 
bow the beſtowed her affection, whereas was nothing but 
falſhode: although bsfoze time ſhe could not perſwado w 
her lelke, that ſo great treaſon remained in his heart. The 
great ſozrowes and lamentations which this kozſaken Las 
by made, was ſufficient to inwue the ſtones vnto compalli⸗ 
on. Thus being wearte with lamenting, che (ate her downe 
vpon the little rocke, and leaning her chxke vpon her white 
bande, ſhe kell in a great lound, in (ach lozte, that in a longe 
{pace ſhes moued neither hande noz fete, but When ſhe came 
againe vato her ſelfe, ſhe bagan a new to make great lamen⸗ 
lation, and did publiſh her paine with terrible chzikes, fay-,, 
ing: Why was J not dzowned in the Sea, that the fiſhes „ 
thereof might haue tozue my bodie in peces, oꝛ elſe to haue „ 
bene deliuered into the handes of tyꝛauntes, to haue vſed „ 
their tyzannie againſt me, that my beart might not haue „ 
lelte this ſoꝛro we, neither my eies haue liene this crueltie : „ 
O vnbappie chaunce, oh truell foztune „ why diddeſt thou ,, 
not make mae fo paſſe this bitter and ſoztowlull like in my ,, 
chleahde, in ſuch loꝛte, that it hadde conſumed me. Uhcere- ,, 
222 did the Gods permit and ſuſfer mer to liue fo long, ,, 
if had bene farce better that 4 had dyed in my Cradell, and 
nat to une to ſo mp ſelle in this greate aFiction with- ,, 
dut all helpe: O you mountaines „ O you wilde beaſtes, ,, 
D you derpe ſea, there is not in you anie {ence to hinder me, ,, 
vat that I maye publiſh heere the gicate difloyaltic of that 
frals, 
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loning b:eff, and ſpꝛinkle the blond therof round abonk theſe 
thy ingratekull fete Oh what paine and ſozrow was in the 
heart of this fafre Lidia, wden he fake theſe wozdes brits 
her ingratekull Brenio, and pet not one of all hir ſo2zroweg 
wis ſufficient to cauſe him to ſhewe ante kinde of comfozte 
bato her . With theſe and ſuch like extremities, the nicht 
paſſed awap, and when the lightneſſe of the dape had entred 
in at the winvawes of the chamber, be aroſe from bis bed , 
and likewiſe this ſo2rowufull Ladie, which had paſſed all the 
night, with heauie wapings, and ſozrowfull ſighes, without 
putting of hir clothes, in ſach ſozt the went out and follow- 
ed him. 

The Emperour was then riſen and readie, and was put- 
king all things in ozder that was necellarpe to pacific and 
make quiet the people of the countrie: the which was done 
with great eaſe, when it was knowen that their Lozds ber 
dead, whom they did without all meaſure hate, foz that they 
were lo great tpzants:and foure great Cities, beſide manye 
ot her faire townes and villages , did peelde and ſurrender 
tyemſelues vnder his iurildigton. The Emperour canſcy 
them to ſweare to receiue Roficlcer as their true Lo2d, and 
they to be his faithfull ſabiects, and with them like wiſe all 
the whole dominton,the which they did with a verye gov 
will: and the Emperour appoynted a gouernour amongeſt 
them, to gouerne all the land. Ali this being finiſhed, and 
that the ande was in peace and quietneſſe, he commanded 
to make readie two gallepes, the one foz the faire Lidia and 
bir Brenio, and the other foꝛ his owne perlon, foz that ba 
would depart foz Africa. So all things was pꝛouided pꝛe⸗ 
ſently in god oꝛder, and being readte, the Emperour com- 
maunded the faire Lidia fo imbarke hir ſelfe , and to carrye 
with hir bir Knight, who ffraight waye went aboꝛde the 
galley and commanmed the marriners to take their courſe 
towards Spaine, Like wiſe the Emperour did take his leous 
of all them of the Caſtle: who foz his noble cuſtomes and 
valiaunt Bnighthovde , after that they knewe who he was , 
they both feared and loued him with all their carts o = 
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when be was imbarked in the galley , he commaunded the 
marcinees to take the way towards Atiica. ; 

hat is he that con ſignific by any reaſon the small 
contentment and iope, that the faire Lidia reteiucd, in bebo!s 
ding the lad and melancyolike countenaunce that bir Bre 
continually wewed: who without ſpeaking any word, ar- 
ed on till they found themlelues in the Yonticke (ca, whe is 
as continuallpe it is accuſtomed wiih his forte, to ferriiic 
thoſe, which do nautgate that way, So there aroſe a migh⸗ 
tie and great tempeſt, which was ſuch, that it cauled p 4; .is 
icy to tumble and toſſe from the One parte fo the other , in 
great perill and daunger. Chus they remained thee dayes þ 
thꝛe nights in this great danger, e the fourth day they wer 
duuen a land, at a ſnail Jlanbevmnhabited, that was called 
Rees, This Yiando was hid in the lea very faire from ape 
lande, and was popnted with very great rockes. £.bcr they 
came to an anker with their galley, and fo2 to refrca and 
cale themſelucs of their great trauaile which they had pal⸗ 
ſeb, they went a lande, and commaunded to raiſe vp a fapze 
Tem which they bzought with them, and therein they made 
a bed, whereon Brenio lape downe to eaſe himſelfe: and 


this faire Lidia leaned on the bed fide by him, and was ſom⸗ 


what in quiet, fog that fie ſawe that the ſadnefſe of ber 
{night was a little abatcd, And by reaſon of the great paine 
and doloz that ſhe had receiaed,and the vnquietneſſe in the 
tempeſt:and againe,fo2 the contentment ſhe had, to ſe& her 
Umgbt in better quiet, ber wearied body required ſome reſt, 
in ſuch ſozt,that as ſhe was leaning on the beddes ſide, ſhe 
fell a flæpe. This falſe Brenio when he ſawe ber at reſt and 
11 a ſound ſlæpe, in great ſecret he aroſe from the bedde, and 
went vato the waters ſive whereas he bad lefie the galley , 
and entering therein, de commannded all thoſe that were as 
lande to imbarke themlelues, and to hoſe vp the ſaples,and 
wold not by any meanes tarry, til that the ſeas were calme, 
but rather did put himſelfe in þ peril of theſe furious waves, 
then to iniope the ſwatneſle of this ſeire Damoſcll ; and 
lelte her all alone, in this deſolate and vnpeopled Aan 
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© Dhen tho Emperour commanded thoſe of the Caffe , 
that they ſhould gene Him ſomoivhat fo este, and fikeuuſe te 
all che reſt which were taken out of pziſon ; vn'o bum foz 
the great trauatic which he badpaſſev in this battaile , any 
vnto the rel?,fo2-that thep had great nerd thereof, Seit was 
ſFraight wap made ready, and that in very god oder, any 
they all ſate downe together, at the Emperours table. Oe 
whe: they had almoſt dined and that they were well refte⸗ 
ſyed, the Emperour tolde vnto Roſicleer, who that Uuig 
lw is which be had ſene in the waggon, ꝛ the occaſion thicre- 
of: foz the which be beſired him that no other sduenture 
ſhould be the-occafion to let bim, but to goe ſtraight vnto 
Conſtantinople, and to take in companie with him Brandi. 
mardo, and pꝛocure that the Lady might be reſtozed againe 
unto ber kingdome, bſing all your diligence to giue hir him 
fo wife: foz that the noble inte is wozthye-of no [mall 
bonour. And hare mp ſonne J do pꝛokeſle vnto thee, that a 
moe beautifull Ladie in all my life J haue not (ene, but 
onelp the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana , Alſo if that foztune do (0 
ſerue, that thy bzother the Knight-of the Sunne, come to 
thoſe parts, thou ſhalt will him that he de not mwnc noꝛ de⸗ 
part from thoſe parts, ſoꝛ any kinde of aduenture that ſhall 
luctede, till ſuch time as J dw retourne, foz that nowe at 
this pꝛelent J cannot retourne, foꝛ that J haue ſwozne and 
giuen my wozd, Do there de tolde vnto them all tbe hiſto⸗ 
rie of that infoꝛtunate Herea : at the which all they pʒeſent 
receiued great ſozrowe,ſauing onely Brenio , which ſeemed 
that he reteiued neither pleaſure noz iop.

Do without making any moze 
delap, the Empercur would baue delivered out of pziſon the 
B1134t ot this faire Lidia, the which being under ſtede by 
hem ek the Caſtle, thep ſtraight wape bzought bim befczs 
the Emperour, with many other ide, which were pertakers 
with hem in the ſuccour of the Lady. Theſe Anightes altos 
gethcr gaue great thankes vnto the Emperour, foꝛ p fricnde 
lip he had ſhewed them, in helping them out of this theyz 
terrible impziſonment.

tio the ground, not being able by anp ſtrength to luftaine 02 
phelpe himſelfe.

pulled the Emperour vp into the aire with him, which woly 
not haue fallen out well with him, but God was ſo pleaſed, 
that in that time the laſes with the which it was made falk 
bꝛake. This Griffin feeling bimſclfe pearced with this moz⸗ 
tall wound, cut through the aire, as a whirlwind, with great 
and terrible ſhzikes, but straight he fell downe bead to th 
earth, to2 that the wounde reached vnto his heart. 

Thc Giaunt when he behelde bis Griffin to be dead, 
made no moꝛe a do, but entred into the caſtle to arme hini- 
ſelfe, the which the Emperour well percctued , which made 
him to make ſperde to fetch his ſheeld, whercas this infernal 
birde hab let it fall. So not long after this gyant came fo2th 
al armed with armour of a boyled ſkinne, with a great club 
fall of knots in his hande, lar 1g with a poarſe and terrible 

vole, Doe not thinke thou knight of the Diuclt,ſe2 all that 

ou-batt daine the keper of my Caſtell , tbat the entering 
is anie whit the moze at thy commanndenient., and hareof 

thou: maiſt be ſure, whereat the Emperour anſwered neuer a 
wozd, but rather inuited him to battel,x they iopned together 
like t wo furious tpgers, hauing their defence in their bands, 
burning with great fury the onc againſt the other. Then 
thep thzuſt themſelues fozwardes with merustlous force 
and ſpede one againſt another, diſcharging their great and 
mightie blowes that it was wonderfull to beholde , But 
the Emperour did not determine to retciue the blowes ok bis 
enimie fallie and whole, but rat ber pzocured that be ſhoulde 
diſcharge them in vaine, and ſo ber did, foz the Gyaunt 
lift vp bis greate and huge clubbe to ſtrike him $horewith a 
maruailous and mightie blowe, which when the Emperout 
perceiued it to deſcend, be Nepped a ſive W ſa great-lightnefſe, 
that it ſamed to be wonderfull, in ſuch ſozt that his * 
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fell dolone fo the ground without doing anie harme. Then 
this valiaunt warriour befoze the Gyaunt bad tune to-re- 
couer and lift vp his heanie club againe, ſtroke him on both 
his armes ſuch a terrible and furious blow, that be cuf-them 
both off, and they fell to the ground. When the Opant ſawe 
himſcife lo ſoꝛe araped, like a raucuing UWoulfe he ranne ta 
him and would daue imbꝛaced him, but the Emperour with 
bis accuſtomed knighthode gaue a thzuſt at bis bꝛeaſt, that 
by the great ſtrength thereof be thꝛuſt his f wozbe cleane 
thꝛough bis bodie, lo that the point came out at bis bache als: 
moſt the balfe \ wazd, wherewith this Gyant gane ſo great 
a fall to the earth, that it ſemed a whole Zowze bad tum 
bled downe . hen the Emperopr lawe this god ſucce ile 
he had againſt his emimies, and in ſo ſhazt time, hee Rnteled 
downe vpon his knees, and gaue thankes vnto dur L020 Jes 
lu Chꝛiſt foz the victozie,in onercomming two fuch inkernal 
monſters as they were, The faire Ladie ſceing the Empe⸗ 
rour in battaile with ſo diuctliſh a monſter, ranne and fetch⸗ 
ed his helme which the Griffon bad carried awaie,+ bzongbf 
it vnto him with all the ſpe de that might be. The Empe⸗ 
. rour who percetaed the great care which this Ladie had, and 
the ailigence ſhe vſed to helpe him in ſo great nerde he gaue 
ber heartie thankes, and toke his belme and put it on his 
head, and made it faſt, and when he law that there was none 
to diſhurbe hum of his entering into the Caſtell, he went vn⸗ 
to the doze whereas be found the Gyaunt lying along at the - 
thzeſholde , and entered in thereat , and leav this faire 
Ladie with him by the handen, foz that ſhe wonive nes 
uer leaue him, and ſo they entered in at the Caſtle gates, 
without finding ante to diſturbe them, and paſſed on till they 
came vnto a faire large and great hall, whercas by certaine 
windowes verie ſubtillß dewſed from the toppe thereof 
they received light, and in the middeſt thercof was a ſtately - 
bedde, adoꝛned all with blacke clothes, and vppon the bedde 
was tbe perfc figure of that Image of Chꝛiſtall, which 
they ſawe in the middeſt of the high waye, The Cmperour 
could not by anie manner ot meanes refraine Eats 44> 
T4 n 
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- bearofe on his fæte and went vnto a place thereby, whereas 
was made faſt to a piller a verie furious griffon, which with 
greate ſpæde he did vnioſe out of his chaines , and hee wag 
No ſoner at libertie,but that with great furie be flew vp into 
the aire moꝛe { wifter then an Eagle, and as pou doe ſee a 
Yawke hovering in the apze, till ſuch tinie as the Yearng 
riſeth out of the water, and then with greate furie falleth 
ds wne right on ber pꝛaie, ſo likewiſe this furious Griffon 
when he ſawe his time, with a meruailous and infernall fas 
rie deſcended right downe, but when the Emperour ſaws 
that he deſcended With ſuch furie, be cauſed the Ladie to 
chꝛo wd her ſelfe vnder an olde houſe that was there at band, 
and he couered himſclfe with his ſhelve , and having his 
{ wa:dc in his hande at that time as the Griffon deſcended 
with ſo great violence (that it ſomewhat feared the Empe⸗ 
rour)not withſtanding be lifted his ſheelde foz to receiue that 
terrible blowe of his clawes, which fall was with fo greate 
fo:ce,that he pulled the ſheeld cleane from his arme, but this 
valiant warriour ſtroke him luch a blame with his od, 
y he thought her had cut him in two vares but pet be found 
his feathers to be lo hal de, that he had done him no harme, 
and although his hard feathers did defend him, not to receing 
ante hurt with the \ wozve, yet it could not bee but bee muſt 
nxdes fele ſome grie fe by the greatneſſe of the blowe , fog 
that with a græuous ſhzike he mounted op into the ay2e, 
giuing a thonſande tournings . When the Emperour ſawe 
bimſelfe without bis ſyw&lde, which that infernall Bird has 
carrped with bim into the aire,and let it fall vowne againe 
8 great wayes diſtant from the ſame place where he was, it 
made him to haue alwapes a berie god and diligent cie,to þ 
griffon to marke when he would deſcend, who Craight way 
began to delcende, vnto his thinking with much moze foris 
then at the ficft , And lake enen as the Eagle when ſhe 
bath caught a Wiper,voth pꝛocure fo pull off her ſkinne in

and his \ wifincfle was ſuch in rifing into the ap2e,and fals 
ling downe,that he coulde not faſten one blow on him with: 
bis [ wo2de,but he did hurt tbe Emperour with bis clawes 
ſometimes on the armes and ſometimes on the healme, buf 
pet coulde he neuer haue ante faſt holde on him to do: him 
harme, foz that he neuer Kode Chill , but monuing bare and 
there, ſhunning bis blowes,s enen as a furious Upon, who 
in the time of fleepe is moleſted and troubled with (mall 
beaſts,creping on him in all places, which he fxling with bis 
mouth,lnappeth here and there on eutrie parte rounde a- 
bout, ſo long, til in p end being thꝛongbly inct᷑ſed, at ones 


paie fo2 all the iniuries that they did hum: euen ſo t 1 vali⸗ 


aunt Emperour vied bimſelte with this terrible E ps 5 


flouriſhing with his \wozde round about on cucrie 


waiting oppoztunitte at one time to requite bim fo2”s allths 


ſozrowe that he did bim, but in the ende ſ@ing that u 
little pꝛofit him in doing this, he ſodeinly bethougbt him 
another remedie, which was to kneele downe with e 
his knees on the grounde ,' that when the Griffin ſhoulde 
delcend moze lower to hurt the Emperour, that then with 
us great lightneſſe as he coulde, he woulde riſe bp, and with 
moe caſe ſtrike him, which de preſently did put in pꝛectiſe, 


Do this terrible Griffon deſcended downe, and with one 


of his ſharpe clawes he clafped faſt holde on tte Emperours 
healme. Zhen the Emperour (ceing this 'fierce Oriſſon 
now to deſcend down moze lower then he did befoze at other 
times, he thought it not god to be idle at anie time, but 
with — ns pw be arole vp and — 
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The fend part of tbe 


Fe ©ipetovr Who was nated With much compaſſion of 
. eat travaile of this Ladie, and ſomewhat to refreſh 
u the aire, de cauſed hir to gde a lande, and taking hir 
1 the hande, he did helpe hir ont of the Gallic , and they 
reſted themſelues bpon a little mountaine, from which place 
they might diſcouer a great parte of the Jlande , and moze 
they diſcoueted a great way from thence,another ſmal moũ⸗ 
- tafne,vpon the which there-femed to be a fire,02 light, and 
making little account thereof, they aſked ſomewhat to cate, 
which Araight way was bzonght them by the marriners, x 
ſo they refreſhed themſelues.

$f vꝛons, as with cruell whippings, Che legs and the armes 
did leme as though they had bene martired and weng with 
toꝛdes, and about the necke, as though it had bene lrangled 
with a towell hard wong, and there was wzitten vpon the 
pꝛeaſt, with letters of liuelp bloud, this Cpitath.I am Herea 
the Kings daughter of Cimarra , violated and flaine by No- 
raldino King of Numidia, And thou knight that this preſent 
ſpectacle halt viewe,! doo deſire thee, that if thou doſt goe 
forward this way, let it be with great courage, fot to take ven- 
geaunce on this crueltie, for that I am not of my ſelfe able to 
fecke reuengement. This Emperour, who had wel conſidered 
great crueitie Þ had bene bled againſt that info2tunate la⸗ 
die, being moued with great compaſſion he lapd, J dw vow

And with this, 
be commaunded the marriners to grapple the hippe 4 Gal- 
lep together verp ſtrongly, Which, when this fierce King 
ſawe, with great anger he aroſe out of his chaire, and not 
farrying fo lace on his helme, would haue entered into tho 
ſhippe : but Rohicleer perceining his pꝛetente, thiufte bim 
with ſo great fo2ce, with both his hands vpon the bzeſt, that 
he made dim to fall back wardes into bis owne gallep, and 
ſapd. Stand backe thou infernall creature, take ther to thy 
ar mo, what, daſt thou thinks p thou mteſt with ſuch as 
thou att wont ko do, to ſcare them with thy diueliſh couns 
tenaunte: Thou ſhalt have nee both of armour and hands, 
fo: to delpucr thee from the pumſhment of the iuſt Judge, 
whoſe reward ſhal now be crecufed vpon tha, oz thy vntuſt 
wo2kes, aud cruell cuſtomes, wherein thou baſt long cons 
tinued. 

There was neuer ſeene amongſt ſavage braſtes ſo much 
augec,as at this inſtaunce appeared in the Gtant, and with 
the manneſſe of his heart, he diewe out his mightie 4 bea⸗ 
uie [wozde, wherewith be woulde haue ſtroken Rolicleer, 
but this valiant knight with great diſccetion, ſtepped on the 
one ſide, ſo that his blows was diſcharged tn vaine, onclys 
it ſtroke vpon the ſide of the ſhippe, and if fell with ſucbe 
great ſtrength that it cut the ſhippe downe, cuen with the 
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This noble Greeks was nothing at all idle, buf ha⸗ 
ning his rare and precious Swozde, Which Quzxn? lulia 
had (cnt him, in his hande, be ſtroke a terrible and fterce 
blaw at the Opauntes face, but by reaſon he was lo karre 
off, he coulde not reae9 it, but that the point of his (harpe 
£2 wozde onelpe pailed thacugh bis chokes, but if he coulde 
baue compꝛehended moze of his head with that blowe, he had 
made an end of the battaple , This furious Gpaunt when 
hee lawe his bloud befoꝛe him, he gaue a terrible groane, and 
thcrewith toke his b2oade | wozde in both his haudes, and 
with blalpheming and carſing his Govs, ba lyft it vp foz2 to 
ſteike this vallaunt Orerke, who ſeing it to defcende , de- 
termined not fo recetue fo doubtkull a blow, but with great 
and üngular wiſedome deltuered hiniſelfe from it. The 
blowe was ſuch that if it had not doubled in the maine 
ſaple which ſomewhat diſturbed it, it had bane fuffictent ta 
haue diuided the Datppe in pæces. This valpaunt and mars 
tiall Punce, which with greate diſcreation and aduiles 
meat ſutapned this battaile, had alwapes a verpe god ere 
to the Spaunt, who foz to valoſe his Swoꝛde where it 
was falt in the hippe, was infozced fo put his lefte hands 
to holde fat by the thippe ſide , whereat Rolſicleer ſtroke 
with ſuch farte that the Gpants band remained faſt to the 
Dalppes 22,dimded from the arme. But when this terris 
ble and fierce Gyaant ſawe hinſelfe lame, and that be had 
cleane lot his lefre hand, be began a newe to curſe and 
blalphene his Gads,and pꝛocured to hurt this Greeke by 
all meanes poſſible that hee coulde invent, but he p2onided 
ſo to the contrarie, that not one blowe which the Gyaunt 
coke ſhould epther touch oz hurt him, in ſuch ſozt, that at 
laſt when this furious 8 outragious diuel ſtrining to ſtrike 
this Greeke Knight, was d2tuen ta ballaunce his bodie, 
thereby to reache at him, this Knight let paſſe the ſame 
blows even as her did all the reſt of bis blowes , and in 
palling by be gaue him ſuch a cruell blowe vppon the right 
arme, that he cut it off almoſt by the elbowe, 


And when this miſerable king lawe pimlelle wurde 
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It the which woꝛdes the P2zince was verie ſoze kreu⸗ 

led, but a tertatne adventure Which channced bin at that 

verie lame time, cauſed him to kozgette this bis troubled 
minde.

out, that ante doe make reſiſtaume againſt him, be lraight e, 
commanndeth them to the point of the l wazd with extreme „

The Pzince hearing all this which they of the ſhip told him, 
began to make himelfe rcadie to the battatle , and laced on 
his helme, and put all thinges in verie god ozder, and when 
that all was readie he ſapde vnto them that were with 
bim. 

O you people of little courage 4 ſmall ſtrength, J ſce well 3» 
yeu are all baſe minded, and that there is no hardineclle in 
pou, but onely lo vile matters, get you dobone and (ive per: »» 
in the pumpe of the !hippe, foz J will not conſent that ante »» 
of you ſhail runne awaie;neithcr thal pour tries cxcuſe me of 5» 
this battails , and ſo with a lowde voice be commaunded 16 5» 
beate bp the helme, that the ſhip might runne right vpon the »» 
Gallie. The Tartarian ſœing that thep pꝛetended to giue the »» 
enterpziſe, commaunded thole that were with him iraight 
waies ts put his veſſell in veric god o2der, of the which it 
had greate neede, ſo with as great boaſt and ( wiſtneſſe cf ſails 
as was polſible, they pꝛocured that the Shippe and Callie 
might iopne both together, and in verie chozt time tcp 
were come ſo nigh each to other , that anie man might well 
diſcouer and perceiue all that was in the Gallte of their 
adnerſarie. This valiaunt and wozthie Roſicleer ſawe ths 
greate Gyaunt where be late in the middeſt of the pope of 
the Gallie in a Chaire, where they tette plainely ſawe 
bis countenaunce was ſo terrible, and his vodie lo greate, 
that all thoſe which were pꝛeſent with Roſiclecr were a- 
fraide to beholde him. And wben the Spaunt vnverffete

farde. Returne you all backe againe and make an ende of 
that, which weatic and fimiplc women would long ſince haue 
Anifhevd,and let me alone with this knight that ſo rige;oully 
doth behane himiclfc,and with great furic he pꝛelled fozward 
and ſtroke the JÞ2ince ſuch a blows that hee made him aſto- 
nped, but this miſerable man little knewethat ho had to tw 
with the beſt knight in the wozlde, fog if he had, he Would 
neuer bhaue made reſiſtaunce againſt him face to face, And 
tourning to firike dim once againe, be diſcouered the de⸗ 
aice that be bad in his ſhelde , whereby he knew him, and 
was verie much afcaide of that which ould ſucca de The 
P2ince vnderſfod by them that were in the ſhippe,that this 
was he which did goucrne them, he Rroke ſuch a blow at his 
right arme, that he cut it cleane off, ſo that arme and \ wozbg 
fell downe vpon the batches of the hippe, who ſeing bimſelle 
lo ill infreated, with a greats noiſe and pitfifall ſhꝛike he en⸗ 
tered in amongſt his people, and cryed foz helpe and ſaccovr, 
dut all was in vainz,foz that the Nephew of Tiberio ſtroke 
him (ach another blow vpon the helme, that he parted helme 
and head in two pæces, ſo that be fell vowne dead: but when 
bis companie ſawe this, they altogether fell vpon him with 
terrible furie, thinking to make an ende of him, but be retei⸗ 
ued them in ſuch oꝛder, that quickly he made them to vnder⸗ 
and the trength of bis victozious arme, fo: he nener ſtroke 
blowe but either be flewe ane, oz felled hin to the grounde, 
which was the occaſſion that their beartes fainted, that not 
one of them Which remained durſt appꝛoch, neuertheleſſe they 
had ſo compaſſed dim about, that he could not neither on the 
one ſide no2 on the other make ante waic,\oz when he deter⸗ 

= mined to put himlelfe fo: wards one waie, then the other bes 
gan to laie on bim behinde , ſo that of neceſſityr be was 
conſtrained in the end to ſet bpon them all at once, fo2 that 
they did ſo frouble him , In thts time Zoilo bad ſomewhat 
recouered his ſtrength , and was well eaſed cf his weary- 
nelle, and (wing tbe valiauntneffe of his defender, he went tos 
wards Þ place where be was kirmiching, ( with bis "_

in both bis handes, be beganne to make greate de ſtrucisn a⸗ 
mongſt dis enimies, tpat the laughter was ſo great, and their 
enimies not able to make ante reſtdaunce, but like nuſeta⸗ 

e people determined rather to lubmit themſeincs ta p mere 
cie of that news come knight, then to the fozce or they? 
owne armes, and falling all downe at the fate of Rolicleer, 
they traued pardon of hun fo2 theyz offence , and mcicie fc2 
their liues, the which he Eraight waps grannted,and lay2e ; 
It is great curteſie, pea, and no little chartite ſhewed toward 
the euill man in puniſhing him , if that ke pꝛetende to gee 
fozwardes and perſencr in dis naughtie lyfe . Neuertheleſſe 
if you will pzomile me, that from this date forwards you 
will amend your liues, and leaue this naughtuneffc, that pcu 
ſhall not alonely finde in me this which'you do al ke, but als 
ſo true and perfect friendſhippe at all times and in all things 
that you haue ne&de of, to the which they did all willenglye 
{ weare they woulde perfozme . This being finiſher,ths 
P2ince and the Tartarian embꝛated one another, with great 
loue and friendſhippe,and Roſicleer af ked of the Tartarian 
what was the 8ccaſion that bzought him into lo great peril! 
and daunger of death. Tbe Tartarian ſapde, that by fozce cf 
an aduenture he departed the Emperours Court (but be did 
not declare the effect) and how comming in that ſmall ſhippe 
bx was taken with thoſe roucrs, who bzougbt hun into that 


_ thꝛew his armes about his nccke,and with great lous 
e:avd, 

Foztime dealt but frowardly fo bꝛing thee out ef Con- 
ſtantinople in ſuch a time,foz to leade ther vnto this peritl, 
and ſo. beganne to tell him of all that be bad paſſed in ths 
Tountrie of Greece, And when he heard him name the Las 
die Tetigliaſa, he ſhaked like the leaues of a tree, and lapde 
Dh fo2 Gods ſake my Lo2de, let not my cares heate the 
name of that thiug which mp heart doth ſo much abhczre 
and deteſt . Foz heare J doe f weare bnts ther, that lining 
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greate diſtreſſe that be bad found him in. Then Roliclecr 


+ will bars my ſelle in this Sea, rather then to abive that- 
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ces, wherout iſſued ſo much blond, that All p hall was ſpzin⸗ 
kled therewith, This ferce Buftrafo ſcing himſelke ſo ill 
intreated, his anger ſtill mo2e increaſed, and gaue 5 Sarden!. 
an ſuch a blowe vader the walt, that it hewed his harde har⸗ 
neſſe, md parte of ths f woꝛde was ſheathed in the fleſh, 
*whrrewith he was very ſoze hurt: ſo with the angtiſh and 
terrible pate that this Sardenian felt, he analhed his teeth 
together, and with great turye he ſtroke at the head of Bu. 
| {trato,who well knowing the waight of bis blowes, ſtepped 
1 a fide, which was the occaſion , that the Whole fozce of the 
: blowe could take no effect, but with the papnt of his (word, 
he cat him on the viſoz, and it deſcended to his bꝛeaſt, and 
fo downwards, inſomuch, that it divided the Harnefle and 
hurt him verye loze, from toppe to toe, up meanes cf. which 
wound, he luffered great aricke,eipectally being in the place, 
where it was. 
The deeds which in all this time chaunced vnto that ba⸗ 
want Roficleer, we will here declare, and leave theſe two 
Siaunts, with their pcrillous,and well ſonght battaile, till 
fuch time as occaſion da ſcrue to to gee fo: warde with the 
ſame, Pou do remember, bow that we lefte Roficleer withs 
in his inchaunted boate, ſapling on the d&pe ſeas, under ths 
pꝛotection of Neptune. And ſo they trauailed fo2 the ſpace of 
flac dapes, and as many utghts, without ſeeing any thing, but 
the ſtarrie ürmament, and the kurious waues cf the ſca,with 
out knowing whether they vid ſaple. In the ſirt dap of their 
rauigation, they beheld comming towardes them another 
great Foylk, who came with no leſſe furie, then their boats 
ſapled, and the courſe thereof was directed right with them. 
So when they d2ewe nigh togetier, the Fopſt paſſed by ſo 
tlole, that they might well ſc and diſcouer who was therein, 
And they perceiued within the ſame a damoſell who ſemev 
to be dead, and by hir ſtode a monſtrous Giant, and by the 
maſte of the Fopſt there was tyed a terrible Griffin, which 
tauſed great feare in them that beheld it. 
The Foyt made ſach great waye, that Roficiecr hadve 
#9 time ts leaps into hir, which cauſed him to be verve 2rp 
ba . and 
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and be was p moze inct᷑ſed, fog that he tonld not be thꝛough⸗ 
ip certified what this adnenture was and what the ſtrange⸗ 
neſſe thereof did ſiguifie, and with the anger that he hadde, 
hz began to curſe all inchaunfments,end all them that vſcb 
it: but all this did p2ofit him but little, foz that in a ſhozte 
time it (atled out of fight , And loking about him, he ſaws 
two ſhippes, which were in a great fight, and very fiercely 
the one aſſaulted the other, to whome the boate wherein 
the P2ince was,directed his wape with ſo ſwifte conrle , 
that he almoſt had no time to put on his -helme, And with 
{hel two ſhippes was another boate, which by the fazce of 
armes was b2ought in ſubiection and onercome by p otbcr 
two ſhippes, and all the people were llaine that was in her, 
ſauing a tewe which bad withdzawen themſclucs into the 
pope of the barke fo2 their defence, among whome, theres 
was one of a verpe great and ercelicnt ſtature, who with 
ſtrong and migytie blowes, cauſed oll thoſe that appꝛoached 
vnto the place where he was, to withdzaw themſelnes, but 
by reaſon that they had bene very long in this battaile, and 
that they had troubled him bery much , be could not choſe 
but be very weake and wearie, in ſuch ſozt, that if it had in⸗ 
dured long, be muſt nerdes haue finiſhed the Eght with his 
death. 

After that Roſicleer had well behelde and noted the 
great frength and fierce courage of the Anigbt. it (med vn⸗ 
tc him to haue knowen him, and viewing the device that 
bee badde on his armour, he knewe that it was Zoylo 
the Tartarian, and ſtraight waie without anie moze tarrying 
be leaped into the ſhippe, and beganne to let them knowe 
the ſtrength of bis ſtrong arme,fo2, in ſuch ſozte he beſtur⸗ 
ted him, that at the firft blowe be cut off helme and heav,, 
of one of his eatmics , and not being content with this, 
be began againe to ftiike firſt. on the. one ſide and then on 
the other, la that there was not dne that was ſo bardie to 
aide bis terrible bigwes , but when bis aducrſaryes 
ae his furie., there .joyned moze then thirtic of them 
together, petending o „Fault pm, but amongſt themthexs 
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the ſhꝛikes of the Empꝛelle and her Ladies, woulde fafficg 
to make them withdzawe themſelues þ one from the other, 
but terribly they let fall their heauie and mightie blowes one 
vpon another,that their ſtrong helmes were b2uſed , # they 
inclined their heads vato their beaſts, So then there began 
a cruell and moꝛtall battell, one of the moſt terriblelt in the 
world, ſoz the ſtrength of their blowes were lo outragions, 
that with the leaſt blowe they gaue, it was thought that the 
great hail would haue fallen downe. The Empꝛeſſe and her 
Ladies what with the great griefe they had, and againe, with 
the exceeding heate that began in the hall, withdꝛew theme 
ſelues into their Cloſettes and Chambers, and likewiſe the 
knights that were pꝛeſent, departed and left them alone in 5 
ball, ſaumg the Emperour onelpe remained at the do2e, to 
kœpe the entrie p none ſhpuld either goe in oz out, who was 
v2ry well armed. And Brandimardo und Claucryndo were 
with the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, beholding this cruell battell, 
not knowing wo this great Gyannt was that trauailey (a 
much fo2 the honour ofthe Emperour and his ſonnes. In all 
this time theſe Spaunts had no other care, but in b2uſing x 
manzling one angthers fleſh, with lo greate ſtrength, whos 
ſoeuer beheld them meraailed at their fiercenelle, and with⸗ 
out doubt, all the fartaus rage of Gyaunts conſiſted in thoſg 
wo, as it did appeare by the terrible and outragious ſtrokes 
that they beſtowed betweene them,fo2 W the great ſtrength 
and the ſound thereof, the whole pallace did nat onely ſhake, 
but alſa the whale Citie:in this ſozt they continued a greats 
while witbaut taking anie bꝛeath, and alt the floꝛe of the hall 
was full of hoales, with the heauie blowes that had ſcaped 
by, Thus they long continued without knowledge of ante 


mm iſterie between them, but ſtill they pꝛocured the one to ins 


damage the other, and to ve reuenged one 0; another , with 
ſo greate rage and in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they ſeemed rather to beg 
rach and vnreaſaaable Gpaintes, then expert and valiaunt 
knightos t and in this their great furte they both lifted vp 
they; great and heamie clubs, in ſuch (ozt that their blowes 
niet and dilcharged together, with luch ſurpaſſing _—

that the club of the King of Sardenna, was parted in twain, 
but the mate of Buſtrafo viſcharged vpon the other,aithough 
almoſt in vaine,foz that it had loſt the fozmer furie by rea⸗ 
ſon of the firſt encounter, nevertbelcfle it mate his bealms 
to ſound as an anfielde when it is ſtroken en with a hams 
mer. Then this king [&ing he had ſuch an adverſary,thoughf 
it not god to vie delay, but with great baft he dzewe his 
ſwoꝛd, and at ſuch time as Buſtrafo turned the ſecond blow 
be could by no meanes ſhun oz apart himſelfe from it, buf 
bare it off with bis [wozd, and the fall of the blowe was 
luch, that the mace was cut clcane a ſunder, and the gi cat end 
rolled on the flower. in the hall. Zuſtrafo ſeing himſeiſe dil⸗ 
polle ſt of bis heauie mate, thꝛe w the tronchen which rematl⸗ 
ned in his hand, at the King of Sardenna, who recciucd it vp⸗ 
pou his ſhielde: but the ſkrength of it was ſo vemeaſuras 
ble, that it glaunced on his ſhield, and fle we vp2taht to the 
top of the hall, and the king retired back-thz@ og foure ſteps, 
ſo that it was a wonder be fell not to the ground. In this 
time, Buſtrato had ſpace to dzaw bis ſwozd and to ſhzo ws 
hiniſcife vader bis ſhield, Nowe there began a ncw,a moze 
cruell and rigoz0us combat betwene them, then at the firſt; 
fo Bultrafo at his firſt blow,ftroke the King vpon þ ſhield, 
and parted it in two perces , and with an infernall fure , it 
deſcended on his helme, and hurt his bead, but b wound was 
not very great, pet the blow reſted not, vut glauncing on the 
bornefſe,fell to the ground, whereas it made a great boale: 
but in the meane time this news conuerted King; was net 
idle, neither did his aduerſaris eſcape bis paiment foz the 
blowe paſt, but hauing his ſharpe cutting [wezd rapſed on 
high, be difcharged it with ſuch exceeding fozce vpd Buſlrafo, 
(who reteiued it vpon his ſbie ld) that with p great ſtrength 
thereof,it partcv it in peces,and deſcended vpon his brlme, 
faking away with it all that it touched both of the harncfle 8 
fiefh, which fell together to the ground, ſo that Buſtrafo res 
mained very ſoze hurt, And whey he ſawe his owne 'bloud, 
the battaile beganne a ne we to kindle, in ſuch ſozt;tbat in a 
very (mall time, each of them ven ſoze hurt in ſundʒie pla⸗ 
lt. ces, 
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bntfo whom it molt belonged to make aunſ were, with reds 
ſobzietie and wiledome, as in ſuch like matters he was accu⸗ 
ec ſtomed to vſe, replyed. Ghaunt, Roſicleer at this pꝛeſent ts 
c nol in the Court, faz the which J am verie ſoꝛrie and conceine 
great gris le, £02 am ſure it he were bore pꝛeſent, he would 
ohe tame and bing golune this thy great bꝛide, and mitti⸗ 
Zate typ mallice, and ſone abats this thy vnreaſonable bold 
enlerpꝛiſe, which thou baft attempted, And in that thou do 
cet ſaie that Jam a traitour, anſ were that thou doſt falſe» 
cc Ip lpe, like a naug9tie and ill taught knight, foz J neuer 
cc died treſou towards anie man, neither would J at anie time 
ce coulſent there vnto, but J haue pꝛocured to the vttermoſt of my 
t power to punich it. Given the Gpant heard this aunſwere, 
ce he ing moze kindeled with rage, he aide Emperour, thy 
cc W922es bee ſpoken berie fondly and without feare , as the 
c Cocke vpon his owne dunghill, here thou ſeeſt me mightie 


6« and ſkrong, inlomuch that bering inthy Coumtrie I do make 
ec ther quake, and moe 4 wou bor ut pon writ avyzyave ; 


6 Lhau great beaſt and defo2med creature, replyed the Empe⸗

ropall eſtate hope fo2 at thy gracious handes: Among which 
number this which doth pꝛelent her ſelfe befoze tha, is nep⸗ »» 
ther the leaſt in birth , though nowe one in molt mi erte, »» 
* fo: tedzeſſe whereok ſhe creueth thy aide and defence. Zhou »» 
* Halt vnderſtand O ſouercigne Emperour, that this childe is „ 
right heire apparant vnto all the kingdome of Lyra, of which »» 
ſe hath been diſpoſſeſſed by meruailous great violence. The »s 
Emperour when he heard that this was the Quene of Lira, 
he did renerence her, and toke her by the bande, and cauſed 
her to tand vp, and embzaced her with crexding ſhewe of 
lone, g offred bnto her his perſon and all his power at com- 
maundement fo2 her helpe 4 ſuccour, Then the Ladp would 
haue kiffed his hands, but the Cmperonr would not conſent 
therevnto by anie meanes, but toke his hozſe to pꝛotade fo2s 
wards on bis tourney,x fo2 curteſies ſake toke vp the young 
quene behinde him on hozſe backe, and the Emperour Ali- 
candro fœke alſo the other Ladie.Jn this guiſe they returned 
vnto the Citie, foꝛ to put in oꝛder all thinges foz the depar- 
ting of the Emperour Alicandro,t tiding by the way the ems 
perour Trebatio demaunded of the Ladie the cauſe of her co# 
ming to the court, the which the did declare vnto bim, not let⸗ 


ling in her tale to ſhew by shed ding of (alt teares from her 
eyes 
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© for fo repoſe themſclues , confidering the greafe franaile 
and palne whtcy they had paſſed. The fiext dap in the moz⸗ 
ning, although they hadde moe nerde fo baue taken greater 
:-xoif, pet there altogetjer thep mounted on their hozſe backs, 
and tote the wap that lead them to Saragoſa peetending to 
enter within the Citie, and there with ali butntitte to crave 
pardon fo: all ihe intucie that was paſt: but their trauaple 
Was all in vaine, fo: that befoze time they of the towne, pa⸗ 
ning had ſufficient triall of 'T ctereos crueltie, would not by 
ay ineanes open the gates, alwapes belauing the lamenta⸗ 
ble ſpectacle befo2e their eycs,and therefoze fearing that they 
would deceiue them, So that when theſe noble knights pers 
ceiued it was labour loft to ſtand long in contention, theſe 
people (though then cauſeleſſe) being ſo intredible, they res 
turned backe againe towards the Caſtle: and all the way 
they v nt, being almoſt by the {ea fide, thele two Couſins 
ſawe toeir ſhip tomming towardes them in great halt, and 
ſtaieng their bhozſes, thep ſaw, that the was faſt at Þ waiets 
ſide. 

The knight of the Sunne pertelaing well, that hir com⸗ 
ming thether was fo2 no other cauſe but to innite them to 
come aboꝛd hir. which Eleno and Teterco cordefrenving vn⸗ 
to, thep p2cfently did: and ſent wozd by a pace of T ctcrcos 
to commaund all thoſg of Sardenna that they ſhould ſet at lu 
bertie all the Countrie,and without farthcr dclape rekourne 
vnts their owne houſes . Theic wozthic Knights were no 
ſaner entred into their Shippe, but ſhe beganne pꝛeſentlye 
to ſpꝛead her Sayles, and ſhoung from ſhoare, in great 
baſt ſhe launched tn to the maine Sea, wbcrein with 

p:olperous windes they ſailed two dayes , but the thirds 
days verieearlye in the mozning, they dilcouered a Gal 
lep , gonerned with ſixe Pares on a lids , which came ro⸗ 
wing fowardes fhein , and being topned together, they 
behelde that ther was iu the ſame a verie faire Ladie, whole 
haire of hir head was diſperſed abzoad, and bir ſelfe very ill 


intreated by an bncourtzons Knight. This ſav and diſtreſſc? 


ins with a ſozrowfull voyce and pitifull 2 
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ed pat fo2 ſuccour dnto the heaueus: at whoſe complaintes 
and bncourteous handling, theſe P2inces retetutd great ar- 
ger. The valiant Dacian Don Eleno being in all poyntes 
3zepared to fight, layd faſt bolde on bis [wozd, and with 
great lightnefſe leaped into the gallep, into the which be was 
not ſo ſone entered, but that theſe iwo veſtells were loſe, 
and vopded the one ktom the other , ſo that not one of bis 
other friends had time to followe him, 4 the lwiftneſſe was 
ſuch in the departure, that in a {nail time either of tcm le ſt 
the ſight of the other. 

By reaſon of many atcidents, which are to be acconnfed 
in this hiſtoꝛie, it is connenicnt J imitate the god muſtion, 
who to content all thoſe, which attend to heare his melodie, 
chaungeth into many tuncs : thercſoze now we will lcage 
thele thꝛer knights , and retourne bnto the Cwpcroutgte dey 
dare (ach things as chaunted in his Contt.

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in his firrops,and ſtroke the Giant ſo terrible and wonders 
fall a blowe, that the blond guſhed out of his noſe # mouth, 
and therewith be fell to the ground as though he had bene 
dead. Ye was no ſoner downe, but with great lightneſle the 
Dacian Knight leapt from his bo2ſe, and ſtept to the Giant 
to valace his healme, which while her was a doing , her 
heard a vopce which ſapd, Do not kill bim knight, do not 
kill him, and tourning his head about to ſ& who it was that 
lo diſturbed him, de perceiued it to be his couſin the Knight 
of the Sunne.

Thercſoze gentle Knight J do be⸗ 
ech ther, not to ſhewe any pittie towards me, but to finiſh ,, 
with my death this tragicall triumph which foztnne 4 tine ,, 
hath now beſfowed on the , Theſe two Knights and Cents, 
ſins were very attentine fo the wo2ds that this mitghtte pas 
gan vttered,aiud liked crcedingly of hiz reaſcnings, and in 
reply, Don Eleno aunſwered, although that Fozture, (rare ,, 
rather God) thus in the beginning of my glozie, hath given ,, 
me this victoꝛie, and libertie therewith either to cxtend cus ,, 
eltie 02 clementie, pet both ſoz thy words Which torch mee, 
to the heart, and fo2 thy pꝛoweſſe, which JF ſo much eam. 
J pꝛoteſt vnto thee,J wiſh rat her neuer to haue bel Lenne, * 
then willingly vpon thee to execute this extremitie, tonſide - 
ring what a blot if is vnto noble Bnights, to baue tte nem, 
of tyzants,foz that it depꝛiueth them of all the hne: 4 glo- ,_ 
rie, that ſtrong armes can any way ofchicue . Ther eko, 
knowe wozthy Lantght, that the topall bloud of Dacia deſſ- ,\ 
reth not the death of T ctereo,netther was it my requeſt fo || 
haue thee ouercome, but onelp to heue thee canuerted from, 
thy cruell conditions, to the ende that might emoye thy 5 
friendſhiy, Then the valiant Knight of tte Sunne did cut, 4 
off their talke, to the ende he might declare onto ther, 411 
that happened with the other Stannt. Which when Le- 
ferco heard he was ſoze abaſhed, ond with great ſol zictie he 
faide : Wlell,ſ&ing it is ſo, that the flower of all Bnigbthod 
and the glozie of armes, is poſſeſſed by pou and your kintet, 
4 vowe that from this daye fozwards, J will not remain as: 
ny longer my owne, bit newinate my fetre as ofely pours, 
and in dclitering theſe ſpeeches, the beſt manner be night 
be aroſe vp from the ground, and with great tence imbꝛaced 
them both. And after lalutations ended, ttey encered altege⸗ 
ther into the Pallatce, whereas hey remainedall p night, 
G. lit, ſoz. 
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T he ſecond part of the 
warde and remained a while without his remembzance, but _ 
his hoꝛſs being ſcarred with that terrible ſtroke, gaue a great * 
leape towards the one ſide, by the which he deliuered his 
matter from the ſeconde blowe , which Teferco thought ta 
haue beifowed on him. The Dacian Knight being againe res 
coucred,and not a little abathed at this blowe, ſetteled him⸗ 
(clfe in his ſaddle, and thzowing his ſhieid from him to the 
ground, he take his (word kaſt in his hand, and ſtroke Le- 
fereo ſo terribly vpon his helme, with his \ſwo2d ſome what 
flatling, (by reaſon whereok, the fozce of the blow ſomwhat 
abated, it id downe vpon his lefte ſhonlder,) that it con- 
ſtrained him to ſtoupe fozwards with all his bodie, and if 
be had not claſped his armes about his ho2zfe necke, hz had 
failen downe to the around,and with the fozce of this greaf 
blowe, the hoꝛſe was conſtrained alſo to bow his fo2e fete, 
who with a ſodaine and furious fozce roſe vp again: wherat 
this noble Dacian warriour, with great haſt pꝛicked his 
hoꝛſe with the ſparres,p2etending to make an ende ok this 
cruell battaile with his ſecond blowe : but it fell out con- 
frarie , fo2 that Teferco comming againe to himſelfe, as 
fierce as a Lion, thꝛuſt fo wards againſt his aduerſarie, pꝛo⸗ 
caring(if it paſſed not his power) to repay againe with inte⸗ 
reſt, that which he had receined, Now here began a newe 
their batfaile , and their fozces multiplied in ſuch furious 
ſozt, that all the mountatnes and valleyes , were occupped 
with the nopſe of their terrible ſtrokes, The courage was 
fo great of theſe two Knights, 9 many times they lolt they? 
wits, with the weight of the terrible raps which they recct- 
ued one of another, Then this Pꝛince Don Eleno ſayde ta 
himſelfe,that if ail the reſt of the Knights with whome bee 
ſhoulde haue battaile, were of no lelſe pꝛoweſſe then thts 
pꝛeſent Knight,that be feared quickly to be diſgraced : and 
on the other ſide, Teferco found himſelfe very loze troubled, 
and (aw that he was in fo great diſtreſſe, began to inuocate 
bponhis Gods fo2 aid. The pzowes,ſtrength,+ pollicie was 
ſuch bet werne theſe two P2inces,y whoſoeucr had ben p2e- 
ſent to haue beheld y lame, wold haue ſaid, v there _ bes 
3 een 
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tween them expꝛeſſed, all þ knighthod in p wozld:foz it was 
wwonderkull to ſe, how ſomtimes they pꝛelled fozwards, and 
pꝛeſently retired backwards as wel to below as to aucyde 
their terrible ſtrokes. At was ful the houres, 5 thele noble 
knights thus contended together, z vet there appeared not in 
them any kind of kaintnes, but by their behauioꝛ, ther ftregth 
ſemed ſtil moꝛe and moze fo encreaſe. Then this heropcall 
Pacian not accuſtomed to find ſuch reũſtance, began to foꝛ⸗ 
get al patience, as one cuercome W anger claſped his [word 
faſt in bis band, + being ſetled in his ſavle, be ſtroke p giant 
fo hard in v midſt of the helme, ß with p henines of þ blow, 
he was fo2ced to fall backwards vpon p-crupper of his hozſe 
without any renifb2ance,+ with p great firengh the Pzince 
put to this blow, his ſwoꝛd lew out of his hand, 4 hanced by 
the w2ift band, which while he recouered, Leferco returned 
to himſelfe, and with oufranicus anger(p2onoked by p carcat 
patae he felt) with both his hands he ſtrake ſuch a blow vit- 
toked fo2 at Don Eleno with the balfe ( wo;d bpon the vis 
lour, in luch Fartous ſozt, that it bereaued him of his ſight , E 
glauncing wile it defcerided done bpon the head pate of the 
ho2ſc,but by reaſon cf p firſt blow p laſt han ſmall ſtrength, 
fo ; it did bat tile harme, notwithſtanding it amazed the 
hoꝛſe in ſuch fozt,y with his ſtaggering the inte was con⸗ 
ſtrained to vſe pollicie to hp himſciſe from falling from bis 
backe, but when bts hozſe was reconered, he returned a⸗ 
geine, ſo inflamed with anger as though ſparks of fire had ifs 
lued ont of his mouth, z cruſhing his teeih together, he vite⸗ 
red theſe woꝛds. O thou tafernal diucl, is it poſſible, by thy 
ſtregth fo cuil beſtowed. on ther, ou ſhulb!: in 5 beginning 2 
of mp knighthod, put me in daunger to be cuercome, by one 
onip blow, pꝛoteſt by y honoz Þ J owe vnto ; pzogeny (16 2? 
whece J pꝛoceæd, pᷣ if by this one blow 4 bꝛing thee not to the 
point of death 02 ouercome the,; J will neuer weate armo2 2 | 
moꝛe againſt knight, ſo with great rage be returned agatiſt 2?

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Tf, — + T he ſecond part of the 
And not long after, there was another window opened mozg 
lower then the firſt; from whence there loked out a knight 
who famed to be of a gentle diſpoſitton , his face ſomewhat 
ſwart of coulonr, who with great curteſte ſald. Bnight what 
is it that thou wouldeſt haue, fo: J am he whom thou doeſt 
ſecke fo: that which J would haue aunſ wered Don Eleno, 
is, that thou doeſt leaue this dineluſh cuſtome Which thou 
doe ſt here matntaine,fo2 that a knight of thy dilpoſition and 
manner ſhuld rather occupie bimlelfe in bzeaking theſe enill 
tuſtomes, then in maintaining them, fo; theſe be not wozks 
of a knight the which thou doeſt, but of an infernall diuell, 3 
therfoze much maruell how thou vſing {a much crueltie, thou 
doelt liue with ſo great caſe and witheut care. Come 
therefoze thou tyzant and arme thy ſelfe, and J hope thou 
Walt here paie the tribute of all theſe euills which thou tif 
done,faz it is not reaſon that ſo diuelliſh and cruell a man ag 
thou art (houldeft line. Theſe reaſons did little trouble this 
Gyant,nepther made he anie reckoning of them, but wit; 

bis accuſtomed ſobꝛietie, he auſ wered, 

Miſerable knight, thou doeſt not knowe how here thon 
doeſt ſæke thy owne death in demaunding battatle of mo, 
therefoze refurne againe the waie theu camelt,fo2 thy tender 
age and ſmoth face without a bear? doth moue me to ble 
this my vertue and cartefie with thee , and confidertng that 
thou art a ffraunger and not of this Conntrie . Then this 
Dacian knight annſ wered. It is not this that J doe ſake, 
but to accompliſh this which J haue tolde the, and if wy 
wozdes are not fufficient to cauſc tha to leave this which 
thou doeſt ererciſe,J do beleene that my l we2d will ere long 
tompell thee thereto, fo2 either J will die the death oz elſe J 
will depꝛiue thy bovie ok that danipnable and accurſed ſoule, 
and ſend it whether as thou beſt ſent manic a better then 
thine is. To theſe woꝛdes this Tefereo aunſwered nothing 
at all, but withdzewe himlelfe in great haſt from the wins 
dowe, and called-fo2 His armour „the which was all blecke, 
and of a ver ie faire and ſtrauuge malling he was wilh a trice 
umd, and being on hozſe n = 
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laict gate was opened, whereat iſſued out this Sardenian 
a gentle and demure countenaunce , and after him fols 
lowed a page with two ſpeares in his hand, of the which Le- 
fereo toke the one, and ſent vnto the Pꝛinte the other, who 
ſtanding in nerde accepted it, and without farther reaſoning 
thep turned their hozſes about with ſuch cour quicks 
neſſe, that the lyke bath bene ſeldome ſerne betweeng two 
knights. And when each of them wer come into their appoin⸗ 
ted place, they ſet ſpurres to their bozſes with as great foꝛce 
as the thunder in the aire, and meeting together in the midde 
way with their ſpeares, their ſhockes were fo terrible that it 
was wonder to ſœ, ſo that not one of them failed of his blow, 
but iopned in ſuch ſozt, that the ſtaues ( although they were 
verie ſtrong) bꝛake, and the ſheuers of them ſeparated thems 
ſclues in the aire with great violence, and pet the valpaunt 
knights both remained in their ſaddles, no moze moued then 
a rocke by the ſea ſide. But when either of them bebelde the 
little harme they had done in this their tuft, they both with 
their {| wozdes in their handes returned their hozſes, and be⸗ 
gan to ſtrike fo extreamly the one vppon the other, that their 
bodies felt the fozce of their armes, aud although their hars 
neſſe was not cut, pet it could not be but their fleſh ſhuld re⸗ 
teiue damage In this ſozt trauailed theſe two knights moze 
then an houre, without knowledge of ante aduauntage, but 
either of them were inflamed with anger toſs his aducrſa- 
rte to indure ſo long, and the knightly courage of catch of 
them did moze and moze increaſe,and their exca ding cholar 
was ſuch, that the battaile began to be moze terrible then at 
the firff. But this furious Tefereo ſomewhat fœling, and 
therefo2ze by experience knowing the ſurpaſſing ſtrength and 
valiant courage of his enimie , although be did not greatlyg 
meruaile at it, pet it did cauſe bini to be moꝛe furious, and 
being incenſed in ſuch ſozte , that with both his bandes hee 
toke his wd, and ftrake at him ſuch a ſtroke vppon the 
helme, p the blowe ſounded thzough all the flelds, g made an 
echo in the mountaines, that by ep waight thereof the Dacian 
knight was conſtrained ſomwhat to incline his head downs: 
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yt rot be began to finock;whith he had not fo lone done, but 
b liſting vp bis eyrs, he beheld to deſcend front abone out of 
a bulwarke a grrat free tone which was caſt downe by the 
hands of a Gentlewoman, which came lo lodainlp, that be al⸗ 
molt had no time fo deliuer himlelfe from rccetning the fall 
the bot, and if the lightnes of his hozſe had not ben the quic⸗ 
ker, de muſt nerdes haue taken the blowe on his head, which 
would not haue fallen out well with him But when this 
Gontle woman ſawe that the ſtone fell downe without doing 
anie harme, with a greeuons and terrible ſigh that pzoceded 
from her heart, ſhe ſapd.

„ uell, which without All feare of the Gods hath put our Citis

did greatly froubte him. The Giant le ing himſelfe ſo ill 
intreated, with a wonderfull and outragions kurie, gaue ters 
rible & ſcarfu'l ſhzikes,and out of his belmet iſſued fœzth a 
thicke (moake,and therewith he dꝛew ont his huge 4 bꝛoade 
ſ wa2d,and ſhꝛoudedhimſeife under his ſtrong ſheelde, and 
vegan with great furie fo redouble his ſtrokes Vppon the 
knight, the which the noble Pzince with greate nimbleneſſe 
defended him from. Now herre began 5 bꝛaueſt x beſt fought 
battaile that euer was lene betwane two knigbtes, there 
might you boholde the whole ſtrength and valiantneſſe ok gi⸗ 
ants, there might you percetue all the pzoweſſe of knighthov, 
with every palicy vſed in armes, cher might you ſee how theſe 
two knights pꝛeſled one vpon another, and pꝛocured one to 
burt another, and alſo to warde the cruel{ blowes,y the ons 
beſtowed on the other: there might you view the ſparks of 

fire like lightening flaſh from their terrible ſtrokes, and the 
peces of harneſſe fiping in the atre, hauing no compaſſion 
the one of the others paines, but each one ſxking ta haue the 
bauntage of his entme, traneſing grounde from one place ta 
another, that it was right wonderfu'l to beholve., and hows 
lpke two ramping Lyon3-they endured foz the ſpace of t iwo 
baurcs, without receiuing ame reſt, neither could it be percei⸗ 
ued that anie of them both did fatnt, but rather the longer 
they fought, the moze their furte kindled and their Trength 
augmented, of the which the Gyant much meruailed, and fa⸗ 
ling the great fozce of his aduerſarte which was befoze him, 
was not a little amazed, but that which moſt greaed him, 
was, that he could not faſten one blawe to his contentment 
boon bis enimie, foz which cauſe ha beganne to exclaime 
8gapalt bis Gods, but cſpectaliye agapuſt Mars, fo: *

hi was perl waded , that h was deſcended from eas 
nen, to make that combat with him, whereby to wozke bis

deſtruction, And therewith his furie double increasing, with 


an inkernall anger, he multiplied his blolwes with ſo great 
haſt and ſtrength, that he cauſed the Grecke, ts beſtur him⸗ 


ſelke from. one place to another to make bis defence: but 
be as one which was not idle, but by theſe means the moze 
inflamed, letting ſlip the bzidle of all patience, his valiant E 
heroycall courage double increaſed, and his ſtrength 4 lipht- 
n eſſe did ſurmount in ſuch ſozt, that vnder bis harneſſe in 
meoꝛe then ten places he hurt the Oiaunt, and although the 
wounds were not great, pet the bloud that iſſued out , was 
very much. Then the Giant ſceing himſelfe in ſuch a pickle, 
thꝛew his ſhielde from him to the ground, and with both 
his handes toke his great cutting [wozd, & heauing it aloft, 
he let it fall with ſuch wondertull furte , that ut was ver pe 
ſtraunge to bezolde. But this politike Pzanco ſa ing en 
which part this terrible blowe would fall, determined not ts 
receiue it hut with a light leaße did clere himſelfe from the 
tall thereof, the which fell to the grounde with ſo greate and 
terrible haſt, that the halfe of it entred into the earth, and by 
reaſon that the ſtroke was giuen moge of anger then ok 
cunning, by the great ſtrength that he pat to it, he could not 
Riepe himlelfe, but was fozced with the ſtroke to fall with 
his bꝛeaſt vpon the pommell of his {\wo2d. Ve was no ſoner 
bowne,but the Sonne of Trebatio gaue-hinr another vpon 


his helme, that it ſounded as though he had ſtroke vpon a a 


bell, wherowith the Giant fell flat to the ground, areaity 8- 
ſtoniched, and almoſt beſide himſelfe. This valiant Grecke 
when he lawe him in this traunce, laide laſt holde vpon his 
belme, and with the exceding ſtrength that he let to it, be 
pulled it from his head. The Giant which was then ſome⸗ 
what recouered, caught holde vpon the ( kirr of his harneſſe, 


and pulled the knight towards him with ſuch ſtrength, that 


be was not able to make refiſtaunce, but neves he mult ga 


whether his ſtrong arme carried him. Then gladly wqulde

In his domcanour, be the wed bhimſelfe to bee 
valiant, and with a gentle countenance He came fowardes 
tbe place whereas the Ikntgrt abode, All this, the noble ans 
courteous Greeke did ſtedfaſtly bebolde, and pzayed God, 
that of his mercie he would aboliſh this euilt cuſtome that 
be did maintaine, and that he would giue him grace to acs 
knowledge bis erro2 wherein he had tranſgrefled , and that 
be might be conuerted vnto the knowledge of p true faith, 
foz that it was great pitie, to ſw ſo much crueltie remaine ,

in the lande of Tinacria,th2e men, and the women, in (as 
** tiſfaction of the blouvie ſacrifice that they conſonted to be ofs 
** fered by their deteaſed Qutene. And it is now two months 
** palt;fince they baue vſeo this tyzannie : and it is not onely 
he that doth perſecute the poze people of Twacria , but bee 
** hath alſo to farther him in this his diueliſh determination, 
his bzotbers forme,betng of like cruell diſpoſition as him- 
ſelte. And in this ſozte da theſe two bell-houndes ererciſe 
themſelues in this deteſtable murder, inſomuch that the Ci⸗ 
tie is almoſt leſt deſolate, and there remaineth verye fewe

Little account did the valiant Knight of the ſonne make of 
chele thꝛeatning woꝛds, which were there wzitten;but ways 
ed them as winde, and as one defirous to ſæ the end of this 
ſo ſtraunge an aduentare,not-regarding the perill thereof, 
bz take bis touraey fa; wards, determining to come agains 
tu the waters ſide. De long he trauailed 5; at laſt he cams 
to a little Temple, that was very curiouſlp wꝛougbt, erett⸗ 
ed to the vſe of the greatelt crueitie that euer was heard off. 
Krre vnto that Temple he (awe feure dead bodies, whole 
beads were cut of, and as it appeared hy thepz appatell, two 

of them were Kntghts,and the other two Damolells, then 
rating his eyes a ſide towards a faire 4 greene field which 
was harde by, be bebelbe a great number of headcs, which 
were the heades of thoſe that had ben flaine,amongf which 
were the foure heads of the ne we laine bodies, that her be⸗ 
roꝛe found deav,foz'the frelh bloud did as pet runne out vp⸗ 

pon the ground. This lamentable ſpectacle;this noble Greelc 
beheld, with luch ſurpaſſing ſozrom, as almoſt no heart can 
comp2ehend ; bat being rauiſhed as it were with deſire, to 
be reſolued of the effect of this lo monſtrous inhumamtie, ha 
pꝛoccded farther,till at length he appꝛoched the Temple, 
where he diſcauered a pofterne doꝛe to be open, and incons 
tinent alighting from bis hozſe with a heropcall courage , 
being inceaſed with anger, he ruſhed in, hoping there to haus 
found the bomicive, which was the chiefe auctoz of this tra⸗ 
gicall cruelie, Being entred, the firſt thing that appeared to 
bis view, was a verie faire Altar caztoully wꝛougbt, and 
dpon it the dead figure of a verie faire Lavie,thzough whole 
bodie was thzul, a terrible two edged lwozde, like wile at 
F the

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\thefote of the ſame Altar, was another figure of a buge and 
-mightie Giant,being ten cubites in bright, all merumilous 
corioufly wzought in Alabaſter with ſtraunge and ſubtil de⸗ 
uiſes, who knaled with both hi&knas on the carth , This 
noble Knight was very much amazed, at ö ſight of ſo rage 
a matter, and pet not ſatiſficd,be-went into a little Courts 
there adiopning, e found that it was all hanged with blacks 
cloathes, which repꝛeſented great ſadneſſe and ſoꝛtowe, and 
in thoſe clothes was figured diuers dead men and Weinen , 
Bard at the fote of the fo2eſaid Altar was made faſt in the 
earth, euen to the bzimme thercof,a leſterne of leade, into 
which the blond of thoſe that were flatne, and their beades 
tut off in ſacrifice, was poured; and out of the ſame leſterns 
it was conuaped bnder the earth by a autter very ſceretely, 
the which went vnto the Riner, whereof we ſpake beſozr! e 
this was the ſame bloud, which the valyant Pztnce did ſe, 
in the channell of the riuer, tuen the blond of (he. four beads 
lefle badics that he found-newly Caine. On the other fide of 
the Altar he ſawe an olde man with a faire white bearde , 
fitting in a chatre, who leaned his aged head bppon his Icfte 
band, and his elbowe vppon the chaire ſide, whoſe eyes wer 
ſhut, and his countenamice ſo ſad, that it appeared ther was 
in him no comfozt, but onely great lozow and mournings. 
bis valiant Greeke who greatiye defiren'to under ſtande

Theſe valiant knights not meaning to flepe ont the date, 
they vndertoke they? iournp, and in tranailing they came to 
a narrowe and tratght lane which lead thein by the fete of 
a huge and ſteepe mountaine, hep had not long rid, but wey 
entered inta a bꝛoade and rough path, alwayes hoping that 
the countrey would p2one very pleaſaunt and well Hadow⸗ 
ed to ride in: but after they bad tolde all their cards, it fell 
ont contrarie,foz it was a champaine lo le deſtitute of ins 
bavitauntes , and altogether vnpꝛouided of victualles , 
which diſcommodities galled theſe wozthpe Peinces very 
gareaity,and that which areued them moſt, was, that they 
knew not whether they went, neither could they mefe ante 
one that might guide them in what place and Countrie 
they were, Trauatling onwardes hep found that this crms 
ked wate- was diuided into two bꝛeade lanes; And then bees 
ing in a doubt which waie they might take, ſtod ſtill, and in 
the end they did determine bet weene them to make a dinifi- 
on, the one to take the right hand, and the other the [cit. And 
thus theſe two valiaunt knightes parted the ware betwene 
them both, being right ſozrowfull that thep2 late acquains 
tance, was ſo bytimely ſeparated by a crokcd lane. The cne 
bauing loſt the ü ght of the other, they rode very ſadly, and the 
night of the Sunne trauailed all that dape, and cculd not 


happen vpon any path that might guide him to lome towne 


02 Uillage. Tbe night w2apping hir ſelfe in her bꝛowne 
Pantell,inave the Grecian alight from his Cornerino,ntgh 
vnto a faire Fozreſt and grane meddowe, adozned with all

This valiant P2irics 
being ſtart vp, returned bnto his new begun tourney, + fras 
vailed ſo long, that at the laſt he tame to a verie faire and 
cleare riucr,and going along by the bzinke cf the ſame ber 
beheld , bo we by reaſon of the calme winde that did blowe, 
thers did ariſe manye ſmall bubbles in the water, the ſight 
whereof did greatly delight him, bntil ſuch time as be dilcri⸗ 
ed in the ſame certatite little ſtreames and dꝛoppes of b!oud, 
at the view whereof he was ſtriken into a meruaiolus admi⸗ 
ration, and the farther he went, the ſtreames did moze plain⸗ 
ly ſhewtozth the [ karlet coulour thercof, in ſuch fozt,p the. 
clare and cþ;iftatiioe water had loft his naturall coulc ux.æ 
was changed iuta a crin oũn, which ſtrange and vnacquain⸗ 
ted cale procured the noble knight of the Sunne to ber balfs- 
amazed, and mervatled greatly wherest Gould pꝛoctede ſuch 
abund#zce-of this vioadic water. And hauing an earneff de⸗ 
ure to nuove the heav ſpzing of the riuer, am the eccaſtory 
therrof, he canſed his bo2ic to haft his pale ſomteu hat moze

The 
Unight of the Sunne tying his hoꝛle tn one part of the vel⸗ 
lell, ſawe ſtanding by hun another moze beautifull,the which 
be knew p2efently the Semlewoman had 92ought fo2 his 
couſin, and making toward him to foes what armour the wiſe 
man had ſent him, being laide abꝛoad, ſawe them w2ought 
all with one wozke, LE, and the ſheeld was of ſtrong and 
fine Ticie,the ſic id blacke, and therin was ſet a graue, io liue⸗ 
ly as there appeared to be nothing but trers, and Ipketrile 
there was wzougnht in it many ſine inuentions, Which did tes 
ſciſis to be the artificial wozke of the wiſe Lyrgandeo. And 
in the middeſt amongeſt thoſe trees there was a fapze Lady 
thaddswev, apparelled in a ſtrauige attire , in per conutes 
naunte 
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naunte her was verie ſadde, her haire klittering all a⸗ 
bout ber cares. 

The ſiaht of theſe ſtrange deviſes made the Dacian zince 
veric penſiue , and cauſed bim ta_mernaile much at the 
great art that was vicy in the framing þercof , it was fa 
bainctelp hanveled. Bat in the meane time that lhele two 
Pꝛinces were thus mating and beyolding theſe ſtraunge 
things, the ſhippe lp the Seas, with a bꝛaue gale of winde, 
and carried them fo [ wifily that when they called to minds 
the ſtraungeneſſe hereof they were greatly aſtoniched.

Not long 
alter the ſhyippe came to the ſhoare with ſuch a boffoing 
ruth , licking kat tn the ſandes, that they thought ſhe 
bad bene Clit tn ſunder.

ing grene, wherein was poꝛtraped a Permaide, which in 
ſhape ſeemed to be a Goddeſſe of the ſeas. Likewiſe cloſe vn- 
to the ſhield,ther was chained a rich helmet, which was very 
ſtrong. Jt might well be thought by the riches of the armoz 
they appertained to ſome valiant man, and allo it ſæmed the 
time was long ſince they had bene hanged there,fo2 that the 
waſhing of the water had waſted the bꝛightneſſe of the cou⸗ 
lour, The knight of the Sunne with an carncſt deſire beheld 
them, and ſawe the bodie of the Tre ingraued with this 
wozd Floriſdama.

of the ſame colour, and in their-companic came a Chariot, 
all covered. with blacke Seat ge ſo clote,that it was in poſſi⸗ 
ble to ſz waat was within u, p light came in thzough iwo 
windowes which were placed at the fide of the Chartotte . 
Fourc hozſes did dꝛawe it, al! clad in blacke ctoth,and there 
did ride two faire dwarfes , as gupders of the ſame, all aps 
parailed in blacke . Wehinde the ſame there came ttkewtle' 
kenne nights cloathed in lyke ſozt, & by their countenaunce 
they weare all right ſozrowfull , lo that the troupe of the 
Knights that came with the Chariot were thirtie tn num⸗ 
ber, With this ueguie countenaunce and great ſtraungenes, 
they paſſed by Roſicleet, without ſpeaking any wozd vnta 
him: wherevpon the ÞPzince came to thoſe that wayfed be⸗ 
binde, and demaunded of them in courteous wile, what they 
were, which were incloſcd in that fozrowfull Maggen, but 
the Umgyts were lo heauie and (ad, that they made him na 
aunlwere, bur paſſed on fozward, which bzed a moze earneſt 
deſire in Roſicleer to know who was within, (fb that with 
auch milde (peach he had demaunded, and could not be te⸗ 
lolued to any purpoſe, And harevpon without taking anys 
further aduiſe in the matter, hee ruſhed among them that 
enupꝛoned the Chariot, onelp to ſ& what was within it, but 
ere be might come nere it, be was lettes by two of the 
«c Knights which ſaide vnto him: State thee Knight, ſtape 
ac thx, fo: if thou longeſt to-knowe whois bere , thou ſhaite 
4 be hindered Trom it by vs, which ſtande Hare to no other 
ac purpoſe. It is inp deſire (fayd Roficlecr)and witlingty wold 
4 J be ſatiſũed of ary requeſt without entering tnto the com⸗ 
4c bat, and if ye wonid affn2d me ſo much courteſte , as to tell 
is me the caale of ſo great ſorrow, 7 ſhould bie beartelye glad 
„ Zyon mailt not vaderftande it, avn\wered one of {hs 
4c Unights, at this time, thertoze depart thou heice in peace, 
ac Unleſſe thau wilt make erpertence of our fo2ces, which do 
ac At tende vpon it. A knawe not ( replyed Roſiclcet) how it ſhall 
cc betide me, but truly whether you will oz no, J am purpo⸗ 
44 ſed to ſo what is wittiu it. After he had thus ſpoken , h 
laid his hand vpon bis (wozy, and without tarttaunce oz 
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moꝛe ſpeaches, he hit one of then ſo ſtrongly , that be killed 
bim. Mis companion ſing this, let dziue at the Pzince 
with all bis fozce, but the ficres Grecian ſuted bim a paſ⸗ 
po2t ſutable to his comparitons : which thing dane they? 
£0:npariions ints a wonder full apanration, and hate vppon 
koꝛgettiag all courteſte , they altogether enup2oned the 
P2tace, and ſtrake at him on encrie ſide: but the valpaunt 
Grecian ſeeing himſelſe in ſuch a p;eeſe, it was not long, but 
that be did vnharneſſe ſome, and mapmed other ſome, and 
others hee ſtrake downe dead, and curſed was ber unte 
whoine be lent a full blawe. In luch ſozt the Pꝛince \.kirs 
miſhed with thole Waightes, that they beganne toe recople, 
fearing the death, conſidering that it was better to diſcloſe 
to bim that which with ſuch humantie her Had demaunded 
pf them. Verrevppon the knightes with bluching conntes 
naunce made tawar de the night, and being fo weerie as 
they were, which tonrned to therr-owne-harine,. they Kreke 
krechlye at him agame, wherebppon the P211ice did cut and 
man zie the: at his owne will. Her then perceining the [mall 
reattaunce that they made, be came vnto the Chariot, and 
pullin vp the covirure, bee ſawe that there was within it, 
a dea bodp all imbaulmed, and on the head of it, there was 
the Crowne of & King, which head vnto the breaſt was vis 
uided in.ſunder with ſome blowe, and he didde repute him 
fo2 ſuch a one by his ropall garmentes, which were all 
imbaued in bloude . There late in a Chapze covered with 
blacke Capers, at the fote of this dead king, a Genticwos 
man of a-niidnle age, leaning her cheke vpon ber bande, and 
her eyes hut, ſhee bedewed her face and bzcaſtes with innu⸗ 
merable bꝛiniſh teares, and nere vnto her there ſate another 
Oentlewoman, who ſemed to bet but tenne pesres of age, 
all w2apped in blacke. which Gentle woman, was ſo fay:e,- 
that che appeared vnto his views moze dining then hus- 
mae. Ame 8 


The renowmed Grecian Pzinte with grrat admiration 
and no leſſe pittie, behelde this ſozrowfall gut, end af 
length the dillreffed Oentie woman; opened hit heanic eycs, 
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ſcull even to the verie ſhoulders, the wzetched Pagan falling 
down dead to p ground, þ moſt parte ot his bloud came gu⸗ 
ſhing out of his bodie. Unneth had he fallen from his ho2le 
when the trembling and troubled Ladte did alſo fall from 
ber Palkrate, as one that ſhoulde give vp the Ghoſt, whome 
when her Sentlewomen did elpie, lighted all of their Pal⸗ 
krayes, and with ſtreames of ſalt teares began to lament her 
wofull caſe,+ to accurſe her froward foztune, cucrie one ſtri⸗ 
ning about her, to trie if they coulde by anic meancs reſtoze 
her againe to ber memozie , The Ponce ling Her in this 
extremitie, did alſo fozfake his hozſe and come towardes the 
place, where this miſerable Ladie late like a ſtake, and cau⸗ 
ſing one of ber Gentlewoment to fetch a little water from 
the river which was hard bp, be beſpzinckeled ber beauttficd 
viſage with if, and therevpon ſhaæ came to her letfe againe, 
and opened the dimmed windowes of bir darke bodye, and 
wyen lhe beheld the P2ince ſo nigh hir, with a p2ofounde 
ſigh and pitikull vopte ſhe ſayde . © crucll homicide of my 
faithfull and valiant champion: thou thirfiic bloudſucker 
of the ropall bloud of Meſaputamia , diſpatch nowe, dil⸗ 
patch J laie, to execute thy furic with thy imbzued Swozde 
vpon my (ozrowfull heart, and ſpeaking theſe words the fell 
againe into an ertaſte as befoze, which Roſicleer marking, 
and geſſing at her inward paine by ber extearne countenance, 
he turned himlelfe to one of her Damopyſells, which as bee 
thought among the reſt of hir traine ſeemcd the chicfeſt, in 
knowing molt hir Ladies ſecrets,and ſapd vnto hir: Oen⸗ 
tile woman, J le (God knoweth, not without great ſozrowe 
be it ſpoken) p griefe p pour Lady indureth in viewing my 
face, therekoꝛe J pꝛape pou tell hir from me, that J intreate 
her to goe to the Emperonrs court of Greece, and there pꝛe⸗ 
lent her perſonage fo his maieſtie, and certifie him of all theſg 
accidents, and there ko ſfay my comming, foz J meane ſhozt- 
ly fo returne thether, and then J pꝛomiſe her, that there F 
will vie ſuch means Þ the ſhall iniope to her great content⸗ 
ment, that thing, the want wherof doth ſo greatly grieue ber, 
and becauſe my wozdes may carrie moze credite with ber,

pou ſhall tell hir, that one of the Emperour Trebatio his »» 
ſonnes, the greateſt friend that the Tartarian 3Bzince hatb, did »» 
infozme you this much. And heerevpon not tarieng foz anye 
replye, he mounted vpon his bozic,courfing th2ough the foz⸗ 
reſt. When be was gone, the Geatiewomen helped their las 
die by certaine dzugges which they bzought fozth foz pꝛe⸗ 
nenting ſuch miſhaps,and lo recontinucd hir health agotne, 
and afterward expꝛeſt to hir ali that which the knights im⸗ 
parted vnto them, which repozt comfozted hir not a little. 
The aricfe which the Ladie and hir Gentlewomen did ſu⸗ 
ſcaine, in ſeing a ſtraunge Knight glaunce by them armed, 
and to remaine in the wobe alone without luccour 02 coms 
fozt of any,J would he&rs ict dowrie bcf:2e pour eres: but 
AJ am intozced to return to the famous Roficleer,and at this 
pzeſent, J will not make recitall to pou, what night that 
was, who parting from Roticleer did appeare agatue vnto 
pim at bis going out of the foziclt, 


Prince Roficleer travailing-on his way, hauing alre- 
die taken leaue of the Princeſſes Ladies, did chance 
vpon a certame aduenture., and of the ſucceſle hee 


had therein. Capig. 


b valiant Roſicleer being departed from 
„ 6 the ſozrowtull pꝛiuceſſe, went as he thought 
de nareſt way th:ough the koꝛteſt to finvs 
N his brother, with let purpoſe to make im 
ee accuanted wit) that whic! pon haue alrca⸗ 
— — die beard, and aſterwards to returne backe 
to Conſtantinople. So it happened that foztune guyded him 
into a bꝛoad and large wap, which was his direct pathe to 
Conſtantinople,and turning him to the fote waye where be 
ſaw a great gate in hope to learne ſone newes cf the knight 
at the Dunne. He had not trauailed long, but be deſcrped a 
karre off a ranke of men all armed, and they dꝛawing moze 
neere vato him, he percetaed that they were rr. Knightes 
armed with black armour, and their head-paccs and beneres 
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vpon they: Anſiclves , But whoſoctier had then behelde the 
apvaticy countenance of the Ladte, hee would no doubt haue 
taken her for no lining creature, ſo much did this desperate 
and fierce combat aſtomſh her comelpe face , Ind thinks 
ing bopon the valtigzunt emmie of her Umghte, who lyke a 
care that hath loſt ber ponglinges aflailed him euermoze : 
on the one ſide (he withed in her heart the vickoꝛpe oucr hun, 
and on the other fide fearing to fu her lelfe all alone, he veſts 
red greatly fruce betwane them, and that they might parte 
fricidiy,4 that which did moſt glad her minde was, } offcns 
times {He did imagine (t pet but doubting of p matter) if pers 
bays this ſhould be the knight whome lhe did take ſo greate 
paines to finde on, and that which did confirme her larmile, 
was, that ſhe heard him at the firſt name p Tartarian p2ince, 
In ſuch and other like thoughts and doubts, the comfoꝛtlelle 
Ladie paſſed awaie her time : In the meane while that the 
touragious nights were buſte how they might diſpatch the 
one the other. But þ crabbed Boze with both his hands gane 
the tout Grecian ſuch a blowe vppon His helmet, ß he made 
his ho2ſe necks a pillow foꝛ his head, where withall he began 
to thumpe t beat all his fœling, 4 in this ſenceleſſe ſozt was 
Roſicleer carried vp # downe the plaine by his hozfe,Þ Moꝛe 
purſuing him to cut off his head, but as God would haue it, 
be awaked as it were out of a dzeame,and furicufy recoucs 
ring his [ wo2de, he tourned backe againe, and repaped the 
Paganne with ſuch a tozcible blowe vppon his friendly bel⸗ 
met, that his wonderfull Nirenath made the well tempered 
ſtelc to paid, and therewithall it made him fall backwardes 
bpon his hp2ſes buttocke, caſting ont blod out of his mouth, 
bis hoꝛſe carrieng him hare and there amidſt the pleaſaunt 
fields mo2e then balfe dead, but Roſicleer world not follows 
him, but did attend whether and about what he went, who 
tarried nat long but p he inioped his koꝛmer ſenſes x ſtrength, 
(being once almoſt diſpoſſeſſed of them) and abaſhed to ſe the 
P:ince to haue ſurmounted him by lending him ſuch a crucll 
blowe,ſo extreamely did all the faries in hell conſpire in bis 
beeaſto, that now pauing reared vp his 1wozde, * fell

from him by fozce of that vnreaſonable blow,he bꝛecbed bis 
ho2ſe with his ſpurres amaine, and U ith incredible (wits 
neſſe he encountered with the Grecian P2ince, and hit bim 
ſo moztall a ſtroke vpon one of his ſhoulders , that it made 
his bones rattle within his Ckinne , but hc faylcd no! to 
leaue the paint of his lwoꝛde in ſome parte of the linnow⸗ 
ed lleſh, ſo that nowe the battaile (omed to be but begunne, 
ſuch was the ficrcenclle of both theſe ſtout champions. And 
bath of them imploped their fo2ces in ſmiting of cach other, 
aud aſſo their wits were not idle howthe one by ſonie light 
night foncr cut off his enimie, becauſe it graued thein both 
that the battaile begunne two long houres ſince, ſhoulde in⸗ 
dure ante longer without aduauntage cf anie parte, whetrc⸗ 
foze both did their diligence to finiſh it by ſome ware 03 
other. And all this while it was verie harde to knowe whes 
ther oi them had the better oucr the other, baing equiuas 
lent in p2zowefſe and manhode Vut the couragtous and 
fierce Orectan being angrie in his minde to le one onelre 
night to kepe him at the ſtacfes ende fo long; reptenttÞs

in it, as the weight of his life, as you ſhall percciue hœre⸗ 
after.

befo2e. Ve likewiſe vnlaced his helmet, and laping it vn- 
der his head in ſtxd of a pillow being a courſe bolſter foz 
an Emperours ſonne) reſted his werie lims vpon þ greene 
medowe. aud thus being alone and ſolitarie, he could not 
ſuſpend the remembꝛaunce of thole paſſtons, which the dap 
beloꝛe he had pafſed, Alſo thoſe conteites did call to accoant 
moꝛe ſoꝛrowes, 3 made him to be græued foz his long ab- 
ſence from his beſt beloued Oliuta , whoſe beautye her 
intertained ſo deeply in his minde, as neither time, place, 
192 ap foztune whatſoeuer, could ſeperate hir from his 
god opinion.

where the Poe lap wallowing:s aiming 
bery well by bis ſoꝛrowfull lighes, that he indured heapes 
of paſſions, rained his hoꝛſe towards that wap twhere ha 
beard ſo (h21il! tizcic gronings, and ſtaieng a while to hears 
his pitiful complainte, laid himſcife ſquat vpan p gromid, 
not far fro whence 5 dead pagan lay imbzued in his blog.

greatly dilmaied at p; blowe,+ much moze at the fall:he be⸗ 
gan to recouer himletfe at length by the friendly help ok an 
alh tre which was clole by him,fo2 otherwiſe his vnwil- 
die bodie had taken moꝛe pauſe vpon the ground, Scantly 
had he taken god foting when he perceiued the knight of 
the Sun ſaꝛzt him another ſequence aunſ werable to þ firfk, 
The Gyant being vnpꝛonided of ante trumpe to caſt in his 
Waie, wher vpon be was d2tuen to cloſe with the Grecian, 


and hauing ceazed his bodie with his ſharpe talents,be be⸗

For which cauſe, there haue bene ſundry 
in times paſt, and ſome in this our preſent age, that haue not 
onely penned with great labour the laudable workes of An- 
tiquitie : but alſo with as much trauaile haue inytated cer- 
tame olde writers, by inventing of hiſtories, no leſſe profita- 
ble to repulſe other lurtful paſtimes, then plcaſaun to paſle 
away the tediouſnes of time. Amongſt the number of which 
late workes, there chanced about a three yearcs ſince to come 
into my W des, the firſt part of a Spaniſh; tranſlation, intitu— 
led, The Mirrour of Knighthood : which beeing pub! ſhed 
was ſo accepted, that I was importuned by ſundry Gentlemen 
(my very friendes) to procure the tranſlation ot the ſeconde
